of  I'lipiT  Canada  that  tin'  sclii'mt'  of  ronlVdiTation 
llrst  took  sliapc.  Wlu'ii  it  luramo  manifest  tlnit 
Lower  Canaila  would  not  e.uisent  to  an  incivasu  of 
till'  representatives  of  tini  otlh'r  provinee  in  tin' 
nnltnl  legislatures,  the  miper  I'ri>\inee  liH)ke(l  aliout 
for  a  renn'ily.  Aeconlin^lv  in  IS114  a  I'lnnniitlee 
was  appoiiiteil  liv  Parliament  loini|Uire  intotlie  affairs 
und  politieal  eondilions  of  the  variens  provinees  and 

r ininrnil   wlial  stioiild  he  done  under  tlie  eireiini- 

stanees.  'I'lie  resiilt  of  tin'  work  of  llial  eonnnittee, 
allhoiiK'i  the  proceedings  were  never  made  piihlie,  was 
that  the  two  politieal  parties  joined  hands  with  tin' 
laudidile  ohject  in  view  of  lirin;;inK  aliont  a  federal 
union  of  the  whole  of  lirilish  Ann'iii'a  streteldni;  from 
the  Allaiilielothi'  I'.K'illeand  inelmlinu'  i'rinei'  Kdwaril 
Islauilahd  N'ewlonnilland,  the  latter  of  whieli.  liein^ 
an  isolaled  island,  was  never  re.iily  looked  upon  as  a 
pint  of  liie  lirili^il  Anieriean  eolonies.  altliouf;li  under 
alle^'ianee  to  ilie  ero«  u  of  Kni;lanil.  Delegates  iU'i-oid- 
innlv  «ere  appoinled  liy  the  j;o\i'nnnents  of  Canada, 
Nova  Seo:ia  aial  New  Itriinswiek  to  arran;;i'  a  liasis 
lorilie  jirojeel,  hut  rrinee  Kdward  Island  and  Xew- 
fonndlaiid  refused  toseiid  representalivi  s.  'I'lie  action 
of  like  (.'overnnieul  cd  Nova  Seoiia  was  also  imsatisfae- 
tory  to  the  majority  of  the  people  of  that  proviiu'e,  The 
delegates  held  a  lonlVience  at  (Juehec  and  the  rcsidt 
of  their  deliherations  was  laid  liefoie  the  various 
proviiieial  leijisl.dnres  for  approval.  There  was  no 
opposition  to  the  seheiiH' in  Ippir  Canada  ;  in  I.owi'r 
Canada  it  I'arried  hy  a  very  larnc  majoritv  ;  -this  was 
al.so  the  case  in  New  Ihiinswiek,  allliou>;h  there  was  a 
strutm'li'over  the  cpa'sliim  at  tiist  ;  and  in  Nova  .'scolia 
the  lei;islature  refused  to  consent.  Tin?  next  step  was 
the  sending  id' delei;ates  to  Kn);laiid  to  have  tln>  action 
of  the  I'rovinees  ralilied  liy  the  Imperial  I'ailiameiit. 
That  hi»ly  heini,'  iudueed  to  believe  tli:d  confederation 
had  not  been  a  ipieslion  at  the  elections  in  Nova  S'olia 
ovi'irnled  the  wishes  of  thi'  people  of  that  rioviiu'eaud 
p.i.ssed  "The  lirilisli  Noitli  .Vnu'rican  .\cl,  isin," 
which  foiini'd  into  "The  lioininiou  of  Canad.'i."  the 
I'rovinees  of  Ontario,  (Ipper  Canada)  (ineliee, 
(Lower  Canada)  Nova  Scotia  anil  New  Hruuswick. 
,Siu,'e  then  lirilisli  Coliimhia  (ill  fsTl)  and  I'rince  Kd- 
ward  Islanil  (in  i.sT:'.)  have  joined  the  union;  the 
I'roviiice  of  Manitoba  has  lieeu  formeil  (in  IsTii)  with 
Wlnnilicu  as  lis  capil.d,  and  the  Northwest  Territories 
have  been  ]>iiri!liased  front  the  Hudson  Hay  ('(unpaiiy 
und  (jranled  four  lepiesenlalives  in  the  rarlianieiil.  of 
the  nation.  New  tunndlaiid  hovvever,  has  steadily 
resisted  all  o\  ertures  and  leuuiins  separate  .and  distinct 
"and  compassed  hy  the  inviolate  sea." 

The  Domiuioii  of  Canada  under  tlin  British  North 
Amerieaii  act,  is  practically  self  govirniuK.  Xo  taxes 
an'  paid  to  (ireat  Ih'itaiii,  and  the  (ioveriior  (tciieral  is 
lliitoniy  oilicuil  in  the  liomiinoii  wh>,    it'civus  hia  ap- 


jiolutmont  from  the  Impi'rial  aiilhoritips.  Everytliing 
that  be  does  is  under  the  advice  of  bis  miiiister.s,  who 
are  answerable  to  the  peoiile.  the  only  separate  authority 
which  he  is  supposed  to  wield  lieiiiK  tlie  pardoninj; 
IKiwcr,  ami  even  here  the  jiidnmenl  of  thi'  .Minister  of 
.luslice  is  his  chief  (fiiide.  Kach  province  has  a  le;!isla- 
ture  of  its  own,  which  is  coiiipctcnt  lo  deal  with  all 
mallei's,  except  tlio.se  left  especially  by  the  act  of  ccai- 
fciler.itioii  w  ith  the  federal  parliaiubul,  which  meets  at 
Ollaw.i.  The  regulation  of  Trade  aud  Commerce 
Criiniiial  .(iirispruileiice,  the  Militia,  the  Klsberies  and 
some  other  matters  I'an  only  be  dealt  with  l)y  the 
Parliament  td'  the  Ilominiou.  At  times  <piestioiis  of 
jurisdiction  between  the  Local  Lctrislatuies  and  the 
Federal   Parliament  have  tiiveii  rise  to  appeals  to  the 

lis,  and  liavi'  been  frcipieutly  broiiK'hl  lorward  in 

political  campaiKiis  for  party  purposes. 

The  coiupletiou  of  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Taciflc 
Hallway,  from  ocean  to  (M'eaii,  which  took  jilace  in  the 
snninii'r  id'  l.s.s.'i,  is  an  iinderlakiii!;  which  should  have 
the  elfect  of  popidari/.iii);  coniedcration.  II  has  how- 
ever in  Manitoba,  b'.cii  a  feiliii);  of  disconlcnt,  as  Ilie 
iiihahilalils  of  ihat  province  alle^'c  that  the  (ileal  rail- 
road has  been  t;iven  too  much  of  a  moieiiioly  by  the 
(iovernmcut,  and  are  anxious  10  const  met  lines  id  their 
own  to  the  .\inerican  frontier.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Province  of  Mritish  Coluinbia  lias  jrood  reason  to 
rejoice  at  the  bnildiii);  of  tlie  line,  as  now  steamers  are 
beiiiK  run  from  China  and  .lapan  to  their  ports,  where 
the  carpii's  are  niiloadi'd  and  shipiied  by  rail  to  the 
ureal  markets  of  the  ciuitin  ut.  It  seems  probable, 
moreover,  that  the  Ihitish  (lovernmcnt  will  chaiter  a 
line  of  sicaiuships  to  connect  with  the  Canadian  Pacilic 
Ilailroad  at  \'aiieoiiver,  and  thus  1  slalilish  a  route  for 
the  transporlalion  of  troops  aud  supplies  to  ludiii, 
independent  of  the  .Suez  canal. 

TIIK  UIUNDAIIV    LINK. 

The  boundary  \mv  beMnrii  Canada  and  the  rniled 
Slates  coinmeuces  at  it  point  near  the  inoiilh  cd'  the 
Hiver  St.  Croix,  in  New  liriiiiswick,  where  a  moliii- 
meut  has  been  erected;  llieii  follows  the  waters  of  that 
stream  until  the  St.  ,lohu  is  reached;  fioiii  thence  it 
ttoes  aloIiK  the  midille  of  this  river  to  tliemonih  ot  the 
St.  Francois  river;  from  Iheie  the  line  takes  an  iiri'tju- 
lar  course  until  it  reaches  the  l.Mh  parallel  of  north 
latitude  in  the  Province  of  (Juebee,  and  Ihls  it  follows 
lo  St.  licttls  oil  the  >S|.  Lawrence;  wesiward  from  St. 
lii'His  the  lionndary  line  is  the  middle  course  (d  the  ,st. 
L.iwrence  and  of  Lake  Ontario,  Xiatjara  Itiver,  l.,ake 
Krie,  Detroit  Uiver,  Lake  .Sic,  Clair,  Kiver  Sle.  Clair, 
and  Lakes  Huron  and  Superior.  Kiom  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior  the  line  follows  the  water  courses  to 
Lac dcB- Hois,  and  from  thence  by  the  4utli  parallel  to 

the  Pacilic  ocean.    With  Iheexceptii f  Ihe  territory 

of  Alaska,  which  was  piireha.sed   lioiii  liiissia  by  the 
i:iiiteil  States,  the  whole  of  the  lerrilmy  iiortli  of  this 
line  cuiuitltutos  thx  Dominion  of  Camutii.

The  cliinnte  of  Canada  has  constantly  been  misrei>- 
nseiiled  in  KnroiM'an coiiulries.  It  has  liecii character- 
i;'iil  118  11  counliy  ot  iKjrpvtual  snow,  wbera  tlin  peuplit 


habitually  wrapped  tliemsolves  in  furs  and  bhinkpts  to 
keep  out  Ihe  iiileiise  cold.  When  it  is  recollected  that 
the  iiortheni  rimits  ot  the  Doininioii  border  on  the 
arctic  circle,  these  staliiiieiils  seem  to  eomaiii  some 
triitb;  bi.t  the  fact  is.  Ilial  the  I'liniate  id'  the  settled 
liortions  of  Canada,  which  includes  all  Ihe  Provinces,  is 
a  line  one.  The  wiulers  are  cold  bii;  healthy,  and  the 
frost  does  not  interfere  with  the  );row  iiik  of  spli'iidid 
crops.  Orchards  thrive,  prodiiciun  all  kinds  of  fruits, 
and  ill  sonic  sectimis  peaches  and  Krapcsaie(;rowu  well 
111  abundanci*.  Potatoes,  turnips,  carrots,  melons, 
tomatoes,  peas,  beans,  and  all  kinds  of  j;arilen  stiilT 
lirow  in  ureal  iiu.iiilities.  To  judt;e  by  the  liealth  id' 
the  people,  it  would  indeed  be  safe  t'l  say  that  the  cli- 
mate of  Canada  is  well  adapted  for  the  production  of  u 
vigorous  and  loaH-lived  iieople, 

AHK.V  OK  C.WADA. 

The  area  of  Canada  is  greater  than  that  of  the 
United  States,  ami  is  nearly  e(|ual  to  the  whole  of 
Kiirope.  The  follow  iiid  is  a  statement  of  the  »i/.«of 
tliH  various  Provinces  In  .si|iiare  miles,  as  shown  liy 
the  Dominion  census  of  IKSi:  Prince  Kdward  Island,

uniler  cultivation  lieMind  the  limit.s  of  the  organized 
provinces  and  Ihe  greali'r  portion  of  this  tract  would 
produce  wheat.  The  w  heat  zonecovers  l,;iO<i,(KK)siiuarc 
miles,  the  gra.s.ses  and  coarser  grains  LVHKl.iXX)  siiuare 
miles  and  the  maize  .'iiKi.iloo  sipiarc  miles.

liesidca  her  agricultural  resonna's  Canada  possesses 
iiiuuciise  forests,  luiiieral  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  cop- 
per, iron  and  other  nielals  of  vast  extent  and  an  abiiii- 

iliiiice  of il.    It  is  admitted  by  the  olhcial  reiHuts  of 

the  I'liitiil  Slates  that  Canada  produces  far  more 
wheat,  barley,  peas  and  oats  lo  the  acre  than  any  part 
of  tliH  licpiiblic,  and  as  a  pasture  <ir  grazing  coiiiiiry 
the  ooiitrasi  is  even  more  .si ronuly  in  favour  of  the 
young  Doiuinion.  As  a  sbn'k  raising  coiiiitry  Canada 
has  a  record  which  may  lie  pointed  to  Willi  pride.  The 
liiiesl  stock  of  all  kinds  is  being  eonsiaitly  iinjHUtcU 
with  the  natural  result  of  producing  the  best  grades  of 
horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs.  The  many  slock  breed- 
ing ;i.ssociali«ais  which  from  time  lo  nine  have  been 
oiganlzi'd  ill  Canada  have  done  admiiable  work,  the 
resnlls  of  which  call  be  seen  al  any  id'  the  many  fall 
exhibitions  lielil  throiinhout  the  provinces,

POLITir.M.  MATTICUS. 
Ever  since  confederation,  \\ith  the  )'xeppti(m  of  live 
years  dnrint^  wliieli  lion.  Ale\.  Mackenzie  was  inotlii-e. 
Sir  .lolin  A.  Macdonald,  leailer  of  the  ConiM'ivatne 
party,  lias  lieeii  I'lemier  of  tlie  Dominion,  in  l^Ts. 
liaviiiKlieen  out  of  [mwer  lor  live  yeais.  .*^ir  .lolni  pie- 
)ioiiiled  to  the  electors,  the  country  then  siill'erinu 
under  comniercial  depression,  the  theory  of  what  is  now 
known  as  "The  National  I'oliiy."  The  result  was  that 
Ills  iHii'ty  vviiii  returned  to  olllce  by  an  overwhelming 
majority,  and  he  has  held  the  reins  of  jtoveinn. cut  ever 
since.  Xo  more  cinnplcte  proof  of  the  viitiial  inde- 
pendence of  ('aliadiic""'d  he  given  than  to  point  to  the 
fact  that  under  the  ioiial  |>olicy  she  ha.s  plai'e<l  a 
liinli  Iirolilliitory  tarlii  Hj;aiiist  the  priHlnetions  of  the 
mother  country.  There  is  a  growing  fi  elinj;  in  Canada 
however,  that  a  commercial  union  between  the  two 
gri'at  Kiiglish  speaking  nations  on  thiscontinmt  miglit 
lieiicllt  holli.  Jiiit  there  is  no  doiilit  tiiat  w  hatever  tlie 
peo;ile  dwide  uiKin  they  will  have,  irrespective  of  the 
views  of  either  of  the  political  parties.  This  question 
must  of  course  lie  d.yUt  with  liy  the  Dominion  I'arlia- 
mint,  which  has  exclusive  control  of  the  customs  and 
excise  revenues,  and  a^'ieetl  at  conf  ■deration  to  pay  to 
each  I'rovince  an  annual  siihsidy  of  no  cents  per  head 
of  the  iMipulation  besides  a  yi  arly  sum  to  the  .several 
I'rovincis  as  followsi-Oiilario,  SMi.ood;  Queliec,  *7ii,- 
000;  Nova  .Scotia,  1?iHi,oihi;  N(w  llniiiswick,  g.'iil.iKiO; 
rrincc  Ivlward  island,  ilriti.'-h  I'oliiiiihia  and  .Manitolia 
have  since  then  lieen  added  to  the  list  and  .Nova  Siiitia 
has  Ih'cii  griiiitcd  an  iulditional  amount.  New  llniiis- 
wick was  also  at  confederation  eiititli><l  lo  receive, 
besides  the  above  umouut,  $(U,UUO  im  r  annum  for  ten 
years. 

MILITH  SYSTEM. 
The  militin  system  of  Canada,  all  things  consideretl, 
is  a  goiMl  one  although  I  lie  goveriiiiient  has  not  given 
the  citizi'ii  solilieiy  the  siihstaiitial  backing  or  the 
moral  snptiort  which  they  deserve.  The  inlantry  con- 
sists of  96  battalions,  all  of  which  vary  ill  slienglli. 
Hesidcs  thes<;  are  a  number  of  inde|)eiident  companies 
scattered  through  the  less  settled  district.s.  The  Do- 
minion volunteer  cavalry  numlMT  8  regiments,  includ- 
ing several  of  a  provisional  character,  and  there  are 
also  a  niimlier  of  independi'nt  triHijw.  The  artillery  is 
repres»'nlO(l  by  about  17  Held  battOTles,  besides  20  gar- 
rison batteries  or  brigades.  Three  companies  of  engin- 
eers are  also  organized  ;  one  in  (Jiieliec,  one  in  New 
brunswick,  and  one  in  Prince  Kdward  Island. 
PEIt.M.VNENT  COIII'S. 

Itesides  the  active  militia  there  are  in  Canailn  a 
number  of  iwrinaneiit  corps  representing  the  dilferenl 
arms  of  the  service  which  might  be  liMiked  upon  as 
a  "  regular  army  "  on  a  sniiill  scale.  Th(5se  consist  of 
".V"  Hattery  Koval  tSchiMil  of  Artillery,  (Kingston), 
commandant  l.t.' Col.  W.  II.  C.  tlm;  "1!"  battery 
((^ebec),  Coinmaniiuul  Lt.  Col.  C.  K.  Muntiuimlicrt ;

(!.  Holmes;  "A"  company  (School  of  Infantry,  (Kit.i- 
ericton,  N.  11.,)  Comniaiidant,  l.t.

Taylor  ;  Cavalry  .School  Corps,  ((Jiiebec), 
Commandant,  Lt.  Col.  ,1.  F.  Trumbull.  These 
various  corps  consist  of  about  im)  men  each 
who  act  as  garrisioiiu  at  their  dilTerent  posts, 
and  also  give  instructions  to  militia  olllcers  and 
men  who  may  desire  to  take  a  military  course.  The 
practical  necessity  of  nn  etllcieiu  militia  system  was 
fully  demonstrated  in  the  spring  of  18815  when  the  half 
breed  rebellion  broke  ont  in  the  Northwest.  It  was  no 
small  matter  to  tians|Hiit  upwards  of  ii.ooo  men  with 
provisions  and  niiinitions  of  war  an  immense  distance 
into  a  country  where  no  railroiuls  exi.iled.  Vet  this 
was  done,  and  with  marvelous  rapidiiy.  The  force 
was  made  up  from  all  over  the  lOiistcrn  I'lovinces 
of  the  Dominion,  and  from  the  I'rovince  of  .Manitoba. 

.Some  of  the  men  travelled  fr llalil.ix  to  the  valley 

of  the  Saskatchewan,  and  a  glance  at  the  map  will  show 
the  viust  distance  from  w  hiili  many  of  the  volunteer 
re[;iniciits  came.  The  ex|H'ditioii.  too,  wasi-ommeuccii 
ill  .March  when  the  severity  of  the  wintir  was  yet  iin- 
bioken,  anil  the  men  siilfcml  great  hardship  in  traver- 
sing the  northern  shore  of  Lake  Superior.  Nearly  700 
alone  were  sent  from  Toriaito.  including  J.")i)  men  of 
the  (Jiieen's  Own  Hilles,  and  av)  men  of  the  Koyal 
(ireiiadi.ir.s.  two  of  the  crack  corps  of  the  Dianinlon. 
In  suppressing  the  rebellion,  great  credit  is  iiKo  due  to 
Canada's  handful  of  legiilais,  who  were  ever  at  the 
front  where  lighting  was  to  be  done,  and  who  set  a 
worthy  example  to  their  brelhreii  ol  the  niilitia. 

The  commander  of  the  militia  is  always  a  Held 
olliccr  in  the  Imiierial  army,  that  jiost  being  at  pres- 
I'lit  lllled  by  Sir  Fri'<lerick  Middlelon,  who  w  as  chief  in 
command  of  the  .Northwest  Kxpeditionary  force.  .Since 
the  rebelliiai  of  iss.,,  the  Caiiailian  I'acilic  Hailway 
which  was  then  only  comph'ti'd  in  sections,  has  been 
linishiil.aiid  tlie  transportation  of  troops  to  the  North- 
west made  comparatively  easy  shoiihl  such  an  unfor- 
tunate neccssitv  ari.se  in  the  fiitiiie.

For  the  year  ending  .lime  :iO,  18K7,  ihe  total  value  of

IMMKiUATIDN. 

If  all  the  immigrants  from  F.nrope  who  land  in 
Canada  remained  there,  the  country  would  siMin  lie 
.si'tlled  from  on-an  to  (M'can.  Hut  this  is  not  thei'iuse, 
for  the  Viust  nunibi'is  that  pass  through  Ontario  are 
merely  on  their  way  to  the  Western  States.  There  is 
an  obvious  n'lison  for  this.  T'  ■se  immigrants  come 
from  old  countries,  wlieie  the  monarchial  form  of  gov- 
einmeiit  prevails,  and  knowing  only  that  Canada  be- 
longs to  the  llrithili  Kmpire,  without  lieing  aware  of 
the  fact  that  she  makes  her  own  laws  without  inter- 
ference from  (ireat  ihilain,  thi'v  prefer  lo  settle  under 
the  flag  of  the  adjoining  Hepiiblic.  Many  of  llii'se  im- 
migianls,  besidi's,  come  from  (jerm.iiiy  and  other 
coiinlries  on  the  continent  of  Kiiiope,  anil  are  ai'cus- 
tomed  to  a  holiday  on  .Sunday,  and  to  iinrestricti'd 
lii|Uor  laws  at  all  times,  if  they  go  to  Uie  Northwest 
lirritorli-s,  Ihev  lliid  themselves  dcpriveil  of  their  hijitr 
altogether,  and  even  if  they  setllnl  in  Miinitobn,  tliey 


can  only  enjoy  it  under  stringent  regulations.  The 
laws  regariling  the  .Sabbath  are  undoubtedly  looketl 
Ul«m  by  foreigners  as  o|ipressive,  and  they  do  not  hesi- 
tate, when  they  liiid  out  the  state  of  affairs  in  Canada, 
to  cross  the  bcjider  line  into  .Minnesota  or  Mont, ma. 
Hut  whatever  may  be  the  cause,  it  is  uiiiveisally  ad 
initted  by  the  press  and  the  public. and  tlieslatemcnt  is 
borne  out  by  statistics,  that  an  imiiiense  cxoiliis  of  ;;cl- 
llers  has  taken  place  from  the  Canadian  Nortliwest 
into  the  I'nifed  States.  This  seems  a  pily,  but  it  is  not 
to  be  wondered  at,  n  hen  it  isconsideied  that  few  people 
care  to  cross  the  ocean  in  search  of  freedom,  and  liiid 
themselves  under  more  siH-ial  restrictions  than  encom- 
passeil  them  in  the  land  of  tlieirnativity.  It  is  alleged, 
III  H'ever,  on  the  other  hand,  that  it  is  better  to  have  a 
limited  number  of  settlers  in  the  country,  W'lio  arc  in 
syo;iathy  with  moral  reform,  than  a  large  number  who 
cii.ini  the  right  of  private  judgment  in  such  matters. 

M.viiiNK  MArrr.iis. 
One  of  the  most  im]>ni-tant  iiidiistiies  of  Canada  is 
ship-building,  and  this  interest  has  steadily  grown  mid 
|iros|)ered  since  ciaifederatioii.  In  this  respect  Canada 
is  the  foiirtli  nation  in  the  world,  with  goinl  pros|iects 
of  being  third.  The  lightlioiise  system  on  Dominion 
waters  is  very  extensive,  and  is  being  consl.-iiitly  en- 
larged. The  lighthouses  are  di\ided  into  six  general 
divisions,  viz:  the  Ontario  division,  which  emluaces 
the  lights  and  liglit-sliip.s  between  .Monlreal  ami  the 
Isiimdary  line  between  Ontario  and  l^iebec,  as  well  as 
those  on  the  I'pper  Locks,  tlii^  liiver  St.  Lawrence 
westward  from  .Monlre.M,  and  the  Ottawa  Hiver;  thi> 
(Jiielicc  division,  comprising  the  St.  Lawrence  bchnv 
Montreal,  the  (iulf,  the  Straits  of  liclle  isle,  the  coast 
of  Labrador,  and  the  lights  maiiilaiiied  liy  the  Domin- 
ion on  the  northwest  coast  of  New  Foiinillainl:  and  the 
lour  dlj'isions.  known  as  the  Ne\v  llriiiiswick.  Nova 
Scotia,  I'rince  Kdward  Island,  and  Itritish  I'oliimbia 
divisions.  The  most  important  of  ail  these  is  the  Nova 
.S'otia  divLsmn. 

nsiii:tiii;s. 

The  fisheries  of  the  Doniiiiion  are  of  immense  value, 
and  are  practically  iiiexhaiistllile.  It  is  therefore,  little 
to  be  wonderHl  at,  that  llie  rnited -"lates  lisliermeii  are 
anxious  to  otitain  the  right  to  lish  otf  the  shores  of 
Canada  withoul  being  im|M(led  by  any  regulations  as 
to  bait,  etc.  The  history  of  till  li^'leri■■■■  dispute  with 
the  .Xnu'rican  governm--nt.  which  is  as  >et  misettlisi.  is 
tis)  long  to  ris'ount  here,  and  it  is  .--uMiciciit  to  say  that 
what  the  fishermen  of  that  country  re(|uire,  is  leave  to 
obtain  bait  and  ice  iii  Canadi.in  ports.  This  the  Cana 
dian  government  object  to  allow,  as  it  w  oiild  peniiil  o( 
the  Americans  bringing  to  their  mai  kels  Canadian  fish 
free  of  duty,  while  that  caught  by  Cinadiaiis  would  be 
shut  out.  The  gri'.it  pro\ioition  of  the  American  peo- 
ple are,  without  diliibt,  in  favor  of  Ihe  matter  being 
airangeil  on  a  fair  and  eiiuitaiile  basis,  irrespective  ol 
the  sipiabblcs  taking  place  among  the  fisbeniieii  them- 
selves. The  fact  that,  by  what  is  known  as  tlie  Wasli- 
ington  treaty.  Canada  received  from  the  I'liitid  States 
tliesum  of  if.ViO'i.ooiias  compensation  lor  the  use  of  its 
li.sheries,  goes  lo  show  that  in  this  ilispute  Canadians 
are  not  altogether  in  the  w  long. 

The  consumption  of  oysters  In  Canada  Is  very  large, 
but  only  a  (Mirtion  of  the  supply  comes  from  native 
sources.    There  is  no  reason  however,  why  the  oyster 
liedsof  Canada  should  not  be  gieatly  enlarged  by  arti- 
llcial  means.    In  (Quebec,  .Nova.Seotia  and  .New  llrnns- 
wick,  tlie  lish   which  are  mostly   largely  caught  are 
salmon,  ciHltlsh,  herring,  mackerel  and   lobsters.     In 
Ontario,  salmon  trout  and  whitelishaie  the  chief  va- 
rieties, although   in  some  sections,  niaskeloiige   and 
sturgisjii  are  captured  in  consideralile  quantities. 
I'A  N  A  i.s. 
lletween  the  Htraits  of  Ilelle  Isle,  to  the  head  of 
Lake  SuiMMior,  a  distance  of  :i.:is4  miles,  there  are  '\\f 
miles  <f  canals,  built  t  o  overcome  dilhcullies  of  uaviga- 
i  tion,  wliich  olhc-'-'-e  would  bo  iiiBUriuountable.  Thiiu 
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luv  also  Hiiialli'i'  caiiiil  .systems  )ielwran  Montreal  and 
Ottawa,  on  the  Ottawa  liiver,  amllM'tween  Ottawa  anil 
Kin){slon.  I,ake  Clianiplain  isalso  eonneetcci  wjtii  th(^ 
SI.  Lawivn™  system,  anil  in  Nova  Scotia,  St.  I'eter's 
canal  erossi'S  an  istliinusof  halt'  a  mile,  conncelinK' SI. 
I'elei's  Itay  on  the  soul  hem  ccrast  ot  the  island  ot  Cape 
lireloM  with  the  Ki'eal  anil  litllc  llrasd'Or  lakes,  which 
have  a  natural  outlet  to  thi^  .Mlanlic  ocean.  'I'lie  Wel- 
laiii!  e:.iial,  .vliich  connects  Lakes  Kiie  andOnlaiio  on 
till!  Niafjaia  liiver,  has  recently  been  enlarged  and  im- 
proved, involving  a  hir^e  outlay  of  money.  A  canal  at 
Sanlt  sie.  Marie  on  the  Canadian  side  will  certainly  \iv 
const rmied  hefnre  very  lont?.  as  its  want  is  lieinjj  se- 
verely fell  and  if  tronlilesonie  times  a);ain  arose  in  the 
Northwest,  it  would  he  availahle  lor  the  transport  of 
troops,  I  he  .\niericau  (lovernn)ent  being  unwilling  to 
allow  their  canal  to  be  used  tor  that  |>urpuse. 

I'OSTAI.  .SYSTKM. 

Tlie  postal  system  of  Canada  hits  been  much  im- 
proved of  late  years,  although  the  last  steps  taken  by 
Uw.  I'ldted  Slates,  the  reduction  •>(  the  letter  po.stage 
to  two  cents,  which  took  place  he!  ween  four  and  live 
years  ago,  has  not  yet  been  lolloweil.  The  money  oriler 
system  was  in  l.sVl,  e.xtendi'd  to  Maidtoha  and  Hrilish 
Columbia,  and  the  introduction  of  the  postal  card  sys- 
ti'in,  a  great  convenience  to  the  indilie,  took  place  about 
the  same  time.    The  triT  delivery  of  letters  in  Canaila 

in  V.w^t'  towns  and  cities  has  I u   inaugurated  anil 

operated  for  some  yeais  w  itli  perfect  sucei  .ss,  anil  since 
1S7.")  e.vtra  postage  to  and  from  the  I'liilid  States  has 
been  aliolished.  The  anangenii'Iits  for  liapei,  book, 
paicel  and  saiii]>le  post  tliionghout  the  l>otuinion  are 
ot  a  very  con  ph-le  character,  and  a  great  variety  ot  ar- 
ticles can  he.-'eiit  hy  these  means.  The  moiu'y  order 
system  is  also  of  great  utility  to  the  public.  The  sav- 
ing banks  w  Inch  for  .soum!  years  have  been  run  in  con- 
iicclion  with  the  post  otliees  ate  very  popular  institu- 
tions ami  are  palroui/.ed  largely. 

Tin;    r..\M)  SYSTEM. 

In  the  rroviiu-es  of  Ontario,  (Juchee,  New  liruns- 
wick.  Nova  .Seolia,  rriuce  I'.dward  Island  and  llritish 
Cohnnbiti,  with  the  exception  of  a  portion  of  the  last 
named  provini'e  graideil  to  tlie  Dominion  for  the  Canti- 
ilian  rai'itic  Itailway,  the  laials  iH'long  to  thi!  vtirious 
Provincial  (ioveriMuents.  Kree  grants  ale  in  several 
rrovinees  gi\en  to  immigrants,  aiiil  (lovernment  lands 
in  most  localities  can  he  purchased  very  cheaply  by 
prospective  settlers. 

In  .Manitoba  and  the  Northwest  Te'ritories,  the 
land  for  set llemenl  is  surveyed  as  follows:  If  is  lirst 
laid  oiil  in  blocks  of  !'.>  miles  sipmre,  the  outlines  of 
each  block  being  marked  by  monumeiilsevery  .iiile  and 
a  liiilf.  These  blocks  are  sub-divided  as  iiceasion  re- 
i|uires  into  four  townships  of  six  miles  sqnariu'ach; 
these  into  thirty-six  sections  of  one  mile  sipiare  or  Ml) 
acres  each,  and  each  ot  such  sections,  into  quarters  ot 
ItH)  acres  or  half  ti  mile  siiuare. 

Northwest  land  may  be  pnrchaswl  at  from  81  to  35 
per  acre,  according  to  its  hieation,  or  it  may  be  obtained 
iiy  mutual  settlers  on  free  grants.  To  obtain  it  free 
grant,  an  a|>plieant  iniust  be  a  Hritish  subject  either  hy 
birth  or  naturalization,  and  21  years  ot  i,ge.  Hi'  must 
then  make  an  application  to  the  land  offleer  to  be  en- 
tered for  a  free  grant  of  one-iiuiirtor  section  of  liin 
acn  8,  (U'  for  any  less  <|iiantity  for  a  lioiuestead,  ami 
tiien  by  certain  oeeiipation  and  Impnivements  thereof, 
without  Imviugaold  the  laud,  or  any  portion  thi'ieof,  he 
hei'onies  entltleil  to  a  deed  from  the  Ciortii  which  gives 
him  the  absolute  riglit  nii  "lee  simple."  Nosjileof  more 
thanasecliouufwuacrcs  will  be  made  to  any  one  person 
in  Manitoba  or  the  Northwest.  There  are  also  rights  of 
pre-empthiii  in  the  Northwest  by  which  any  person 
who  is  a  llritish  subject  by  birth  or  naturalization  who 
biiihis  a  dwelling  upon  and  inhabits  and  improves  any 
(|iiaiier  seetiiai  of  UK)  acres,  has  the  right  of  pre  emp 
tiou,  that  is  to  say,  by  entering  his  ai)plleation  with  the 
Lund  otHcor,  iind  paying  froiu»a.oo  lo  #:!.CiO  an  acre,  he 


can  obtain  a  patent  tlieref(U'.  The  claimant  hovevei, 
before  entering  his  application,  must  intike  allidavit  be- 
fore the  I,aml  ollieer  that  he  has  not  previou.sly  exer- 
<'ised  his  right  of  pre-emption,  and  he  must  also  hy  his 
own  alliilavit  together  with  the  testimony  of  two  wit- 
nesses prove  the  settlement  .'ind  impiovement  of  the 
laml  in  a  manner  satlsfaitory  to  the  hand  olticer.  Iliit 
the  government  will  not  recognize  any  assignment  .if 
the  pie-emplion  right  prior  to  the  issuiiigof  the  patent. 
Lands  tillotcd  to  the  Ihulsim's  Hay  Company,  lands  re- 
.served  for  .Schools,  and  woodhmd,"  set  apait  for  timber 
purposes,  are  reserved  from  till' o;  latioii  of  I  .^'  fore- 
going regulations.  It  is  impossible  in  so  limiteo  as]>aee 
to  give  any  minute  ex|ilanation  of  the  Dominion  land 
regulations,  which  besides  are  unik-rgoing  alterations 
from  time  to  time.  Intending  settlers  will  do  well 
therefore,  lo  apply  to  the  (iovernment  ollieials  direct 
for  the  very  late,st  information. 

WHO  SIIOITLD   IMMIOKATK. 

The  qnestion  is  often  lusked  by  persons  from  the 
old  world, "  Who  should  immigrate  to  Canada ?"  The 
best  way  lo  answer  this  question  is  to  detine  in  tlie 
tiisl  place  who  should  imt  emigrate.  Mechanics  should 
not,  there  are  too  many  here  now;  clerks,  book-keepers 
and  others  of  that  chiss  should  not.  and  the  idle,  the 
viciou.s,  and  tho.se  having  no  capital,  should  by  all 
means  stay  away,  as  byeoming  to  Canada,  they  may 
linil  themselves  worse  olf  instead  of  better,  ilutsmall 
farmers,  with  a  moderate  amount  of  inoney,  say  from 
.*i.'iOOtoSl,(Hli),can  with  industry  and  intelligence  alt.iin 
very  comfortable  positions  by  taking  uj)  lands  in  Can- 
ada. Kanuers  from  (Ircat  liritain  who  come  to  settle 
had  better  however  aci|uaint  flicmsclvcs  wiih  llm 
mi'thods  of  agriculture  on  this  side  of  the  .\tlaiilic  he- 
fore  investing  all  their  capital.  It  sliouhl  he  stated 
frankly  that  the  oidinary  labour  market  of  Canada  is 
over-slocked  and,  tillhough  woikeanbe  bad  at  certain 
seasons  of  the  year,  yet  in  winter  it  is  scare"  and  many 
families  all  over  the  country  have  to  depend  upon  pub- 
lic charily.  The  truth  is  that  no  one  should  come  to 
the  Dominion  unless  he  has  ready  money  or  the  cer- 
tainty of  employment  before  him. 

Many  piiplii.'  works  are  eonslaiitly  going  forward 
in  Canada,  and  in  Toronto  alone,  new  parliament 
buildings,  a  combineil  court  house  andcily  hall,  .several 
huge  and  costly  banks,  insurance  buildings  and  colle- 
ges iinil  a  great  variety  of  other  dwellings  will  be  put 
up  H  itliin  the  next  few  years,  Imt  mi'chaniesand  labour- 
ers from  other  countries,  woiihl  (hi  well  to  hear  this  in 
mind  that  there  is  nr  inore  work  than  is  required  for 
those  alieady  on  the  ground,  and  that  a  plethora  of 
lidioiir  means  the  crowding  out  of  the  hitost  comers.  It 
should  lie  added  that  what  is  true  of  Toronto  is  true  of 
the  whole  Dominion,  and  those  whom  steamship 
agents  and  others  .seek  to  induce  lo  come  to  Canadafor 
the  sake  of  the  commission  which  they  can  make  out 
of  them,  should  ttiku  warning  in  time. 


OISTARIO. 


Of  ,111  the  I'roviiires  In  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
tintario  pos.se.sses  the  greatest  alliactions  for  the  Kng- 
lisli-speaking  race.  In  (Jueliee,  a  knowledge  of  the 
Kreneh  language  is  niie.ssaiy,  if  one  desires  to  converse 
freely,  as  the  greater  portion  of  the  iKipiilulion  speak 
Knglish  very  little,  or  mil  at  all.  Ontario  however, 
was  originally  settled  by  Knghsli,  Irish,  .Scotch,  and 
rieri„„,is.  who  have  made  it  what  it  is--the  richest, 
most  poiiulous  ami  most  inllneiitial  province  in  the 
Dominion.  Ontario  is  bounded  on  the  east  hy  the 
Province  of  Quebec;  on  the  south  liy  the  mid-waters  of 
the  St.  Lawience  or  National  boundary  line,  and  the 
great  I'jiper  Lakes;  and  on  the  we.si  and  north  by  the 
line  which  separates  it  from  the  I'roviiice  of  Manitoba 
and  the  great  Northwest.  It  has  an  area  ot  about 
.so.iKHi.tHHi  acres  of  land,  the  greiitcr  jMirtion  of  which  Is 
fertile,  iind  the  rest  abounds  in  mineiol  products  luid 


forests.  The  gieal  Iain's  on  its  soutliern  and  western 
l«i  ndaries  are  Lakes  Ontario,  Krie,  St.  Clair,  Huron, 
Superior,  and  (ieorgian  Hay,  w  liieli  cover  iin  area  of 
80,n(Xi  square  miles,  will.  »  total  length  of  l,(J«,'i  miles. 
The  system  of  inland  navigation  eclipses  any  other  in 
the  world.  Immense  steamers  traverse  these  Ixslies  of 
water,  capable  of  accommodating  great  numbeis  of 
pas.seiigers  and  large  cargoes  of  freight.  Ity  the  canal 
sy.steni,  ves.sels  can  piuss  from  Thunder  liay,  at  the 
head  of  Lake  Siijierior,  to  the  Atlimtie  oi  can,  by  way 
of  the  Blver  St.  Lawrence,  descending  through  a  differ- 
ence of  level  amounting  to  about  UtX)  feet, 
face  of  the  globe. 

I'liflLATION  AND  SOIL. 

The  population  of  Ontario  in  l.sxi  was  1,02.3,228,  and 
it  is  estimated  at  about  2,(hio,(KK)  at  the  present  time. 
The  .soil  varies  considerably,  but  a  great  jiroportion  of 
it  la  well  adapted  for  agricultural  purposes.  About 
lifty  miles  north  of  Kingston,  Itelleville,  and  other 
places  on  the  north  bank  ot  the  St.  Lawrence,  the  land 
is  very  rocky,  and  shows  so  much  iron  ore  that  coin- 
pa.sses  are  efTected  thereby.  Further  to  the  west  how- 
ever, .stretches  a  inagnillcent  tract  of  country,  and  that 
portion  of  Ontario  which  lies  west  and  south  of  Luke 
Sinicoe,  is  the  very  garden  of  Canada.  It  would  be  a 
mistake  to  suppose  however,  that  this  section  contains 
all  the  fertile  land,  for  portions  of  the  East,  between 
Lake  Sinicoe  and  the  Uiveis  St.  Lawience  and  Ottaw  a 
are  also  of  great  agricultural  importance.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  too,  that  parts  of  Ontario  are  not  as  yet 
well  known,  and  but  little  settled  ami  only  quite  re- 
cently has  their  exceeding  fertility  been  brought  before 
the  public  through  the  samples  of  their  pnslucts  ex- 
hibited at  fairs,  held  In  the  older  sections.  At  a  recent 
Industrial  Kxhibition  held  in  Toroiilo,  an  exhibit  was 
shown  from  Ilalihurton  w  hieli  astonished  all  w  ho  saw- 
it.  Halihurton  is  far  t<i  the  north  of  I'eterboro',  in  a 
new  and  comparatively  rough  country,  and  yet  the 
roots  and  cereals  were  of  splendid  quality,  and  the  fniit 
Wiis  also  remarkably  good.  Moreover  it  wius  quite  evi- 
dent, to  those  who  saw  the  display,  that  the  crops  of 
that  localily  could  not  be  seriously  effected  by  the 
winter,  which  of  course,  is  more  sovere  than  in  the 
southern  portion  of  Ontario. 

The  average  yield  of  wheat  in  some  portions  of 

Ontario  is  fr 22  to  .'in  bushels  to  the  acre,  very  nuicli 

depending  upon  the  hu.sbandry  used.  Sonietimes  as  high 
as  W  or  50  bushels  have  been  secured,  w  here  the  land 
is  new.  liarley  is  an  extensive  crop,  and  is  also  re- 
mniierative,  which  may  be  said  with  equal  truth  of 
peas  and  oats.  Indian  corn  too,  is  largely  raised  in  the 
w  armer  se<'tions.  I'otatoes,  turnips,  mangles,  carrots, 
and  roots  of  all  kinds  are  extensively  cultivated  all 
over  the  province,  and  thrive  well.  Flax  is  another 
crop  which  can  be  nased  to  advantage. 

CHEESE-MAKINH. 

The  cheese-making 'udustry  in  Canada  is  of  quite 
recent  growth.  Cheese  was  always  made,  more  or  less, 
since  the  settlement  of  the  country,  hut  w  hat  a  differ- 
ent article  it  Wius  from  the  splendid  prmliicts  that  have 
won  for  Canada  hononi^all  over  the  world.  Formerly 
lovers  of  line  quality  of  cheese  used  extensively  the 
exports  of  the  Knglish  markets;  but  now  all  this  is 
changed,  and  "CaiiadianHtilton"  is  well  worthy  of  the 
distinguished  name  it  bears.  This  reform  has  been 
brought  about  by  the  establishment  of  an  elllcient  sys- 
tem of  factories  thidughont  the  country,  to  which  the 
farmers  contribute  their  milk  on  theciMiperative  plan. 
The  scheme  has  worked  admirably,  and,  ■dthoiigh  cream 
is  not  lis  plentiful  on  the  tables  of  the  fanners  as  It 
used  to  be  iM'fore  most  of  the  milk  went  to  the  cheese 
factory,  yet  it  has  been  a  change  for  the  better  in  more 
ways  than  one.

There  are  in  Ontario  about  :!1H)  siH-ieliesorganizi'd 
for  the  promolion  of  agriculture,  horticulture,  mechan-

I'xtpiit  (if  iiliiiiil  87(VXK>  or  Uwi.iiim,  This  »nm  Is  (lls- 
'lil'iilcil  afriiiiliiiK  to  till'  aiiii'iiiii  wlilrli  tlii'Hocit'tk'H

sliceii  and  lio^s,  siu'li  as  "Tlie  Clydesdiile  As>oeialion," 
'•'I'Ih'  Ayrsliire  llri'eders  Association,"  "  The  Sliortlioni 
llrceders  .VssiH'iatioii."  Stnddi(«iks  and  licnl-liooks 
arc  also  carefully  compiled  and  issncil,  and  no  Canadi- 
an hrecdcr  can  claim  a  hoiins  iiosition  for  his  titiR'k 
without  il  certainty  of  lieiiin  iillimalcly  detected. 

In  auricnltnre,  Canada  is  fully  np  to  the  standard  of 
the  Inited  Mates  and  in  some  ies|«rts  many  claim 
R«ppriority.  The  cash  vahie  of  the  farms  of  Ontario, 
per  head  of  the  population,  is  greater  than  that  across 
the  bonier.  The  following  facts  have,  also  in  this  ciki- 
neotion,  Irwii  demonstiaietl  heyond  a  doiilit,  liy  li(,'ures 
which  are  incapahle  of  wtoiir:— That  the  capital  in- 
vested in  at;iicnltiiral  implements  is  (irealer  in  Ontario 
than  in  tlie  Slates,  in  proportion  to  the  laii<l  <'iiltivated; 
that  the  value  of  ai;ricnltnral  implements  maniifacl- 
iired  in  Ontario  does  not  fall  very  iniicli  hehiiid  the 
value  (if  a^trii'nltnial  iniplcMiients  inaiiiifaclnred  in  the 
Kates,  ill  proportion  to  the  i.opnlatioii:  that  in  propor- 
tion to  the  nunilier  of  her  people,  Ontario  produces 
more  than  three  times  as  mucli  wheal  as  the  I'liitcil 
States;  that  she  is  pi eatly  ahead,  even  of  the  Western 
.States,  as  a  wheat-producin){eountry;  that  of  the  I'lpht 
leading  staples  of  aifricullnii' — w  heal,  corn,  rye,  liarley, 
oats,  Inickwheat,  ixas,  heans  and  pot.itoes— she  has 
priHlueed  .Vi.'.Ci  liiishels  for  eaih  liihaliitaiil,  while  of 
the  same  articles  the  riiited  ,states  pnidnccd  only  4':.4-J 
bushels  for  each  inhabilant;  that,  excluding  Indian 
corn  from  the  list,  she  produced  of  the  remaining 
artii'les  .^■l.:'.4  Imshels  fiu-  each  inhabitant,  against  1(1."4 
for  each  inhabitant  luddiuid  in  the  United  States; 
that,  in  proportion  to  popnlalion,she  has  more  capital 
invested  in  live  stock  tliaii  the  I'liilcil  States;  that  for 
every  IIHI  of  the  populatinii,  Ontario  owned  2"  horses, 
and  the  States  only  -Jo;  that  for  every  liHiinha'iitants, 
Ontario  owikkI  .'!J  niilc|i  cows. and  the  Slates  only 'J"; 
that  fipr  every  ino  inhabitants.  Ontario  owned  .M  sliee]), 
and  the  States  only  71;  and  that  of  live  stoi'k,  in  the 
number  of  hogs  only  was  .she  exeeedeil  in  nnniher,  ac- 
cording to  the  iMipiilalion,  by  llie  I'niteil  States.  Also, 
that  she  prmluccil  lil.i",' pounds  of  butter  for  every  in- 
habitant, while  the  tiiilcd  States  ]irodn(cil  only  14.<1'.'; 
that  she  priHlneed  I'.iK  |ioiinds  of  wool  lor  each  inhab- 
itant, while  the  I'niteil  Slates  pii'diiced  only  l.!i2;  that 
in  ten  years  she  increased  her  animal  pr(«liiction  of 
butter  by  li"  jwr  cent.,  while  the  increase  aciiws  the  line 
was  only  4il'!,'  per  cent.:  and  that  she  incieiuswl  her 
production  of  W(ki!  40  per  (ent.,  while  the  Inited  States 
increased  their  production  only  I.')  |>ercent. 

MINKIIAL  WK.M.ril. 
Reference  has  been  already  made  to  the  mineral 
wealth  of  Canada,  but  this,  although  very  great,  is  al- 
most entirely  undeveloped.  With  the  view  of  biiilil- 
ing  npthe  iron  industry  as  other  iiidiistiies  have  Imh'Ii 
built  up.  the  Finance  Minister  of  the  Dominion,  Sir 
Charles  TnpiKT.  during  the  last  session  of  parliament 
announcc^d  a  policy  which  somewbat  tiM>k  the  country 
by  surprise.  Il  was  a  large  and  almost  iirohibitivc  in- 
erca.se  in  the  duty  on  that  useful  metal.  This  duty 
presses  most  heavily  on  pig  iron,  lus  hitherto  smelting 
lias  si-arcely  Ihmmi  carrii'tl  on  at  all  in  <anada.  What 
the  promoters  of  Ihe  inoject  and  those  who  are  believ- 
ers in  the  N'ational  Policy  hsik  for  is  iin  intl.  x  of  capi- 
tal from  the  I'liitcd  Stall's  or  Kngland,  and  theestali- 
lishinent  on  a  large  scale  of  smelting  works,  which  will 
render  the  importation  of  pig  iron  uiineces.sary.  On 
the  other  band,  the  advocates  of  free  trade  allege  that 
whcu  the  pig  iron  is  prixluced  from  the  ore,  the  manii- 


fariiirers  will  take  lulvantage  of  the  high  tariff  and 
charge  consumers  a  higher  price  thin  tliey  would  liaM' 
to  pay  for  the  imported  article.  The  fait,  howeMr, 
that  Canada  pos.sesses  almost  iinliiiiited  ipianlities  of 
iron  no  one  disputes,  and  probably  all  parties  wo, .Id 
like  it  made  use  of.  The  principal  region  foriiiilal  is 
niutli  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  at  a  distanee  of  ."lO  or 
lUi  miles, and  also  north  of  the  .Muskoka  region  along 
the  :'.outli  shore  of  Lake. Siipciior.  In  the  country  be- 
tween (ieorgian  Hay  and  Ihe  Ottawa  rivcriron.coppi  r, 
lead,  plumbago,  antimony,  arsenic,  manganese,  lieavt 
spa.',  e.ilc-spar,  gypsum,  plaster  of  parls,  a  tine  (pial- 
Ity  01  marble  and  Iniilding  stone  are  foniiil  near  the 
surface  in  large  iinantilies.  Mica  is  also  found  in  Ibis 
regiimand  can  be  worked  profitably,  (iuld  also  exists 
there,  but  has  not  yet  been  discovered  in  paying  iiuan- 
tities.  On  tlie  north  shore  of  Lake  Huron  are  siliiated 
the  famous  llnu'ecopiKT  mines,  and  on  the  shores  of 
Lake  Superior,  particularly  near  Thunder  Hay  and  Sil- 
ver Lslet,  rich  veins  of  silver  have  been  discoveied. 

Ontario  priHlnccB  an  iminense  amoniit  ofprctro- 
leum  which  is  pninpnl  out  of  wells  in  some  sections 
which  seem  to  be  inexhaustible.  When  oil  was  tirst 
discovered  in  Ontario  in  isiio,  great  c\eiteineiit  pre- 
vailed. Obscure  little  tow  lis  and  vi  lageslbat  had  iicvi  r 
before  iM'eiikiiownoiitsiile  the  limits  of  their  county, at 
once  sprang  intoproiuinence,  and  falnilons  pi  ices  »i  re 
askeil  for  land  niMiii  wbii'h  \i  was  thought  petioliiuii 
was  likely  to  be  diseovereil.  Kven  now  a  triplhioiikh 
certain  sections  will  show  here  and  there  throiighoiit 
the  country  the  aliandoned  "ilerricks"  where  oil  was 
bored  for  and  not  found. and  where  Ihonsanils  of  dil- 
lais  were  sunk  in  the  feverish  haste  to  bei  nine  rich. 
The  Hist  wellswcre  struck  at  Oil  Springs,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Lainbloii  in  Imio,  ami  by  .March,  isii;;,  these 
had  yielilnl  over  4,iHio,oiiO  gallons,  llolhwell  in  llie 
I'oiinty  of  Kent,  and  I'etiolea  in  Lambton,  also 
beiame  gieat  oil  priMlncing  centri's,  and  have  con- 
tinued 80  ever  since.  Hetiiierics  have  been  erected 
ill  London  and  other  places  and  the  trade  has  no 
re.iehed  very  large  pro|Hirtioiis.  In  the  iieiglilHiiu 
IioihI  of  (ioderich,  and  in  fact  all  through  the  coun- 
ty of  Huron,  salt  has  lieenobtaineil  from  brine  pnni]>eil 
from  wells  sunk  to  an  inimcnse  depth,  and  Ihe  iinality 
of  this  priKlnct  isexcelleiil.  There  are  also  in  existence 
ill  Ontario  large  de|iosits  of  peat,  ami  the  digging  and 
nianufactnre  of  this  Kiticle  of  fuel  is  being  carried  on 
successfully  by  a  number  of  companies, 

SlANrK.VCTOIIIKS. 
Since  the  introdnetion  of  the  National  Policy  in 
1K7S,  manufactories  of  all  kinds  have  sprung  into  exis- 
tence.   The  reason  of  this  is  olivioiis,  il  does  nut  pay  to 
import.     Very  many  of  these  manufactories  have  been 
started  by  Americans  with  capital  from  across  the  line, 
and  these  persons  would  be  the  last  to  welcome  com- 
mercial union,  ill  fact  they  would  oppose  it  strenoiisly. 
There  is  scarcely  a  bnincli  of  trade  which  lia.s  not  been 
effected  by  the  Natiitnal  Policy  and  althongli   Ameri- 
can goiHls  are  still  imported  in  considerable  i|uaiitities, 
yet  the  bulk  of  the  wants  of  the  )ieople  are  sii|i]ilied 
'  from  native  scources.    (Jiiile  recently  a  New  York  lirni 
i  which  does  an  immense  business  in  the  I'liited  States, 
;  opened  a  liraiich  establishment  in  Toronto  for  the  niaii- 
;  ufacliire  of  smoking  and  plug  tobaccos,    TheelTcclof 
!  a  prohibitive  tarifT  is  al.so  shown  in  the  sugar  industry, 
the  Messrs.  Kedpath  of  Montreal,  practically  controlling 
i  the  trade  of  the  Doniiiiion  in  this  iirlicle.    Hoots  and 
shoes  for  both  sexes  and  riililKT  goods  of  all  kinds  are 
nianufactnriMl  extensively  in  both  Montreal  and  To- 
ronto.   Kven  in  such  lines  as  that  of  sauces,  pickles 
and  confectionery,  the  inllnence  of  prote  lion  is  strong- 
ly felt,  although  the  shutting  out  ofl'iigli.sh  pickles, 
Worcestershire  and  Anchovy  sauces,  Hiid  New   York 
!  bon  bons  has  only  been  partially  snecessfiil,  the  impor- 
I  ted  articles  being  so  far,  imicli  superior  to  the  domestic. 
When  the  protective  tariff  first  came  into  operation  the 
j  cotton  trade  beciune  greatly  demoralized  and  ]iric«s

The  licciprocily  Treaty  w:is  negotiated 
by  the  late  Karl  of  KIgin,  as  (ioveriior-Ociieral  of  C.in 
aila,  and  signed  <ui  .liiiie  .Mh,  ls.'>4.  and  was  abro- 
gated in  isiiii.  In  the  latter  year  of  its  coiitin 
nance  the  Hcbellion  in  the  Stales  gave  a  greal 
advantage  to  <':inada.so  tli.'il  in  that  period  llie  exports 
to  the  states  amounted  to  .'*."il.7l4.:;s:l.  Vet  even  thin 
the  balanee  of  trade  continued  to  be  in  laMiiir  of  the 
I'liitiil  Slates,  and  iiniler  the  operation  of  the  treaty 
New  York,  Port laiiil,  llohHin  and  other  .\ineiicaii  scir 
IHirts  were  .so  largely  iiseil  for  the  trade  of  llie  Hritisli 
Provinces  that  the  traiisiHirtalion  ttatVic  sent  to  and 
liioughl  from  toreign  countries  in  hiiiiil  over  the  rail- 
wa.\s  and  canals,  and  in  the  ocean  ships  and  steamers 
of  the  I'niteil  States  became  an  impoilant  element  of 
revenue  to  their  cliief  lines  of  traiispurt.  Tlie  cllect  of 
this  was  togive  .\inerican  st.itcsiiien  an  exaggerated  idea 
of  the  valiii' of  sncli  lacilities  to  the  Hritisli  Provinces 
and  even  to  lead  Iheiii  to  believe  tliiit  the  sweeping 
away  of  the  Heciproiity  treaty  would  be  siinicicnt  to 
create  a  desire  for  annexation.  This  however,  did  not 
prove  to  be  tbecase  and  Canada  by  bnilding  the  Inter- 

iKdional  railway  at  a  cost  of  ii«-.'o.ooo,iHMi 1  by  siibsi 

dl/.ing  ocean  and  steaiiiship  lines  and  enlarging  liei 
canals  gave  a  great  stininliis  to  inilnsliies  of  all  kinds. 
The  result  of  this  lioliey  was  that  seven  years  after  the 
repeal  of  the  treaty,  the  foreign  ciiiiiiiieice  of  the  c m;!!- 
try  had  reached  the  siiiii  of  S'.i:).VI"l,io:i,  a  large  aiuonnt 
for  a  population  of  4,ikio.ii(ki. 

Protection  has  now  been  In  operation  since  1878, 
and  as  it  has  lieei  '.he  issue  now  in  three  general  elec- 
tions and  lias  bi'en  endorsed  by  the  people  it  has  as- 
sumed the  aspect  of  a  tixed  isilicy.  This  beingtheease 
the  I'liited  Stales  have  lately  broached  the  subject  of 
Commerciairnioii  which  is  being  widely  discussed  in 
both  the  .American  and  Canadiiin  pre,-s.  Wliateverthe 
result  of  this  agitation  may  be,  it  is  clearlhat  no  gov- 

eri -lit  i-iii  afford  to  ignore  the  voice  of  Hie  people, 

and  if  Canadians  want  eomiucrci.il  union  with  their 
American  cousins,  and  are  willing  to  meet  them  half- 
way, the  protective  tarilT  will  be  swept  to  the  wiiidn

The  (iiand  Trunk  liiw  lately  been  paying  dividend 
til  its  slockliolders  and  the  oiilioine  of  this  Is,  that  Ihe 
entile  liiii'  is  to  lie  donlile  tracked.  This  work  will  be 
aecompli.slied  in  sections,  those  porticins  of  the  road 
Willie  the  tralllc  is  the  heaviest  lieiiiK  the  llrst  to  lie 
relieved.  (Jnite  lately  lenders  were  called  for  by  the 
company  and  operations  are  n"W  in  pro(;rpss.  Il  is 
I'onlideiilly  believed  by  many  perM'iis  thai  in  the  near 
flit  lire  the  (ill  lid  Trunk  and  Canadian  Pacific  Hallways 
will  anialuamale,  and  that  eventually  the  (lovermneiit 
will  a.ssiime  control  of  the  whole  railroad  system  of 
I  lie  country.  This  opinion,  however,  there  is  nothing 
at  iire.senl  to  justify,  as  to  all  appearances  the  two  j;ieat 
coipuralioiis  arc  lull  of  lil'c  and  keen  rivalry.  There 
are  iiuiperation  in  Ontariiiovcr  .^IHKI  milesof  railroads, 
and  constrnction  lias  been  Kreatly  aid^l  by  grants  jjiven 
on  certain  comlilMiis  by  the  I'idviiicial  (iovernment. 

It  having  been  a  subject  of  complaint  that  the  rail- 
ways discriminated  ill  rates  bychaininK  sonietimes  no 
more  for  a  loiiK  lianl  than  for  a  short,  and  by  Kiviiin 
special  qiiotaticaisto  laiRe  shippers,  the  Doiiiinion  (lov- 
eriimeiil  riTently  appointeil  a  Hallway  Commission  to 
lake  evidence  all  thioiit;li  the  country  and  eminire  if 
any  and  what  alni.ses  existed,  with  a  view  of  asceitain- 
iii«  whellier  or  not  the  appointment  of  a  permanent 
Hallway  Commission  would  be  advisable.  At  present 
railway  matters  are  dealt  with  by  u  conniiittee  of  the 
I'rivy  Council  of  Canada,  and  its  mellioils  are  some- 
what alow,  expensive  and  ciiniber.some.  The  Commis- 
sion duly  met.  Sir  Alex,  (iall  in  the  chair,  and  took 
ciiiisidcrable  evidence  at  important  railway  centres, 
bat  the  commission  has  not  yet  homo  fruit  in  the  form 
of  practical  legislation.  A  Knod  deal  of  disaatiafaclion 
upparently  exists  anions  slock-hrecders  at  the  want  of 
facilities  for  I  iMiisp  ininit  v. iliiable  animals  to  fairs  and 
other  phiees  by  rail.and  at  the  liiK'li  rates  charged.

places  by  rail,  niiil  at  the  high  rates  eliaigeil.  I'liese 
mill  other  inatti'is  laid  before  the  ('oiiimi.ssion  will  111 
due  time  receive  the  attention  ot  Ihe  (iovernmeiil. 

The  onlinarv  ilriviiig  riiailH  of  Oi.iario  are  kept  In 
goiKl  condition  by  the  various  Connlies  IIiioiikIi  which 
they  pas-,  while  the  coliiiiizatioii  roads  tlirongli  new 
districts  are  looked  after  by  the  (iovernment. 

I'llll.lC  SI'IKlOI.  SVSTKM. 

The  Public  School  hysteni  of  Ontario  is  consiilcreil 
to  be  line  of  the  bent  in  the  'voi  Id.  The  lather  of  the 
system  was  the  late  Hev.  Dr.  liyersoii,  a  MetluKlist 
miiilsler  who  had  a  genius  for  eilncational  inalters. 
The  Public  Schools  are  iiniler  the  immeiliate  coiitrnl  of 
the  Provincial  .Minis'er  of  P.ibicali Iliat  post  at  pres- 
ent being  lillcd  bv  llon.ti.  \V.  Hoss.  Kibicatiuii  is  fri'e 
and  also  compulsory,  but  Hoiiian  Calholies  are  not 
hoiinil  111  attend  Public  SclioolH,  lint  are  entitled  to  estali- 
lisli,  wherever  they  are  niiiiieroiis,  what  are  know  n  as 

Separate  Scl Is  for  tlieinselvcH.    There  are  altogether 

nearly  .'i.oon  Public  .Selioolsin  Ontario,  and  'Jon Separate 
Schools, unci  upon  these  isexiM'nded  annually  the  Kiiin 
of  Si:l,niMVHio.  TheSchoiils  are  supported  by  a  S|ieeial 
tax  which  isangmented  by  a  grant  from  the  Legisla- 
ture. Kach  township  isdivided  into  .so  many  sections, 
with  thiee  trustees  for  each.  This  liiiard  lias  the  em- 
ploying of  the  teacher  and  snperinteudH  the  alfaint 
of  the  school.  There  are  also  .'ill  inspectors  of  schools 
for  the  Province,  the  number  of  schools  under  cnarge 
of  each  not  exceeding  l-.'(llinr  being  less  than  W).  The 
insiiectoin  are  paid  jiartly  by  the  township  council  and 
partly  by  the  (Iovernment.  The  visits  of  the  inspectors 
lake  place  every  six  months,  and  reports  are  sent  on 
each  occasion  to  the  Minister  of  Kdncation.  The  Se))- 
arale  .Scliools  receive  a  separate  grant  from  the  (iov- 
ernment, and  Homan  Catholics  are  not  bound  to  con- 
tribiile  to  the  support  of  the  Public  School.s.  Itesides 
the  Piiblii'  SchiKils,  there  lire  also  High  SchiKils,  which 
are  iisnallylocatedonly  in  Cities,  Towns  or  Villages.  At 
Toriinlo  and  Ottawa,  Normal  Schools  for  the  training 
of  teachers  are  in  operation,  and  are  doing  admirable 
work.  .Mtogetlier  there  are  about  twenty  rniversities 
and  Colleges  in  the  I'rovince,  three  of  them  being 
Homan  Catholic,  and  over  inO  High  Schools  and  Colle- 
giate Institutes.  There  are  in  operation  a  grand  total 
ol  between  ,'i,.MHi  and  ti.iKHi  schools  in  Ontario,  counting 
private  iiistiliiti'ins.  The  priiiciiial  University  in  the 
Province  is  the  I'niversity  of  Toronto,  and  a  disp<isi- 
tion  on  the  part  of  smaller  institutions  to  alllliate 
tlierewilli  is  becoming  iiiore  marked  every  day.  At  the 
(letieral  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Cnuada 
held  in  Toronto  last  year,  it  was  decided  to  remove 
Victoria  rniversity,  the  property  of  that  liody,  from 
i  Cobonrg  to  Toronto,  thereafter  to  becdiiie  part  and 
j  parcel  of  the  rniversity  of  Toronto,  although  occupy- 
ing a  separate  linildiiig  in  the  (Jiieen's  Park.  The  only 
objection  urged  against  this  step  was,  tliat  Victoria 
rniversity  would  lose  its  degrei'-conferring  power,  but 
as  the  proposiil  change  was  evidently  in  the  interest 
j  of  higher  education,  the  motion  wius  carried  and  Uev. 
j  Dr.  I'otts  was  appointed  (ieneral  .Secretary  to  taiso  the 
1  sum  of  *4,"in,iKio  with  w  hich  to  build  the  college  and 
provide  endoHinents  for  the  chairs. 

I'UllVlNCIAl,  (lOVKllNMENT. 
Ontario  has  a  Lieutenant  (iovernor,  who  is  supposed 
to  act  for  the  (iovernor  fieneral,  the  representative  of 
Her  Majesty.  The  Lieutenant  (iovernor  is  however, 
entirely  under  the  dire<'tion  of  his  Ministry,  who  may 
belong  to  either  political  party.  There  is  also  an  Exec- 
utive Council  of  live  members,  consisting  of  the  Minis- 
ters for  tlie  various  ilepartinents,  who  are  really  the 
rulers  of  the  Province.  The  Legislative  Assembly 
coiisist.s  of  alMut  ninety  members,  who  are  elected  by 
the  people. 

I.KdAI,  SVSTKSI. 

The  laws  of  Ontario  are  almost  the  same  as  those  of 
Kiigland,  and  the  courts  are  also  very  nearly  the  sa/ne. 
When,  tlierefuic,  the  courts  of  law  an  etiuity  wen) fused 
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111  I'^nghind,  the  subject  was  nnsited  here,  and  very  sihiii 
a  similiir  act  was  pa-ssed  resolvingthecourlsof  (Jiieen's 
Itcncli,  Conimon  Pleas,  and  Chancery  into  "The  .Su- 
preme Court  of  .Tndicatiire  for  Ontario,"  and  leaving 
tlie  Court  of  Appeal  in  its  former  position.  The  old 
(tiiurls  are  now  known  as  Divisions,  each  Division  being 
presided  over  by  three  judges.  In  the  (Jiieen's  llench 
and  Common  Pleas  there  is  a  Chief  .Instice  and  two 
.liisliccs  and  in  the  Chancery  Division  a  ChaiiceUor  and 
two  .Inslices.  The  Court  of  .\ppeal  is  presiiliil  over  by 
a  Chief  .In.Htice,  and  associated  with  him  are  three 
.Iilstices.  These  judges  are  all  appointed  by  the  Domin- 
ion (iovernment  and  go  on  a  circuit  tlirongli  the  coun- 
try to  try  civil  and  criininal  ca.ses  at  the  various  conn- 
towns  at  the  regular  Assizs.  The  courts  also  sit  en 
banc  at  Osgooile  Hall  to  hear  all  matters  of  law  which 
may  coinelief.iresingle  judges  or  the  full  court  without 
juries.  Dcsides  the  Superior  Court  and  Court  of 
•Vppeais  there  are  Division  Courts  in  mery  County, 
presided  over  by  the  County  .Iiidge,  at  which  suits  for 
small  ainonnts  ci.n  be  trii-d  by  tiie  .Inilge  alonuor  by  a 
jury  of  live.  The  .iiirisdiction  of  these  Division  Ciinrts 
has  lately  bei'ii  greatly  enlarged,  and  the  amount  of 
claims  decided  in  tliein  every  year  is  very  great.  Di- 
vision Court  sittings  are  usually  held  every  •uonth  in 
large  cities,  and  every  tliiee  iiioiilhs  in  small  places. 
The  County  Judges  and  Police  .Magistrates  have  also 
jurisdiction  in  certain  crimiiii  1  matters,  which  are  dis- 
posed of  by  them  from  time  to  time. 

K111;K  (lUANT   I.A.Nll.S. 

The  Free  (irant  lands  of  Ontario,  sitnateil  in  the 
Muskoka  District,  are  capable  of  being  converted  into 
lii-st  class  farms,  ami  can  be  had  for  the  asking.  Over 
M.iHHi.iKKi  of  acres  were  originally  thrown  open  to  set- 
tlers by  the  lioveriiment,  but  of  course  large  tracts 
I  have  been  taken  up.  Every  person  with  a  family  can 
j  secure  '-'oo  acres  of  these  laiulti  gratis  and  any  one  who 
j  hius  arrived  at  the  age  of  in  years  is  entitled  to  iik) 
acres.  The  conditions  upon  which  a  grant  can  be  .se- 
cured are:  fifteen  acres  to  be  cleared  and  under  crop, 
two  acres  at  least  of  which  are  to  be  clearwl  and  culti- 
vated annually  for  live  years;  a  habitable  lioii.se  KlxL'd 
feet  nin.st  be  built,  and  the  settler  must  reside  on  the 
land  at  leiust  six  months  in  each  year  Of  course  laud 
can  be  iinrchiLsed  either  from  private  individuals  or 
companies  in  any  part  of  the  I'rovince.  It  should  be 
mentioned  that  the  freegr.mt  lands  around  Ilalibnrton 
and  Minden  are  just  now  attracting  a  good  deal  of  at- 
tention and  the  display  of  root.s,  fruits  and  cereals 
shown  from  tliis  district  at  a  recent  Industrial  Exhi- 
bition in  Toronto  was  really  magnlllcent. 

THE  riTY  OF  TORONTO. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  City  of  Toronto,  tie  cipital 
of  the  Province  ot  Ont!irio,  has  a  population  of  aliont 
140,000.  It  liasgiown  ani,..;i;'gly,  and  it  is  continuing 
from  day  today  its  marvelous  p>,;;''ess.  In  l.'vS4  was 
celebrated  the  semi-centennial  year  oi  theCiiy,  and 
during  the  ten  years  immetliately  preceeding  that  event 
the  iiopulation  of  Toronto  doubled  itself.  The  city  is 
situated  on  Toronto  Hay,  w  hich  is  formeti  by  a  long 
narrow  island  stretching  in  a  crescent  shape  along  the 
shore  of  J,ake  Ontario  and  extending  from  the  Kiver 
Don  almost  to  the  Hiimber.  This  island  is  used  as  a 
summer  resort,  a  great  many  citizens  having  built 
residences  there.  Ilanlan's  I'oint  is  the  extreme  west- 
ward section  of  the  island,  and  on  it  stands  an  hotel 
erected  by  Edward  Hanlon,  tin  grei  'jranian,  who  for 
some  years  was  champion  sculler  of  the  worhl.  The 
city  is  irregularly  built,  but  possesses  many  very  hanil- 
some  and  substantial  buildings.  Everywhere  can  l)e 
seen  reminiscences  of  by-gone  days  in  the  shiijie  of  old 
stores  and  dwellings  that  look  much  out  of  place  beside 
nKKlern  structures.  But  these  are  gradually  passing 
away.aiid  in  a  few  more  years  they  will  have  disappeared 
altogether.  Thepriiicir.il  business  streetsof  Toronto  are 
King,  (Jueen  and  Yonge.  which  are  occupied  almost  en- 
tirely 'iiy  retail  storekeepers  the  wholesale  houses  finding 
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liM'iitiotm  on  riiiiil.  \Vi  IliiiKliiii  mill  lla)  Stii'cls.  VniiKi'

many  years  a),'ii,  and  now  can  only  he  Inoked  ii|k>ii  aii  a 
nuisance.  Ospoode  Hall,  named  after  the  tii-st  thief 
Justice  of  ('p|ier  C'linada,  is  ii  larKi'  pile  of  buililin|,'H  on 
Queen  Street,  at  the  head  of  Vork.  It  has  been  Iniilt 
at  ditTeicnt  times,  and  contiiins  very  liaiuLsome  court- 
rooms, corridiiis,  balls  and  olliocs.  Tbii  Xormal  S'hool,  | 
where  puMio  school  teachers  are  instnicted,  slanda  in  ' 
tho  midst  of  II  well  laid  out  square  bounded  by 
Gould,l'liuiTli,  (Jeraiil  and  Victoria  Si rei>ts.  Tim  Tor-  1 
onto  (Jeneral  Hospital  sliiiids  on  (Jcrard  Street  eiLst, 
and  is  surioundtil  by  beautiful  Ki'iniids.  Wiiiuis  have 
been  added  to  it  several  times,  making  It  a  larm'  and  i 
commodious  bilildiiiK,  The  I'ost  Olllce  stands  on  Ade- 
laide Street,  at  the  bead  of  Toronto  Street,  and  is  a  line 
Htructure.  rnfortumitely  It  is  fast  becoming  altogether  i 
too  small  forthereiiuirennntsof  the  city.  TheCollcKe  ' 
of  I'hysicians  and  Surgeons  for  Ontario  are  erecting  a 
remarkably  handsome  structure  of  stone  and  ri>d  brick 
on  the  corner  of  ISay  and  liichinond  Strcc'.s.  The 
(iranije  Hall  on  Queen  Street,  between  Church  aid 
\'icloria,  is  a  hir;;e  nil  brick  buildiii)?  of  imposili)?  ap- 
pearance, Tlie  new  hall  for  the  V.  M.  C.  A.  on  Vonce 
.Street,  which  israpidly  appioachingcompletioii,  is  very 
laiRe  and  presents  a  splendid  'ippoarance.  The  Central 
I'rison,  the  Mercer  Heforinatory,  the  Maasey  .,  .Manu- 
facturiiiK  Company's  works  (for  aKricultiiral  iiiipli- 
ments),  the  Abell  Kiigine  works,  lliu  Iiusane  Asylum, 
and  other  buildings  Isjth  public  and  private,  lie  on  the 
wi'stern  outskirts  of  the  city.  The  Slail  biiihling,  on 
the  corner  of  King  and  Itay  Streets,  is  a  very  line  piece 
of  architecture,  reminding  one  of  the  great  iiewspaiier 
offices  of  New  Vork. 

The  churches  of  Toronto  are  very  numerous,  and 
some  of  them  are  remarkalily  haiuLsome.  The  llnest 
architecturally  is  St.  Andrews  (Presbyterian),  on  King 
Street,  after  w  hich  may  be  mentioned  St.  .lames'  Catli(!- 
dral  (AitgUcan),  the  Metropolituii  (Methodist),  Jarvis 


street  ilaptlst  Church,  llond  Street  Congregallonal 
('hiircli,  St.  Paul's  (.Vnglicani,  I'.rskine  Cliuich  (Pres 
byleriaii),  St,  MiclmerH  Cathedral  (llomaii  C.ithiille), 
and  many  otbei-s  of  less  pretentious  ap|s'aiancH. 

.Mention  inu"!  also  lie  made  of  the  ni'w  Cathedral, 
St,  .Albans, (.Vngllcaiu,  now  in  course  of  ciiiistriictinii, 
and  which  proiniseMto  la'one  of  the  lialidsoineiit  struc- 
tures in  the  city. 

The  bnildlngs  devoted  to  amimeineiits  consist  of 
Ibe  (iraiid  and  Toroiiiii  Opera  Hoiises.aiiii  the  Horti- 
cultural (iaiilcns  Pavilion,  the  latter  iKJiig  u.iedprlnci - 
pally  for  concerts  and  niiislcal  events.  Thetheatresare 
usually  well  attended  and  the  best  attractions  on  the 
road  are  to  be  seen  tliere.  The  Pavilion  stands  at  iiiie 
eniliif  several  acres  of  very  well  laid  out  gardens,  and 
is  const riicl 111  principally  of  glass.  The  gardens  are 
ii|H'n  to  the  public  during  tlin  sniunier,  when  lullltary 
bands  fiii|Uently  play  there.  The  largest  open  space  in 
Toronto  is  the  (Jiieeii's  Park,  which  has  been  greatly 
curtailed  in  si/e  in  recent  '  ears  li>  buildings.  The  new 
Parliament  buildings  and  Victoria  college  will  further 
ibi'n'iise  its  area.  Thetirand  Trunk, C.  P.  1(.  and  Norlli- 

em  and  Xnrthwestern  Hallways  all  < Ire  at  Toronto, 

but  the  Union  Station  on  the  Ksplanaiht  Is  far  too  small 
for  the  trallliMif  all  the  roads.  The  priijist  is  being 
mooted,  however,  of  erecting  a  structure  worthy  of 
these  great  cor|ioiatioiis  but  as  yet,  nothing  delinile 
has  l«i'n  done.  The  steamer  travel  from  the  Port  of 
Toronto  is  very  l.irgc.  and  is  on  the  InciciLse every  year. 
The  steamers  of  the  Hichlieu  Navigation  Co., rundown 
llie  SI.  Lawrence  to  Montreal,  as  iloalso  the  .McichantH 
line  of  pro|M'llers.  These  latter  iiroceiil  up  the  lakes  to 
Hiiffalo,  I  let  I  oil,  Chicago,  etc.  The  Chicora  runs  across 
Lake  Ontario  to  Niagara,  the  Ihiipressof  India  to  Port 
Ilallioiisle,tlie  Hiipert  to  (irimsby,the  .Vortheru  llille 
to  llaniilton,  and  a  Meet  of  othei's  steamers  and  ferries 
to  the  Island  of  \'ictoria  and  Lone  Parks,  Lougbraneh 
anil  other  resorts  idong  the  lake  shore  within  about  n 
dozen  miles  of  the  city. 

Toroni'Ms  not  only  the  rapitid  of  the  Province  In 
name,  but  .  so  in  reality.  It  is  much  the  largest  City 
ill  Ontario,  and  is  a  great  centre  of  learning,  inanufac- 
tiiring.  and  business  of  all  sorts.  .Some  of  the  colleges 
situated  ill  Toronto  (besides  the  I'niversity),  are  Mc 
Master  Hall,  (Haptist  Theological  College)  Trinity 
College  (,\iiglican),  WycllfTe  College  (Kvaiigelical>, 
Knox  College  (Presbyterian),  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Trinity  Medical  Sliool,  Toronto  ,'^<'hiH>l  of  Meiliciiie, 
Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music,  V'|iperCanada  College. 
'Toronto  Veterinary  Colh'ge,  the  school  of  'Technology 
and  many  other  institutions  both  of  a  public  and  pri- 
vate character. 

The  charitable  institution:!  of  Toronto  are  very  nu- 
merous, and  among  them  may  be  mentioiasl  the  Hoys' 
and  Oirl.s'  Homes,  The  Newsboys  Lislgings,  the  llonse 
of  Providenee,  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  the 
House  of  Industry,  (founded  in  ISO), the  Home  for  In- 
(  arables,  theConvaU'scent  Home,  the  Home  under  the 
management  of  the  Anglican  SisterhisMl  of  St.  .John 
the  Divine,  the  (ioisl  Shepherd's  Home, etc. 

The  principal  hotels  in  Toronto  are  tlie  Kossin,  the 
(Jueeiis,  the  Walker  and  the  Palmer,  of  which  the 
Uussin  is  the  largest.  The  Albion  on  .St.  Lawrence 
Market  Square  is  a  great  resort  for  fanners  and  cattle 
dealers. 

'The  manufacturing  Interests  of  Toronto  cover  every 
branch  of  traile,  including  iron  foundries,  agricultural 
implement  work.s,  railway  car  slioiis,  engine  works, 
carriage  factories,  tanneries,  soap  works,  tobacco  and 
cigar  maii'.ifai'tories,  machine  shops,  pork-packing  es- 
tablishments, Insit  and  shoe  factories,  sewing  machine 
manuf.ictories,  a  silver  plate  ware  factory,  stove  foun- 
dries, breweries,  and  the  largest  distillery  in  the  Do- 
minion. 

'The  business  streets  of  Toronto  have  cedar  block 
roadways  and  either  wikkIcii  or  stone  sidewalks.  The 
cedar  blocking  is,  however,  not  durable  enough,  and 
must  eventually  give  place  to  stone.

Its  '.\/o/7  ilr  ri,i /m  and  high  ili^eiplineaie  well- 
known  all  over  Canada,  and  wlnii  in  the  held  the  regi- 
ment has  endured  the  hardest  Work  with  the  slolcisiii 
of  veleian  troopi.  Part  of  the  ({iieen's  Ow  n  took  part 
In  the  ball  le  of  Cut  Knileinlhe  Northwusi.'Turrilorii's, 
and  in  a  most  trying  ex|sililion  sent  to  capture  the  In- 

I  diaii  chief  Hig  Hear,  which  was  nil imalely  successful. 
'The  lioyal  (ireiiadiers.commaniled  liy  Lieii't-Col.  (ira- 
sett,  is  another  crack  regimeiil,  and  was  the  backbone 
of  (leii.  .Miildleliin's  column,  which  captured  llalocbe, 
and  put  an  end  to  the  Northwi  st  rebellion.  'The  (iov- 
enmr-tieneraTs  llinly  (lUard,  consisllng  of  two  troops 

of  cavalry,   under  Lieiil-Col,(l 'T.  Henison,  also  did 

excellent  service  in  suppressing  tlie  insurrection.  The 
'Toriinto  Fiehl  llatlery  is  an  ellleieiit  corps,  and  has 
prosperid  well  under  the  direction  of  Lieut -Col.  (i  ray. 
'The  (birrison  .Vrlillerv  is  ,'ilsoa  tine  bisly  of  men,  and 
is  thoroiigbly  np  ti  the  mark  in  matters  of  discipline. 

!  The   fort    which   lies  to  the  west  of 'Toronto,  is  under 

charge  of  "C"  Permanent  Corp-i lumandi'd  by  Lieiit- 

Col,  Oiler.  'Thevvant  of  a  new  drill  shed  haslong  been 
felt  by  the  Voliuiteirs  of  'Toronto,  and  it  is  probable 
that  VI  ry  sliorlly  one  will  he  biilll.  The  Ilomitiioii 
(iovernnieiit  at  the  last  session  of  Pailianient.  made  an 
appro|>riatioii  iiri*;',o,iiiHi  for  the  purpose,  which  aniimnt 
will  be  aiigniented  no  doiibt  by  future  grants.  The 
city  gives  a  free  site,  the  location  probably  being  in  .St. 
.lohn's  ward,  behind  OsgiKHle  Hall,  and  not  far  from 
where  the  new'ombiiml  court  house  and  city  ball  is 
about  to  be  erected. 

'There  are  several  inomiment.i  erecte<l  to  the  meni- 
'iry  of 'Toronto  volunteers  who  fell  in  defense  of  their 
CO  inlry.  One  is  in  the  Queen's  Park,  and  was  erected 
to  the  men  of  the  (Queen's  Own  wlio  lost  their  lives  dur- 
ing the  Fenian  Invasion  of  isdii.  Another  is  at  .Mount 
PleiLsant  Cemelery,  in  comniemoiation  of  Lieutenant 
Fitch  and  Private 'Tims.  .Moor.of  the  Itoyal  (ireiiadiers, 
who  fell  ill  the  bayoiiit  charge  at  llatishe. 

'Toronto  is  growing  more  rapidly  than  any  other 
City  of  the  Doniinion,  and  the  price  of  real  estate  has 
iidvanced  of  late  years  loan  extraordinary  extent.  It 
is  alleged  by  some  that  this  advance  amounts  to  a 
"biMim,"  but  hotvever  that  may  be,  lli"i'e  is  no  doiibl 
that  there  was  an  under  valuation  i  i  former  years. 
Property  on  leading  thoroughlaies  it  i,«  safe  to  say, 
will  never  go  down,  alth mgh  in  the  siilnirbs.  deprecia- 
tion may  take  place.  Hcllding  on  a  large  scale  has 
been  In  luogrcss  In 'Toronto  some  time,  but  the  strikes 
amongtbe  various  trades  which  occur  every  now  and 
then,  liavB  a  lendenry  to  retard  ('{M-ratiou.s.  It  is  al- 
most needless  to  remark  alter  what  has  been  set  birth 
already,  that  "  the(JiieeiiCity."iis  tliecapil.il  of  Ontario 
is  frequently  called,  possesr.es  all  modern  requircnients, 
such  as  electric  light,  and  telegraph  and  telephone 
systems,  postal  delivery,  street  cars,  uniformed  men 
.seiiger  boys,  coupe  lines,  and  all  tlie  other  essentials 
to  nineteenth  century  life  111,1  great  centre.

Till'  City  of  Hamilton  Is  sitnaliHlon  lliirlinKlon  Hay 
lit  the  wi-sliTii  inil  of  l.aki' tlnlario.  It  has  a  popula- 
tion of  about  4j,(KKi,  and  is  a  comiuerclal  and  miinii- 
lai'lnrir.K  nirr'  of  no  small  imimrtain-i).  11  i»  very 
arc'i'ssibli'  both  by  land  ami  watiT,  iind  is  sltmitt'd 
on  what  usi'd  lo  be  thi'  inuiii  line  of  thi'ddOicat  W'l'S 
tern  Uailway(but  whirh  now  belongs  to  the  Oraiid 
Trunk),  and  rinm  from  the  Suspt'n.'iinn  Itridge  to  Wind- 
sor, oppiisile  Detroit.  The  chief  iiHices  and  Wnrkshops 
of  this  division  of  the  Cirami  Trunk  are  situated  here, 
employiiiK  many  linnilredH  of  men  all  the  yeariouinl. 
HMinilton  Is  alsolliesoiitlierti  terminus  of  IheNorlbern 
anil  Nortbweslern  Uailwuy,  whieh  niiis  from  there  to 
Itairie  and  other  iioints.  It  has  been  arranged  thftt 
in  the  near  future  tbo  CanadiHii  I'aeiHo  Itailway 
will  Iind  its  way  to  Hamilton.  At  the  baek  of  the  City 
of  llamillon  rises  ii  lofty  plateau  of  gn.niiil  known  as 
"The  Mounlaln,"  whieh  is  thiekly  woodeil,  and  adds 
mueli  to  the  piitiiri'siine  appearance  of  the  landscape. 

The  wboli'sale  houses  of  llamillon  nre  amongst  the 
t)pst  ill  the  Doininion,  and  do  an  immense  trade.  Many 
of  the  early  settlers  of  this  locality  were  Scotch,  and 


Klngsliin  issltnatedat  theensleni  end  of  I.akeOn- 
lario,  as  llamillon  is  at  llie  weslern,  iiml  al  the  roni- 
meniennnt  of  the  Thmisanil  Islanils,  so  famous  for 
till  Ir  beautiful  iiienery.  Kingston  was  al  one  lime  llin 
I  apitai  of  I'pper  Caiiiida,  but  it  is  now  known  its  the 
si'iit  iif  the  Itoyal  Milllary  College  and  a  fort  of  great 
slreiiglh  Near  Kingston  Is  Hie  Villge  of  I'lirtsmoiiHi, 
where  the  I'l'iiitintiary  for  the  Doniliiion  and  a  large 
Insane  .\sylum  are  silnateil.  The  military  works  at 
Kingslim  are  very  extensive,  and  Ihirn  is  always  a  gar- 
rison I  here  ini'luiling"  ,\  "  batlery  ofarlillery.a  perma- 
nent corps.  The  chief  fortillealions  coninianillng  the 
haibonr  are  on  Messessaga.  and  Xavy  isiiiits;  and  a 
fiirtress  Is  placed  on  Point  llenrv.  Lines  of  sleaineis 
running  from  all  pninlson  the  upper  lakes  call  al  King- 
ston, and  sleameis  also  ply  lietween  there  nnil  the 
.Vmerliaii  shore  The  mannfai'torliii  of  Kingsloii  in- 
iluile  ship  building,  loconiolive  works,  ear  shojis,  agrl- 
iiiltiiial  Implements,  bIovb  foiinilries.  piano  and  inelo- 
dioii  faetoriis,  tanneries,  breweries,  elc.  It  has  also  an 
im|Hirtant  grain  shipping  trade.  The  ;iiibiic  buildings 
of  Kingsloii  are  numerous,  hanilsome  and  vaibstantial, 
and  include  (Jiieeii's  and  llegiopnlis  Collegi'S.  The  Cily 
is  eounecled  with  rembroke,  IL'O  miles  away,  by  rail, 
and  with  the  Ollawa  river  by  the  Itldeau  Cuiiul.  The 
population  of  Kingston  is  aliuiit  2(i,U()U.

The  Cltynf  I,ondon,ln  the  County  of  Middlesex,  lbs 
in  Hie  midst  of  a  section  of  country  rich  in  agricuUiiral 
rt'SoiirccH.  It  is  iiflen  called '•The  Korcst  City,"  not 
only  because  its  site  was  once  an  niibinken  forest,  but 
liHaiise  even  now,  the  liori/oii  as  seen  from  any  of  Lon- 
don's lofty  bnililings,  shows  wooiled  country  on  every 
side.  In  IS'Jii  the  llist  trees  were  cut  al  "  the  forks  of 
the  Thames,"  the  piesi  nt  juncliiin  of  Diindas  and  liiil- 
onl  street.'.,  two  of  London's  principal  Ih'iniughlares. 
The  following  year  II  log  goal  and  a  conri house  were 
elected,  and  the  seltlemeiit  began  to  grow  lapiilly.  Ill 
Isffi.  the  assessment  was  9o'i,iiiio,  and  the  population 
l,iMi(l.  Kroin  this  small  beginning  has  sprung  a  City  of

Itesides  being  a  great  centre  for  thediapo  .al  of  their 
]  priHliicts  by  the  farming  communily,  Loiidmi  is  a  very 
imporlanl  manufaelnring  and  commerci  il  City.  lis 
whoh'side  houses  are  all  known  tliroiiglioul  the  west 
and  do  a  nourishing  trade,  and  nil  its  business  estub- 
lishmenls  nre  thoroughly  up  to  the  times.Carling!<  and 
Labiitt's  breweries,  the  McClary  Stovo  Mannfaeliiring 
Co.,  K.  Leonard  &  Son's  Engine  Works,  the  Itennctt 
Furnishing  Co.,  HieOnlario  Car  and  Koiindiy  Co.,  the 
(iranil  Trunk  Car  .Shops,  the  London  Kiiniiliire  Maiiii- 
factitfing  Co.,  and  many  olherinipnrlant  liidiistries  are 
locatiHl  at  London  and  employ  large  iininlH'rH  of  liaiuls. 

The  City  of  London  Is  particularly  fortunate  in  pos- 


sessing abiiiintlfnl  supply  of  pure  water.  It  Is  obtain- 
ed from  ini'xiiaiisllble  springs  that  llow  from  the  banki 

of  the  Tha s  n  lew  miles  lo  the  wi-.,l  ward  of  the  City. 

The  syslemcosl  •.'.iKMHid,  and  the  ipianllly  of  water  oIh 
tallied  is  ;i,iKiii,ii(Ki  gallons  a  day.  Moth  hydraulic  and 
steam  pumping  iiiaehiiiery  Is  used. 

London  is  Hie  liiaili|narters  of  Hie  Hank  of  London 
In  Camulii,  a  llonrislilng  monetary  instil ntlon,  and  there 
are  also  located  there  a  iiiimlH'r  of  brandies  of  other 
banks. 

In  I'lliicational  matters,  London  takes  a  foremost 
IMislHiiii  and  |«)ssesses  among  other  i list itiil Ions,  the 
Witilcrii  rniversily.  withilegiec  confernng  powers  in 
arts,  niiiliclneanil  law  ;  Hie  llellniiiHi  Ladies'  College, 
sitiialid  on  Hie  bank  of  the  Thaiiies.lhieo  miles  from 
the  Cily,  the  Academy  of  the  .Sacred  Heart,  (a  Itonian 
Catholic  institution  where  yiaing  ladies  are  islneated), 
Huron  Colh'ge.  (an  Anglican  Theological  InstlliUlun), 
and  many  other  sclnsils  and  colleges. 

As  a  railway  centre,  London  is  the  most  lm|Hirtant 
|iolnt  In  Wialern  Ontario.  It  Is  on  the  main  line  of 
the  Soiitheri.  division  of  the  liraiid  Tiiink,  and  the  Ca 
iiadian  i'acllic  Itailway  this  year  compleliil  their  line 
from  WiKiilslii.ik  to  Loud,  n  The  (iraiid  Trunk  also 
I'oiinects  with  London  by  way  of  SI.  Mary's,  and  the 
Michigan  Central  have  reiiiilly  commiiiced  running 
trains  lolhe"  Koresl  Cily"fioin  SI.  Thonias. 

London  is  the  si  at  of  piiblii  institutions,  snch  as  the 
Insane  .\syluiM  and  Hie  School  for  Infantry,  and  has  a 
nnniberof  charities,  which  are  ciindncliil  in  a  most 
ellicieiit  manner.  The  chiirihes  and  public  buildings 
of  Liiiidon,  which  iiielnde  a  very  handsome  opera 
house  owned  by  the  .Masonic  bisly,  are  a  credit  both  to 
the  City  and  to  the  I'rovinoe. 

BT.    CAXIH01llIVli>«. 

,SI.  Catherines,  one  of  the  younger  Cities  of  Ontario, 
issitiialedoii  the  Welland  Canal,  between  llamllton 
a  III  the  Suspension  llriilge,  and  especially  diiilng  the 
war  of  the  liebellion  in  tlie  States,  was  a  great  resort 
lor  .\iiii'rii'aii  visitors.  It  [sissesses  miiieml  waters  of 
great  curative  jiowers,  and  invalids  resort  HierB  a  great 
deal.  Tb"  tiiand  Trunk  and  Welland  Hallways  touch 
St.  Catlii...nes,  and  I'ort  Dalhoiisie  on  Lake  Ontario, Is 
only  seven  miles  away.  The  City  is  a  thriving  business 
centre  with  many  mannlaitnring  interests,  and  a  pop- 
ulation of  about  IO,0"'n  Very  line  fniit  grows  in  the 
neighbonrhood,  and  the  gardens  of  the  City  are  lieaull- 
fully  laid  out. 

OUIOL.1'>H. 

(iiielph,  situated  on  theRlver  Speed,  In  the  County 
of  Wellington,  is  often  called  "  The  Uoyal  City."  It  is 
very  pictuiesiiuely  locateil,  ami  lies  ill  the  midst  of  a 
magnilicent  agricultural  country.  The  County  of  Wel- 
lington is  famous  for  its  cattle  raising,  and  many  well 
known  breeders  of  line  stock  reside  in  (inelpli.  The 
(irand  Trunk  Itailway  connects  with  Oiielph  byway 
of  the  main  line  from  Toiontoto  Windsor,  and  by  way 
of  the  Wellington,  (irey  and  Hruce  Section  of  the 
.Southern  Division,  formerly  the  (iieat  Western.  The 
City  is  built  on  hills,  and  the  river  Spwd  which  runs 
through  it,  is  a  pretty  stream.  This  river  also  serves 
the  iisefnl  purpose  of  furnishing  power  for  niachineiy, 
having  falls  alsiiit  ".0  feet  in  height,  near  which  are  lo- 
cateil tliiee  or  four  Hour  in'lls,  twosaw  mills,  two  pla- 
ning mills,  and  wo  woollen  factories.  Manufactories 
of  iron  castings  iiachinery  and  .sewing  machinery  are 
al.so  ill  operatin  tiesides  several  brewerie.s.  and  a  im- 
portant organ  taetory.  Some  valuable  quarries  ai-e 
worked  In  the  neigbliorhisid,  and  in  the  Cily  are  to  lie 
found  all  the  various  lines  of  business  estabiishmenta 
nece.ssary  to  an  important  centre,  (iuelphwiis  incor- 
porated in  IS7I)  as  a  City  with  a  population  of  10,(XK), 
and  its  progress  is  and  always  has  been  of  a  substautial 
and  satisfactory  nature.

UKAISTKOKU.

The  City  ot  ji.T.ntforil  Is  lioniitifiilly  located  on  the 
north  liaiik  of  tin'  (iiiind  UiviT.  The  (jrouml  on  whiih 
the  City  now  stands  was  oiiijiiially  occiipiwl  liy  the  Six 
Nation  Indians,  and  Itrantfonl  derives  'ts  name  from 
Joseph  Hrant,  the  great  IiulianCliief  to  whom  a  nionn- 
meiit  was  recently  ereeted  and  unveiltHl  with  niuch 
ceremony.  On  the  tilth  of  Ai)ril,  ISUI,  the  Indians 
made  a  snrrenderto  the  Covernnient  cvf  the  town  plot 
which  was  then  surveyed  liy  Lewis  ISnrwell  and  siild 
by  auction.  On  Monday. SeptemlierO,  1S4",  Uraiilfoiil 
elected  its  iMst  town  eounciUors,  seven  wards  Ih'Mik 
the  numher  i.ilo  which  the  nuniieipality  was  divided. 
The  first  Mayor  ele<ted  was  Wm.  .^Illirhead.  In  ISoO 
the  town  was  redivided  into  live  wards  with  three 
councillors  for  each.  On  .March  2,  ls7",  llrantford  hav- 
ing a  population  of  1(),(HX)  was  incorporated  as  a  City, 
the  t'onncil  consisting  of  a  Mayor  and  llfteen  Aldermen. 
This  event  w  as  appropriati'ly  celebrated  and  the  young 
City  wiis  crowded  with  visitors  from  thesurroundinR 
countrj'.  Thus  it  was  that  Urantl'ord  grew  from  a  set- 
tlement of  twelve  people  in  1818  to  a  City  of  lO.iKHi  In 
187".  Urantford  is  situated  on  the  Hiillaloand  (!(Kle- 
rich  branch  of  the  (irand  Tnnik  Itailway.  another 
branch  of  the  same  system  running;  into  the  City  from 
Harrishuri;  on  the  .Southern  Division.  A  third  branch 
of  the  Grand  Trunk  connects  Uranlfonl  with  St.  Thom- 
as by  way  ot  Tilsonhuru.  The  City  is  an  iniportaiit 
manufa(^turing  place  and  posscses  son.e  very  promin- 
ent industries.  The  Farm  and  Dauy  I'lcnsil  Manu- 
faclnrin);  Co.  was  orRanized  in  IKSl  with  a  capital 
stoc'k  of  S.'Kt.iXX).  This  company  employs  about  twenty 
men  and  does  a  thriving  t.'.ide.  A.  Harris  &,  Co.  do  an 
immense  business  in  improved  IwiiTesting  machinery. 
The  establishment  was  founded  in  IWloat  Itainisvilleliy 
Alanson  Hams,  vsho  in  1871  removed  to  lirantford. 
Immense  new  buildings  were  erected  a  few  years  ago 
and  the  llrni  are  doing  »  business  in  their  line  unsur- 
pa.ssed  in  the  Dom'  lion.  J,  O.  Wtsncr  Son  &  Co.  also 
do  a  veiy  large  business  in  the  manufacture  of  agricul- 
tural implements.  They  employ  sever:;!  Iuuidrt>il  hands. 
The  Brantfiud  Hrewing  Co.  and  Springbank  Brewery 
priHluce  line  (pialities  of  malt  li(|uor  and  do  a  large 
business.  Workman  &  Watt,  brick  makers,  Illacker 
Hros.  Hrauttord  .Steam  IJrick  Yard,  City  Broom  I'ac- 
t<uy.  Brant  Canning  Co.,  llrantford  Carriage  Works, 
City  Carriage  Works,  Craven  Cotton  Mill,  Ci[jar  Box 
and  Taper  .Manufactory,  I'atcrson's  Wholesale  Confw- 
tionery  .ind  Cigar  Manufactory,  the  Cm'kshutt  I'low 
Co.,  the  Waterous  Engine  Works,  and  many  other  es- 
tablishments tini  nunerousto  mention  are  liH-aliil  in 
Bnmtford.  In  the  matter  of  banUa  Brantfonl  is  well 
proviilcd  for,  having  branches  of  several  leading  inoiitv 
tary  institutions  of  Canada.  The  City  also  litis  several 
insurance ccmipanies.  The  public  buildings  of  Brant- 
ford  are  very  handsome  and  inilude  a  line  stone  Court 
House,  an  Orphans' Home,  a  Custom  House,  etc.  The 
buildings  eri-cttHl  by  the  Ciraml  Trunk  Kail  way  oe<iipy 
eleven  acriis  of  grcund.  the  prlncip<d  lieing  the  repair 
shops,  engine  house  and  round  house.  The  population 
of  llrantford  is  now  alHiut  l.'i.iMio,  and  it  is  considered 
one  of  the  most  Huurishiiit;  cities  iu  Camula. 


err.  THOMAS. 


This  young  city  takes  Its  name  Irora  its  founder. 
Colonel  Thomas  Talbot.  Il  lies  most  picturesquely, 
situated  l."i  miles  south  of  London,  and  li  miles  iiorlli  of 
I'ort  Stanley.  Four  railways  coiiveige  to  the  city  and 
make  il  an  important  business  centre.  The  Michigan 
Central  Uailway  Inis  powerfully  siiniulatetl  the  growth 
of  St.  Thuuuks  by  the  erection  of  e-xteusivu  wuikshups.

The  City  of  Belleville  Is  situated  on  the  Bay  of 
Qulnte  at  the  mouth  of  the  Itiver  .Moira.  It  i»  a  \vy 
im|K>rtimliKiinl  on  the  (irand  Trunk  liailway  system, 
being  the  place  where  the  Eastern  and  Western  Divis- 
ions of  the  roiid  divide.  The  bimlHriiiK  ami  milling 
Interests  of  Belleville  are  its  ehii'f  indu.stries,  but  it 
also  possesesB  (•(■nsiderable  standing  as  a  eummereial 
centn'.  The  |H>pulatlnn  of  the  City  Is  about  I'ijMO,  and 
K  lias  every  prospect  of  a  prosperous  career. 


SXRATFOXID. 


The  (irand  Trunk  workshops  have  had  a  similar  ef- 
fect upon  the  growth  ot  Stratford,  which  reachiHl  civic 
honors  in  IS.S7.  Occupying  one  of  the  finest  sites  in  the 
vast  tract  which  Wius  nlanted  out  by  the  ("amula  Com- 
pany, Stratford  has  steadily  workiiluiion  its  geographi- 
cal advantages,  and  must,  from  its  mere  situation,  be 
always  an  imiiortaut  centre  ot  trade.  Notable  among 
its  public  buildings  are  the  Post-otSce,  Court  House 
and  Jail,  Collegiate  Institute,  and  Central  School.  The 
river  .Vvon  furnishes  power  for  manufactures,  and  by 
its  lake-like  expansion  adds  much  to  the  landscape. 


■Wk.  ijiXMBTOCK. 


Woodstock,  which  now  claims  the  rank  of  a  city,  is  a 
remarkable  Illustration  of  what  the  pluck  and  enter- 
prise oi  two  or  three  sagacious  residents  will  do  to  de- 
velop a  town.  When  the  Credit  Valley  U.iilway  w:is 
still  a  paper  s<'heine,  lauglu^l  at  in  Parliamentary 
Committee  Rooms,  and  generally  much  di.scredited,  u 
few  citizens  ot  Wocxlstock  took  this  "visionary" 
scheme  in  hand,  shaiied  il  into  a  business  venture,  and 
by  alie<'r  pluck  and  persistence  made  the  new  railriwda 
great  highway  of  commerce,  tlther  railways  have 
Bince  been  brought  to  Woodstock,  ami  with  the.-n  hnvo 
come  several  new  industries,  so  that  it  would  be  dif- 
ficult to  set  limits  to  the  future  achievements  of  this, 
the  youngest  of  Ontario  cities. 


Besides  those  whicTi  have  been  mentioned  there  are 
in  (.)iitarioinaiiy  prominent  and  promising  towns  which 
before  long  are  destineil  to  develop  into  cities.  They 
are  scattenil  over  a  wide  area  of  country,  and  while 
some  arc  hK'al  nianutacturing  ami  commercial  centres, 
others  thrive  by  rciuson  of  lieing  located  in  rich  agricul- 
tural districts.  I'roniinent  amongst  these  places  may 
be  nieni  lolled,  Karrie,  Bowinanville,  BnH'kville,  Chat- 
ham, ColKiurg,  CollingwcMMl,  Cornwall,  (iait,  (ioderii  h, 
Ingersull,  Lindsay,  NapaniH-,  Osliawa,  Owen  Siinnd, 
I'aris,  I'eterboro',  Petrolea.  Port  Hope,  Itoula,  titrath- 
roy,  at.  Marys,  Whitby  aud  Windsor. 


PTIOTTIVOE    OF    QtlEBEC. 


When  Canada  was  ceeded  to  Great  Britain  in  1703, 
the  French  Coloni.sts  wi'ie  guaranteed  the  frtcexerci.se 
of  the  lloiiiaii  Catholic  religion  and  eipial  civil  and 
commercial  priviligesas  British  subjcct.s.  They  were 
also  given  further  rights  by  tlie"tiu(  I'CC  Act"  of  1774, 
w  hereby  the  old  French  laws,  iiicbiding  the  custom  of 
Pari.s, the  Uoyal edicts,  and  those  of  the  Colonial  inleii- 
dauls  under  the  French  regime,  were  declared  binding 
in  relation  to  all  propcity  and  civil  rights;  while  the 
criminal  law  gave  place  to  that  of  England  with  trial 
by  jury.  The  French  population  of  Lower  Canada  at 
this  time  did  not  exceid  li.'i.iKK). 

(Jnclicc  posesses  the  same  power  of  self  government 
as  Onta.io  and  has  besides  many  old  laws  on  itsstaUita 
books  operating  ill  favour  of  the  code  originally  brought 
over  from  I'ranee.  In  fact  as  regards  all  the  Provinces 
of  the  Dominion  the  only  rights  claimed  or  exercisi.'d 
by  the  Imperial  I'ailiaieentaic.d.)  the  right  of  appoint- 
ing the  (ii)vei  nor  C.cncr.d;  (J.)  the  right  of  disiillowing 
actsiiutaflVcting  trade  and  coiiuiicree  within  two  years, 
and,  (:!.)  the  right  of  ni.iUoig  treaties  elleeting  the 
Dominion  as  a  part  of  the  Empire. 

Tlie  Province  of  ()uclicc  has  an  areaof  almut  120.000,- 
000  acres  of  laiiil  anil  exlciids  along  the  valley  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  as  far  as  the  Oitawa  river,  which  divides 
the  Provinces  of  (Jiubee  and  Ontario.  Ttf  N(utherii 
boundary  of  (Juebec  is  as  yet  unlKcd,  wl'  .e  on  the 
huulli,  il  is  hoiindeil  by  the  liaie  d(  s  Chalenrs,  the  Pro- 
vince of  .New  Itiunswic'k  and  the  I'lolcd  States. 

Il  is  pojailarly  suppo.sed,  parlicularly  in  the  Upper 
Province,  that  (Jucliec  is  not  a  good  Pruvince  for  agri- 
culture, but  this  is  a  mistake.  Williin  the  last  1.1  years 
the  science  of  the  husbandman  has  made  greatstrides  in 
portions  of  the  Province,  although  other  sections  still 
leniaie  whal  they  wereo\'  ra  hundred  years  ago.  Farm- 
ing, it  cannot  be  denied,  is  not  up  to  I  he  iiuKh'rn  .standaitl 
among  the  li(ibitinit.i.  S<iwiiig,  tilling  ami  reaping  are 
perrorir.ed  by  hand, and  in  the  back  country  the  meth(Kls 
!  of  agriiullure  are  very  primitive.  No  mowing  riii- 
chiiics  are  used,  thresh.iiig  for  the  most  part  is  doiio 
with  Hails,  and  all  the  various  contrivances  which  are 
uiiivei-sally  usid  by  Ontario  larmei-s,  and  without  which, 
the  oiitlit  of  an  agriculturist  wiiiild  Ihi  .ookeil  uiion  as 

ill! ompleie, have  never  been  si The  principal  grain 

croi>s  grown  in  Qiiclicc  are  wheat,  oats,  maize,  biick- 
wlicat,  iM-as  and  beans.  The  beet-root  is  aim)  being 
now  raised  extensively,  several  sugar  rellnerics  having 
bei'n  establislntl  f.ir  the  pur|Ki8eof  l«'ller  iililizingthls 
vegetable.  Hay,  llax  and  hemp  are  also  all  goiHl  eroiw, 
and  tobacco  grows  successfully  instmiesectimis.  Fruit 
of  all  kindsgrows  luxiii  iantly,  and  the  same  may  bti  said 
of  vegetables.  Taken  altogether, tbcsoil of  (Juebt-cean 
Ijeculti  valwlwilhgi  eat  prohl,  and  ills  only  the  isolation 
of  the  French  farmer,  taken  in  eoiijunction  with  the 

uncertain  polilical  condition  of   the  C try,   which 

prevailed  up  to  1M(I,  that  has  held  b.ick  agriculture. 

Although  as  has  been  slaliil  (Jiielw  was  originally 
populated  by  the  French,  there  arc  a  great  many  Eng- 
lish sp«'aklng  iierwns  to  be  fnuiid  in  the  Eastern  Town- 
shilis,  and  in  the  towns  and  cities,  many  of  them  being 
descendants  of  1'.  E.  loyalists. 

The  climate  of  the  Province  incomnio:iwitlitliBt  of 
all  Canada  has  been  greatly  misrepresented  abroad.  It 
Is  of  course  cold  In  winter,  much  more  ho  than  In  Onta- 
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rlo,  1111(1  ttif-ra  Is  a  much  Iieavlor  Hiiowfiill.  Unt  tlui 
weathmis  licallliy,  anil  llie  ouUliwr  sporta  ot  Quflicc, 
micli  as  siKiwsliociiiK.  t(il)ii){Kiiii'"B.  I'l''-.  aiooflpliriited 
all  (iviT  tlid  will  1(1.  Fever,  ajjiie.  and  other  kindred 
diHeases  are  almost  iinkown  and  tliu  climate  on  the 
wli()l((  is  a  very  pleasant  one. 

MINKIIAI.  WEALTH. 
In  mineral  wealtli,  (Jiieliee   is  rieli,  and   possesses 
valiialile  mines  of  no'd.  silver,  copiier,  iron,  lead,  ziia^ 
and  plalinnni.    Miieli  ol'  tliis  ol'  course  remains  as  yel  j 
nndeveloiieil.  Iml  H'id  these   minerals  exist'  in   laiRe  ■ 
(liiantitii's  throiigliont  the  rrovinee,  lias  lieen   (Stah-  i 
Mshed  lieyond  a  doiilit.    In   tlie  Kastern  Townships, 
eoiiper  is  louiid  in  considenilile  (|iiaiilities.  while  tlio 
eliiid' Kold  deposils  are  on  till!  hanks  of  tlie  Cliandiere. 
Iron  is  found  everywhere,  and  is  of  excellent  iiuality.

There  are  in  (Jiieliec  at  the  present  time  alioiit  (MXH).- 
000  acres  of  Crown  liamis,  siirveyeil  and  ready  for  sale, 
and  over  liHi,iKKi,0(Kl\insinV(,'yc(l.  These  eaii  lie  piirehiised 

from  the  ^'overnmellt  on  the   following  c litions:- 

The  pnrehiiser  is  to  take  possession  of  tlic  land  sold 
williin  six  nionlhs  fiom  tlieihite  of  sale;  is  to  reside  on 
iir  ocenpy  tlie  same  at  least  two  years;  is  to  eh-ar  and 
have  miller  crop  witliiii  fonr  years,  ten  acres  for  every 
hundred  hild  liy  him,  ami  is  to  erect  a  lialiitable  house 
of  llie  dimensions  of  at  least  ltlxi>0  feel. 

On  Provincial  Colonization  roads,  some  S4,000  acres 
are  set  apart  lor  free  Kiants.in  lots  of  lOO  acres  eacU, 
and  any  person  over  ts  years  of  affe  may  demand  a 
IMM-mit  of  occupation  from  any  Crown  Land  a«ent,  and, 
if  afi  r  he  has  occupied  llie  land  four  yisirs,  he  has 
cleared  12  acres  and  cicctid  a  house,  he  is  eutitl(>d  to  a 
free  patent.  The  valleys  of  the  Saunenay,  St  Maurico 
and  tlie  Ottawa;  the  Kastern  Townships;  the  lower  St. 
Lawrence,  and  (iasiie,  are  all  open  to  Colonists. 

In  tlie  vallev  of  the  Siinueiiay  tiiere  are  aiioiit  (UO.IXIO 
acres  surveyed  and  divided  iiitolanu  lots  which  can  he 
piircliasisl  liy  settlers  at  m  cents  (Kid.  iSlK.I  per  acre.  The 
soil  is  rich  and  aroadlcadsdireta  to  theCity  of  (Jiiehec. 
In  the  valley  of  the  St.  Maurice  Is.tKK)  acres  are  for  sale 
at  :m  cents  (Is,  '2  'id  Sl((.)  per  acre.  The  valley  of  the 
Oltawa  is  very  firlile,  and  land  is  lieinn  taken  up  there 
rapidly.  Tlie  I'rovince  of  (Jiieliec  aiioimds  in  rive|-s 
and  small  streams,  which  are  well  sdK'kiil  with  llsli; 
somelhin«  which  cannot  he  said  of  tlie  more  populated 
districts  of  Ontario.  In  I'e  Eastern  Township.s,  the 
(lovernuieut  owns  over  4iKi,(i(K)  acres  of  wihl  lands, 
wliich  can  he  purchased  for  40  to  (Ml  cents  (Is.  Hd.  to 
2s.  '>'i'\.  StK'-)  per  acre.  The  climate  is  rather  milder 
than  at  (Jneliec,  and  many  settlers  are  couiiii),'  In.  On 
the  South  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  helow  (Juehec, 
are  situated  over  l.'oo.noo  acres  of  (ioverninent  land 
in  farm  lots,  which  is  for  sale  at  :lil  cents  per  acre.  The 
Taclie  road,  -'iil>  niilcs  in  lenjitli,  runs  throiifjli  this 
imporlaiit  section.  The  district  of  (iaspecovei-s  an  area 
of  ahoiit  .s.iliil  miles  of  superllcial  territory,  lielween 
the  St.  Lawrenci'  and  the  Itayof  Chalenr.H.  inucli  of  this 
is  rocky  and  not  lit  for  cultivation,  hut  it  co  itains 
some  very  fertile  sections,  and  possesses  inanincent 
llslieries. 

The  I'ldvince  of  ()ueliee  is  rich  '..i  Inmlier.  and  has 
vast  forests  of  white  iiiiil  nsl  pine.  .\sli.  Iiircli,  Iks'cIi, 
(■liii,  liickory,  nlackwalnnt,  maple,  cherry,  liiilternnl,  llr 
and  other  .sorts  of  WimmI  also  aieinnd  and  are  export(>il 
l„ri(ely.  The  timlM^r  limits  of  Canada  are  of  ininiense 
value  liiil  niilil  late  yeain  have  not  lieeii  regarded  at 
t'.icir  true  worth.  Since,  however,  .so  many  railways 
have  I is'ii  const nicted  through  the  heart  of  unbroken 
forests,  and  far  distant  portions  of  the  I'rovinces, 
liroucht  into  direct  communication  with  all  the  markets 
of  the  Continent,  and  also  Willi  those  of  the  old  world, 
the  in-ople  ar«  licniiiniuij  to  apprwiate  the  wealth 
which  they  possess  in  their  luiuher  It  is  to  he 
r.'^retted  that  in  rei^aid  to"riinlicr  Lunils,"  there  has 
l>  en  some  scandals  amoiiK  tlie  po'"'(''"ns,  lint  even  In 
this  way,  koihI  may  lie  lu.ciiiiplislied  by  the  attention 


of  the  pnMic  beinR  attracted  to  the  prop(  r  use  of  what 
should  be  the  cominon  heritage  of  all.  The  system  of 
Rrantins  licenses  for  the  cutting  of  limber  lias  been  in 
forci!  for  a  great  number  of  years,  but  its  various  pm- 
visions  have  Iwen  altt^red  from  time  to  time.  Jtelwcen 
:!0  and  40  years  ago  9-i  per  square  mile  wasl()ok(sl  upon 
as  a  liigli  rate  to  pay  for  a  timber  limit,  but  in  1K72  tlie 
privilege  bioiiglit  »:)0  to  »:!.').  Tlie  demand  for  lumber 
ill  the  Vnited  States  has  increased  so  rapidly  in  recent 
years,  that  as  long  as  th(^  great  timber  loiests  of  Canada 
last,  a  market  can  be  found  foi  them  m'.oss  the  border, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  immeuso  (luantities  idways  re- 
quirisl  In  England. 

(lOVKRNMKNT  OP  QUEBEC. 

The  (ioverninent  of  (Jnelioc  is  veiaed  in  a  '.ient- 
(iovenior,  an  Executive  Council  of  seven  inembers, 
a  Legislative  Conned  of -.'4  members,  appointfsl  for  life, 
and  the  usual  I'rovincial  Legislative  .Vsscmbly.  The 
Courts  consi.st  of  a  Court  of  Queens  liench,  with  a  Cliii  f 
.Tnstice  and  fonr  assistants;  a  Superior  Court  with  a 
Chief  ,lustic(5  and  21)  assistants;  a  Court  of  Vice-.\d- 
miralty;  Courts  of  (Juarter  .Sessions;  and  Courts  for 
small  suits.  The  admiiiistration  of  .Iiistice  both  as 
leu'aids  the  civil  and  criminal  law  dilTers  in  many  j 
respects  from  the  procedure  in  Ontario.  This  arises 
in  a  great  measure  on  account  of  the  existence  of  the 
(dd  French  ciKle  previously  alluded  to.

j        One  of  the  peculiarities  of  tlie  hiiliitiint  is  the  fact 

j  that  although  he  is  saving  and  thrifty  enough,  he  is  so 

afraid  of  losing  his  rapital  that  he  will  not  speculate 

I  with  it,  however  g(SMl  the  security  offered.     He  tli(>ri>- 

I  fore  either  plixa's  his  money  in  a  savings  bank,  or  hoards 

I  it  up  in  some  secure  plikce  about  his  house. 


The  entire  Colonization  system  of  Lower  Canada 
may  be  said  to  have  dcpimded  upon  the  tieiiineur  and 
the  Cure,  and  "Tlie  Sword,  Ihe  Cross  and  the  Plough," 
were,  it  is  said,  the  watcliwords  of  Canadian  nathmality. 
All  through  tlie  agricultural  districts  of  Quebec  the 
French-Canadian  women  work  in  tlie  tiehls  beside  their 
fathera  and  biolliers,  and  hire  out  like  men  during 
harvest  time.  The  peculiar  vehicles  to  be  met  with  on 
the  idiuls  of  (Juehec  are  not  fmind  in  any  other  part  of 
Canada.  In  many  districts  dogs  are  used  todraw  loads 
to  market,  while  nihihin  or  two  whixlcd  vehicb  s 
capalile  of  accomodating  two  passengers  besides  Ihe 
driver  and  the  charette  or  market  cart,  another  two 
wheeled  concern,  drawn  by  the  stout  ponies  of  the 
country,  are  s.  en  everywhere. 

Thehouses  of  the /i»6i7«»f.v  are  as  a  rule,  'ong,  low 
one-stoiey  cottages  rudely  built  of  wisid  or  rough  .stone. 
These  (liaccs  of  aliiKle  are  very  pictures(iue  and  in  some 
respects  comfortable.  As  the  owners  are  fond  of 
flowers,  the  garden  plots  and  windowa  usually  pre- 
sent in  summer  a  very  gay  appearaiKM'. 

I'uder  tlie  landsuivey  of  I'laice,  which  is  still  [ire- 
served  in  Lower  Canada,  Ihe  fauns  were  apportioned 
in  liaig  narrow  strips,  so  as  to  give  to  each  person  a 
diversity  of  land  and  a  supply  of  w;iter,  in  case  the 
property  bordered  on  a  river.  Wlien  the  owner  died 
the  land  desceiuled  to  his  children,  and  the  f„rni  was 
sub-divided  amongst  them  on  the  same  principal.  The 
ciai.sei|uence  of  this  system  is  that  many  French  farms 
are  perhaps  less  than  a  hundred  yards  wide  by  a  mile 
or  two  in  depth.  Thesis  narrow  farms  or  terres  as  they 
are  called,  were  originally  three  arpcnts  wide  by  tliiilv 
deep,  (the  arpeiit  being  (Mpial  to  till  English  ft.)  i.e.  by  a 
little  over  a  mile  i:i  depth.  Tliis  system  can  lie  ob- 
serv.id  all  along  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  where  the  old 
Fri'iich  farms  .ie  in  a  belt  fiom  two  to  ten  miles  w  ide. 
Hack  of  tlie^e  are  a  s  'cond  line  of  .Scutch  an  1  Irish 
settlements,  and  further  back  slill,  are  Ihe  h.il  it,-. lions 
of  scatlered  backwi  odsiiien.  The  old  FicMh  b;  stem 
was  well  suited  to  the  reiiuircments  of  the  Coli  uy.  In 
early  days  wiieii  raids  from  the  dreaded  Iiisiui;s  were 
continually  apprelieudcd.  It  had  the  efl'ecti  f  bringing 
the  houses  of  the  settlers  close  together,  which  gri  ally 
enhanced  tlieir  chiiiii cs  of  delence.  lint  it  Is  a  s>sttm 
which  could  never  eoii;niend  itself  to  tlie  English  sptMk- 
ing  race, «  ho  are  not  inclined  on  tliisContiiicnl,at  least, 
tor  the  mere  sake  of  s(mtiment,  or  from  a  dislike  to 
change,  to  cling  to  old  traditions,  unless  they  seem  to  be 
intrinsically  woitiiy  ofcontinnance.  Tlie  tact  that  the 
Ciovernment  (  f  t'.e  Dominion  would  not  survey  tlie 
farms  of  the  I" rench  half  breeds  who  had  S(|iiatled  on 
the  banks  of  tlie  S.iakatchewan,  after  this  aiitiipiated, 
and  one  might  almost  say,  grote.sipie  fasliimi,  was  one 
of  the  causes  which  led  to  the  onlhreak  of  ls.s.">in  the 
>«orthwest,  which  cost  so  much  Canadian  bliHid  and 
treasure. 

MONTREAL,. 

The  City  of  Montreal  is  the  most  populous  n 

the  Dominion  of  Canada,  having,  in  18S7,  ac  o 

the  municipal  census,  a  population  of  180,(  . m- 

trcal  has  always  been  the  commerial  capital  of .  ada, 
and  at  one  time  luiminercial  travcllei's  from  that  city 
made  tours  all  throiigli  Ontario,  lint  altliongh  tliat 
jieriod  has  pa.'-sed  away,  and  Toronto  has  Kupcrc(ded 
lier  older  sister  in  tlie  west,  Montreal  being  a  seaport, 
and  situate''  in  a  commanding  position  ut  tlie  foot  of 
the  great  (^inadian  chain  of  lake,  river  iii.d  canal  mivl- 
gutimi.  must  always  hold  a  large  share  of  her  former 
unrivalk'd  supremacy. 

The  ha.bour  of  Nliintreal  is  (120  miles  from  the  sea, 
and  (HI  miles  above  the  iiilluence  of  the  tides,  but  yet  it 
(^an  he  entered  by  vessels  of  over  40(KI  Uiiia  burden. 
The  quays  are  built  if  lii  stone,  and  taken  in  conjiimv 
lion  with  the  locks  and  wharves  of  the  Lachine  canal, 
also  of  stone,  present  a  mass  of  masonry  exteiidin;^  for 
miles.  The  best  view  to  be  had  of  Montreal  is  fri  m

Thi>  siti-  of  Montval  was  llrst  visilnl  on  tlrl.  L'd.  l."i:!5 
liy  .lai'iini's  ("aitiiT, w)io  funiul  al  IliH'oclaK:!-  '>n  Alpni- 
i|ilin  Indian  Villain  of  l.i'iKi  Iiiliatiitants.  It  was  mil 
until  11(411,  liowi'viT.  that  a  prniiaiii'iit  srtlk'ini'iil  was 
estiiblishol  at  Montreal.  This  was  at  last  wiiderlakin 
by  It  soeiitv  foinied  in  I'aris  and  railed  "La  Coinpaunie 
de  Montreal."  This  eonipany  eonsisleil  of  aliont  :iii 
IxTsonsand  was  formed  for  Ihe  proniotioii  of  religion 
in  the  Colony.  Tlieexpedilion  was  led  liy  .Muisonnenve, 
a  devout  soldier,  by  whose  jiidirioiis  government  and 
t'oiira«eons  laeties.  the  yoiiiiK Colony  of  \'illeniarie,  (the 
lini'ient  name  of  Montreal.)  w.-iseherislied  and  proleeted 
ilKitinst  the  Indians.  In  HIT:!  tlie  population  of  .Mon- 
Ireal  was  l,."iOii,  and  ali.iiit  the  same  time  the  VilhiKe  of 
La  I'raii'ieon  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  was  csta- 
Idished  by  I'onverted  Iroquois,  who  afterwards  went 
further  to  Caugliniiwaga,  where  their  descenilants  still 
live. 

In  niW,  Montreal,  the  last  stroniihoid  of  the  Freneh 
power  in  Canada,  was  snrrendeied  to  a  lirilisli  foree 
under  eominaiid  of  .Sir  .letVrey  .\iiiheist  in  eoiijnnetion 
with  (ienerul  Murray  and  (  ol.  Ilaviland.  and  toned  lo 
capitulate.  This  ihaiiue  from  Kieiieh  to  Kn|;lish  iide 
did  not  however  impede  the  pmsiess  of  the  settlement 
The  Island  of  Montreal  is  e.xeeediiiKly  fertile  and  is 
espefially  famous  for  its  fruit.  It  is  about:!:!  miles  haij; 
by  10  broad,  and  is  tliiekly  settled  in  every  .seition.  Tlie 
Island  is  formed  by  the  junction  of  the  Ottawa  river 
with  the  St.  Lawrence  at  St.  Anne's  in  the  western 
extremity,  and  by  the  meeting  of  the  same  streams  at 
IJout  de  I'Isle. 

There  are  many  pleasant  and  popular  sum  nier  resorts 
near  MontreiU,  of  wliieli  the  chief  are  Laohine  and  St. 
Anne's.  St.  Lambert  and  LouKUeuil  are  also  very 
popular.  Montreal  hastwo  piiks,  a  niounlain  and  an 
Isl.iiid  p,iik,  the  former  of  vs-hich  cost  Siino.iKO.  The 
extreme  .Southwestern  |Hirtion  of  the  (_'ity  is  known  as 
firillintiivvn,  and  is  inhabited  almost  exclusively  liy  the 
Irish  eleiu 'lit  of  the  population.  )iiillintownlias  many 
factories,  shops,  .schools  and  public  institutions,  and  is 
un  inipoitant  business  |>ortioii  of  .Montreal, 

The  City  possesses  over  si  Cburche.s,  over 'ii  Hanks 
alnail  70  Insurance  ami  Lua.i  Associations, 44  lloniet 
and  .Vsyliims,  several  Hospitals,  :i:)  newspaix'rs  and  iM'ri- 
0<li>'als,  of  which  seven  are  daily;  thirteen  lliiildiiiK 
Societies  and  a  nnniber  of  literary,  scientillc  and  na- 
tional institutions.  The  I'ommon  schools  are  very 
nunierons,  and  there  are  also  iliiee  Conimeicial  .\cade- 
niie.s,  seven  Uonian  Catholic  Converts,  Academies  and 
Seminaries:  TTniversily  of  McOill  rollege;  Victoria 
University;  Collejie  of  I'hysieians  and  SuruiHins  for 
Lower  Camilla;  I'barinaceiilical  .VssiH'hd ion  of  (Quebec; 
(Vjllege  of  I'harmacy:  MethiHlist  and  rresbyterian 
The(doi{ical  Colleges;  St.  Mary's  of  Montreal,  II.  C.  Col- 
leges, and  the  National  Institute  of  Fine  Arts,  ,S>Mences 
and  Industries. 

Thelimnd  Trunk  llailway  has  its  headquarters  at 
Mimtrcal,  its  chief  ollices  and  works  being  a  I'oint  St. 
Charles.  Is  is  liere  that  the  Victoria  Kridge,  across 
which  the  railway  nin.s.  and  which  was  built  by 
Stephenson,  son  of  the  inventor  of  the  steam  engine, 
spans  the  St.  Lawrence.  ,Iiily  20,  1S.'J4,  witnessed 
the  laying  of  the  llrst  stone  of  the  bridne, 
and  the  llrst  train  pitssed  over  December  ilHli, 
18&Q.  It  is  (1,184  lineal  feet  in  length,  in  24  spans 
of  212  fiH't  each,  and  one,  the  ceiitii',  i!o  feel  almve  the 
river, of  .1.11)  fi-et.  The  cost  ot  tins  majestic  structure 
was  tiearly  1,(K'0,ooo.

Sim  e  the  openim;  of  the  Cnnadiau  I'acinc  Itailway. 
however,  the  (iiaiiil  Truiik  lia»  had  a  rival  at  Montreal, 
and  one  thai  will  stop  at  no  expense  loachieve  ilseiids. 
The  fact  that  the  older  line  has  comnienced  the  con- 
slriictioii  of  a  doiilile  track  between  eerl:iin  points 
lying  between  Toioiilo;iiid  .Mont leal  with  the  nlliniate 
intentiiiii  of  I, lying  a  double.sel  of  rails  the  whole  way. 
goes  to  show  that  it  is  deterniiiied  lo  keep  n]i  with  tin 
enlerpn/.e  of  the  great  coriHiration  which  has  lately 
linkiil  the  twii  oceans. 

.Montreal  altonelher  is  a  majeslic  City,  iMi.<sessing 
grand  cliiii'ches  and  public  buildings  amidst  beantiriil 
snrioiindings,  great  commercial  facilities,  and  large 
wealth.  The  |iopulatioii  now  nuiulH'rs,  counting  the 
suburbs,  about  200,0(10  souls. 


QIIKUKC. 

(Jui'Ih'C  is  the  strongest  military  position  in  Itritish 
North  .Vmerica.  It  issiliiated  INiniiles  behnv  Moiilieal, 
on  a  iiK-ky  promontory  at  the  junclion  of  Ihe  liver  Si. 
Charhs  with  the  St.  Lawnnce.  It  is  considered  liy 
military  men  to  be  priictically  inipiegicible,  although 
after  Ihe  liaitleon  the  riaiiisnf  ,\hraliam  it  was  given 
up  to  Wolfe.  The  place  is  divided  into  two  sections, 
tlie  I'piH'r  and  Lower  towns,  the  upper  being  enclosed 
by  fortilications. 

Commercially  the  Lower  town  is  of  the  greater  im- 
portance, but  in  lieauty,  it  is  surpassed  by  the  I'piH'r, 
which  possesses  squares  and  public  w.dks,  which  are 
exceedingly  picturesque.  In  one  of  these  sip  la  res  stands 
a  monument  erit'tiil  to  the  joint  memory  of  (ieiierals 
Wolfe  and  Montealni,  both  of  w  iiom  fell  at  Ihecaplnie 
of  Quebec  in  IT.'iii.  Another  niiinnment  stands  where 
Wolfe  diisl  un  the  I'lains  of  Abraham,  and  an  iron 
pillar  on  the  SI.  Foy  road  commemorates  ihe  struggle 
there  between  the  French  and  Hritisli  triKijis  in  ITno. 
This  monumeut  was  presvnled  in  11^5  by  Napoleon 
HI. 

The  public  buililings  of  QueViec  are  numerous  and 
li:indsome,  and  include  the  LegislatiVebiiiliiligs,"Speii- 
cer  Woirtl"  the  residence  of  the  Lient-tiovernors, 
Laval  rniversity.  which  cost  nearly  half  a  niillion 
dollars,  the  new  custom  house  atl'ointeu  Carey  and 
many  othei-s. 

Tlie  principal  trade  of  Quebec  is  ship  building  and 
Inmbei'iiig,  but  she  also  does  a  large  business  with  tile 
surrounding  country.  The  water  supply  of  the  city  is 
now  taken  from  lakeSl.  Chatles,  which  has  an  eleva- 
tion over  the  highest  buildings  in  the  city  and  coiise 
ijiieiitly  luecliides  all  fear  oi  a  leiH'tition  of  tliu  serious 
c  1  illagrations  which  I'ave  visited  Qiiebw  in  yearaitone 
by.  As  a  seaport  town.  (Quebec  ranks  third,  llalitax 
N.  S.  and  St.  .lolin  N.  It.  taking  the  iii-»t  iKisitions.  <)p- 
Imsite  the  City  are  tw  II  im|Hirtanl  tow  iis.l'oinl  Levis  and 
.South  tjiiebec.  between  whieliand  the  City  conimiiniea- 
tiiin  is  kept  up  by  ferries.  The  (irand  Trunk  Hallway 
depot  issituateil  at  I'oint  Levis,  and  im|u)rtant  works 
belonging  to  that  comp.'iny  are  also  hicated  there. 
Hit  H  cell  (Jiiebec  and  Montreal  the  steamers  belonging 
to  the  Uichlieii  navigation  Company  p>y  daily,  w  lulii 
other  boats  make  four  triiis  a  w  eek  to  the  Sagiienay  and 
other  watering  places.  The  poimlation  of  Queliec  is 
lietween  ('.o.ooi)  and  "(V"!". 

'TIIRICl!:  UIVKKS. 

Three  Hivers  is  the  capital  of  the  district  ot  the  same 
name,  i  isitmited  on  tin-  north  shore  of  the  St. Law- 
rence, oelween  Montreal  and  tjiiebec,  and  aUiiit  no 
mills  from  each  city.  The  chief  industry  of  Three 
Hivers  is  lumlieriug.  but  it  has  besides,  extensive  iron 
works,  a  car  wheel  factory  and  the  liruest  ghive,  niitt 
and  moccasin   nianufailory  in  the  Dominion.    Three 


Hivers  is  I  he  seat  of  .i  Hoiiian  Catholic  bishopric. and  its 
Catliedral  isoiie  of  Ihellnesl  edilice'.if  it-i  kind  in  ,\iiier- 
iea.

The  town  of  SI.  Ilyaeinlhe  w  illi  a  population  of  over 
,'),(KXi,  is  one  of  llie  most  nourishing  places  in  the  I'ro- 
vince.  Its  markets  are  excellent,  and  il  does  a  largo 
liK'iil  business.  The  college  of  St.  Ilyaciiitlie  isaspleii- 
diil  stone  slrnctiire  over  "iKi  feel  long  and  possessing  a 
line  library,  eheinical  laboratoiv  etc.  The  (irand  Trunk 
liailway  reaches  llyaciiithe,  which  is  1  wo  liiiins  journey 
by  rail  from  Monlreal  and  seven  from  IJiiebec. 


NlOW  UltUIVSWIC'IC. 

Champlain  lirst  atlempted  to  settle  the  I'rovince  of 
New  Itrnnswii'k  in  liiiM,  by  forming  a  Colony  on  St. 
Croix  Island,  wliieli  ended  in  failure.  .Most  of  the 
members  of  the  expislilion  perished  from  scurvy  and 
the  ri'iiiii:inl  left  lor  I'ort  Hoyal.  Twenty  live  ye.irs 
after  another  sell  lenient  was  iiiaih'  at  the  nioiilh  of  the 
St.  .lolin  river,  and  lor  some  lime  the  f.iit  Hliicli  was 
coiislriicled  there  was  ciininiandnl  by  Charles  La  Tour 
and  dill  a  large  trade.  Thiongh  the  treacherous  cuii- 
diict  of  l)'.\iilnay  Charnisay,  another  representative  of 
France,  La  Toiii-s  fort  wasdestioyed,  his  g.irrison  hung 
alter  they  had  cupltuhitetl,  and  he  himself  driven  into 
exile. 

It  was  not  until  ITiiil  that  an  Faiglish  Colony  wius 
liK'ated  on  the  St.  .lohii  river.  This  consi.sted  of  a  iiiiin 
ber  of  laniilies  from  .Massacliu.setts,  who  built  a  fort  at 
the  mouth  of  IheOroniocIo,  12  miles  below  where  Freil- 
ricton  now  sland.s. 

(In  .May  is,  n,s:),  the  City  of  St.  .lolin  was  founded 
by  a  number  of  loyalists,  who  had  left  the  I'liited  Slates 
in  older  to  ri'iiiain  under  Ilritish  rule.  Tiie  sile  of  St. 
.lohii  had  been  iH-ciipied  before  this  by  a  lew  lisherman, 
hill  there  was  ;:o  .seltlenient  thereof  any  consequence. 
These  loyalists  were  men  ot  determination  and  of  the 
right  sort  to  build  up  a  coiiiitry. 

The  lioiindaries  of  Ibe  present  iTovince  are  us  fol- 
lows:   North,    li:iy  Chaleiir;    East,(!nlf  of  ,st.

■  miles.     It  has  an  area  of  27,174  square  miles,  equal  to 
I  n,:!IM,:!(i()    acres.

(Country  is  Hat  or  rolling,  and  thcreiire  no  inountaiiis 
of  any  importaiue.    Some  very  line  ship  harbours  are 
found  on   the  shores  of  Ihetjulf  of  St.  Lawrence  i'  :<'' 
Norlliiiniberlaiid  straits. 

The  chief  river  of  New  Ilrniiswick  is  tlieSt.  Ji 
which  is  ."lOO  miles  in  length,  and  is  navigable  »>,. 
sleamers  of  I.ihhi  tons  as  far  as  Fnileiicton,  which 
place  is  SO  nnles  from  the  s(m.  Ileyond  Fredericton 
small  steamers  ascend  the  St.  .lolin  (I.")  miles  to  WimkI- 
sliK'k,  somelimes  as  far  as  Tobiqiie.  ".■)  miles  fiirllier, 
and  even  to  the  (irand  Falls,  a  cataract  70  or  so  feet  in 
height,  and  22.'i  miles  distant  from  the  sea.  Above  the 
falls  the  river  is  navigalile  to  the  numtli  of  the  .Mada- 
wa-ska,  a  distance  of  Ki  miles,  and  from  that  point 
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lMiiit»  and  Piintii's  can  aHCPinI  to  tlm  sources  of  tlio 
hIumiiii.  TIic  Madawiwka  river  in  also  navi^alile  for 
Hiiiall  HteaiiierH  (o  Lake 'reniHccaiatii.  which  is  1I7  iiiih'S 
loiiK  liy  fnan  '.'  toil  iiiilcH  uiilc,  ami  of  ^'reat  ilcptli. 
'I'lic  distance  from  llic  iipiier  part  of  tills  lake  to  the  St. 
liawHMice  is  only  IS  niilcs,  Tiic  St.  .lohn  river  and  its 
trilaitaries  drain  HoineP.iHKi.ooo  acres  ill  New  ]lrunH- 
wick,  -.'.(KKi.iHKi  ill  (Jiieliec  and  (l.o<m.i«ni  in  Maine. 

The  next  laixest  river  in  the  Province,  is  the  Mir- 
aiiilchi,  which  Hows  iiortlii'a.st  into  a  liay  of  the  same 
iiaiiic.  It  is  ;;;!.'i  miles  loii){  liy  7  miles  wide  at  the 
nioiitli,  and  is  iiavlKahle  for  laine  vessels'.'.")  miles  from 
the  niilf,  for  .siliooiiciK  :!0  miles  further  to  the  head 
of  the  tide,  and  for  tow-lioals  for  si.xly  miles  further 
still     This  river  has  many  Iriluitarie.s. 

The  rivers  I'etitcodiac,  Itichilincto  and  I{esti(j;ouche 
are  all  line  streams,  navigaldi^  for  from  l."i  to  i"i  miles 
above  their  outlets,  and  drainiii);  over  f.OdO  s(|iiarc 
miles  of  territory.  The  Hesti(;oiiclie  river  is  famous  in 
particular  for  its  splendid  salmon  llslieries. 

The  most  imi>ortaiit  liay  on  the  Nevv  I"  swick 
coast  is  that  of  (Mialeiir,  which  is  IKI  miles  in  length, 
and  from  12  to  55  in  lueadtli,  with  many  excellent 
harbours. 

The  cliniite  of  \ew  llninswick  is  remarkably 
hcalthv,  and  no  diseases  peculiar  to  the  locality  e.vist. 
The  scenery  also  is  very  attractive  and  varied  in 
character. 

son.  rTiom'CTs. 
The  soil  of  Nc'.v  lirnnswiik  is  exceedingly  rich  and 
priKliictivc,  and  dense  forests  cover  a  great  portion  of 
the  Coiintry.  I'ine,  tamaraik,  spruce,  cedar,  and  other 
kinds  of  tiiiilier  are  found  in  abundance,  and  cereals 
grow  well.  With  the  exception  of  peaches,  almost  all 
kinds  of  fruit  Ibrive,  and  vegetables  priKliice  line 
crops,  (irass  is  verv  largely  grown  for  haymaking  piir- 
imsps,  but  agriculture  is  not  as  yet  in  a  high  state  of 
development.  The  principal  line  of  business  followed 
throughout  the  interior  of  the  I'rovince  is  lumbering, 
while  on  the  coast,  thou.saiids  of  persons  live  by  llsli- 
ing.  There  are  no  liner  saliiioii  llslieries  in  the  World 
than  are  to  be  found  in  New  lirunswick,  and  the  line- 
touclie  t'araiiuelte,  and  Cocagiie  oyster  beds  are  famous 
everywhere.  l,olisters  also  are  captured  in  these  local- 
ities in  immense  quantities. 

siiirnriLDiNO. 
Throughout  New  llrnnsw  ick  ship  liiiilding  was  once 
curried  on  a  great  deal,  especially  at  St.  .lohn  and  on  the 
Miiamicbi.  St.  Andrews  and  the  harbniirs  en  the 
itiiy  of  Fuiidy  were  also  celebrated  fortius  line  of  iii- 
dnatry.  Along  the  banks  of  the  St,  .lohn  and  Petit- 
C(Ml;ac,andalt'ocagni',  liichibucto,  liatlimst,  Dallioiisie, 
Campbellton,  are  found  many  otherahip  building  ports. 
COAI,  AND  MINKltALS. 

■\n  immense  quantity  of  coal  is  found  in  New 
Hriinswick,  and  the  area  over  which  it  extends  is  said 
to  be  about  IO.ihk)  square  miles.  Copper,  manganese, 
gypsum,  limestone,  freestone,  grindstone,  plumbago  and 
iron,  may  Ixi  mentioned  amongst  the  mineral  wealth  of 
New  Jtrunswick. 


MAKCFAOTOBIES. 

The  lines  of  manufacture  which  are  most  produced 
are  lumber,  leather,  cotton  and  woollen  gixids,  wooden 
wares  of  all  kinds,  paper,  iron  castings,  nuils,  mill 
machinery,  and  steam  engines. 

KXI'ORTS  AND  IMPOIITS, 

The  chief  exports  of  the  province  are  fish,  lumber, 
iron,  coal,  gypsum,  liny,  etc,;  and  the  principal  im- 
ports, wheat,  dour,  corn  meal,  com,  grain  of  all  kinds, 
salted  meats,  coffee,  tea,  sugar,  molasses,  tobacco, 
woollen,  silk  and  cotton  manulactures,  fruits,  etc.  The 
value  of  the  tmiwrts  iiKo  the  province  has  reachwi 
more  than  »l(),.'iOu,fiOO  in  one  year,  the  exports  aggriv 
gating  two-thirds  of  that  amount.  In  one  season  the 
Imports  at  the  port  at  St  John  iitkve  amounted  to  be- 


tween «N,ooo,iX)0  and  8li,000,0(X),  while  the  exports  ex- 
ceeded »4,(K  u,(XKi, 

UAII.WAV   KYSTKM. 

The  railway  system  of  New  lirunswick  stretches 
all  over  the  Province,  and  alfords  (tonnecti<ui  with  all 
points  ill  other  portions  of  the  Diuninion,  and  with  the 
United  States.  Hallway  biiililing  is  also  sehhiin  at  a 
standstill,  and  new  lines  are  constantly  being  opened. 
POPULATION. 
In  IRM  the  ixipiilation  of  t!i-  Province  was  in:!,«00; 
and  in  ISHI,  ;«i,2:i:l  being  an  iiicrea.se  of  nearly  (Kl  |«'r 
cent,  .Since  then  the  increase  has  been  fully  as  great 
as  during  the  previous  twenty  years. 

KCIIOOI.  SVSTKM. 

The  sclriol  system  of  New  lirunswick  is  free  and 
niui-sectarian,  and  in  adilition  to  Normal,  Superior  and 
Common  Schools,  the  I'rovince  supports  the  University 
of  New  lirunswick  and  several  colleges. 
LA.NDS. 

The  terms  upon  which  lan<l  is  offered  to  intending 
settlers  is  very  generous.  'J'liese  are,  that  a  house 
not  less  than  10x20  feet  be  built;  that  three  acres  be 
cleared  in  one  yeer,  and  ten  within  tliri'C,  and  that  the 
settler  shall  reside  conliiiiially  (exceiit  unavoidable 
abseiises)  on  the  property  for  three  yaars. 
OOVERN>!ENT. 

The  government  of  New  Hriinswick  does  not  differ 
materially  from  that  of  the  sister  .Provinces.  Its  affairs 
are  adniiiiistered  by  a  Lieutenant-Jipveriior,  aided  by 
an  executive  Council  of  nine  members,  a  Legislative 
Council  of  18  membcra  appointinl  for  life,  and  a  House 
of  Assembly  elected  for  four  years.  The  courts  consist 
of  a  Supreme  Court  with  aCliicf  .lustlce  and  four  Puisne 
Justices;  one  of  marriage  and  divorce  (which  is  un- 
known ill  Ontario),  a  Vice-admiralty  Court,  and  a 
County  Court  for  each  County  in  the  Province. 

CHIEF  CITIES. 

The  chief  cities  of  New  lirunswick  are  St.  John, 
I'redericton,  St.  Stephen,  St.  Andrews,  Chatham,  Wood- 
stock, Sackville,  Newcastle  and  Moncton. 


ST.  .TOHIV. 


The  City  of  .St.  .John  is  situated  on  the  St.  John 
river,  ."lOO  miles  from  its  source.  It  has  a  population  of 
uboiit  :',o,000  .souls,  and  is  of  considerable  com- 
mercial iiiiportaiwe.  The  harbour  of  St.  John  is  a  very 
line  one,  and  is  open  to  navigation  during  the  entire 
year.  The  railway  system  of  St.  John  is  also  an  ex- 
ti'iisive  one,  reaching  in  every  direction  and  communi- 
cating with  all  points,  both  int^anadaand  tlie  United 
States.  The  fact  that  St.  John  harbour  is  always  free 
of  ice  is  accounted  for  by  the  tide  falls  of  the  liay  of 
Fundy,  which  vary  between  21  and  25  feet.  The  river 
St.  John  Hows  into  the  harliour  through  a  rocky  gorge 
m  yards  wide  and  4tX)  long,  about  I'i  miles  above  the 
ciiy.  At  low  water  the  river  is  about  12  feet  higher 
tlian  the  iiarbonr,  and  at  high  water  the  harbour  is  live 
f 'et  higher  than  the  river.  Tlicire  is,  tlicrefore,  a  fall 
of  water  running  opposite  ways,  according  to  whether 
the  tide  s  in  or  out.  When  the  waters  of  the  river  and 
harlKUir  are  on  a  level,  which  only  busts  at  one  time  for 
a  i)eric<l  ef  n  or  20  minutes,  vessels  can  pa.ss  the  fidls. 
The  depth  of  this  fall  is  about  17  feet,  and  when  there 
is  a  freshet  on  the  river  the  tides  do  not  rise  to  the 
level  of  the  river,  and  vessels  therefore  cannot  ascend 
the  strf  im.  A  suspension  bridge  04()  feet  in  length,  or 
182  ft-et  sliorter  than  that  at  Niagara,  crosses  this  rocky 
gorge  about  UK)  feet  above  low  water;  also  the  niag- 
nilieent  Cantilever  Hallway  Hridge. 

The  ColdbriHik  Iron  Wiuks  and  Uolling  Mills,  the 
llnest  in  Canada,  and  also  maiiufacturies  of  eugc  tixils, 
machinery,  steam  engines,  nails,  iron  castings,  cotton 
and  woollen  gootls,  boots,  slio(<s  and  leather,  wooden 
ware,  soap,  candles,  carriages,  agricultural  iinplements, 
pai>er,  etc.,  are  located  at  St.  John. 
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8t.  John  is  regularly  laid  out,  the  streets  running  in 
most  ciLses  at  right  angles  to  one  another,  the  prin- 
cipal thoroiiglitares  being  King  and  Prince  William  Sts. 
Carleton.a  well  settled  section,  lies  on  the  western  side 
of  tlioharboiir,  iind  forms  a  portion  of  the  City.  The 
suburb  of  Portland  aliio  joins  the  City,  but  is  not  incor- 
porated with  it.  St.  John  is  lighted  with  gas  and  elec- 
tric light, has  a  veryellicient  lire  brigade  and  a  inagnill- 
cent  water  supply.  The  churches,  banks,  and  public 
buildiugsof  the  City  are  handscmie  and  aul)stantial  struc- 
tures. Among  them  may  be  mentioned  the  Cathedral 
of  the  Immaculate  Conceptiim,  court  house,  gaol,  city 
hospital,  marine  hospital,  insane  asylum  and  post-office. 
MAIilNK  IMl'OUTANf'E  OV  ST.  JOHN. 

The  position  of  St.  John  in  regard  to  her  registered 
shipping,  is  lii-st  of  all  Cities  in  the  Domiuion  of  Can- 
ada, and  fourth  of  all  in  tlieHritish  Empire.  This  fact 
was  i-stablished  a  niiiniier  of  years  ag".  ind  as  St.  John 
has  made  great  progress  since  then,  i  safe  to  say 
that  she  is  holding  her  own,  or  jierhaps  even  doing  still 
better.  On  Deiember  Jilst,  1H74,  .St,  John  had  808  ves- 
sels measuring  2it:!,410  tons,  which  gave  her  the  follow- 
ing position  amongst  other  ports  of  the  Empire:  Liver 
pool,  1,411,2:12  tons;  London,  l,0(i(l,li;i7  tims;  (llnsgow, 
444,.">8l  tons;  St.  John,  2();),410  tons.  This  represents  a 
caiiital  of  over«12,0(X),0()0,  or  about  .9200  for  every  in- 
habitant in  St.  John  County  and  City. 

The  lumbering  interests  of  New  lirunswick  are 
immense,  and  to  shew  the  magnitude  of  the  trade  it  is 
only  iiece.s.sary  to  instance  tlii?  ciuse  of  .VIex.  Gibson  of 
Nasliwaak,  who  shippcHl  to  (ireat  llritaiii,  Kurope  and 
Africa,  in  the  year  1875,  i:)0,0O(i,(KK)  feet  of  lumber,  em- 
ploying 212  vessel;,  with  a  capacity  of  170,IKX)  tons. 
During  the  four  seasons  previous  to  1881  the  total 
amount  shipped  by  Mr.  (iib.son  was  4:ii),noo,000  of  feet. 
In  the  winter  season  he  employs  over  1,200  horses  luid 
3,000  men  in  the  woo<l8. 

THE  GREAT  FIRE. 

On  the  20th  of  June,  1877,  St.  John  was  visited  by 
a  most  di.-iiistroiis  lire,  which  befme  its  course  was 
stopped  swept  away  the  central  business  portion  of  the 
City,  with  all  the  pulilic  buildings.  Twolifths  of  the 
entire  City,  comprising  an  area  of  200  acres,  was  deso- 
lated, 1,012  houses  were  destroyed,  1,1,000  persons  left 
without  homes,  and  827,000,000  worth  of  properly  was 
consumed  in  nine  hours-  The  misfortune  of  St.  John 
evokeil  widespread  sympathy,  and  to  her  cry  for  help 
the  most  liberal  responses  were  given  from  all  over  the 
Continent.  But  the  spirit  of  the  people  of  St.  John 
was  equal  to  the  emergency,  and  soon  a  fairer  and  a 
costlier  City  arose  from  the  ashes  of  the  past. 

The  City  lias,  since  the  lire,  made  material  progress, 
and  the  evils  of  the  conllagration  were  only  temporary 
ones  which  the  generous  conduct  of  sister  cities  and  of 
the  country  at  large  quickly  alleviated. 


FKEDERICnXiN. 


The  largest  and  the  most  important  city  in  a  prov- 
ince  or  state  is  not  always  its  capital,  and  this  holds 
gootl  i'l  respwt  to  New  Brunswick.  Fredericton,  the 
capital  of  the  Province,  is  situatctl  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  river  St.  John,  SO  miles  from  the  liay  of  Fundy,  and 
is  reguhiily  laid  out.  The  chief  business  thorough- 
fare ib  tjueeii  Htreit,  on  which  are  situated  most  of  the 
public  building.';,  banks,  hotels,  etc.  The  public  build- 
ings on  Queen  street  include  the  residence  of  the  Lieut- 
Governor.  The  Parliament  buildings,  the  court-house, 
city  hall  and  barracks,  the  last  named  having  accom- 
modation for  a  regiment  of  soldiers,  and  the  H.  (J.  of 
.\.  Co.  II.  s.  of  Infantry.  The  depot  of  the  Fredericton 
r:'.lroad  stands  on  York  street,  and  the  new  Railway 
iridge  across  the  River  St.  John  has  just  been  com- 
pleted. The  University  of  Freilericton,  n  well-endowed 
and  efflcient  seat  of  learning,  stands  on  a  hill  in  the  rear 
of  the  City,  There  are  many  line  churehes  in  Freder- 
icton, Christ  Church  Cathe<lral  being  a  handsome  stone 
structure,  built  on  the  nunlel  of  the  edifice  of  the  same

Diatlinm  Is  a  bcantlfiil  town  on  tin' riKlit  bank  of 
tli«Mii'iinili'lii  river, In  tlii>  Coniilyiif  Norlliiinilicrlaml. 
It  is  one  of  llic  most  pios)iei'ons  plarcs  mi  the  iinrlli 
shore,  iiikI  <I<h's  an  Ininieiise  trade  in  liinilier  anil  llsli. 
Steam  mills  ami  I'lmndries  are  lisaleil  at  Cliatliani, 
whieli  also  possesses  many  hamlsonie  linililini^,  piililii' 
anil  private.  Xewe;istle,  the  capital  of  the  coiiiitv,  is 
h'w  miU's  from  Chathain,  ami  the  two  are  cunnectiil  liy 
a  railwuy.  The  former  place  is  a  statiiai  on  the  Inter- 
Colonial.  The  steamers  of  the  (*iielin  .m' i.ulf  I'orts 
Steamship  Co.  call  at  Cliatliam  weekly  iliiriiiK  llie 
season  of  navinalion.  The  estimated  population  of  the 
town  in  ISNI  was  li,"(l2. 


ST.    ANOHEWS. 

St.  Andrews,  ii  town  with  a  population  of  nlKint 
3,000.  Is  pictiiresc.iiely  situated  at  the  inoiitl"  of  the  St. 
CroLx  river.  It  is  the  capital  of  the  county,  and  is  a 
pleiLsant  resort  for  tourists.  The  harliour  of  St.  An- 
drews Is  a  giKxI  one,  and  before  the  revoking  of  the 
Ueilprocity  Treaty  with  the  rnitiil  States  a  lartje 
triule  was  done  there.  With  more  favmalile  trade 
relations  St.  Andrews  would  in  all  probability  greatly 
improve. 

WOODf^TOCK. 

On  the  banks  of  the  St.  .lolin  river  is  sitnafe<l  the 
incorporateil  town  of  Wootlstock.  in  the  centre  of  a 
rleh  iiKricultiiral  district.  WixuLstock  Is  the  capital  of 
the  County  of  Carleton.aiul  has  communication  bytwo 
lilies  of  railway  with  Friilericton  and  St.  .John. 
LiimberinK  Is  al.so  carried  on  extensively  at  Wooil- 
stiKk.  and  an  iron  mine  is  Im-Iiik  siiccessfnlly  oper.ited. 
In  INM  the  population  of  Woodstixk  was  2,4.s7. 


NEW^CASTLE. 

The  town  of  Newcastle  lies  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Mirainichi  river,  ;10  miles  from  the  (iulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence. It  is  thecapital  of  the  county,  and  a  large  trade 
in  liimlM'r  and  llsli  is  carricnl  on  there.  Newcastle  is 
also  an  important  ship  buildinK  imrt.  The  oyster  and 
lobster  fisheries  of  Newciistle  arn  also  important 
branihe-s  of  iiiiliistry.  The  town  is  one  of  the  chief 
di'iHitsof  thelnteiTolonial  railroad,  and  during  navi- 
Ration  the  steamers  of  the  North  Shore  and  (tidf  I'orts 
call  there  regularly.  The  population  of  Newcastle  in 
IfWI  was  4,201'. 


sACKVir.i.B:. 


8.ickville  is  situated  at  the  lieiul  of  the  Hay  of 
Fiindy,  and  possesses  a  good  harbour  and  excellent 
facilities  for  ship-building.  It  has  also  a  foundry, 
w  liieh  turns  out  several  thousand  sloves  per  aiiniini,  a 
Bteiun  tannery,  some  mills,  and  several  colleges  and 
ncitdemiea.  Sackville,  In  1S81  had  a  popula  ion  of  4^i!. 


IVOVA    HCOTXA. 

The  I'rovimv  of  Nova  Scotia  was  nrlginally  called 
.\iadia,  and  consists  of  a  narrow  pniiiisiila.  and  the 
island  of  Ca|K'  llreloii,  which  Is  separated  from  the 
mainland  liy  Ihe  straits  of  Canso. 

Nova  Siiilia  is  lioiindeil  on  the  north  by  NorthiimlHT- 
lanil  Strait  i which  separates  it  from  I'rince  Kdwaid 
Island  I.  anil  by  the  (iulf  of  SI.  Lawrence;  northeast, 
south,  and  southeast  by  Ihe  .\tlaiilic  Ocean;  west  by 
the   Hay  of   Knnilytaiid   norlli  by   New    Hruiiswick, 

with  which  it   is  com led  by  an  islhmns   II  miles 

whie,  which  separates  the  Hay  of  I'liinly  froin  Nor 
thuniberland  Strait.  The  greatest  length  of  the  I'niv- 
Ince  ii'oiii  southwest  to  norllieast  is  ;l.'iO  miles,  and  the 
greatest  breadth  about  IJii  iiiiles.  It  has  an  area  of 
ao.lKn  sipiare  miles  eipial  to  I:l,;W(i,480  acres. 

The  sea  coast  of  the  I'riivinie  for  a  distance  Into  the 
country  of  from  .'i  to  lo  miles  Is  [sHir  soil,  allhough 
shewing  considerable  mlnei.il  wealth.  There  are, 
however,  on  each  side  of  the  ( 'iiU'iiuid  range  of  iiioiin- 
lalns,  which  run  tlimugh  Ihe  cenlie  of  the  I'lovlnce, 
tracts  of  line  .igriiiill  oral  land  which  are  laniied  to 
advantage.  The  streams  which  liiteisecl  the  country 
are  full  of  brook  troiit  and  salmon,  and  on  the  sea 
coast,  iimI,  haddoik,  hake,  pollock,  mackerel,  and  her- 
ring arc  caplnrctl  in  large  i|iiantilies. 

The  climate  of  Nova  .S'oti.i  is  a  healthy  one,  as  the 
slidwart  ap;M'ararice  of  the  native  born  iKipulation  in- 
dicates. 

The  riHit  and  vegetable  crops  produced  are  very  line, 
and  fruits  ol  all  kinds  grow  and  rljien  to  iH'rfecllon. 
I'eacbes  and  gra|H'«  in  .soiiie  swtlons  ripen  in  the  open 
air. 

As  far  as  disease  is  coneerned.  Nova  Scotia  has  a 
very  dean  record,  and  does  not  suffer  from  any  of  those 
epidemics  which  are  the  scourge  of  some  climales. 

There  are  on  the  sontheiist  coast  of  Nova  Scolia 
fonrteen  magnillcent  harbors  within  a  distance  of  no 
miles,  or  betwei'ii  Halifax  and  Cape  Canso.  .Siuiie  line 
harbours  are  also  to  be  found  on  the  southwest  and 
north  coasts  of  the  Province. 

Cai«'  llreton  is  alsowell  supplinl  with  harbour  facili- 
ties, and  has  a  iiuinber  of  large  lakes  scatterKi  over  its 
surface. 

The  mineral  and  coal  deiiosits  which  are  found  all 
over  Nova  Scotia  are  very  extensive,  and  the  gold  taken 
from  the  first  opening  of  the  mines  in  Ihih)  up  to  1H72 
ani'iiiited  to  tms.iioo  sterling.  The  yiehl  since  then 
has  been  steadily  on  the  inirea.se. 

Maniif.icturing  is  not  very  exteii.Hlvely  carrietl  on  in 
Nova  .Scotia  at  present,  although  coarae  llannels,  bed 
linen,  blankets,  carpets,  and  tweeds  are  nniile,  and 
tanning  is  also  coining  into  prominence.  In  the 
nelgliborhisxl  of  Ilalif.tx,  tobat^co,  printing  and  wrap- 
ping paper,  machinery,  nails,  carriages,  gunpowder, 
pails,  etc.,  are  turned  out. 

TIIK  (lOVKRNMENT. 

Nova  Scotia  is  governed  pretty  much  on  the  same 
principles  as  the  other  Provinces.  There  is  a  Lleut.- 
(iovernor,  an  Kxecntive  (.'ouiicil  of  nine  members,  a 
Legislative  ('oiincil  of  21  members  appointeil  for  life, 
and  a  Legislative  .Assembly  elected  every  four  years. 

The  judicial  system  consists  of  a  Supreme  Ciairt 
cnnip<>se<l  of  a  Chief  .Iiislice  and  nine  as.si.Htants,  a 
Court  of  Krror,  of  \''lce  Admiralty,  and  of  Marriage 
and  Divorce.  Kacli  County  has  also  its  (,'ourt  of 
Proliate. 

EDlC.\riON. 

Education  is  free  throughout  the  province.  Hesines 
Public  ■Schools  and  a  Normal  and  Model  .S'hisil,  there  are 
the  folluwiiig  institutions:  Dallmusie  College  and  I'lii- 
versity;  St.  X^ary's  College,  (lloman  Catholic);  I'reshy- 
terhin  (College.  Halifax;  .\cailia  College,  (Haptlst), 
Wolfville;  St.  Francis  College  (lioman  Catholic).  Antl- 
gonisli:  and  King's  Colli^ge  lUid  Lnivetsity,  (Anglican, 
founded  in  1787)  Windsor. 


There  are  In  Nova  .Scotia  twodioceses  of  the  Church 
of  Home-lhe  ArclidliKe.ie  of  Halifax  and  Ihe  lliisesn 
iir.Vrichol;  and  one  Dio. 'Se  of  the  Cliiiirh  ot  Kiig

IIAI^KAX. 

The  City  of  Halifax  was  fonndeil  in  the  year  1740. 

and  r Ived  Ms  name  in  compliinenl  to  (icurge  .Moii> 

lagiie.  Karl  of  Halifax,  who  was  Ihe  head  of  the  llo:ird 
of  Ihe  Lorils  of  Trade,  bv  whom  Ihe  City  waseslalt- 
lishisl. 

The  colony  originally  consisted  of  2,;i7il  pemons 
under  Ihe  governorship  of  Col.  the  Hon.  Kilward 
Coriiwalli.s, 

During  tlic  first  .seven  years  of  the  existence  of  this 
settlement  Ihe  sum  ot  V.Mlo.iMKi  was  expemleil  liy  Ihe 
Hrilish  giivernment  lor  its  inainleiiancc.  Halifax  ever 
since  llslli-sl  setllemeiit  has  been  an  Important  inill- 
lary  ami  iia\al  stallon,  and  the  only  garn.Hon  of  Im- 
perial troops  In  the  Dominion  ale  now  lucaled  there. 

The  harbour  of  llalifiix  is  considered  one  of  Ihe  liest 
ill  the  world.  It  is  I'asv  of  access,  is  large  eiioiigb  to 
alToril  anchorage  for  the  niilted  navies  of  all  Kiiropii, 
and  is  thoroughly  well  slielleied  at  every  point.  This 
harbour,  after  ninning  l.'>  iiilles  inlanil,  pa.s.ses  the  City 
and  then  broadens  iiilo  Medl'oril  Hasin,  a  sheet  of  wat<)r 
covering  nine  si|naie  miles,  with  a  depth  of  from  four 
lo  thirty  fath<ans  of  water. 

The  diK'kyard  of  Halifax  at  thenoilh  end  of  the 
Citv  covers  14  acres,  and  Is  one  of  Ihe  finest  in  the 
Hrilish  Colonies. 

Halifax  itself  is  not  a  inanul'acliiriiig  Cilv,  but 
Darlnioiilh,  its  chief  suburb,  has  sevcnil  large  iron 
foundries  and  machine  slmp.s.  Itichinoml, another  siili- 
iirb,  has  railway  machine  sho|is.  tob.icco  and  piano 
lactorles,  powder  mills,  nail  and  cabinet  factories,  and 
a  variety  of  indiistiies. 

There  are  also  a  large  number  of  churches  anil  edu- 
cational instiliilions  in  Halifax, as  well  as  banks,  build- 
ing soeietiis,  insurance  associatUin,  hotels,  mercantile 
eslidilishments  and  cliaritii'S. 

The  railways  of  the  Continent  all  cor-ect  with 
Halifax,  which  nl.so  has  the  benefit  of  open  .lavigiition 
all  the  year  miind. 

In  1S.H1  the  city  had  a  iMipulation  of  .1(1,0.-11,  ami  It 
probably  now  contains  lulween  lo  and  .Mi.ooo  souls. 

'^iiSDson. 


The  town  of  Windsor  is  situated  on  the  river  Avon, 
at  the  held  of  Minas  Haslii.  and  In  is.si  had  a  |H>piila- 
tion  of  ''1,0111.  Ship  biiililing  is  its  chief  industry,  and 
immense  ipiarries  of  gypsum  also  exist  in  the  vicinity. 
King's  College,  all  im|Mutaiit  educational  Institution, 
was  founded  here  in  1787,  and  chartered  by  (ieorge  III. 

1802.  

YARMOUTH. 

Yarmouth  isasliip  bnilding  and  fishing  centre  of 
niiii'li  importance.  It  is  situated  on  tiie  .Mlantic  and 
Norlliwestern  Coast,  and  is  tlie  second  port  in  the 
Dominion,  as  reganis  its  ngistered  tonnage  of  vi'ssels. 
It  has  4'J'i  vessels  aggregating  r.'4,74l  toim,  being  an 
average i>er  vessel  twice  ;is  great  as  Halifax. 

I'MJTOU. 

Pietou  is  the  third  City  of  the  Province,  is  8Ui» 
roundcil  by  fine  scenery,  has  a  large  harlsmr,  carries  on 
considerable  ship  building,  does  a  large  trade  in  coal, 
and  possesses  many  manufacturing  industries  and  fine 
freestone  ipiarrics.  It  coiinect-s  by  steamship  with 
Mont  real,  and  a  ferry  runs  to  Fisher's  Grant,  the  ter- 
minus of  the  Nova  .'Scotia  railway.

Till'  Island  was  orlfltiallv  i'ovoiikI  willi  ili'iisii  forests 
of  lii'celi,  lilirli.  iiiapli',  poplar,  spriirr,  lir,  lii'iiiloi'k. 
lai'i'li  and  ridar,  and  IIioiikIi  many  of  the  trees  have 
liiK'ii  rut  down  for  liimher  and  destroyitl  hy  tlrii, the 
country  is  Ihlikly  woiMled  yet. 

TluiHoil  is  a  li)!ht  riildlsh  loam,  and  is  well  Hiilted 
for  aKrleiillnre  and  pasture.  No  minerals  at  all  have 
lieeii  diai'overiHl,  and  neilher  limestone  tior  Kypsmn. 
The  t'limate  Is  milder  than  on  tiie  adjoining  fontineiit, 
and  the  air  is  eh'ar  and  he.iltliy.  liaineand  llsli  arn 
alnindant.aiid  I'rlni'e  Kihvard  Island  is  iHipiilar  as  a 
suininer  resort. 

Wheat,  liailey  and  oaU,  are  the  elilef  crops,  nnil 
peas,  beans,  potatoes  and  luniips,  tlirivii  well.  Coii- 
slderalile  ship  linildiiiK  Kot'S  uii,  and  manufacturing  for 
Inline  coiisiiniptloii. 

TliH  llsherles  on  the  north  eoast  of  the  Island  are 
very  valiialile,  cihI  and  mackerel  being  particularly 
abundant. 

Till)  export.s  of  the  Island  usually  exceed  tlio  im- 
ports, and  it  Is  a  reiiiarkable  fact  that  this  is  the  only 
I'rovince  of  the  Dominion  to  which  this  reinark  ap- 
plies. The  jMiMluctsof  the  lisherlcs  tliictnate  a  great 
deal,  varying  from  a  quarter  of  a  million  to  a  million 
dollars  aiiniially. 

The  principal  towns  of  the  Island  aro  the  capitals  of 
the  three  ('ouiitics,  Charlottetown  ((Jueen's),  (ieoige, 
town  ((Jueen's),  and  Siinimerslde  (I'rince's).  These 
Counties  are  divided  into  sixty-seven  townships  and 
three  royalties,  and  the  Inhaliitants  are  of  Scotch,  Irish, 
French,  English  and  Acadian  di-sceiit. 

In  IS.'):)  the  free  school  system  was  intriHliiced,  and 
braides  the  District,  Orammar,  Normal  and  MimIcI 
Scliool.s,  there  are  three  Colleges,  Prince  ot  Wales, 
(I'rotestant)  St.  Diinstan's,  (Uomaii  Catliolie)  and  a 
Metlimlist  College. 

There  are  two  dioceses  in  the  Island,  one  Church  of 
England,  and  oneKoman  Catholic. 

Telegraphic  communication  has  been  established 
with  the  mainland  by  me.iiis  of  a  submarine  cable 
eleven  miles  in  length,  which  connects  the  Island  with 
New  Urunswick. 

A  railway  to  connect  Charlottetown  with  other 
points  on  the  Island  was  commenced  In  1872,  and 
opened  in  l»7l.    It  is  'Jii  miles  in  length. 

During  the  period  when  navigation  is  open,  steamers 
run  to  the  Ports  of  Prince  Kdward  Island  from  all 
points.  'Wlieii  the  Straits  are  frown,  wlilcli,  however, 
la  never  for  very  long  at  a  time,  mails  and  passengers 


have  to  lie  coiiveyeil  across  <m  ice-boats.  Tlietloverii 
ii'eiit  of  the  Dominion  have  by  the  terms  of  the  I'liion 
bound  Ihemselvi'H  to  keep  navigation  open  if  iHissible 
by  means  of  ponerfiil  sliamerM. 

The  (iovernmciit  of  Prince  Kdwnril  Island  Is  vested 
In  a  l.ii'iit.-dovcrniir,  an  Kxeciitive  I'oiincil  of  nine 
members,  a  l/Cgislative  Coiiiicil  of  tlillteen  nieuibers, 
and  a  Legislative  Assembly. 

In  ISNI  the  population  of  the  Island  was  IDN.wil— an 
Inireiuse  of  •.•s.itio  in  ten  years,  and  of  lin.40l  since  it  bi- 
camu  a  llritlsli  possessiun  in  IT.'iH. 

CIIAltLOTTEXOWIV. 

Charlotletown  is  a  nourishing  place  on  the  north 
side  of  the  Kast  river.  It  is  tlie  capital  of  tiie  Island, 
and  boasts  of  many  line  public  buildings.  It  has  a  tine 
liarlHiiir,  and  does  a  goml  trade,  which  would  be  greatly 
Increased  by  KeclpiiMily  willi  the  rnltcil  States.  The 
liopulatiun  of  Charlottetown  in  ixsi  was  ll,4no. 

HUMMERSIDS:. 

The  town  of  Siinimei'side,  the  capital  of  Prince's 
County,  is  sltuatiil  on  lledci|iie  liny,  forty  iiiilcs  iio'th- 
wcHt  of  Charlotte.  It  has  an  excellent  harbour,  and 
iloi'S  consldcraole  ship  biiiiillng.  It  has  communica- 
tion by  rail  with  the  rest  of  the  Island,  and  by  steamer 
with  the  mainland.  The  population  of  Siiminerslde  In 
1H«1  was  ■i,H5.'i, 


MANITODA. 

On  DeccmlM'r  1st,  IWIl),  all  the  vast  territories  Ih>- 
longlng  tollie  Ilud.son's  Itay  Co.  wcietransterrcd  to  the 
Dominion  of  Camilla  for  the  sum  of  .i::iiiu,iNio  sterling, 
and  by  an  order  in  Council  of  Ilcr  Majesty  the  (Jiicrii, 
dated  .liiiie  'ild,  1870,  were  adinittiKl  into  the  federation 
of  Provinces. 

The  portion  of  the  territories  up  to  that  time  known 
as  the  Selkirk  or  U11I  Ulver.S«>ttleiiieiit,  was  then  formed 
by  the  Dominion  Ooverument  into  the  Piovlnce  of 
Manitoba. 

It  Is  boundiii  on  the  .South  hy  the  ITnitcil  States,  and 
on  the  Northeast  and  West  liy  the  Northwestern  Terri- 
tories, The  area  of  Manitoba,  according  to  tlie  special 
censusoflSMU,  was  l!0,.'>20Biiiiare  miles,  or  :'kS,7:U,hiki  acres 

Most  of  the  Province  is  prairie  land  of  exceeding  fer- 
tility. There  is  also  a  certain  amount  of  timber,  con- 
sisting of  elm,  oak.  ash,  poplar,  bass  woimI  iiin'  maple. 
.Vll  kinds  of  grain  and  garden  vegetables  thrive,  and 
most  varieties  of  fruits  iiLso  do  well. 

The  climate  of  Manitoba  in  winter  Is  clear,  cold  and 
dry.  and  the  iiiliabitants  arc  usually  very  healthy. 

The  homestead  law  of  the  Province  is  very  liberal, 
although,  of  coiirse,land  is  not  a"  plentiful  In  Manitoba 
as  It  once  was,  owing  to  tl;e  large  influx  ot  settlers 
from  year  to  year. 

(ireat  coal  deposits  have  liei'i  discovereil  on  the 
rivers  Saskatchewan  and  Assininoine,  which  will  pro- 
vide fuel  for  all  time  to  come. 

The  clilef  rivers  of  MimitoV-a  are  the  Red  River  and 
Assinllioim,  "■■•  nirmer  of  which  rises  in  Minnesota, 
and  after  running  nortliwanl  700  miles  empties  Into 
Lake  Winnipeg,  KIT.  miles  from  the  lM)iiiiilary.  The 
Assinlhoiiie  rises  about  4IK)  miles  northwest  of  Winni- 
peg, anil  tlows  800  miles  until  it  joins  the  lied  Kiver  at 
Fort  Garry. 

Manitoba,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  remark,  is  at 
present  the  most  important  section  of  the  Canadian 
Northive.st.  The  completion  of  the  Caniwlliin  I'acllic 
Railway  gives  it  direct  coinniiinicatlon  with  the  Kasl- 
ern  Provinces  by  an  all  rail  route,  and  will  certainly 
largi'ly  increa.se  the  trade  of  the  Province.  It  Is  also 
almost  certain  that  very  soon  the  Province  will  com- 
plete railways  of  its  own  to  the  United  States  boun- 
dary. The  wheat  export  of  Manitoba  from  the  har- 
vest of  18»7  was  13,000,000  bushels. 


WINIVIPIiX*. 

The  city  of  Winnii>eg  ih  the  capital  of  Manitoba,  and 
was  oneof  the  llist  isiints  settled  In  Ihecominencciiieiit 
of  the  present  century.  It  was,  however,  only  a  Hud- 
son's Hay  fort  and  trading  station  iiiilil  within  recent 
years.  In  Ih7'I  It  was  IncoriHirated  lus  a  City,  and  now 
liius  a  po|iiilation  of  about  2.'i,oimi,  and  is  making  siili- 
slanllal  progri's.s.  What  llrst  bionghl  Winnipeg  into 
lii'omlneiice,  iih  far  as  the  outside  world  was  concerned, 
was  l.oiiis  Uid'H  fli-at  rebellion,  which  was  ended  by 
a  bloodless  inillt.iiy  exiH'ditlon  under  Col,  Wolesley, 
now  (leneral  l.oid  Wolesley. 

The  city,  in  \hk-:  :i,  became  the  victim  of  a  land 
"biHiiii,"  which  by  iiniliily  intlating  the  value  of  real 
estate,  had  an  iiijiirlons  elTcct  011  the  progress  of  the 
City.  The  evil  results  of  the  liiHiin  are,  however,  faat 
ilisa|ipeai'iiig. 

TheCit>  of  Winnipeg  iiossesses everything  necessary 
for  the  ca|iital  of  a  raphlly  rising  province,  and  is  I'S- 
seiillally  a  priigiesslve  niiHleni  city,  with  an  active 
■'go-alicad  "  American  element  In  its  midst.  The  piili- 
lie  linlldiiigH  of  Winnipeg  are  very  line,  some  of  them 
being  exceedingly  costly,  and  the  prairie  city  also  lias 
some  magnincent  private  resldeiices. 

(tntslde  of  Winnipeg  the  province  of  Manitoba  has 
a  niiinber  of  towns  wliiili  are  fast  rising  into  promi- 
nence. Among  them  may  be  meiitloncd  Kmerson, 
which  was  Incorpoiated  as  a  city  some  years  since; 
Portage  I.a  Prairie,  the  most  ini|Hirtaiit  point  in 
Western  .Manitoba;  UapidCity;  Selkirk,'24  iiilleHdown 
the  river  fioni  WinniiH'g;  .stonewall;  .St.  Andrews; 
SI,  lioniface;  Hliiinenoit;  (iladstone;  Ileadiiigly;  Kil- 
donaii;  .Morris,  and  Poplar  Point. 


THE    XEUlUXORtES. 


The  Territories  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are 
boiindeil  on  the  north  by  the  Arctic  Ocean,  on  the 
east  by  tliii  Allanllc,  on  the  west  by  the  Paclllc,anil 
on  the  south  by  the  Provinces  of  Canada  and  by  the 
United  States,  A  large  piiipirtlon  of  this  iinnicnse 
area,  estimated  at  S,iMi.'i.'.'.'2  sqiiare  miles,  is  rich  and 
fertile,  anil  capable  of  siip|M>rtiiig  millloiiH  of  people. 

Five  Provisional  Districts  have  idready  been  created 
in  tlie  AVesleni  Territories,  Keewatlii  was  organized 
and  placed  under  the  authority  of  the  Lieutenant 
(iovemor  of  Manitoba.  Asslnlliola,  Saskatchewan, 
.-Mbi'rta.  and  Alhabaska  were  set  off  in  18.12,  all, 
however,  remaining  under  the  authority  of  the  l.ieii- 
tenaiil  Covernor  and  Council  of  the  Northwest  Ter- 
ritory, with  the  seat  of  governinent  at  Heglna.  The 
Mouii!i'd  Police  are  charged  with  the  preservation  of 
order  throughout  the  Territories,  Tills  force  was 
established  after  Uid's  liist  rebellion,  and  has  done 
admirable  service  since  in  suppressing  lioi'se  steal- 
ing and  keeping  whi.sky  from  the  Indians^ — two 
ot  Its  most  important  duties.  Tlie  force  at  present 
consists  ot  l.fXK)  men  scattered  over  a  vast  extent  of 
country, 

In  l.sno  a  special  census  was  taken  of  Assinilniia, 
.Sivskatchewan  and  Alberta,  with  the  following  resnItH; 
Asslnlboia, area, li.'i,(KH)sqiiare miles;  fiopulatiiin, 22,08;!; 
Saskatcliewan,  ll4,ix)i)siiiiarniniles  ;  population,  10,74(1; 
.Mberta,  100,000  square  miles  ;  population,  l.V*t. 

riie  princiiial  rivers  in  the  Nortliwest  'I'erritories 
are  the  Churchill,  Nelson,  Severn,  Albany,  (ireat  Whale, 
Kast  Main,  and  Alibitllibi,  (lowing  into  Hudson's  Kay; 
the  Mackenzie,  Copjier  Mine  and  (ireat  Fish  rivein, 
llowing  into  the  .Vretic Ocean ;  Vukon  or  Atly  (low- 
ing into  tliH  Paclllc;  tiie  fSa-skatcliewan,  Assiiiiboine 
and  lied  Kivers  llowing  into  Lake  Winnipeg ;  and 
llin  Canii'.puscaw  and  Nat  wakame  rivers,  llowing  into 
Hudson's  Straits.  The  Mackenzie  is  a  magnlHcent 
river  2,500  miles  long. 

The  chief  lakes  are  the  Great  Itear,  Orel  "^ave, 
.\thabaska,  Winnipeg,  Miuiitoiia,  Lake  ot  tlie  'WoodB, 
Wlnnl|H'goos,  clear  Water,  Nelson.  Deer,  Wolhigton, 
Nortli  Lined,  Mista.ssini,  and  Abbitibbi.  Great  Slave 
lake  is  800  miles  long  by  .w  broad,  and  Great  Bear  is 
2.'>o  miles  long  and  about  the  same  wide. 

The  principal  settlements  in  the  TcrritoricB  are,  Re- 
gina.  Medicine  Hat,  Calgary,  Battlefo-d.  Edmonton, 
Duck  Lake  (where  the  first  encounter  with  the  lialf 
lireeds  in  '8"i  took  place).  Forts  Ellice,  McLeod,  Pelly, 
Pitt,  SaskHtobewan  and  Vermilion.

The  Island  (d'  Xewfoundland  is  not  at  present  a  part 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canaila.  It  is  situated  in  the 
(iiilf  of  St.  Lawrenie,  and  lira  nearer  to  Kiirope  than 
any  other  part  id  .\mericiu  It  is  about  l.'jiHi  inihs  in 
circumference,  its  width  at  the  widest  point  being  lliiO 
miles,  and  its  extreme  length,  from  Cape  Uace  to  (irl- 
quet  Hay,  about  4i'.i  miles. 

In  some  sections  of  the  Island  agriculture  i.i  carried 
on  successfully,  but  the  chief  weallli  of  Newfoniidlaiid 
consists  in  its  minerals  and  Us  lisheries.  The  cod  and 
seal  lisheries  of  the  Island  are  its  chief  inilnstrie.s,  and 
llsli,  fish  oil,  seal  oil  an. I  skins  are  its  principal  I'Xpnrt.s. 

The  alTairs  of  Newfoniidlaiid  are  ih-alt  with  by  a 
(iovernor  appointed  by  tbeijiieen;  an  Kxecutive  Coun- 
cil of  six  members;  a  Legislative  Coiiiieil  of  thirteen 
members,  and  a  Legislative  .\ssembly  of  thirty-one 
representatives.  The  administr.itioii  id'  justice  is  in 
the  hands  of  a  Supreme  Court,  composed  of  a  Chief 
.lusticc  and  two  iissislan!*,  a  Vice-.\<liiiiialty  and  a 
Distrii't  Court.

CHAITEH  I. 

ERA  OF  THE  ORKKK  AND  Al.KXANDIIIAN'  SmOOI-R. 

AsTnoNOMV.  now  tlic  iikwI  pcrlVct  of  all  Ihi'siii'iiciT,  is  also  tlu'  Mioatiiii- 
cit'ii'..  It  si'iianili'H  man  in  iIioiikIiI  tidui  tlic  Kpot  n|Hin  which  I  l'(Mit  In 
|ilani(Ml ;  inakis  him  ai'c|uainti'il  uilh  forms  anil  spairs,  in  <'oui|iaii  ii  with 
which  triri'.strial  nniKnitnili' and distanci' shrink  into  insiKiiilh'anci'ianil  nnfoliN 
the  constilntion  of  tho  nnivrrsc,  as  a  srhcnn'  involving  the  iiitiinali'  comii'itiiin 
of  the  iniKlily  <inil  rcmolc  masses  thai  arc  open  to  ohscrvation,  their  ini'es.sant 
lU'tivity.  nnl'ailinx  order,  ami  mntnal  dependeiice.  Ilv  its  investigations,  we 
Kalher  some  faint  concTjition  of  the  imnu'iisity  in  which  the  Creator  centres, 
to  whom  alone  it  is  reserved  to  istiiiiate  its  lenk;tli  anil  hreadth,  its  depth  ami 
heinhth.  .Man  has  learned  to  distrust  ami  dishelicve  the  evidence  of  the  nnist 
perfect  of  his  senses.  lie  has  lieen  taiiKlit  that  the  apparently  iiniescent  earth 
is  in  pci'petnal  movenieiit ;  tlial  the  real  motions  of  the  celestial  hiKlies  are,  in 
most  ca.ses,  in  iliiecl  antagonism  to  those  which  he  daily  pcKeives;  and  that 
his  own  world,  instead  of  hem;;  the  "(."reatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heiiven,"  liHV- 
inK  siilioiilinates  under  it  in  the  sun,  moon,  and  stars— the  loni;  and  fondly 
ehei  islied  dream  of  antiiiuily— is.  111  reality,  one  of  the  smallest  provinces  in  the 
Kieat  eiupiie  of  Nature. 

Astronomical  iminiry  ^oesliack  to  a  remote  era.  and  had  its  oriKin  in  the 
East.  The  splendor  of  the  celestial  plienomena  ;  the  fact  of  (HMiislical  chaiiKHS 
and  of  accompanying  powerful  ellecis  heiiiK  priHluccd  upon  the  surface  of  the 
earth— such  as  alterations  in  llie  tcm|H'rature  of  the  air,  the  piiH'esses  of  vege- 
tation, and  the  hahits  of  animals,  these  are  ciicunistances  too  ohvious  and 
strikiiiK  to  have  escaped  attention,  or  not  to  have  awakened  curiosity,  .\ccoiil_ 
iiiKly,  it  is  oidy  reasonahle  to  consider  their  thoui;htfiil  oliservat ion  as  coeval 
with  the  primitive  age  of  man.  We  may  nnilonlileilh  regard  the  country  lK^ 
t« cell  the  Xile  anil  the  Kupliiates  the  cradle  of  mankind— ius  the  hirth-place 
of  the  science,  ami  the  scene  of  its  lirst  cnltnre. 

From  the  hisik  of  .loh-in  all  prohahility  the  reconi  of  some  piiatoral  chief 
migratiiiK  at  an  early  ihtIihI  on  the  plains  near  the  Euphrates— we  gather  indi- 
cations of  tlie  heavenly  IkmHi'S  has  iiig  attracted  the  watchful  oli.servance  of 
mankind.  Though  it  may  he  donhttnl  whether  our  vei-sion  rightly  renders  the 
i'sterisins  naimsl  liy  .\rctm  us,  Orion,  and  the  t'leiailes,  it  is  oln  ions,  from  the 
tenor  of  the  passages  in  which  they  are  introduceil.  that  principal  constellations 
ot  single  stars  are  intended.  The  temple  of  Itelnsat  Hahylon,  ciM^val  with  the 
foundation  of  the  city,  whose  ruins  are  identiflisl  with  those  now  extant  of  Hits 
NimriHid,  is  snp|Mis<sl  to  have  lieen  devoted  to  an  astronomical  as  well  as  an 
idolatrous  purimse.  Its  reisirliil  constrnction  wonhl  seem  to  intimate  this, 
iH'ing  of  a  pyramidal  form,  with  its  four  faces  opiHised  to  the  four  cardinal 
points  of  the  liori/.on.  I'ihiu  the  siiinmit,  according  to  the  Creek  histoiian,  the 
Chaldenn  prientK  contemplated  mid  exactly  noted  the  risinga  and  settings  of  the 
stars. 

At  the  time  of  the  capture  of  the  city  by  Alexander,  his  tutor,  the  philoso- 
pher .\ri.stotle,  is  said  hy  one  of  his  commentators  to  have  iweivinl  from  I'alli.H- 
thenes  a  catalogue  of  wlipses  observiil  there  during  a  prev  ions  iieriisl  of  lIKW 
years.  Though  there  may  he  eonsideralile  exaggeration  here,  yet  there  is,  no 
doiilit.  suhstantial 'truth  in  ttie  statement,  since  I'tolemy  gives  six  Chahleaii 
nlipses,  which  seem  to  have  U'en  taken  from  the  catalogue,  the  earliest  of 
which,  however,  giH>s  no  farther  hack  than  the  year  7:!0  li.  c,  answering  to 
ahout  the  time  of  the  llrst  captivity  of  the  .lews.  A  comparison  of  these  ancient 
with  miHlerii  olwervations  hit  Ilalley  to  the  discovery  of  the  dis'trine  of  the 
moon's  acceleration— that  is,  that  she  now  moves  roiind  the  earth  with  greater 
velisMty  than  formerly,  tlie  cause  of  which  l.aplace  has  satisfactorily  explaimil. 
Itoleiny  disliiu'tly  refers  to  t'haldea  as  furnishing  the  l»'st  and  i  wt  nnmerons 
nHtronoinlcal  ohservations;  and  Cleomedcs,  s|ieaking  of  a  |h'c  ar  eclipse  of 
the  iniMin,  states  that  "iii>a.slrononier,  whether  Chaldean  or  Egyptian,  has  ever 
reriu'disl  one  of  this  kind."  It  is  remarkalily  illustrative  of  the  hahit  of  dili- 
gent oliservalion,  that  the  Chahleans  were  aci|uuinte<l  with  the  cycle  of  il"iX.'i';, 
days.diiring  which  tliemiHui  makes  alHiiit  2'j:i  symslical  revolutions, and  experi- 
ences the  same  iinnilier  of  ei'li|>ses,  alike  tisi  in  order  and  magnitude,  compar- 
ing cycle  with  cycle.  'I'o  thi-in  is  attrihuted  the  invention  of  the  ziMliae  and  the 
diuxleciniul  division  of  the  day. 

The  liDiior  of  priority  in  olwerving  the  celestial  sph-re  hits,  however,  been 
clainiHl  for  the  ancient  llindus,  the  Chinese,  ami  the  Egy|itlans.  It  may  siif- 
llce  to  remark,  that  the  preixmderance  of  evidence  Is  in  favor  of  the  plains  of 
Chaldea  being  the  primal  seat  of  applicntion  to  uliservative  astronomy— that 
from  thence,  as  from  a  general  centre.  It  radiate<l,  at  some  iinkno'.vn  but  remote 
periiHl,  towards  the  banks  of  the  Nile  on  the  one  side,  and  to  India  and  China 
nn  the  other -and  that,  in  the  infancy  of  national  existence  in  those  countries, 
the  rising  and  setting  of  the  stars,  lunar  and  solar  eclipses,  and  conjunctions  of 
the  planets,  werv  objects  of  attention,  with  an  entire  reference  either  to  aatrob 


ogy,  religion,  or  policy  of  state.  Ti  •■  Hindu  tables  claim  an  epoch  of  3102  years 
before  Christ,  and  llx  a  general  i . njiinction  of  the  sun,  iiiikiii,  and  planets,  at 
that  era.  the  begipning  of  the  Caliyiig.  or  iron  age  of  their  mythology;  hut 
IniKlern  calcnlatioii  proves  the  ini|Hissibility  of  such  a  conjunction  then  ismr- 

ring— that  Venus,  iii  paiticiilar,  could  not   have  1 ii  near  it  at  thctime  speci- 

liiil.  The  tallies,  iheiebirc,  are  not  cslablisheil  on  observation,  but  lime  been 
calculated  backwards,  either  from  data  siiiiplied  by  native  application  in  a 
comparatively  recent  age,  or  derived  Ir.im  the  (ireeks  and  .Vrabs.  With  refer- 
ence to  the  ancient  Chinese,  we  have  little  in  their  annals  beyond  records  of 
solar  eclipses,  which  were  regarded  as  prognostics  of  importance  to  the  empire. 
Tho.se  which  maybe  dcpeniled  iiikhi.  as  having  been  actually  oliserveil,  com- 
mence with  the  year  7"il  bcbiie  Christ,  and  terminate  with  the  year  14.1:1  of  our 
era.  Hut  nothing  is  more  dubious  than  the  crnlit  of  their  native  histories;  and 
nothing  more  certain  than  the  ignorance  of  the  professedly  scientillc  class,  even 
of  the  simplest  operations  of  practical  astronomy,  when  interconise  was  liixt 
oiM'iied  with  the  people  of  the  West,     in  Egypt,  no  doubt,  attention  to  celestial 

pbei lena  commeiiciil  with  the  era  of  its  early  inhabitants.    The  exactness 

with  which  some  of  the  pyramids  have  been  made  to  face  the  four  cardinal 
points  has  engendered  the  suspicion  that  they  were  designed  for  an  a.stroiionii- 
eal  use  Hut  if  thedreek  philosopher  taught  them  how  to  liiid  the  height  of 
the  pyramids  by  the  shadow, one  of  the  most  simple  examples  of  practical 
geometery.  we  can  form  no  high  idea  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Egyptians. 

In  fad,  I'tolemy,  who  livisi  in  tlieci try,  and  may  be  presnmeil  to  have  been 

aciiiiainleil  with  its  records,  dcriviil  none  of  his  imilerials  froni  that  source, but 
only  quotes  the  observations  of  the  Ch.ildeans.  The  scnlptnied  planisphere  of 
the  temple  of  Dendeiah.  supixisiil  to  represent  the  appearance  of  the  heavens 
at  midnight  on  the  summer  solstice,  about  .seven  cent ii'ies  prior  to  the  Chris- 
tian era,  is  now  well  known  to  be  a  work  as  leceiit  its  the  time  of  the  Honian 
empire  I'lion  the  whole,  we  have  reason  tosnppose  that  the  itstronomy  of  the 
ancient  oriental  nations  made  no  advances  beyond  that  tolerably  exact  knowl- 
eilge  of  the  mean  motions  of  the  sun  and  moon  which  the  purposes  of  agricnl- 
tiire  reipiiieil,— that  it  chielly  dealt  with  the  simple  observation  of  .clipses, 
iM'cnltatioiis,  and  the  rising  and  setting  of  principal  stars,  which  was  the  work 
of  a  priesthiHHl  who  made  it  subservient  to  the  consolidation  of  their  su|iei-sti- 
tioii,— and  that  the  idea  of  a  cultivated  scicnci  existing  in  times  of  venerable 
antiquity,  the  hypothesis  of  some  philoso|ihers  half  a  century  ago,— is  without 
foundation. 

The  present  divisions  of  the  sun's  apparent  path  in  the  heavens,  ii|Hin  each 
of  which  imagination  I'lts  stamped  an  earthly  llguie;  with  the  arrangement  of 
the  extra-zisliacai  signs;  date  their  origin  from  a  remote  period,  but  both  era 
and  authors  are  lost  in  the  mists  of  ancient  time.  However  inconvenient  their 
use.  and  undesirable,  on  other  grounds,  their  retention  in  the  present  day,  there 
was  a  moral  grandeur  in  the  idea  of  registering  in  the  skies  the  wihl  legends  of 
mythology,  and  writing  upon  the  imperishable  vault  of  heaven  the  customs  and 
events  of  earth.  The  grouping  of  the  stars  inloconstenatioits,  to  which  delinite 
names  and  ligiires  ari>  attached,  had  an  oriental  commencement,  though  siibse- 
ipiently  the  tireeks  ami  Homaiis  largely  alteitsl  and  aniplilled  the  work  of  their 
pre<leces.soi-s.  It  is  not  an  improbable  surmise,  that  the  llgnres  of  the  zodiac 
have  some  relation  to  the  rural  iscupations  of  the  ancients,  or  to  the  phenomena 
presented  by  the  sun.  Thus,  the  ligiire  of  a  ram  is  supposed  to  have  been  as- 
signitl  to  the  a.ssenihlage  of  stars  forming  the  tirst  lonstellalion,  iH'cau.se  of  the 
sun  iH-iiig  in  that  part  of  the  heavens  at  the  .seitson  when  the  Hocks  were  taken 
from  the  stables  to  the  llelds.  Thus,  also,  the  lion  was  chosen  to  represent  the 
lleireiiesH  of  the  solar  heat  in  snninier ;  the  scorpion,  to  indicate  the  nnhealtlii- 
nessof  autumn;  and  the  balance,  to  express  the  ei|iiilibriiim,  or  eipial  length 
of  the  days  anil  nights,  at  the  same  periisl.  Wliile  the  (ireeks  and  Uoinans 
retained  tlie /.iMllacal  constellations,  derived  from  remoter  antiquity,  tliev  con- 
st it  utisl,  its  extra-zodiacal,  images  having  a  special  reference  to  their  own  his- 
tory-^ the  llgnres  of  heroes,  and  the  emblems  of  their  deeds,  over  whose  exist- 
ence hang  the  chinds  of  fable,  or  upon  whose  re|Hirted  character  rest  the  blots 
of  shame.  It  must,  however.  Imacknowledgnl  that  the  niiNlerns  are  scarcely 
in  cncnnistances  to  blame  this  prm'eisling,  having  conlributeil  themselves  to 
make  confusion  worse  confonnihsl  hy  adding  to  the  motley  itss(>mblage  of  celes- 
tial signs.  A  place  In  the  heavens  has  been  given  to  the  shield  of  fMihieski,  the 
sceptre  of  llraiidenbnrg,  the  crown  of  Frederick,  and  the  heart  of  Charles 
the  First. 

The  atie  of  astronomy  in  Greece  commenced  in  the  seventh  century  previous 
to  onr  era  ;  but  in  the  writings  of  the  older  |XM-ts,  llesiiMt  and  Homer,  some  cen- 
turies earlier,  allusions  occur  which  show  that  the  ap|>earance  of  particular 
stars  and  groii|>s  had  been  carefully  nottnl.  1'he  former  mentions  the  Pleiades 
remaining  invisible  for  fiSrly  days,  which  has  been  found  to  Imuls  accurate  as 
possible  (or  his  epoch  and  latitude.

Hut  tlnsi'  wiTP  tilt'  coiijritnrps  nii'iily  of  saKiuions  niiinls,  not  [nissi'ssiil  of  tli« 
I'viilpiiri'  riiinisite  to  ^ivi'  priMllinii'  anil  slahilily  toopiiiioiis,  wliili'  tlipy  were 
ilirei'lly  opp  will  to  tlie  ti'slimoiiy  of  the  senses.  Ilenie,  iiisteail  of  ohlainiiiK 
the  siilTniiji'S  of  aiitiiiuilv,  they  met  with  little  aiieplaiice;  ami  for  eiifhteeii 
centuries,  the  apparent  mot  ions  of  the  liuHVeiily  luMJies  weierenaiiliil  its  unfnlil- 
iiiK  the  Iriii'eonslitiitioii  of  the  universe.  .\  hliiiil  siihmission  was  yiehliil  fur 
anes  to  the  iloirnias  of  the  Alistolelians,  w  ho  helil  the  earth  to  lie  the  quiescent 
ceiitreof  Ihe  universe,  the  celestial  IskIIcs  its  Hervujits,  moving  in  liri'iilar  or- 

liit.s,aiiil  with  uniform 
velocities,  anil  comets 
simply  iiieti'i>rs  K^ne- 
laleil  in  the  terrestri- 
al atmiisphere.  The 
•iliviiie"  riato  In- 
ileisl,  the  master  of 
Ari.stotle,  is  .saiil  to 
have  renoiinceil  his 
i.pinion  n|Hiii  one  of 
these  (Miints  in  liisnlil 
aije,  anil  to  have  ad- 
mit tisl  that  the  centre 
oiiKlit  to  Ih'  appropri- 
alcil  to  some  more 
iiohle  oliject  than  the 
earth,  or  rather,  than 
terrestrial  sulistance. 
It  is  a  iilaiislhle  con- 
jiKtiire,  that  the  ele- 
ments of  his  own  sys- 
tem were  first  snit- 
gesteil  to  the  niinil  of 
('oiM'rnienshyniiliceK 
of  the  upiniuna  of  the  di.siiples  of  Tliales  and  PythaRoms.  They  w  on  few  con- 
verts, however,  among  the  (Irisks,  and  in  some  instances  exposed  their  profess- 
Atttto  iierswMitloii. 

P  Egypt  liecame  tie  chief  seat  of  astronninical  Dcience  in  the  undent  world 
goon  after  the  age  of  Aristotle,  Alexandria  had  risen  by  the  delta  of  the  Nile 
at  the  command  of  Ihecoinpieror  from  whom  its  niinie  isderiviil,  and  under  the 
sniierintendenee  of  the  architect  who  pro|Hwed  cutting  Mount  Allios  into  tlio 


llgiire  of  a  man,  I'lNin  the  death  of  .Vlexander  it  hiK'aine  the  ca|iilnVof  one  of 
the  kingdoms  foriinil  out  of  the  ruins  of  his  empire.  The  llrst  of  Ihe  I'tolemies 
laid  Ihe  foiindalioii  of  Its  celi'lualed  lihrary  perhaps  the  most  extensive  eollir- 
lion  of  iKHiksi'ver  liMiiu'lit  together  liefore  the  invention  of  printing.  His  sue 
cessor  itilahlislieii  in  coiiiiectloii  »  ith  it  a  college  for  the  ciiltivalioii  of  Ihe  |inr( 
Hi'ience.s,  invitisl  the  most  aceoinplished  of  the  (ireeks  to  repair  to  it,  supplier 
them  Willi  whatever  iiLstruinents  could  he  furnished  necessary  to  their  piii'siiits 
and  thus  arose  the  .Mexandrian  scIumiI,  which  received  the  Haltering  epithet  ot 
l>iviiie,  on  account  of  the  aciiuiremenis  of  its  professors,  and  the  philosophical 
charaiier  of  its  in  vest  igal  tons.  It  orit'inated  a  coniieiieil  series  of  ohservalions 
relative  to  theconstitiillon  of  the  iiniveise.  The  |Hisilloiis  of  the  llxiil  stars  were 
determineil,  Ihe  paths  of  the  planets  carefully  traced,  and  the  solar  and  lunar 
iiii'i|iialitics  more  accurately  ascertained,  .\ngiilar  distances  were  calciilatisl 
with  inHtruinents  snilahle  to  the  purjiose  hy  Irigonomelrical  melhiHls, and,  iiltl- 
niately,  the  schisil  of  Alexandria  preseiiteil  to  the  world  the  lii'sl  system  ol 
tliiHiretical  astninomy  that  had  ever  comiiiehendiHl  an  entire  plan  of  the  celes- 
tial motions.  The  system  we  know  to  he  false,  and  inferior  !•>  the  rythagorean 
notions:  luil  it  had  the  merit  of  heiiig  founded  upon  a  long  and  patient  olisei' 
vation  of  phenomena,  a  principle  n  hicli  llnally  hioiiglit  al'out  its  own  di-strnc- 
lion,  while  the  previous  theoiies  wre  tlie  lesiilts  of  |iiiri'  liyimlhesls. 

The  most  interesting  circiiiiistances  connected  with  the  early  history  of  the 
Alexandrian  schoolarcllieaUeiii|its  made  to  delermiiielhe  di  dance  of  the  carl h 
from  the  sun,  and  the  niagnitiideof  the  terrestrial  glohe.  Arislarchiis  of  Sanios 
is  the  iinthor  of  all  ingenious  gilan  to  itsceilain  the  former.  Suppose  the  cenlre 
of  the  circle  s  to  represent  the  centre  of  the  sun,  M  that  of 
the  iiiiHin,  R  heing  the  position  of  an  oh.server  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  earth.  Il  is  eitsy  to  iierceive  that,  when  the 
moon  has  half  her  disc  illuminatisl  hy  the  sun,  a  line  drawn 
from  K  to  M  will  he  iH'riiendiciilar  to  another  line  drawn 
from  s  to  M,  making  with  each  other  a  right  angle,  Tho 
plan  of  Arislarehiis  wa.s.  that  the  angular  distance  s  t:  M 
»„  v-K   should  at  that  time  he  taken,  which  is  possilile,  hecause 

^■'  <_^     iHiththesun  and  iiiihiii  may  then  lie  seen  at  oiicealiove  the 

hiiri/.on,  from  whence  the  ratio  of  r.  s  to  k  m  may  he  ili'lermined.  lie  ohtained 
the  general  result,  that  the  distance  of  the  sun  from  the  earth  is  alHiiil  nineteen 
times  as  great  as  that  of  the  iihmiii  fioiii  the  earth.  We  now  know  that  the 
di.stance  is  much  greater  ;  hut  nolwitlistaniling  Ihc  inaccuracy  of  the  result, the 
niethiMl  employisl  is  iindouhtislly  just,  and  relleds  thehighesl  honor  upon  the 
genius  of  lis  prii|siser.  The  deterininati'iii  of  the  sun's  distance  from  the  earth, 
with  anything  like  precision,  is  only  of  recent  dale,  and  has  heeii  elTecled  hy 
means  of  which  the  ancients  could  have  had  no  concept  inn.  Aristarchus  liidd 
the  Pythagorean  doctrine  of  the  motion  of  Ihe  earth  in  space.aiid  gavctlie  right 
answer  to  the  forniidahleolijcition  long  afterwards  made  to  it,  that  of  the  non- 
existence of  an  annual  parallax.  The  answer  riiogni/.ed  the  earth's  orhit  aa 
being  an  insensible  iHiinl  in  coniparison  with  the  vitst  distance  of  the  tlxiil 
stars.  The  liouiida.''ii's  of  the  universe  were  thus  extended  to  Ids  mind  fur 
beyond  any  limits  couceivi'd  by  his  predeci'ssors. 

The  attempt  to  determine  the  magnitude  of  the  earth  was  made  by  Kratos- 
tliencs,  and  we  have  reason  to  iMiieve  this  was  the  llrsi  attemiit  ever  made  to 
solve  the  problem,  its  certainly  it  was  to  do  il  ii|«iii  a  true  priiici|ili' 
Syene,  in  I'piier  Fgvpt,  Wiis  supposed  tolieexaclly  under  the  tropic 
of  Ciincer,  its  it  hinl  been  obsirvisl  that,  on  the  day  of  the  summer 
solstice,  at  ihkui,  a  w.'il  tlierc  wiis  ciili;;litciii'il  to  Ihe  liotlom,  while 
verticid  iKidies  threw  no  shadow  for  the  s|iine  of  ahoiit  three  hiin- 
dreil  stiulia  around  it.  At  Alexandria,  therelnre,  which  wits  con 
celvisl  to  lie  under  the  same  meridian,  on  the  same  day  at  niKin, 
when  the  sun  Viiis  believeil  to  be  vertical  at  Syene,  Kndostlieniit 
measured  his  zeiitli  distance,  or  the  value  of  an  arc  of  tlie  meridian 
l)etw-een  the  two  cities.  Let  K  lie  the  centre  of  the  earth,  a  Alexandria,  ♦  the 
sun,  and  8  Syene.  Thecelestiid  arc  contaiiiiil  helwii'ii  the  zeniths  of  the  two 
places,  Alexandria  and  Syene,  wits  found  to  be  ei|ual  to  I  .-jith  of  the  circumfer- 
ence of  acirde.that  is.to7  rj  .  Now,  iulmitting  the  eaitli  to  be  of  a  spher- 
iciU   form,  Kratosthenes  would  iiblain   Ihe  ineasiiie  of  its  eirciiiiilerence,  by 

multiplying  titty  times  the  dista ■  betw i  the  cities.    This  distance  was 

ascertained  by  order  of  the  government  to  be  .•i.iKHi  stadia,  an  I  conseiiuently  the 
result  obtained  tor  the  length  of  the  whole  lerri'strial  ciiciimfereiice  was  2.VI,- 
(H«l  stadia.  The  great  unceitaiiity  that  exists,  ,is  to  the  value  of  the  stinliiini  in 
qui'Stion,  proliiliils  any  appreciation  of  the  nieitsnremeiil :  but  several  iin|>ortiint 
errors  werecommittiil  in  the  jirinlical  application  of  a  right  principle,  .No  al- 
lowance was  made  fur  the  .solar  parallax,  and  instead  of  Syene  being  under  the 
tropic  of  Cancer  and  on  the  meridian  of  Alexandria,  it  is  about  .•jii  north  of 
the  former,  and  nearly  :i=  eitst  of  the  latter.  The  principle  of  the  metliiMl  em- 
pliiyisl  is,  however,  precisely  the  same  its  that  which  has  been  acted  upon  in 
iiioilern  times;  and  our  more  accurate  ri'sults  in  determiniiig  the  magiiitiideof 
the  earth  are  owing  to  greater  nicely  in  observation,  attention  to  all  the  ele 
nienls  which  the  solution  of  the  problem  iei|iiiri's, and  iiiore  perfect  instru- 
ments for  the  nieasnrement  of  linear  and  angular  distances. 

We  now  come  to  the  greatest  itstrononiical  name  in  antiiiuily— that  of  Ilip- 
parclius— who  may  be  pro|M'rly  regardinl  as  the  father  and  founder  of  real 
aslrimomy.  The  invention  of  spherical  tiigononietr\  is  supposed  to  lie  due  to 
him.  He  iippriixiinidi'd  also  clusely  to  the  true  length  of  the  tro|iical  year, 
which  had  bis'ii  previously  held  to  be  ;'.il.'i'4  days.  This  Iim  discovered  to  Is'  an 
error  in  exces.s,  by  comparing  one  of  his  own  observations  of  thesummer  sol.s- 
tice,  with  another  niaile  by  Aristarclius  of  Sanios,  I  l.t  years  before.  His  own 
determination  of  :W>  days,  :>  hours,  Tm  miniiles,  !•-'  sii'iiiids,  exhibils  a  value 
greater  than  the  truth  by  tl  11!"  only,  as  incoiiling  to  l.apliice.  the  length  of  the 
tropiuiil  year  ut  that  time  must  have  lieeii  aljout  4  '^i  shorter  than  in  the  present 
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ntiv.  'Mil' ;ipp<'araiii'oiir  i>  new  xliir  in  t)i«  tlniOdf  illppnrcliu/i  In  iwlil  ti)  liiive

It  reeii){ni/.e<i  the  earth  to  be 
a  spherieal  bmly— to  be  the  immovable  centre  of  the  universe— the  sun,  miHiii, 
plain  Is,  anil  llxeil  stars,  proseciitin«  a  ilaily  revolution  nroiinil  it,  in  perfect 
cinhs.  ami  with  iiiiilnrm  vclncitim.  These  were  iloKmaa  lirmly  lielil  by  the 
I'latniiisis  anil  Aiislntelians,  wlin  stoutly  clung  also  to  the  iileu  of  circular 
urbitH  and  uniform  velocities  in  relation  to  the  celestial  lniiiinarle«.

that  the  (irei'ks  had  a  ciilti- 
vateil  aeiinaiiitance  with 
other  mnvemeiita  liesides 
the  apparent  diurnal  revo- 
lution of  the  sphere,  move- 
ments ill  an  opiHisite  direc- 
tinn  toil.  They  had  larefully 
traceil  the  sun's  path  in  the 
ecliptic,  that  of  the  moon  in 
her  orbit,  and  they  had 
marked  likewise  the  strik- 
ing iKH'uliarities  nf  plane- 
tary motion.  To  an  nViscrver 
on  the  e.irtli,  the  planets 
appear  to  pursue  a  course 
of  the  most  irreKular  and 
unsystematic  kind,  which 
was  u  perfect  puzzle  to  the 
ancient  theorists.  Sime- 
tinies  they  sei'in  logo  along 
with  the  sphere,  but  with  greater  celerity  ;  then,  to  remain  stationary ;  then,  to 
retrograde,  or  di-Ncribo  a  circuit  like  a  li«>p  in  n  knot  of  ribljous.  The  paths  of 
Miusttiid  Jupiter,  us  ohserveil  from  the  earth,  described  the  courses  roughly 
*^"_  represented  in  the  diagram,  at  the  intervals  statwi.    Ilip- 

parehns « lui  ton  well  aware  of  the  imperfection  of  oliser- 
valinn,  and  nf  the  importance  of  supplying  data  u|H)n 
which  to  fciunil  a  theory,  to  l)e  given  to  tlietirising  him- 
1  sell.     Hill  when  he  did  systematise,  he  departed  from  one 
/of  thecaiilinal  maxiiiisot  his  compei'rs  and  successors, 
hy  supposing  ilie  sun  to  revolve  round  the  earth  in  a 
circle,  the  earth  nnl  iH'ing  at  the  centre.    He  had  found 
the  interval  betwii'ii  the  vernal  ti|ulnox  and  the  summer 
■olstice  M^  days,  and  that  from  the  summer  solstice  to  the  niitumniil  equinox 
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only  Dtji^  days,  thus  making  the  length  of  thesuminer  half  year  Im7  days,  and 
that  of  the  winter  half  year  ITHilays.  To  acioniit  for  this  iiiiei|iial  division  nf 
theyear,  and  to  reconcile  it  with  the  idea  of  the  sun's  nrbil  iH'iiig  a  circle  luiil 
his  veliH'ily  uiiifnriii,  Ilipparehns  disinissiil  the  liypothesis  of  the  centrical 
position  nf  the  earth,  lie  Hiip|Hiseil  an  eccentric  circle,  aiiordiiig  lo  whiili,  A  11 
1^  l>  may  represent  the  .snlar  nrbil,  K  the  place  of  the  earth,  iint  coinriilenl  with 
K  the  t'entie  of  the  nihil,  k  V  will  be  the  ecieiilrii'!,y,  u  II  the  line  of  the 
upsides;!  the  iHisitinii  of  the  sun  at  the  siiinmei,  anil  .1  at  the  winter  solstice, 
i,K  X  his  place  at  the  vernal  and  i.  at  the  aiitnmiial  ei|uixux. 

This  theory  provides  for  the  ciriiilar nrbit  ami  uniform  vel- 
(sity  nf  the  sun  ;  fnr  the  iineiinal  divlsinii  nf  the  year,  and  an 
\.  apparently  iineiiiial  rale  nf  nintioii  to  asiM'italor  at  theearth; 
jj  for  the  tttii  arcs  fnrined  between  K  anil  I,  are  iinei|iial,  and  it 
is  perfectly  nbviniis  that  if  piiceplilile  to  a  terrestrial  oIh 
server  the  sun  would  appear  to  travel  fastest  at  the  nearest 
"  *•  [Niiiit  nf  the  a|)sis,  II.  ami  slowest  at  the  faitliest,  ii.    This 

scheme  Is  chlelly  remarkable  fnr  its  removal  of  the  earth  from  the  post  of 
honor  in  relation  to  the  snlar  nrb. 

The  idea  nf  his  great  preilei'«>sHor  was  not  ailinittoil  by  I'tnleiiiy,  who  con- 
tendeil  for  the  iminobility  and  centrical  sitnatioiiof  the  earth,  and  attempted 
to  reconcile  with  these  positions,  anil  with  the  dnginas  of  perfect  einles  and 
uniform  veliK'ities,  the  diverse  and  complex  mnvemeiils  in  the  heaven.s.  His 
tlienry  of  epicycles  cniiibines  two  mnvemeiils  in  the  heav- 
ens, that  nf  aeentieaml  a  circiimleience.  Thus  let  B  bo 
the  earth,  and  Man  iniaginaiy  centre  in  the  heavens:  the 
planet  is  siipiMised  lo  be  iiinviiig  ainiiml  it  in  tie  circum- 
ference '/  h  I-  il  all  the  while  tlie  imaginary  centre  is 
acininplishing  the  orliil  ,\  lir  I..  .\  little  attention  will 
WHMi  di.scnverthat  iipniithis  iiyiHilhesis  the  planet's  million 
will  appear  at  limes  direct,  slatinnaiy,  and  retrngrade  to 
an  observer  on  the  earth. 

The  later  I'lnlemaisls  oeciipii'il  themselves  for  centuries  in  amplifying  and 
mendiiig  his  system,  supplying  an  epicycle  here  wlieie  it  wxs  wanted,  and  an 
eccentric  there  when  leiiiiiriil,  ami  even  cniivertiiig  Ins  iiii:igiiiai'y  spheres  into 
solid  transparent  w  heels,  revolving  the  one  within  the  other,  and  each  currying 
a  planet  attached  to  it. 

A  silieiiie  nearer  to  the  Iriilli  than  the  I'toleiiiaic,  commonly  called  the 
Egyptian,  was  in  vogue  when  the  loiniir  was  bi'oachiil.  Il  regarded  the 
inferior  planets  as  revolving  rniihd  the  sun.  ami  innving.  in  cnnjiinction  with 
thesnii.  roiiiid  the  earth.  It  is  nlisciiiely  hiiitiilat  by  I'liiiy  ;  but  explicitly 
annoiinceil  by  Vitriiviiis.  wlio  lived  a  slinittiine  prior  to  I'tnlemy.  .Mercury 
and  Venus,  the  aicliiteil  remarks,  are  the  planets  neaiesl  In  the  rays  of  the  sun, 
and  move  reiinil  the  latter  as  a  ceiilie,  appearing  siimetimes  progressive,  some- 
times retrograde,  and  nccasioiially  slatinnaiy  among  I  he  signs. 

Tlieiiistriimentsnfnbservatinu  kiiowii  In  the  ancient  wnrlil  were  nf  asiinpl 
and  imperfect  kind.  The  earliest  nf  which  we  read  is  a  vertical  iiillar  emphiyiKl 
to  deleriniiie  the  sun's  altitude  by  means  of  its  shallow.  It  was  in  general  ii.se 
fnr  this  purpose  aniniig  the  Oriental  natinns.  Tlie  Infly  pyiamiilal  stone  which 
DiiHlnriis  Siciilus  describes  as  hewn  mil  nf  the  mountains  nf  Arinenia  by  nrder 
of  (<emiiaiiiis,  and  net  up  in  a  cniispicnoiis  pari  nf  iliecitynf  liabylnn,  is  con- 
jectured to  have  been  erii'ted  Willi  this  design.  A  Chinese  record  of  uncertain 
date,  but  undoubted  antiiiuity,  refers  lo  an  nbservatinn  nil  the  length  of  the 
meridional  sliailows  cast  at  the  tiini's  nf  the  siiniiner  and  winter  .solstices  by 
means  of  a  vertical  pillar.  It  is  scarcely  lo  be  doiibieil  thai  such  a  simple  and 
obvious  way  of  approximating  tn  tlie  length  nf  the  year  must  have  siiggesleil 
itself  at  a  very  remnte  periisl.  The  greatest  elongatimi  of  the  shadow  cast  by 
the  pillar  at  noon  at  mid-wintei,  lis  gradual  ileiiea.se  towards  the  vernal 
equino.\,  its  greatest  decleiisinu  at  inidsuininer,  and  its  gradual  advance  to  its 

maximum  elongation  again, 
are  iHiints  to  which  we  may 
believe  attention  was  early 
directed;  and  a  series  of 
observations,  taken  with 
precaution,  would  lead  to 
some  results  valuable  in  a 
rude  state  of  society,  and  to 
an  agricultural  people. 
Augustus  reninveil  two 
grand  obeli.sks  from  Egypt 
to  Home  expressly  to  be 
iiseil  as  gnomons,  which 
conveys  the impressioii  that 
they  biid  previously  served 
that  otilce;  and  Slanlius 
placed  a  ball  U|Kin  the  obe- 
lisk erected  by  him  in  the 
C'umpiis  MartiiLs,  willi  a 
view  to  facilitate  the  accu- 
rate delineation  of  its  sha- 
dow. The  great  iniiHirtance 
in  astronomy  of  precisely 
iLscertainingthehourofany 
plienomenon  occiiiring,  or 
ots'iink  •!  iii'iiu|>'ii«.  observation  iH'ing  iiinde,  led 

to  various  forms  of  the  snmlial,  and  to  tlie  constniclion  of  iiistrumentg  for 
measuring  time  by  night  and  by  day  when  the  sun  was  oljscured. 

A  great  variety  of  instruments  wei-u  constructed  by  the  Alexandrians* 
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Ailri>lalH>H,  iir  uniiilliirv  sjilicn's,  witi'  ii  i-<I  in  tlinnlHM'rvnni-eof  nolnr  lUiilKiile- 
ri>ul  t>lii'iii>iiii'iiii.  TliiKi',  in  (lie  liiinclitiif  tlic  AiiiIh,  iit  a  .iiil>Kit|iii'iit  iN'iiiNl, 
ui'ii' laiK<'ly  iiiipi'KVOil, and  miui<'  ii|Hin  a  KiK'inlii' Malt'.  Wliullii'r  any  knnni- 
iilll>'  was  iMism'Hm'il  iif  tliiinii'iins  liy  wlilcli  tin'  natnral  Hi|{lit  Ih  low  iiHnlHttil  in 
lliiM'iinli'tnpliilinn  nl  ilHlanI  (i^Jifts,  i.ia  niiilliiM'lii'ilUi|ilr.

I'toli'iny  nii'iitioiiH  vcssi'iMot  oil  hfiiiK  cinplnyiil  in  viPwinK 
eclipses,  anil  Sviiucu  ri'ffni  to  tlii'  niiiliiim  nuw  i'<iiiuiioii,  that  of  muuked  gluas. 
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'I'ht'  interval  lictween  the  overthrow  of  aiirieiit  eivilizathm  by  the  mile  anil 
warlike  trilies  that  took  pt«se»Hion  of  its  seat,  unit  the  ri'vival  of  leaniiiiK, 
exhiiiitsan  entire  nettli-et  of  the  lilnTal  arts,  with  the  exeeptioii  of  the  AralH 
iliiritiir  the  era  of  their  power  on  '.Ihi  hanks  of  the  Tigris  in  tin-  Kast,  iiml  the 
tinailali|n,ver  in  the  West. 

Araliian  enUivatinii  ciimnieneiil  with  the  dyniisty  of  the  Ahassldes,  or 
the  iniilille  of  the  eighth  eentnry,  when  a  taste  for  lUHtronoinienl  scienie  had 
Ijeen  ereated  anions  the  followers  of  the  prophet.  The  work  of  I'loleniy  was 
their  text-lMKik;  his  system,  theirs:  hut  instruments  were  constriuted  upon  a 
lariJer  seale  :  his  deterininatinns  were  siihjeiti'<l  to  a  ri){id  examination  ;  and  in 
many  instaines  a  moreaeenrateoonelnsion  wasohlained.  Theleii(,'lliof  thetroi>- 
ieal  >ear  was  fiinnd  within  a  few  sei'onds  of  thetriilh.  \  degrei' of  the  terres- 
trial ineriilian  was  measiireil  ill  the  Kesertnear  Palmyra,  to  verify  the  value 
ohtaineil  liy  Kratosthenes.  The  ohliqiiity  of  the  eeliplic  wiis  determineo.  The 
ere  It  ineiinallties  also  of  Jupiter  and  Sitiirn  are  niarke<l  in  the  tahles  of  plane- 
tary niotioiLs  eonstrncti'il  hy  the  Arab  a.stronomers.  Their  ohservalions,  in 
Keiieral,  of  the  celestial  IkhIIi'S  have  a  ({reater  degree  of  aecunicy  than  those  of 
the  (iieeks,  on  awouiit  of  the  necessary  correi'lion  heing  made  for  the  plnnoin- 
enaof  refraction,  which  w;Lsohserved  with  reference  to  ImhIii-s  near  the  horizon. 
liiiKihid,  however,  wii-s  only  the  centre  of  a  movement  in  favor  of  sciein'e.  The 
impulse  extended  iLS  wide  as  the  lanKiniKe  and  profession  of  Islam,  to  K^ypt, 
Morocco,  and  Spain.  An  observatory  w.is  erected  in  the  norlherii  part  of  Per- 
sia, by  a  descendant  of  (ieiiKis-Khan  :  and  l'lnKli-i<e(!,  a  prince  of  the  house  of 
Timoiir,  enn'ted  one  .Siiniaifaiid,  where  he  cuiiipile<t  his  now  extant  cata- 
logue of  tlie  stars. 

Nifiiiii.As  Coi'EBXicfg,  or  ZKrERNio,  wn«  bom  at  Thorn,  gome  time  in 
the  years  1472  or  147:1.  He  wius  cilucated  with  an  eye  to  his  father's  professiom 
that  of  medicine,  but  was  diverted  from  it  hy  hearinu  a  course  of  listuies' 
which  inspired  him  with  a  pa.ssion  for  .istronomy.  He  wiis  at  liidoKua,  in 
Italy,  in  14W7.  stiidyiiiR  the  science  under  Dominic  Maria,  and  s<  tiled  for  a 
time  at  Koine  its  a  te.iclii'r  of  mathematics,  where  he  establislnil  a  considentble 
reputation.  Ilisiincle,  who  was  bishop  of  Rrnieland,  ii|Hin  a  vacancy  occiir- 
ring  in  the  canonry  of  his  cathedral  church  of  Kraiienbiir);,  appointtsl  ('o|KTni- 
ciis  to  the  place.  Here  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  days,  dividiiiK  his  time 
iH-tween  his  ecclesiastical  duties,  the  (^nttiiitons  practice  of  mnlicine  anions 
the  poor,  and  lustroirjinical  resi'arches.  Ills  mind  was  profoundly  ii">ri's.sed 
with  the  idea  that  simplicity  characterizes  the  arrangements  of  ii  .are;  and, 
struck  with  the  want  of  this  in  received  hypotheses,  he  seems  to  have  come  to 
the  conciusioii  that  such  scenes  of  complexity  coiihl  not  Iw  true  representations 
of  the  heavens.  It  iIim's  not  appear  wlien  his  own  views  became  settled  ;  hut 
(n  the  year  iri.'10,  the  inaniiscript  of  his  work  "On  the  Kevoliitioiis  of  the  Heav- 
enly Ilmlies,"  was  linisheil.  In  this  priMlnction  he  disclosed  his  system  ;  tlie 
Earth,  a  pl.anct  revolving  round  the.Sun  in  an  orbit  Ix'tween  Venus  and  Mars  ; 
its  rotation  upim  its  :txis  prmliiciiig  the  apparent  diurnal  procession  of  the 
heavens;  the  complicateil  movements  of  the  planets  being  the  «mse(|uence  uf 
their  own  motions  in  space,  combined  with  that  of  the  Kartli. 

The  prudence  of  the  great  discoverer  in  pitjpminding  his  views  is  no  less 
admir.ihle  than  his  sagacity  in  seizing  hold  of  them.  He  communicatni  priv- 
ately with  his  friends;  BeiuUoli  uiid  ]{heticu.j,  astronomers:  liichuiuherg,  a 


cardinal ;  and  Oyse,  a  bishop.  With  these  parties  his  views  found  lu-i-eptance. 
His  Work,  coiiipletisl  in  i.vui,  wilh  still  in  mannscrlpl  in  l.'ilo.  notwilhsiainliiig 
re|H'atiil  elTorts  to  induie  him  to  piiblisli  it.  .\ii  iirraniii  nniil  at  length  was 
made, during  the  latter  year,  for  Klieticus  lo  furnish  an  iniininl  of  theniaiiii- 
scripl  volnnie;  and, that  heing  favorably  receiMil,  I  ii|H'riiicns  coii.Heiitcd  to  the 
ap|H.'Hraiii'e  of  his  own  priKlnctioii.  The  illnstiions  author  did  not  livetoread 
his  nork  in  print.  .\  copy  wiis  handisllohimiis  helay.aparalytic,  ii|Kin  liislHsl. 
lie  saw  it,  lie  tonched  it, ami  ill  a  few  hours  afterward  expinil,  .May  T.\,  I.VM. 

The  silieine  of  l'>i|H'riiii'iis  was  pieseiitid  to  the  World  in  the  lorni  of  hy|K)- 
thesls.  "  .\striiiioinei-s,"  he  remarks,  " being  iH'riiiltlid  to  iinaglne  cin'hs  In 
explain  the  millions  of  the  stars,  I  thought  iinsi  If  ei|iially  enlitlcd  loexaniine 
if  the  su|ipositioii  of  the  motion  of  the  earth  would  leiidir  the  tlieoiy  ol   these 

apiH'arani'i'S  mori'e\:ict  ami  siinpli."    I'roi ling  ii|»,ii  the  a.ssiiiiiption,  which 

was  iini\ersally  lulmitliMl,  that  the  earth  is  a  nnre  jHiiiit  when  coinpareil  »iili 
the  distance  of  the  llxiil  staix,  he  very  naturally  reniaikisl  ii|Hin  the  iiii|iiolia- 
liility  of  such  a  vast  circumference  revolving  in  tweiit\-foiir  bonis,  inslend  of 
the  innnilesinial  |Hiiiit  by  which  the  whole  plienonieiiu  would  l>e  eiiiially  as 
well  explained. 

The  other  conditions  of  the  problem  of  the  celestial  ninthms  the  sun's 
path  111  the  ecliptic,  are  as  exactly  answered  l>>  the  Mip|>osiUon  of  the 
eai'tli's  orbital  motion.  The  annual  revolution  of  the  eaitli  roiinil  llii'snn 
causes  the  apiuireiil  aiinnal  revolution  of  the  sun  round  llie  eaitli  ;  ami 
when  we  consider  thevast  inagnitiide  of  the  solar  orb,  ami  the  el, oi  nioiis 
waste  of  force  implied  in  iiio\  jiig  the  greater  imhIv  aio'.Mid  the  less,  w  hen 
lireci.sely  the  same  elTii  Is  aie  piiHliicible  by  nnning  the  less  alsmt  llie 
greater, our  coinnion  sense  is  at  ome  enlisted  in  favor  of  the  latter  liyisi- 
Ihesis  as  Nature's"  wise  and  frugal"  plan.  The  apparent  iscentrhities 
iif  the  planets  likewise,  their  ilinit  :>iid  retrogiaile  mMveineiit.s.  that 
iiivsterioiis  puzzle  which  called  the  epicycles  of  the  rtoleinaists  Into 
e>  istciice,  are  explained  ii|miii  their  own  principle  of  two  lonibiiiisl 
motions:  an  observer  on  the  earlh  ill  ceaselos  tianslatioii  sees  them 
|u  binning  a  similar  orbital  course,  and  apparent  iriegiilarily  and  in- 
Miliition  are  the  conseiineiicesnf  the  conibineil  prosis'iition  of  direct  and 
regular  paths.  Siip|iose  s  the  sun,  a  ii  c  I)  part  of  the  earth's  oibit  in  the 
direction  of  the  arrow ,  ii  il  i-  b  part  of  the  orbit  of  a  superior  iilanet,  and 
M  \  UH  arc  of  the  celestial  sphere.  AVIieii  the  earth  is  at  A,  and  the 
planet  at  If,  a  terrestrial  s|s'i'tator  will  see  it  piojei'ttsl  to  a  place  in  the 
heavens  at  K.  The  angular  motion  of  a  sninrior  jilanet  being  less 
ripid  than  that  of  an  infeiioi,  when  the 
earth  is  at  n  the  planet  may  U'  siipiHistsI 
to  be  at  >f,  and  its  plai'e  will  be  projected 
In  the  heavens  at  r.  thus  appaieiitly  retn>- 
grading  iii  the  sphere  from  i;  to  K,  while 
accoinpli.shing  the  diiect  imiveineiit  from 
a  to  il.  The  next  movement  of  the  earth, 
II  c,  and  of  the  planet.  (/  c,  will  prmluce  a 
further  retrognidation  of  the  latter  in  the 
heavens  from  K  ton;  but,  when  the  earth 
liiLs  arrived  at  li,  and  the  phiiiet  at  'i,  the 
retrocession  of  the  planet  will  appear  to 
have  ceased,  and  the  direct  movement,  o  it,  to  have  taken  place.  As  hot  lithe 
earth  and  the  planet  proceed  in  their  orbits,  the  planet  will  apisar  stathiiiary 
among  the  flxe<l  stars,  then  to  pursue  a  direct  course,  and  afterwards  to  retro- 
griule  again. 

The  sixte<'nth  century  w;b  distinguished  at  its  close  by  the  lalsirs  of 
Tvciio  lliiAMK,  a  Ilane,  Isirii  at  Knnilsthorp,  near  the  Hallic,  three  years  aftei 
('o|H'riiiciis  teiininatisl  his  career.  His  atlentioii  was  callisl  to  lutlronomy  by 
a  great  ei'l  ipse  of  the  sun,  August  21,  I.Vln,  wliiii  iinite  a  child.  The  fame  of 
Tyclio  has  Iks'ii  obsinred  by  his  rejection  of  the  t'opernican  diK'trine,  and  the 
coiistrnctioii  of  a  system  of  his  own,  coiubining 
the  ci.'inenls  of  the  I'tolemaic  and  Copernican 
theories.  He  maintained  the  earth  to  be  the 
immovable  ceiitie  of  the  universe,  but  siippostsi 
the  planets  to  revolve  round  the  sun,  and  to  l"i 
carriisl  with  their  centre  in  revointion  round  the 
earth. 

The  adoption  of  this  hypothesis  has  been  usu- 
ally iie«'iii«l  discre<litalile  toTyi'ho;  but  it  will  be 
only  fair  to  riH'olleet  that  the  ('o(>einican  theory 
wa.s,  ill  his  day,  ijiiite  incapable  of  primf.  He 
argiKsl,  against  the  diurnal  motion  of  the  earth, 
that,  niMin  that  assiimplion,  a  stone  ilro|iiHsl  from  the  sinnmitof  a  high  tower 
would  not  tall  at  thehiwe,  lus  we  .see  it  diss,  liis'ause  the  velin'ity  of  rotaliiui 
would  carry  the  tower  several  hiindrisl  feet  during  the  de.''cent  of  the  stone, 
whicli  would,  theribire,  fall  at  that  distance  iK'hiiid  it.  This  argiiineiit  was 
employeil  by  I'tohniy,  who  stated  that,  if  the  earth  revolviil  with  gnat  rapid- 
ity from  wist  to  east,  il  would  leave  behind  it  the  clouds,  birds  Hying  In  the 
air  and,  generally,  all  objects  siispemled  in  the  atmosphere.    The  answer  to 

this  I.S,  that  a  falling  bisly   will  partake  of  a  ris'tiliiiear  and  cliiiilar  lion; 

the  former  tdiding  to  the  centre  of  gravity,  the  latter  pris-wding  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  circninference  described  by  the  |Hiint  from  which  it  falls.  (i:isseiidi 
tried  experiments  in  the  barlMinr  of  .Marseilles, and  proved,  what  every  one 
now  knows,  that  a  stone  diopissl  from  the  iiiiLst  of  a  vessel  in  full  sail  will 
partake  of  the  ailvanceof  the  mast,  and  fall  at  its  fisit,  as  though  the  vessel 
were  at  rrat.  I,et  the  circle  K  be  the  eiiuatorial  circumference  of  the  earth, 
tlieliiieTa  tower  i>erpeniliciilar  to  c  the  centre,  and  the  circle  M  will  then  lie 
the  cin'iiniference described  by  the  summit  of  the  tower  »,  in  thi  course  of  one 
rotation  of  the  earth  upon  ita  axis.    If  we  supfiose  the  base  of  the  tower,

It  coiitiniii'il  visilili'  for  tin'  spaii'  nf  sixtii'n 
niniitlis,  ttniliially  iliiniiiishinx  In  liistri',  niilil  it  tlnally  vaiiishul  In  March, 
Ifnl.  The  lirilliaiii'cof  this  star  was  .souicat  iw  at  llrst  to  cause  Tychn's  slalT 
tn  ilctlcit  a  shallow .  Its  liyht  ■hani.'cil  finni  w  liitc  w  hen  the  hriKlitest  to  a  yel- 
lowish line,  ami  afli'iHaiils  hati  a  lieiy  tinne  like  Mars,  liecniiiin({  liviil  like 
Saturn  lielore  its  ilisippeaiame.  The  apjK'aiancc  of  a  new  star  hail  lieeii  oli- 
serveil  III  KiiiMii,'  alioiil  three  ccnliiries  previous,  anil  ainli  iHeiirrenees  are 
nientiniicil  hy  the  aneients  ;  hut  this  taking  place  in  a  cnniparatively  eiiliKlit- 
eiieil  at;c  naturally  lixcitii'  serious  olisei  vation  ami  impiiry. 

The  hilHirs  nf  Tycho  were  also  ilirectiil  tnwanls  forniinif  a  catalnKue  of  the 
stars,  ami  lieilelerniinnl  Ihc  nlative  ami  atisoliite  iiositiiins  of  777,  a  work  iii- 
fcrinr  as  In  iininliers  tn  piccciliiiu  calahiunes.  Init  vastly  aiiix'rior  nil  account  of 
Us  scriipiilniis  exactness.  To  him,  also,  we  own  the  iliscnveiy  of  that  ineipial- 
ity  nf  the  miHiii  calliil  the  variation,  that  of  the  imiiiialities  of  the  motion  nf 
the  msles,  ami  of  Ihe  inclination  of  the  lunar  nrliit  ;  ami  hy  a  coniparlinn  of  his 
own  olwervatioiis  with  previous  niies.  In'  was  the  first  to  annniince  IheHlnw 
(l.iniiiiitioii  nf  the  oliliipiity  nf  the  wliptic,  which  the  tlnsiry  nf  universal 
gravitation  now  teaches.     In  practical  astronomy  the  refrHcliou  nf  the  atnins- 

pliere  isan  iin|)ortaiit  elc iit,  for,  owiiiK  to  it,  all  iho  heavenly  Imdiea  appear

already  not  Iced,  was  aiipiainted  with  llie  leliactioii  of  Ine  atlmwpiiere.  anil 
liieiitloiis  il  in  a  treatise  on  optics,  liiil  as  il  is  not  allndiHl  tn  in  his  astionnnil- 
cal  wnrk,  il  is  presnined  that  he  hail  not  llieii  iIIscomii  iI  it,  and  made  mi  prai'- 
tical  use  nf  it  in  oliservalion.  The  .\rali  aslKinonnis.  likew  I.hc,  were  aware  nf 
the  fad  IhinnKh  him,  hut  toTyclio  llraliethe  honor  hclon^fs  of  cahnlaliliK  its 
elTiK't.s,  correcliiiK  altilniles  hy  tlielii,  and  fnriniliK  llie  IIihI  tahle  nf  lerrai'tioliit, 
tie  estiiiialeil  its  aimiiiiit  at  M  with  reference  tn  IskIIch  in  llin  hnrl/.nn,  which 
is  nearly  cnriisl. 

TlieniKent  n iiiinendalion  nf  Tvclni  to  liisnwn  sovi'ieiKii  l>\  the  Land- 
grave William,  indiiciil  the  Kiiit(of  lleiiniark  In  nirer  him  an  as)  linn  in  his  own 
country,  and  an  aiiniial  provision  for  the  prosecution  of  hiH.scieiitillc  piii-suils. 
Kroiii  the  Kinu  of  lleiimaik,  ryelio  received  a  Kiaiit  nf  the  miiall  island  nf 
lliH'iieiii  Ihe  llallic,  opiHisite  l.andscrona,  and  an  annual  allnwancenf  two 
thousand  dollars,  with  Ihe  priM'i ids  of  a  lief  In  Norway,  anil  acaiioiuyln  the 
I'hiirch.  Herein'  laid  the  foundation  of  a  lioiise  and  an  ohservatory,  which 
iilliinutely  xrew  into  a  fantastic  castle  lesenililinK  rather  the  ahiKle  of  an  east- 
ern iiiaKii'ian  than  Ihe  home  of  anoher  astiomuner.  I'raniheii;.  or  the  castle  nf 
the  heavens,  expres.Hisl  the  lai'Ke  views,  feudal  spirit,  and  nndiscipliried  iniiid  nf 
its  architect  ami  tenant.  Its  front  elevation,  show  ii  in  the  viKiietle,  extendisl 
sixty  feel  ill  lenh'tli,aiiil  seventy  live  in  helKlil.  It  was  siirioumled  I ly  a  wall 
Iwenty-lwn  feel  hiisli,  in  the  form  nf  a  si|uare,  each  side  of  which  was  three 
liiimlrisl  feel,  and  had  in  the  niiddle  slalely  gateways,  Willi  resiilemi's  In" 
servants.    The  iiistriinie-lH  of  the  olttii'rvalory   were  Ujiuu  u  cui resiHiiiiliiiK 
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scale.  A  celestial  ({lohe,  iiism  which  Tycho  (Ixeil  tiie  fswitioiis  of  the  slani  he 
cataloKiiHl,  stoml  ii|hiii  a  imlestal  live  feel  hi|;li.  the  diameter  if  Ihe  liall  heinx 
iin  less  than  six.  His  whole  apparatus  Is  si  jiposeil  In  havecor-:!  upwards  of  two 
hiindriHl  thniisand  cinwns.  Misfortune,  however,  came  sihiii  alter  the  death  of 
his  royal  patron.  He  tlnally  i|iiitte<l  his  country,  hut  I'laiiiliei),' had  ohtained 
a  tiriii  hold  upon  his  alTections,  and  separation  Ironi  it  tisik  away  the  charm 
from  life.  After  various  wamleriii),'s,  he  sillied  at  I'liiKiie  under  Ihe  patroiiaKe 
of  the  Km|M'rnr  Undolph.  There  he  died  in  the  llrst  year  of  Ihe  seveiileenth 
century,  leavinx  a  name  second  to  none  in  point  of  pure  oliservatlon. 

However  hitter  and  disastrous  tn  liiiiiscif  the  exile  nf  Tycho  from  his  north- 
ern lioiiie,  it  was  fnrtiinate  for  siieine  that  il  tinik  place,  as  il  threw  iiitn  his 
way  the  indefatiKidile  Kepplcr,  the  very  man  in  his  maliirity  to  seize  hnhl  of 
his  materials,  and  draw  a  philosophical  deduilion  from  them.  The  Danish 
asliniiomer,  who  had  previously  seen  one  of  his  works,  invited  him  In  hei'niiie 
his  assistant  at  I'rajjiie.  He  ap|ireciated  his  t;enius,  hospitahly  suppliiHl  the 
wauls  of  his  poverty,  laiiKlit  him  the  hahit  of  ri)(id  inveslixatioii,  and  left  him 
the  legacy  of  his  nwii  oliservatinns  at  liisdeceii.se.  .Idiin  Kkiti.ku,  Imiiii  at 
Wiel,  in  the  duchy  of  \Vurteinber){,  in  l.'j7t,was  eilucated  for  the  church,  hut 
withdrew  frniii  the  science  of  thenlogy  to  that  of  matheinatics  and  astrounniy, 
and  iMX'upied  the  chair  of  the  lat'  'r  at  Ciiatz  in  1.MI4.  His  llrst  reward  was  the 
discovery  of  the  elliptical  orbits  nf  the  planets.  The  Copernican  .sy.slem  had 
res|M'cleil  the  ancient  reverence  for  the  circle  as  the  only  path  proper  for  celes- 
tial Isslii's  to  di'scrihe.  An  opisisition  of  Mars,  whose  path  is  one  of  the  most 
eccentiie  ill  the  planetary  sy.slem,  led  Keppler  tn  study  his  inotiuns,  and  aiming 
the  jKipen*  of  Tycho,  then  decea.sed,  he  found  a  large  miiiiher  of  ■  hservalinns 
upon  this  and  the  oilier  planets.  He  began  his  researches  w  ith  his  inimi  fiillv 
IKwaessed  with  the  idea  of  circular  iiml ion,  but  he  fiiiiml  it  utterly  impossible 
by  any  conceivable  arrangement  of  cycle  and  epicycle.  In  represent  the  known 
motions  of  Mars.  Tlie  discovery  came  at  length  that  the  planet's  path  was  an

His  next  discovery  was  no  li'ss  remarkable.  While  the  scheme  of  Coiierni- 
ciisietained  llie  aiicieiit  idea  of  Ihe  heavenly  iKslies  describing  circles,  it  held 
also  the  notion  of  their  velocities  being  uuifnriu.  Unt  the  mass  ot  facta  accn- 
niiilated  by  Tyi'lin  proved  that  the  motions  of  .Mars  were  not  uniform— that  the 
planets  move  with  different  vehicitiea  in  dilTeient  parts  of  their  orbits;  and 
the  iiuiulriiig  iiiiiid  of  Kepplex'  directed  ilaelf  to  ascertain  the  rule  which  regu-

The  phenoinenoii  of  a  new  star  war  airahi  pri-sentiil  to  the  ijaze  of  niaiikiiul 
in  the  year  imn,  lliirly  two  years  after  the  foriiier  apiM'arame.  Keppler  was 
one  of  its  oliservein.  anil  ailoplnl  the  hy|Hitliesis  that  il  |iriHeeiliil  from  some 
vast  I'onilinslion.  lint  what  I hi'.se  stellar  a|ipaiil ions  leally  are,  examples  of 
wliieh  have  met  the  eye  of  the  present  K'Oer.itioii,  ne  ilo  iml  yel  rerlainly 
know.  In  11X17  t'leeoniel,  afterwarils  known  as  llalley's,  eiifiaKeil  the  atleiillon 
of  Keppler,  anil  aKain  in  liil.s  he  hail  the  op|Nirlniiily  of  oliserviiiu  a  similar  oh- 
jeet.  Ileattempleil  lo  ilelerinine  the  |>atli  of  llalley's  on  the  su|>|uisilion  ot  its 
motion  liiiiiK  reetiliiieai,  t'OiKeiviii((i'oiuet!t  to  Ih'  ivailiscent  IhsIIis,  appeariliK 
anil  vanishiii),'  for  ever. 

The  early  part  of  the  avvpntli  century  waa  (liKtlnniiiiilinl  hy  the  fonstriie- 
tlon  of  an  instriimint  wliiih  lenihrtsl  olijects  Ufctsslhh'  to  hniiiaii  vision  In  the 
remoter  ilepths  of  spaie,  ami  w hieli  spee<lily  added  im|Hirtant  ariessions  to  the 
knowliiiKe  ineviiMisly  aciinirisl  of  the  visihie  heavens.  .\  Journey  lo  X'eiiiee 
on  the  part  of  lialilisi  in  the  year  liuni.  the  aieiihiilal  meiilion  of  a  fail  in  a 
conversalioii  there  led  lo  the  i  onslruetion  of  the  teleseope,  to  the  aeeiirale  sur- 
vey of  the  heavens  hy  it,  ami  to  the  eonlirmation  of  those  views  of  the  universe 
wliirh  Ihe  relireil  e<Tle>iiastie  of  Krauenhui'K  hail  the  sauaeily  to  eoni'eive  uiiil 
the  Ivililni'ss  to  ailopt.  He  iliiis  tiil  his  inventive  pinveis  to  the  runstriirtion  uf 
siK'li  an  iiisirnnient  for  himself,  anil  iillimalely  siireeeileil  in  perlectin^'  a  tele- 
s<'o|K>  wliii  h,  in  hlH  own  wiirils,eiMihl  "show  thir.Ks  almost  a  tliousaml  times 
larKei.aiiil  alsive  thirty  tiiniti  nearer,  to  the  nakiil  eye."  On  exaniiniiiK  the 
iiiisiii,  he  at  oiiee  iliseoveritl  its  analogy  with  the  earth,  anil  ihliiteil  the  fallacy 
of  the  Arlstolelian  physics,  whirli  reKarileil  all  the  celestial  lioilies  as  perfii'tly 
ioniiil,self'liiminiins,  and  without  any  terrestrial  tarnish.  The  lunar  siirfaeii 
exnihileil  jilains  anil  inountain  raUKe.s,  liiKlilamls  anil  kIciis,  w  illi  the  diversity 
of  d.'rk  shallows  and  vivid  illumination,  wliirh  tlio  face  of  our  own  kIoIh' dis- 
plays a.s  seen  from  some  toweriUK  IH'ak,  or  from  the  ear  of  the  aeronaut.  Hut 
arii'her  harvest  awaiteil  him  on  tnrninKl>is  attention  to  the  planets.  (ia/.iiiKal 
.lupileron  the  niKlit  of  .lanuary  7,  luto— a  luenioralile  liiulit— he  .saw  three 
small  hri(,'lit  stars  eastward  of  the  planet,  and  close  to  Its  disk.  Sul)sei|Ueiit  uli- 
scrvations  revealwl  a  fourth,  and  ultimately  dischwetl  the  fact  that  .Iiipiter  wa. 
l>efore  him  with  a  retinue  of  four  satellites,  which  he  naineil  the  .Meilicean 
stars,  from  his  patrons  the  Mwlici.  This  vvius  a  ilealhhiow  to  that  ilream  of 
pride  which  the  followersof  ,\rislolle  liiul  Im'i'Ii  imlultjin);  forages;  ami  one  of 
thechbf  ohje<lious  advanced  hy  them  to  the  Copernicaii  diHtrine  was  now 
ilemolisheil.  The  earth,  as  their  vain  philosophy  had  taiiKht,  could  no  liiii;;er 
>)e  regarded  !LS  the  most  diKniliiil  IsNly  in  the  universe,  having  an  attendant 
moon,  and,  on  that  ({round,  eiilitleil  to  lie  the  centre;  and  equally,  she  must 
resign  her  right  to  he  at  rest,  for  here  was  a  more  dignitleil  hoily  in  motion. 

Another  fact  which  the  application  of  Ihe  telesiope  lirought  to  li).'lit.  Illus- 
trating the  truth  of  the  ('o|K-rnicaii  system,  w;is  the  .solar  spots,  their  incessant 
niution,  and  the  consequent  rotation  of  the  great  luminary.  The  metaphyaics 
of  the  scliuoltnen  had  taught  the  i|uiesceiice  of  the  earth  on  aecouiil  of  its 
|ionileious  mass,  hut  the  position  was  di'stroyiil  at  once  hy  the  sun,  a  far 
mightier  Ixxly,  heiiig  diseoveiisl  to  have  a  revDiUtion  iiihiii  his  axis, 

JMore  the  death  of  (ialilini  the  teles<ope  had  la-en  ailaptisl  to  instruments 
for  measuring  angular  distiinces.  I'ractical  itstronomy  al.so  received  one  of  its 
miwt  lieaiitiful  and  important  aeciiiisitioiiH  wsin  after  the  telescope,  in  the  ap- 
plication of  the  p<-iidul<im  to  disks,  alToiding  a  more  exact  methiul  of  measur 
ingtime.  Thiswiis  followisl  hy  the  invention  of  the  transit  instrument,  iisisl 
in  determining  declination  and  right  ascension,  orthe  distances  uf  the  stars  and 
any  veleatiol  phenumcnun  from  ceruiiii  llxeil  points  in  the  beaveiis.    The  for- 
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nier  was  the  work  of  lluvgens.  a  llollamler,  the  latter  of  Ilis'iiier,  a  Hane.  Hut

There  is  no  great  opi'ralion  of  which  we  are  ciigni/ant,  hy  which  Niiturr 
at  ;i  single  lioiiiiil  peifirls  her  iiiarvelli  lis  piuiluelion.s.  The  iilliniale  result 
is  rcaelinl  hy  a  progress! ve  advance.  The  ccdai.on  whose  liniiglis  the  snow 
rests  and  the  fowls  nestle,  is  Ihe  work  of  centuries;  and  the  soil  that  laps  its 
roots,  the  air  thai  stirs  its  hranches,  the  light  that  plays  upon  lis  crest,  and  the 
rain  that  druiw  u|iuii  ita  foliage,  minister  to  Ihe  linal  ileveli  "imeiit  of  thcurigi- 
iial  cone. 

We  have  seen  four  of  the  Kuro|M>an  nations  repieseiiliKl  in  the  advance  of 
iLstrononiical  science  Poland  hy  ('o|M'riiii'iis,  Dciiinark  hy  Tyilio,  liermany  hy 
Keppler.aiid  Italy  hy  (■allli'o.  The  proies^ioii  had  hi  en  joined  hy  Holland, 
Frame  and  Kngl.iiid,  hclore  Ihe  middle  of  the  seveiiteinlh  eeninry.  To  Ileve- 
liils.  oneot  the  nicK'haiit  pi  iiices  of  Danl/ic,  we  owe  Ihe  I'lst  aicurate  deline- 
ation of  the  lunar  surface;  and  the  discovery  of  a  liliial'on  in  loiigiliiile.  Hy 
oliservatioii  of  the  comet  of  liiill,  he  fin  llnr  cornihoiatcil  tiie  \  lew  previously 
taken,  that  such  hislies  are  not  siihlunaiy,  and  appioximaliii  lo  the  mature  of 
their  orhits.  .  Ilis  coiitein|Mirary  lliiygeiis,  atlerelfecting  various  iniiirovcnients 
in  the lelescope,  discovered  olio  of  the  satellites  of  .Salinn,  Ihe  largest  and  hest 
known, or  Titan;  and  olitained  an  insight  into  the  singular  strnetureof  tlio 
planet,  :ui  iiiexiilicahle  appearance  lo  all  preceding  ohsei  vers.  Ca.ssini,  niir- 
tiirisl  in  France,  siKin  afterwards  adihil  four  inoie  salelliles  to  the  system  of 
Saturn,  those  now  called  Tetliys,  Dione,  llhea,  and  .lapetus,  and  he  ilelecled  Ihe 
lilai'k  list,  or  dark  elliptical  line  hiseeting  tliesurlaee  ot  the  ring,  and  iliviihiig 
it  into  two. 

UiK'nier,  the  inventor  of  the  transit  instrument  with  which  he  made  oliser- 
valions  from  the  window  of  his  house,  reiidered  no  iinini|Mirlant  .service  hy 
showing  that  the  inslrumcnts  neiil  not  he  llxcil  on  high  'oweis  :  he  also  dis- 
covered, in  llie  yeai  im'i,  Ihe  inleresling  mill  hitherto  uiisus|M'eti'il  fael,  of  the 
)irogressive  tralisniission  of  light  through  space,  and  the  apiins-iahle  vcliH-ily 
Willi  which  il  travels.  Il  was  lonnil,  hy  comparing  the  limes  of  inimersion  of 
the  satellites  in  the  |ilanel's  shadow  and  emersion  Irom  it.  with  the  limes 
calculatisl  from  the  laws  ot  their  movemenls,  that  there  was  an  aceeleralion  or 
retardation  of  the  pheiioniena  hy  a  few  minutes, 
plainly  de|H'nileiil  iigsin  the  variations  of  Ihe  cirth's 
distam-e  from  .liipiler;  for  the  relardation  w;iaol)- 
serveil  to  he  the  greatest  when  the  e;irtli  wits  in  that 
part  of  its  orhit  most  remote  from  him.  The  di- 
ameter of  the  orhit  of  the  earth  being  at  a  rough 
eslimate  im:!,(iii(i,i)oo  inile.'^,  we  are  more  leiiiole  from 
.Jupiter,  by  Ihe  whole  of  lli.il  ilislance.  at  one  time 
than  at  another;  as,  when  the  earth  is  in  its  orhit  at 
<i.  its  distance  is  greater  from  .i.tlian  when  at  h  by 
the  interval  iHstween  the  two  jHiint.s.  Hut  nolw  ithstaiiding  this  ininien.se  ad- 
dition of  space,  or  any  conceivable  increase,  an  eclipse  would  be  observed  to  is'- 
cur  no  later  at  the  one  than  at  the  other,  if  light  were  propagated  instantane- 
ously lliH'iner  found,  however,  a  difference  of  eleven  minutes  to  exist,  which 
he  afterwards  estimated  at  fourteen,  but  which  the  pieiislon  uf  niodcrn  lustron- 
iiniy  has  lixisl  at  sixteen  minutes  and  a  i|U;irti'r.  This  delermines  the  progres- 
sive motion  of  light,  and  the  rale  of  its  velis'ity.  It  ri'i|uires  time  for  its  trans- 
mission ;  and  llying  over  llie  iliamelerof  the  earlh's  orbit  in  sixteen  and  a 
i|iiailer  minutes  givra  it  a  veliwity  of  eleven  iniliionsof  miles  .a  niinnle,  or  ii|>- 
warUsofa  liuiidreil  and  eighty  thousand  miles  a  seeonil.    Thus,  in  the  eighth

Snpisise  the  slraight  lines  A  ii  to  represent  the  iliiei>(ion  in  which  theoartll 
would  travel  under  Hie  inllnence  nf  the  pinjectile  bine  which  lannched  It  Into 
universal  space  :  Hie  slraight  lines  ,\  s  are  Hinse  it  wniild 
describe  al  any  |>oiiit  nf  Its  nrbil  if  snrremlered  tn  the  in- 
llnence of  the  sun's  attiactinn.  The  primilive  impnlsu  is, 
hnwever.  cliecknl  by  the  snlar  allnntinii.  and  the  latter  by 
Hie  birinei  ;  sn  that  while  Hie  earlh.  if  abandnmil  tn 
eillicr,  wniild  describe  A  ii  or  A  s.  lln)  elTect  nf  their  joint 
Inllnence  inci>ssantly  iicting  is  Indellect  it  fnnn  bntli.  and 
prisliice  a  cnrvisl  path.  The  caine  |H'r|H'lnally  operating, 
the  effect  Is  eniistanl ;  and  hence  Hi-  birinalion  nf  the  lerieslrial  orbit,  anil  the 
cause  exleiiding  tn  the  ntlier  bisliis  in  Hie  system,  the  planetary  nrbs  tiieiUv 
Heeled  fnnn  their  natural  n'ctilincar  paths,  and  puisne  a  clicnil  nniiiil  the  enni- 
mon  centre.  The  birceof  atliactioii  is,  however,  pni|Hirtiiinal  tn  Hie  i|iianlity 
of  mailer,  and  Hie  proximity  of  Hie  attracting  bmly.  Like  light,  the  imwcmf 
gravitatinn  is  weakeinil  by  dilTiii'ton.  ami  diminishes  as  the  si|nareof  the  dis- 
tance increases.  This  sipiaie  is  the  prislni^l  of  a  nninber  innlHpliisI  by  il.self. 
.\  planet.  Ihcnbire.  twice  our  distance  from  the  sun.  will  gravitate  fnnr  times 
less  Hiaii  we  iln.  the  priKlmi  nf  I  wn  ninlliplied  by  itself  being  bnir.  SncMisthe 
great  Law  iif  tlUAVnv,  subject  to  tlielHncnnditinns.  that  its  fnrce  is  dii-ectly 
as  thema.ss  of  the  bislies.  and  invei'sely  as  the  square  nf  the  ilislance.  Ilex- 
lends  to  the  confines  nf  the  system,  and  acts  as  a  miglily  invisible  chain  In  keep 
the  primary  iHxIies  in  binlherlv  relatiniisliip  to  ejicli  other,  and  in  mntnitl  sub- 
jeclinii  tn  the  central  luminary. 

It  niiisl.  howevei,  be  born  in  mind  that  Hie  altraelioii  between  biHlies  is 
mutual,  prnixirl ioned  to  their  nia.ssesand  distances.  While  tln'snn  attractstlie 
planets  Inwarils  himself.  Hiey  alsn  attract  the  sun.  though  their  effect  Is  com- 
paralively  small,  owing  to  the  v:i.stiiessof  the  solar  ma.HS.  The  planets  likewise 
act  niKin  each  olliir  ;  ami  as  their  relative  distances  are  per|)etiially  variiig,  cer- 
tain pcilnrliations  are  caused  in  the  system,  wliicli.  Hnnigli  minute  in  each  par- 
thnlar  cn.se.  become  emmideriilile  liy  ai'enmiilation,  and  yet  are  ultimately  cor- 
rei'ted  and  repaireii  by  the  same  cause  that  pnKlnces  llieiii.  NewUm  left  to 
posterity  Hie  task  of  thoroughly  Invi-stigaling  these  iiieiinalilies,  nf  showing 
llicin  to  lie  a  result  nf  Hie  law  of  gravitation,  and  establishing  the  pi'rmanenee 
of  thd  syatem,  tiotwItliBlandliig  the  ucuuiuulating  Inllueiicu   of  ila   internal 
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(listurbnnces.  He  liimself  liiul  no  Rlpam  iif  llic  lattiT  triilli,  bill  si'enis  to  liiive 
fntertuiiii'<l  III!  opinion  tlial  tin'  iiiTKnlaritii'siH'i';uHiont'<l  liy  tliii  mutual  action 
of  thi>  planets  ami  lonii'ts  wnnlil  piolialily  pion  iniTfa.sinK till  the systi'in  cilliiT 
wroii(!lit  ont  Us  o«n  (It'slruclion  or  rnci veil  rcp.iial ion  fnnn  thiMlirot  inter- 
vention of  its  Creator.  Hut  F.ulir.  Clairaut,  D'Alenilirrl,  LaKrange,  anil  Im- 
plal•ellavl•ll^•nlo!lslral^^l  tlii'  prolileiu  that  tlii'  pertnrliations  <f  the  planets  are 
pericHlicii:  their  nature,  that  accurate  coiuiH'naation  for  them  is  laiil  \ip  in  store, 
iH>lliat  <lies)stein  is  ucit  arrani;e<l  upon  a  prineipleof  sell-ilestruetiou.  The 
elements  of  ilisonler  and  deeay  are  removed  from  it.  The  very  conditions  of 
ita  evistenie  guarantee  its  stahilily. 

The  house  of  Newton  at  Woolsthorpe,  now  the  homestead  of  u  farmer,  Iuls

lieen  in  tlu'  ownei-sliip  of  pei-sons  anxious  to  protint  it, and  preserve  every  relie 
of  its  former  iK'cupant.  The  riHiiu  in  which  he  wius  born  has  the  lull.iwinK 
inseription  upon  a  tablet  of  wliite  marble:  "Sir  Isaae  Newton,  son  of  .lohn 
Newton,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  \V<Kilsthori«',  wius  iKiru  in  this  riKini  on  tlii'  'J.'ith 
of  Dei'ember,  UMi'."  The  apple-tree,  the  fall  of  one  of  the  apples  of  w  hicli,  ae- 
con'.inv!  to  tradition,  drew  hisatteution  to  the  subjist  of  ifravity,  was  blown 
down  bv  a  nale  some  years  aifo,  and  a  ehair  Wiis  eonstruotiil  out  of  its  timber. 
The  Itoyal  Soiiety  of  I.undon  |>osse.s.si>s  his  tele.seope;  the  Koyal  Sisiety  of 
K<linburKh  the  door  of  his  iKwik-exse;  and  Trinity  College,  I'anibridKe.  has  a 
liH'k  of  his  silver  w  liite  hair. 

While  the  foundations  of  physical  a.stronomy  were  laid  by  Newton,  his  oim- 
fldant  and  frienil,  tlie  brilliant  ami  active  llalley,  pursued  arem.irkably  suci'j-ss- 
ful  career  in  the  practical  departments  of  the  science.    Leaving  Ilevelius  and 

Klani.stcecil  to  keep  ({uard  over 
the  northern  hendspbtre,  he 
sailed  to  .St.  Helena  to  ins|iect 
the  southern  :  ami  in  honor  of 
the  rei)(idnK  monarch  wlui 
patroni/^ed  the  i'X|i<'<litioii,  the 
oak  which  had  screened  him 
from  his  pui'suers  after  the 
battle  of  Witrcesti'r.  was  raisinl 
to  a  place  in  theskies,  furmini; 
the  constellation  Uobur  (aro- 
linuni.  The  object  of  the  voy- 
ai^ewas  to  determine  tin-  al>- 
.soluteaiid  relative  |M»sitions  of 
the  stars  invisible  to  the 
Kuro|H'an  eye  ;  hut  owinjj  t" 
the  unpropit Ions  cliiuate  of  till 
island,  only  a  catah>Kue  of  :U!ii 
Wiis  niade  alter  more  than  a 
>ear's  residence,  t'piin  this 
NoyaKethe  oscillations  ol  the 
|n>nduluiii  were  olisei  vetl  to 
decrease  in  number  as  tliein- 
slrnnient  appioachi'dtlieripia- 
tor;  a  fact  nollcid  a  lew  years 
previous  by  Hiclier,  and  ex- 
plained by  Newton  to  riflult 
Irom  the  Kieater  iiitiiisity  of 
cciitrifiiKal  fori'e  there,  pro- 
piirtionably  diminlHliiiii;  the 
l.uce  iif  Kravity.  llalley  was 
twice  at  Helena,  twice  in  the 
Adriatic,  mice  in  the  West  In- 
dies, now  with  Newton  in  his 
study  at  ('ambrid)se,  anon  with  Ilevelius  in  his  observatory  at  Dant/.ic,  and  then 
with  Cansini  watcliinu  a  cnmet  at  Paris.  I'lXiii  thedealh  of  Klainsteed,  he 
hiicc««-<IhI  to  the  otiice  of  astronomer  royal,  and  though  then  in  the  sixty  fourth 
year  of  his  ane,  he  coinmeiieeil  the  observation  of  the  iiiiMin  thiiiiigh  a  complete 
revolution  of  her  nodes,  involviiiK  n  (leriod  of  ninetii'ii  years,  and  11  nl  to  linisli 
it,  re|{iste!iii)j  upwards  of  two  thousand  oliservisl  lunar  phwes.  It  was  while 
jouineyiiiK  in  France  lowanis  the  close  of  liiNO,  that  heobserveil  the  (jreut  cornet 
of  that  year,  on  its  return  from  proximity  to  the  Hun:  and  lieiiitf  aware  of  the 


conclusion  of  Newton,  that  .such  bodies  deacrila"  very  ecoentrir  ellipses,  his 
active  mind  Ix'Kan  to  study  intently  their  piienomena.  which  resiiltisl  in  a  pro- 
phecy that  has  iminortalisisl  his  name.  .Viler  cataloKuiiiK  ai.il  conipariiiK  a 
considerable  number  of  coniet.s,  that  of  \i\sj:  lorluiiately  appeared.  This  he  Wiis 
I(hI  to  le^'aid  as  identical  with  tho.se  of  I45i'>,  l.Vil  and  11X17,  iHlweeii  whii  li  there 
isnearly  the  wmie  interval.  Ileiice  he  anticipatisl  its  return  alter  the  lapse  of  a 
similar  periisl.  "  I  dai;'  v.Mit lire,"  said  he  "to  foretell  that  it  will  return  anaiii 
in  17^s."  This  w.is  a  prtslictiou  aiiiKUineiHl  in  Ho.'),  the  acconiplishnnnt  of 
which  ranks  with  the  uieatest  a<liievenients  of  nKslern  lustronomy, and  will 
|H>r|>«tuate  the  fame  of  llalley  to  the  remotest  Hcneration.s. 

Krailley  be<'anie  the  third  a.stroiioiner  royal  U|Hin  the  death  of  llalley.  lie 
had  previously  effccteil  one  of  his  two  (treat  disi'overies,  the  abenation  of  the 
stars,  an  optical  illusion,  arisiiiK  from  the  combineil  movement  of  the  earth  in 
space,  and  the  progressive  traiismis,sion  of  liKlit;  a  di.scovery  of  the  liiKhest 
imiHirtance,  rei|uiriii^'  the  (ireatest  prei'ision  nf  observation  to  ilelect.  F.ver 
since  the  docltine  of  the  earth's  translation  in  space  had  been  receivisl,  asliono- 
niei-s  had  been  aiiNloiis  to  liiid  some  parallax  of  the  lixisl  staix,  as  a  sensible 
eonlirinalion  iif  the  lact.  .MtlioiiKh  the  whole  diameter  of  the  earth's  orliit  is 
ivlatively  insiKiiillcant,  it  is  yet  absnliitely  \ast.  Ileiiie  it  was  deemisl  no  nil 
rea.soiiableex|><s'tation  that  some  small  apparent  cliaiiKeof  place  in  the  heavens 
woidd  be  il'scerned  in  I  he  cxse  of  the  tixed  stai's,  when  viewed  from  the  two  ex- 
tremities of  the  earth's  orbit  separated  from  eaili  other  by  the  mighty  ehiusni  of 
a  hiiiidriil  and  eighty  millions  nf  miles.  To  a.scer- 
taiii  tills,  if  possible,  llradley  commeiiceil  observiiiK 
a  particular  star  y  Draconis,  seleclisl  from  its  pass- 
ing very  near  the  zenith  of  their  observatory,  .\lter 
a  series  of  taboiious  observations,  which  bejjaii  to- 
wards the  close  of  the  year  Hi'i,  this  star  was  found 
to  have  a  .southerly  motion,  a  result  which  exi'ited 
profound  siirpri.se,  as  it  was  in  a  direction  op|Hisite 
to  what  would  have  been  |)riHluced  by  an  annual 
parallax.  For  instance,  when  the  earth  is  in  its 
orbit  at  \.  the  place  piojeetisl  in  the  heavens  by  the 
star  n  will  be  at  Ci  but  when  the  earth  is  in  its  orbit 
at  I>,  provided  that  there  be  any  sensible  parallax, 
the  star  will  be  seen  in  the  direction  k.  Insteiid  of 
this  beiiiK  the  ciuse,  the  observed  ap|)i>aianee  was 
that  of  the  star  appearing  from  li  in  thi'  ilireetion  r. 
The  olmerved  chanReof  plai'c,  then,iduld  not  beexiilainisl  by  lucaiisof  parallax, 
or  the  earth's  inotiim  simply,  lusaii.se  the  change  wits  in  a  iliiectioii  op;Kisiie  (o 
what  wdiild  have  lu'cii  caiisisl  by  the  parallactic  motion.  Sns|«'ctinK  j, 
some  error,  iiislrumenls  were  examined  ami  observation  renewed;  but 
the  fact  was  M'rilled.  and  the  star  w.is  found  to  move  southerly  fioin 
Deceiiibcr  to  .\pnl,  then  to  move  iKiitlierly  atjain.  retiirniii)!  to  its 
original  place  in  the  Dis'ember  foUnwiiin,  afli-r  liaviiu;  desi'riliisl  a 
small  apparent  orbit  in  the  heavens.  Tlii'  iliaKiam  represents  the 
appari'Ut  ciairse  niinnally  desiribcd  by  y  Diaioiiis,  and  other  stars 
similarly  sitnatisl.  ImaKine  the  line  n  bent  overhead.  /.  beiii^'  the 
7.ei  itii,  and  l'  the  |sile.  The  ellipse  re|iresenls  the  ap|iaient  inoveiiient 
of  ti  e  .star,  the  traverse  diameter  of  w  liiih  Is  alsiiit  forty  .secoiuls;  and 
s  its  neaii  place. 

A  ils-rration,  or  w  anderiiiK,  is  the  name  ({iveii  to  this  phenomena.    The 
ter.i  is  not  strictly  accurate,  a.s  the  apparent  iiioviiiieiits  thus  ilemiminateil  are 
not  irregular,  but  iiniforni.      Su|ipose  a  bisly  to  pa.ss  from

to  It.  ()w  iiiK  to  the  two  motions,  tlie  inipiession  i.f  the 
ray  of  liKht  meeliiiK  the  eye  nf  a  spectator  at  o  will  be 
^exactly  similar  lo  what  it  woiilil  have  bi'en  If  the  e>e  had 
Ixs'ii  at  rest  at  Ii,  and  the  molecule  of  IIkIiI  had  come  to  it 
ill  the  ilireition  I>.  n.  The  star,  tlieiefoie,  w  liiwe  real  place  is  at  ( ,  will  appear 
at  i>  to  the  s|Mstator  at  n. 

The  eiiiliteenth  century  o|ieiiisl  willi  lustre  dirived  from  II. <•  physical  dem- 
onstrations of  N'ewton,  and  clusisl  niaiiiiilicenlly  with  the  tele.scnpie  discoverii'S 
of  IIiMsehi'l,  by  whose  nii'i'hanical  skill  Hiid  matchless  industry  new  regions 
were  added  to  iiiir  .Solar  s\steni,  and  \  lews  iiiiloliled  of  the  inllnity  of  the  lirnia- 
nieiit,  and  the  character  of  its  .irchiteclure,  which  e.ve  had  not  seen  nor  mind 
conceivtsl. 

I'he  ilistimiuished  m  in.  Sir  William  llerschel,  was  the  son  of  a  musician  at 
Ilanover.  I«irn  Novenu  ■  i  15.  I7:is.and  liiouijht  up  to  the  pnife.ssion  of  his  father. 
lie  liradiially  relinqnislnsl  his  original  calling  in  favor  of  astronomy,  and  ripidly 
rose  to  the  liiifhest  eminence.  .Vnxioiis  to  inspect  for  himself  thi'  sublime 
le.elalions  of  the  heavens,  but  destitute  of  means  to  purchase  a  telescope  of 
siitlleient  [siwer  for  his  pui'iKise,  llerschel  ri-solved  to  employ  some  previous 
knowlisiKe  of  optics  and  mechanics  in  the  construction  of  an  instriinient.  The 
earliest,  a  Ihi'-fiMit  rellector,  was  completed  ill  177t;  but  alto)fether  he  aceoni- 
plishisl  the  construction  of  upwards  of  live  hiindiiil  specula  of  various  sizes, 
si'lci'tiiiK  the  la-st  of  them  for  histi>li'si'o|>i's.  Alter  having  established  his  lame 
by  the  disi'oveiy  of  a  new  planet,  he  completed  the  Kiant  instrnnieiit  that 
attiactisl  travellers  from  all  parts  to  the  s|iot,  and  rendered  his  name  a  very 
familiar  one  llironuhout  tliecivili/.id  world.  The  tube  was  foily  feel  Ioiik,  the 
s|HS'uluni  four  feel  in  dianieter,  three  inch"s  and  a  half  lliick  in  every  part,  and 
weiRliinK  nearly  two  tons.  Its  spaci>-peiietiatinn  iKiwer  was  i-stimaleil  at  lna, 
that  is.  It  could  seanli  into  the  depi' •■  of  the  lirmament  U>i  times  farther  than 
the  naked  eye.  We  can  form  no  adeiiuate  conception  of  this  extent,  hut  only 
feebly  approximate  to  it.  Siriils,  the  britihte.st  of  the  stars,  is  separated  by  a 
WHrcely  measurable  Kulf  from  us.  Hut  stars  of  a  far  inferior  order  of  liriKlit- 
ne«»  are  visible  to  the  naked  eye.    These  we  may  winelude  to  he  IkkIIps  far  moid 
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rpii.iilc,  and  rcaaoimlily  HupiKwptliPHtiir  wliicli  presents  llii-  faintest  pencil  of 
litjlit  to  tlie  eye  to  lie  at  least  twice  or  thrice  the  distance  of  Sirins.  Yi  I  on- 
wards, l!i^  times  larther,  the  space-iKMietratinK  powi  -.  of  the  teleac(>|M'  at  Slon^h 
swept  the  licavens.  It  wasconipleled  in  the  year  ITHli,  lint  the  frame  of  the 
instrnnn-nt  lieciiminK  decayed  thronnh  eX|Hisnre  to  the  weather,  it  w;lm  taken 
(lo»\  n  hy  Sir  .lolm  Ili'i-schel,  the  son  of  the  const rni-tor,  in  IKiii. 

It  will  he  convi  iiienl  here  to  nolice  a  rellectinK  telescoim  of  far  ^'reater 
maKintndi  and  power,  lieciitiil  under  the  personal  direi'l ion  of  thelCarlof 
Itosse,  and  monntiil  in  till' park  of  rarsonstown,  in  Ireland.  The  nu'chanical 
(lillicnltics  iiui  ived  in  this  wovk  render  the  successful  cimipletion  of  this  in- 
strnineiitoueof  the  most  extraordinary  accoin|ilishnii'nts  of  niiHlern  tinii's;  and 
I'ntitle  the  projector  oft  he  iHinileronsinstruuM'nt  to  the  admiration  of  the  world. 
The  s|H'<'ulnni  has  II  diameter  of  six  feet,  and  therefore  an  area  of  rellectiii); 
surface  marly  four  times  K>eater  than  that  of  the  Ilersilielian,  and  its  weight 
lipproaihes  to  fi.iir  tons.  It  wius  formed  iiiloa  telesco|M'of  lifly  feel  final  length, 
and  is  eslalilislied  hetweeii  two  walls  of  ciustellaled  aichitectnre,  auainst  one  of 
which  the  liilie  lieai's  when  in  the  meridian,  lis  liKht-KatheriiiK  imwcr  is  found 
on  a  very  moilerate  estimate  to  he  upwards  of  twenty  thousund  that  of  the 
iiniiiiUd  eye. 

The  solar  system,  IncludinK  the  pliinets,satellit('»  and  Halley'scuniet  consisted 
of  ei«hliiii  licHlic  ,  when  Ilerschel  turned  his  altenlioii  loiustronoiny ;  liut,hefore 
his  career  of  oliscrvation  terminated,  he  iiicieased  the  niimlier  to  Iwenly.tlve, 
and  was  the  liist  of  the  niiHlcins  to  il.lccl  an  oih  circling'  ai'oiind  the  siiii 
nnknowii  to  the  ancients.  It  was  on  the  liilli  of  .March.  I7SI,  thai,  InrniiiK  a 
telescope  of  hi^li  iiia^'nilyiiiK  power  though  not  his  niijantic  inslrnment  -to 
the  conslellalion  (ieinini.  he  pcrceiviil  a  cluster  of  stars  at  the  foot  of  ('astor, 
and  one  in  particular,  which  seiisilily  increased  in  iliameter  while  the  rest  of 
the  stars  remained  uiialli  nil.  Two  niKhls  afterwards  its  place  was  cliaiiu'i'd, 
which  (>ri;;iiialeil  the  idea  of  its  heiii);  a  enmclary  Innh  ;  an  opinion  eiuliraced 
U|Hin  the  coiilinent  when  allenlion  was  called  to  it.  hut  soon  dispelled  liy  clear 
eviilcncoiif  ils  planetary  nature.  The  new  jilanet  was  'lanicd  after  the  leiKii- 
iiiK  monarch  hy  the  di^covcrci.  hut  received  his  own  name  from  astronomers, 
which  was  lin  illy  exdiaiincd  for  the  rianiis  of  heathen  niytholo^'y.  liy  this 
discovery  the  extent  of  the  svslcin  was  at  once  douhleil;  for  the  path  of  the 
stranger  lies  as  far  lieyimdwhal  had  I lecn  deemed  ils  extreme  conllne,  as  that 
limit  Is  remiived  from  the  siin.  'Ihc  lirsl  moment  of  his  "attack"  n|Hin  Satiirn, 
n|»in  completing  the  fori > -feet  rcllector,  he  saw  a  sixth  satellite,  and  a  seventh 
a  month  later,  now  calleil  .Mimas  and  Kncelailns.  lliil  Ilerschel  reali.sed  his 
most  snrprisiiiK  results  from  the  oli.scrvalion  of  the  sidereal  heavens.  The 
resolution  of  iieliula' and  I  he  Milky  Way  into  an  inlinile  niinilier of  stars— the  dis- 
covery of  new  Iieliula'  of  various  foi  ins,  from  the  li){lit  Inniinoiis  clond  ki  the 
neliiilons  star  of  iloiilile  and  niiiltiple  stars— of  the  smaller  revolving  aioiind 
the  (ireatcr  in  the  liiiiary  system;  these  were  s  -me  of  his  ri'M'lalions  to  the 
wiulcl,  as  ni-'it  after  ninlit  lie  (.Muneil  the  liniiai  icni.  t'.iroline  Ilerschel  wa» 
the  coiM.aiit  partner  of  her  luotlicr  in  his  laliorii  iis  iinilertakiiiK's—snlimittinK 
to  the  fatitincs  of  iiinht  attendanc" — hravinn  w  him  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather— noting  down  his  oliservalions  as  they  isiieil  from  his  lips,  and  taking, 
as  the  Ih'sI  of  all  nnthorilies  ri'isirl,  the  ioiikIi  maniisi  ript  to  the  cottage  at  the 
dawn  of  day  and  prodncinj;  a  fair  copy  of  the  ninhl's  work  on  the  ensuing 
ni 'iniiiK.  Ili'diislin  I.H'.';;;  Imt  she  survivisl  to  ISJn,  witnessiiiK  the  heir  of  his 
Iiimierecotdiized  as  I  he  heir  also  of  his  talents  and  fame.  It  wasoiieof  theconcei)- 
lions  of  this  rcmarkalile  man— .us  Isild  an  idea  a.s  ever  enteri'tl  the  human  mind 
—that  the  whole  .solar  system  liius  a  inolion  in  space,  and  is  ailvanclnx  towards 
a  isiiiit  in  the  heavens  mar  the  star  A  lleiculis.  The  opinion  is  now  held  the 
entire  systein  is  tracing  out  »  curvilinear  path  in  spate— a  coiime  uruuiid  some 
iniKhly  centre. 

The  mncleenlli  cent  iirycomniencisl  with  a  fresh  inKatheriiiKof  nicmlM'rsinto 
the  planetary  family.  It  had  lieen  deemed  a  matterof  snrpri.sethat  the  immense 
interval  of  alMiiit  .'M)  inilliiins  of  miles  lielween  Mars  ,.nd  .lupiter  should  lie 
void,  w  hen  only  spaces  varying  from  '.i.'i  to  Mi  niillions  divide  Mars,  the  Kartli, 
and  the  inferior  phmels.  Ki'iipler  had  therefore  starttil  the  conjis'lure  that  a 
planet  would  lie  discovered  in  the  vxst  region  lietwecn  the  two  former  limlies; 
and  tlinsbrinKit  intosoinethiiiK  like  pn.iMm ion  with  the  spaces  hetweeii  the 
latter. 

The  void  in  the  series  iH'twts'ii  Mars  ami  .lupiter  so  convinced  the  ("iprmaii 
aslriinoliiers  of  the  existence  of  a  planet  to  isciipy  it,  that  a  search  lor  llie  con- 
ceahsl  liisly  WiUs  conimenceil.  The  anlicipation  was  soon  siilislaiilially  reali/.eil 
liy  the  discovery  of  the  iLstemids  -t'eres,  I'allas,  .Inno,  and  \'esla,  revolviiiK 
niiinil  the  sun  at  a  iiieaii  distance  of  iniJ  millions  of  miles  from  Mai^i,  so  small 
as  only  to  lie  telesc  pic  olijectii, 

Tlie  career  of  ilanetary  discovery  which  b«Knii  with  the  century,  was 
reinniwl  in  the  year  lH4,"i;  and  has  since  Ut'ii  ciintinucd  with  most  surprisiiiK 
results.  Another  niiniatnre  orli,  .\slr'. a,  ilisi  oveml  liy  M.  Ileiicke,  was  then 
added  lo  the  family  of  minute  worlds  lolling  lulween  Mars  and  .lupiter;  and 
In  one  year  alone.  Is.*!:;,  no  less  than  eiulit  such  liiKlics  were  lounil.  The  known 
niinilier  at  the  dale  of  Anwnst  %  ls77,  WiW  iiie  hundinl  and  .seventy-three. 
Ilcsidesthls,  in  the  present  iiKi'.  the  meniliers  of  the  solar  nnivei-se  have  Iseii 
Increa.sed  liytlie  detecllnn  of  the  primary  planet  Neptune,  iitteiided  wilh  a 
witellile;  and  of  an  eiKlilh  Hiitellite  of  Saturn,  calhil  llyiH'rion.  remarkahle  lor 
ils  siniiiltaneons  discovery  hy  iiidi'|H'iideut  olMcrvers,  in  t44H,  Ml.  Liuuel, of 
Llverpuul,  and  Mr.  liund,  of  I'nuiliridKe,  in  the  I'niteU  Stateii. 

CIIAITEU    IV. 
TIIK  srN   AND  SOLAK  I'lIENOMKNA. 
The  Sun,  the  central  luminary  of  the  syslein,  the  source  of  llRht  ami  hont, 
appears  tu  pruaecute  daily  h  stately  procesiiiuii  through  the  heavena,  owing  to 


the  rotntion  of  the  earth  upon  its  axis,  ascendinR  like  an  Intensely  lirilliant  hull 
from  the  eastern  horizon  and  ihs'lininK  tonarils  the  western.  Kxccptinj,'  the 
regions  IsinleriiiK  upon  Ihe  |iiiles.  every  jiart  of  our  Klolie,  within  tlie  interval 
of  twenty-four  lioiirs,  is  liioiijihl  liciiealh  the  action  of  the  solar  rays,  ami  with- 
drawn from  them.  The  iinlailiiiK  coiilinnily  and  nice  precision  with  which 
this  hiis  tniiispired,  a^c  alter  age,  strikiiiKly  illustrate  the  stahllity  of  natural 
laws. 

Mftht  is.sensilily  transinlttisl  tons  while  the  sun  is  hclow  the  horizon.  This 
is  occasioned  liy  the  refractive  and  rellective  piopcrlies  of  the  atmosphere.  At 
a  farther  distance  from  the  horizon  the  rays  jiass  over  mu  heads  into  the  upper 
regions  of  tlie  atmosphere,  and  their  direct  transmission  lo  liic  eye  ceases. 
Hut  they  contlune  to  reach  ns  for  an  interval  liy  lellectioii  fi-.ini  the  illiiminated 
atmosphere,  and  jiriHliice  the  inoriiin;i  and  evening  Iwili/hl,  the  ^railnai  tran- 
sition from  darkness  to  li);ht,  and  from  li^lit  to  darkness.  It  is  owinK  to  the 
piirticles  of  air  pii.ssessiiiR  the  propi'rty  of  siicci'ssively  rellectint;  and  re-rellect- 
Ing  the  .solar  lijjlit,  scattering  it  in  every  variety  of  direclion,  that  all  those 
olijecis  are  visilile  to  us  in  the  daytime,  which  are  iiidiri'ctly  situated  with 
reference  111  the  Inminary.  Without  it,  Ihe  cloudless  sky  at  noon,  now  so  liliie 
and  lirilliant,  would  present  the  lilackness  of  darkness,  with  the  exception  of 
the  places  occujiiisl  hy  the  siiii  and  the  stars.  The  latter  would  lie  as  visilile 
liy  day  as  at  inidniKhl.  while  no  ohject  would  he  perceptilile,  not  receiviiit; 
the  direct  sniilieams.  The  periml  of  the  seiisilile  rillection  of  livhl  from  Ihe 
sun.  or  the  twilij!hl.  is  1,'ciierally  siipposed  lo  lie  coiitined  to  his  depression 
eiuhleen  decrees  lieliiw  the  horizon.  The  lin  it  of  depressiiin,  however,  al  which 
the  greatest  oliservei!  darkness  coniniences,  varies  in  dilfereiit  climates.  In  llie 
loniil  zone  it  has  lieen  found  to  lie  lielween  sixteen  and  seventeen  ile;;rees;  and 
ill  I'raiice  lietwecn  seventeen  and  twenty-one.  The  iliiralion  of  the  twilight 
is  ililfereiil  at  every  difreient  latitildeon  the  earth. and  It  varies  in  the  same  lati- 
liiile  at  dilTereiit  .seasons  of  the  yc.ir.  .\;  tionomically  speakin;;.  in  the  l.'ititiide 
of  tlieenwicli.  there  is  no  iiiKlit  fioiu  the  L'Jnd  of  .May  lo  the  -Jlst  of  .Inly,  hut 
twiliuhl  from  siinsel  to  sunrise.  It  reaches  ils  minimum  three  weeks  after  the 
autumnal  I'liniiiiix.  and  three  weeks  liefiiie  tlie  vernal  ei|iiinox,  having  a  dura- 
lion  of  one  lioiir  and  lifly  iiiiniites.  At  midwinler  it  is  loiiiiir  hy  rallier  more 
than  a  i|uarter  of  an  hour  than  at  the  former  iieriods,  thouuli  this  is  not  iiflen 
perceptilile,  lull  rather  Ihe  contrary,  owini;  to  the  i^rcatcr  prc\ali'nci' of  clouds 
and  mists  at  the  winter  solstice,  inlercepliii);,  alisorliini;.  ami  retlectiii);  away 
from  the  earth  the  rays  of  linht  that  otherwise  would  visit  it.  The  duration  is 
least  at  the  eipiator  and  ({reatcsl  al  the  poles;  hut  at  the  foriner  there  are  two 
twilights  every  twcnlyfoiir  hours,  and  at  Ihe  hitler  only  I  wo  in  the  year.  At 
the  north  |iiile  the  SIIII  is  helow  the  hiM'izoii  for  six  Inoiiths.  If  this  re);ioii  is 
thus  for  ailing  iiiler\al  ili-]iriM'il  of  the  solar  presence,  it  is  coiniieiisatisi  liy  a 
lengthened  po'^MSsion  of  it  at  an  opiHisile  sclsoii  of  the  year,  for  from  the  aitli 
of  March  to  ihe  i;:;rd  of  Scptcinlier,  Ihe  sun  is  constantly  aluive  the  horizon. 
The  annexed  \  lew  exhihits  the  sun  as  seen  at  midiii^'lit  al  the  .N'orlli  Cape  of 
Eiiro|M'.  which  is  «il hill  eiKditeen  di'diees  of  Ilic  pole— an  appciiraiive  novel  in 
the  extreme  to  the  dwellers  in  more  soulUeiu  latiliide.s. 


HUN  AT  MIDNUIIIT  AT  TllK  NOllTll  CAPE. 

We  are  accustomisl  to  sjieak  of  the  nieridiaii  ulory  of  the  sun;  and  indi'- 
pendent  of  the  Kieater  purity  of  the  alniosphere  at  noon,  thionKli  the  dis- 
Hlpation  of  mists  and  vaimrs,  n  gifater  qnantitv  of  rays  reach  the  eye  fiiini 
tliesun  when  liiKh  in  heaven  than  when  near  the  horizon.  Tlie  air  is  an  alisorli- 
enl  as  well  as  a  refractive  and  rellective  mislinm;  and  however  transiwrent  the 
medium  may  lie,  the  i|nantity  light  alisorlied  will  increase  or  diminish  aceonl- 
lug  to  the  extent  of  iiinuispheric  space  it  has  to  'raveise. 

Wj  a  reference  tu  the  dlagriini  il  will  at  oiiiw  he  seen  that  a  ray  of  light 
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tuisKiiiK  from  »  tlii'  zi'iiilli  will  I'lnhraco  it  iimrli  less  portidn  of  the  iitmosiilicri" 
inulliiUtI  l)etweeii  llii'  IwoaicM  than  «\w  Ikuii  Ii  I  lie  liiiriziin  ;rcinsciiiU'nU,v  :i  less 
(|UaiiIit>  will  )it>  :ihs(>i'lH-(l;  iinil  Itriu'c  a  ('t'U*stial  ol>" 
jcct  will  appwir  llir  liilKliti'vius  il.Hclistaii'i'  finiii  tlui 
lion/oii  i iK'i'i'ascs.  Tlit'  I'oinpaialivi'ly  iliiii  and  lia/.y 
at>|>t'aramH'  of  oIijtH'ts  srni  in  tln>  dirt'ctinii  of  tlie 
liiai/'on  is  not  only  iHi'a.sioniHl  liv  l|]«  rays  of  lit;lit 
li  ivinK  lo  Iravirsc  a  larpT  stpaci"  of  tlii^  atniospliiTi', 
l)iil  of  its  lower  »lrat:i,  wloTO  it  is  tlio  most  (Iiiiihb 
anil  ahsorlx'nt.  It  is  i'stiniati'<l  that  the  solar  lii;lit 
Is  fllniinlsliiH)  tliirlwn  bumlrnl  limes  in  piissins  tlirongh  it,  aiul  \v«  are  tliereliy 
enaliWil  to  u'aze  n|Min  the  sun  when  setting  witlioiit  hoi ng  dazzled  liy  his  heains. 
The  apparent  diameter  of  the  urand  call  varies  slinhlly  at  dilTirent  seasons  of  the 
your.  'I'his  is  owiu);  to  an  actual  variation  of  distance,  for  the  ellipti<'ily  of  the 
earth's orhit  alternalely  increases  and  diminishe.sour  promlmlty  to  the  lumi- 
nary. The  solar  diamohr  appears  the  least  ahont  the  summer  solstice,  because 
thesini  is  then  most  remoter  from  I  he  earth.  It  is  the  greatest  ahiM\t  the  winter 
solstice,  w  hen  the  sun  is  at  the  luMrest  point  to  us.  It  seems  extraordinary  at 
(Irst  si«ht,  that  at  mi  1  winler,  whi  i  the  sUi'ains  are  ice-houu  1.  the  snow  lies 
up<m  the  lields,  and  the  traveler  shive  -s  in  the  lilast,  wcslioulil  lie  nearer  to  the^- 

snn  than  when,  at  an  opposite  sixson  of  the  year,  the  );r iswanl  is  burnt  up,    dM' 

the  cattle  pant  in  the  shade  of  the  tre«,  and  men  seek  a  cover  from  the  sohir  ^^* 
heat,  liut  the  eftect  of  the  sun's  rays  is  increiuswl  or  nioditied  by  two  oircuin- 
stances,  more  than  sutUcUMit  to  eounterbalaiice  that  of  the  varying  ilistauce: 
the  leniitb  of  time  duriujt  w  hich  they  act  continuously,  and  their  direction  lie- 
init  more  or  less  obliipie.  When  he  is  farthi'st  friun  us,  iis  in  summer,  he  is  daily 
alMive  the  horizon  twice  as  IciuK  as  wIicmi  he  is  iieari'st.at  t!ie  winter  solstice. 
This  OiMitinu^l  action  causes  a  ixiwerful  acciimulaliou  of  heat ;  and  the  nights 
beiuK  short,  lint  little  of  it  isr:idiali'<l  or  Kiven  olT  ilurinn  liis  absence.  Hut 
temperature  is  allei  tiil  by  the  diMciion  of  the  sun's  rays,  whether  vertical 
or  oliliiiue,  their  j!ieatest  fuice  being  expenenciil  wlien  they  are  |M'ipenilicular 
to  the  surface;  while  in  proportion  as  they  are  obliipie,  they  ((lance  olT,  and  hav- 
ing to  pass  throuHh  a  larger  iNirlion  of  tluv  atmosphere,  a  ;;i eater  iiumber  are 
alMirbed  and  disperse<l  by  it.  Out  of  ten  thousand  rays  falliiiit  u|Hin  the  earth's 
atnioshperi',  K,rj3  arrive  at  a  Riven  pouit  if  tliey  come  perpendicularly,  ",ti24  if 
theautjleof  direction  is  fifty  degrees,  j..s:ii  if  it  is  seven  degrees,  and  only  .I  if 
the  dinvtion  is  horizontal.  Xow  in  snmmer,  the  sun  being  north  of  the  equa- 
tor rises  to  a  greater  elevation  in  the  heavens;  the  rays  reach  us  in  a  more  vertical 
diiectiou;  and  the  days  being  longer  than  tlie  nights,  mure  heat  is  absorbed  than 
what  is  radiated,  liut  in  w  inter  he  traverses  those  signs  of  the  zodiac  that  are 
south  of  the  equator:  and,  a.scending  to  a  less  elevation  in  the  heavens,  the  rays 
reach  us  more  <ibli(iuely,  and  the  days  being  short,  the  solar  action  is  less  con- 
tinuous. 

The  mean  distaiue  of  the  sun  from  the  earth  is  about  OB.noo.OOO  miles.  The 
immense  magnitude  of  the  solar  ghilie  appears  from  the  fact  that  it  iK'cupies  so 
much  spaci' in  the  heavens  and  presents  such  a  stately  aspect,  with  so  vast  an 
interval  lH>t ween  us.  A  hK'omolive  traveling  incessently  at  the  express  simiiI 
of  sixty  miles  an  hour  woulil  not  couipxss  the  distani'e  betwivn  the  terrestrial 
and  the  solar  surface  under  a  hundred  and  seventy-four  years;  and  must  have 
l>een  startisl  at  the  close  of  the  seventeenth  century  tube  now  near  the  end  of 
the  journey.  Though  light  comes  to  us  from  the  sun  in  about  eight  uiinuli'S, 
a  musket  ball,  retaining  its  inilial  velocity  of  14^10  feet  a  siroud.  would  require 
the  term  of  ten  yeai's  to  pa.ss  over  the  same  spat'e.  That  an  olijiK't  therefore 
should  be  so  splenilidly  visible  as  the  sun,  so  lar  removed,  and  should  so 
powerfully  inlluence  ns  with  light  and  lieat,  argues  grand  dimensions  and 
wonderful  eneigy.  Yet  the  wliole  Minount  of  light  and  heal  which  the  sun 
gives  out  to  our  win  Id,  is  less  than  the  2.UO<>.oOII,i)(ilith  part  of  all  the  light  and 
heat  «  hich  he  is  dispensing  at  all  tinu>s  and  in  all  diri-ctions.  The  solar  diaine- 
»er,  x.Vi.iK"!  mili-s,  is  neatly  equal  to  In"  times  thai  of  the  earth.  The  volume  of 
Jie  magnificent  orb  exceeils  that  of  our  own  glolK'  upwanls  of  l.i'iO.nilO  timi-s; 
and  is  six  hundnil  times  larger  than  the  united  bulk  of  ail  tlie  planets  and 
satellites  in  the  system. 

To  the  naked  eye  the  disk  of  the  sun  onlinarily  presents  a  surface  incom- 
parably brilliant  and  uniformly  luminous.  There  is  no  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or 
blemish.  The  |M'rfect  purity  of  its  asiK'Ct  was  an  article  of  faith  unm  .-sally 
rwM'ivtsl  by  the  ancient  well  hi.  It  was  not  till  telescopic  views  liaci  lieen  oli- 
tainiil  that  the  apparently  smooth,  uncheiiuereci,  uniformly  Inmiiious  face  of 
the  sun  w  as  found  to  lie  an  illusion.  Though  ordinal  ily  to  the  uiiiLssisted  sight 
the  sun  exhibits  a  face  of  uuilonu  and  dazzling  splendor,  yet  instances  are 
recorded  of  his  tarnishetl  surface  InMiig  perciplible  to  the  iiakc>cl  eye.  Ilerschel, 
who  intently  stuclieil  solar  pheiioiiieiia,  and  lost  caie  of  his  eyes  through  the 
intense  glarc>.  mcntionsa  spot  appearing  in  the  year  I7"!>  large  enough  to  lie  thus 
disceruiil.  We  have  it  upon  the  authority  of  riiitarch  that  in  the  tirst  year  of 
the  reign  of  .Viignsiiis  the  sun's  light  w  as  so  greatly  dimiiiishetl  that  the  unpro- 
leettsl  eye  might  steadily  contemplate  his  orb.  Keppler  states  that  once  in  his 
time  the  solar  as|HTtwas  strangely  altered,  a.s  though  a  thick  haze  eiivelci|H'<l 
hislicHly;  and  the  stars  .shone  out  at  mid-<lay.  Ilaklnyt  gives  the  follow  iiig 
from  the  log  of  a  ship  on  the  coast  of  Africa  in  DcccmuImt,  ISIK):  "The  7th.  at 
sunset,  we  saw  a  great  black  spot  on  the  snii ;  and  on  the  Nth,  Ixith  at  rising  and 
setting,  we  saw  the  like,  the  spot  a|iiKaring  alKiiit  the  size  of  a  shilling." 

The  sjMits  are  all  evanescent,  but  some  aif  untHiiently  |HTinanent  to  lie 
rpoogiiiz«><l  asthesameafiiT  the  lapse  of  a  considcr.ible  [K^ricMl.  They  apjK'ar 
u|Km  the  eastern  <slge  of  the  sun  anil  move  lowanis  the  western,  vanishing 
when  its  islge  hiLs  been  gain'sl,reap|H'ariiig  at  the  eastern  extremity  In  alMuit 
thirteen  days  and  a  half,  to  pursue  the  same  rcuite.  When  first  seen  nimn  the 
ejistern  limb  they  scarcely  sM'in  In  motion,  aftiuwards  they  app<>ar  to  travel 
■lowly,  their  velocity  iiicreasing  till  thu  central  regions  have  been  passed,  when 


they  apparenlly  relax  and  grailiially  di.HapiH'iir  at  the  western  extremity.  This 
is  obviously  an  optical  illusion  occasioned  by  the  ciblic|ue  dirertimi  in  which  we 
view  the  inaigiiial  parts  of  the  sun's  liiMly.  The  fact  sensibly  demonstrates  the 
solar  rotation;  but  the  iHUiocI  liicludeil  between  the  ap|H>araiice  of  a  spot  at  the 
eastern  edge  unci  its  return  tl.ither,  is  grea'i'r  than  the  real  time  of  one  rotation 
owing  to  the  earth  advancing  all  the  while  on  its  orbit.  The  apparent  interval 
of  revolution  is  rather  nicire  than  twenty-seven  days;  the  true  time  of  rotation 
is  scaneu  hat  less  lliaii  twenlyfive  days  and  a  half. 

8onu' general  results  of  observation  may  now  be  succinctly  state<l.  The 
spots  are  not  uniformly  obscure.  They  consist  of  a  ccMilr.d  portion,  charaoler- 
ized  by  intense  blackness,  teruieil  tlio  nucleun,  surrounded  by  a  very  ilistinct 
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belt  of  a  lighter  shade,  called  the  yicn- 
u mill II.  The  two  portions  do  not  grad 
ually  blend,  but  are  separated  by  a  well 
defined  boundary;  and  this  is  true  of 
the  exterior  part  of  the  penumliri*, 
which  is  in  general  .sharply  distingiiisli- 
ihI  from  the  luminous  region  around  it. 
llotli  in  form  and  dimensions  the  spots  are  subject  to  great  changes,  which 
transpire  with  astonishing  rapidity.  Twcior  more,  situated  very  close  together, 
will  frec|ueiitly  expand  towards  each  other  and  form  one  large  spot.  On  the 
contrary,  one  of  great  extent  hius  been  seen  suddenly  to  crumble  into  several 
smaller.  The.se  rapid  and  extraordinary  changes  indicate  that  the  material 
subjec-l  to  them  cannot  be  solid  or  liquid,  but  gaseous. 

It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance  conuected  with  the  solar  spots  that  they 
invariably  appear  near  the  eiinator,  but  ap,irt  from  it.  They  have,  however, 
been  iM'casionally  observed  at  a  greater  di.stance  on  both  sides  of  the  sun's 
ecpiatiu-,  but  never  at  the  circle  itself,  or  within  .several  degrees  of  it.  They  are 
thus  confined  to  two  belts  of  the  solar  surface,  parallel  to  its  equator,  corres- 
ponding in  some  degrcM'  to  the  siili-tropical  zones  of  the  earth. 

It  is  an  old  observation  that  intervals  of  some  length  have  occurred  during 
which  the  disk  of  the  sun  hxs  been  comparatively  pure,  while  at  other  intervals 
of  corresponding  extent  It  hiLS  never  been  seen  wholly  free  from  tarnish.  It 
liius  al.so  Imhmi  ascertained,  chiefiy  through  the  rcseaichesof  the  eminent  physi- 
cist, (ieneral  Sabine,  that  the  years  of  greatest  siKit  frequency  are  precisely 
those  of  greatest  disturbance  of  our  earth's  magnetism,  when  auror.il  displays 
are  most  ccunni  ,i  and  coiispic-uons.  This  bond  of  union  between  two  sets 
of  phenomena,  so  far  distant  and  apparently  so  different  in  character,  hxs 
recently  been  snppleinentc'd  bv  the  discovery  of  another,  or  that  the  epochs 
when  the  sun  is  most  spotted  are  also  those  when  cyclones  are  tuo.-it  comnion  In 

the  Indian  Ocean  -a ineclicai  which  will  probably  be  fimnd  to exLst  ovcm-  the 

globe  in  general.  The  amount  of  heat  receivi'd  from  the  sun  appears  lo  he 
iiitlneuccKl  by  the  prevalence  of  spots,  and  vi  ly  likely  this  is  the  case  w  ith  the 
extent  of  the  rainfall.  Ileiice,  it  is  beyond  all  doubt  that  an  intimate  and 
mysterious  relation  subsists  between  solar  and  terrestrial  conditicuis,  which 
physical  inquirers  may  investigate  with  results  of  practic;al  importance  in  the 
aiTangciiieiits  of  life. 

Conjecture  h,i»  lieen  busy  res|)ecting  the 
nature  of  thc-ie  apiiearaiices,  their  cause,  and 
probable  iudicatioiis  respecting  the  physical 
conditions  of  the  bo<ly  to  which  they  belong. 
The  early  observers,  iudnlgiiig  the  vagaries  of 
imagination,  supposed  the  spots  to  be  the  fuel 
of  the  .solar  furnace,  or  ashes  lloatiiig  on  the 
siirtaco  of  an  abyss  of  combustion,  or  tlu' 
smoke  of  volcanic  explosions.  Hut  the  views 
fii-st  broaclied  by  Dr.  Wil.son,  of  (Ihusgow,  at 
once  found  favor  with  astronomers.  Ily  a 
priK-essof  purely  inductive  reasoning  he  was 
led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  siHits  are  depressions  below  the  Iniuinous  surf  iii'e  of 
the  sun— temporary  optuiiiigs  or  rents  in  it— the  bottom  of  which  Is  the  dark 
central  part,  or  nucleus,  while  the  sloping  sides  form  the  lighter  shaded  fringe, 
or  iH-numbra.  Tlii>  altered  ap|H'araiice  of  the  spots,  as  they  are  carriisl  round 
by  the  solar  rotaticui,  strikingly  confirms  the  r.ict  that  they  are  excavations;  for 
after  passing  the  centre  of  the  disk,  the  |ienuinlira  is  impaired  on  the  side  near- 
est to  it,  and  gnulually  clisap|ieai^;  then  the  nucleus  is  nippiHl  on  the  same  side, 
till  it  vanishes;  and  then,  finally,  the  pt'nnmbra  on  the  op|)osite  side  begins  to 
contract,  and  is  carried  mit  of  sight.  These  variations  are  exac'tly  those  w  hich 
depriwsions  will  pivseiit  in  theconi-se  of  rotation.  Sir  .lohn  llerschiO  endeav- 
ored to  iweonnt  for  these  openings  in  the  sun's  vividly  resplendent  atmosphere 
by  referring  to  the  spots  being  limited  to  certain  zones  of  the  solar  surface,  to 
which  the  snli-tropical  zones  of  our  own  globe  assimilate  In  |)osition.  These  are 
well-known  regions  where  storms  of  tremendous  violence  are  of  common  occur- 
rence, accompaniisl  with  vorticose  movements  of  the  air,  though  u|ion  a  puny 
scale  as  compared  with  the  physical  operations  naturally  expec'tiil  to  be  in 
priKcss  in  a  iMsly  of  almost  Immeasurably  greater  magnitiidp.  Hut  res|H'ctiiig 
the  genrals  of  BUii-s|iots,  whether  prcslucetl  by  an  nprusli  of  Inten.si^ly  heated 
vapor,  or  by  a  comparatively  cool  descending  current,  or  perha|»i  by  both,  we 
are  yet  very  much  In  the  dark. 

Oat  knowledge  respecting  the  constitution  of  the  mighty  orb,  physical  and 
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(■licinlciil.  liiiH  iiumIc  KiirprisiiiR  prc))(res»  in  very  recent  ypnrs.  The  lulvanw 
Mixikcii  of  is  niiiiiily  llu'  ri'sult  nf  rixnnniH  rcsfiiicli  with  new  nii;tliixls  iif  invra- 
tlKiiliiiii,  iLM  llic  applicatidn  of  pliotoKiapliy  to  tins  oliscivation  of  ci'lcHtial 
olijfrts,  iinil  llic  ciicrtiy  witli  wliii'li  in  nliillwl  liandH  spw'troscopic  analysis  lia» 
iMM-n  prosccuti-ii.  Thus  it  has  iHvn  ilccisivcly  sliown  tliat  a  (•oinpaiativi-ly  tliin 
laytT  of  rc<l  vaporous  niattiT  forms  tlie  external  eoatinK  of  the  solar  Klol>e,  railed 
the  clironiosphere.  Uelow  is  the  photosphere,  the  liKhtK'vintj  sphere  of  tlie  sun, 
with  its  s|M>ls,  faeiilie.  anil  strange  mottling.  Aliove,  an  immense  atnnisphere 
extends.  We  have  also  .sensilile  evidence  that  the  colorinl  envelop*',  slowing 
with  the  intensest  heat  and  light,  is  from  time  to  time  liroken  through  from 
beneath  as  if  liy  tempests,  in  compariscni  with  whicli  the  llercest  hurricanes  of 
onr  lropi<s  are  insigniticant.  These  solar  storms  carry  up  the  gUiwing  va|Mirous 
matter  in  snddiMi  and  powerful  jets  thousands  and  thousands  of  miles  alK>ve 
the  general  surface,  anil  originate  the  so-called  "ie<l  flames,"  or  roseate  promi- 
nences, first  noticisl  only  in  connection  with  total  solar  eclipses,  hut  w  liich  may 
he  seen  at  any  time  when  the  sun  is  nnelouded,  owing  to  the  iwwerful  siK-ctro- 
»co|«'s  now  constructed. 

It  Is  an  interesting  circninstance  _  — — 

that  a  consideralile  numher  of  siil>- 
stances  with  wliich  we  are  familiar 
are  found  in  a  state  of  vapor  in  the 
envelo(>e  and  its  prominences, as  well 
as  alloat  like  detached  clouds  in  the 
solar  atmosphere.  Hydrogen  is  there 
.'IS  a  priuu-  constituent,  with  siHllum, 
potassimn,  nuignesium, calcium, chro- 
mium, m,inganese,zinc,c(ipp<'r,  nickel 
and  others.  .So  recently  as  August. 
ls"7,  Dr.  H.  Draper,  of  Xew  York, 
annouiiciil  the  presence  of  oxygen 
in  the  sun.  which  according  to  the 
lowi'.st  estimate,  forms  one-third  of  — 
the  cut  ire  nnuss  of  the  earth;  and 
prolialily  tlie  central  limly  of  the  sys- 
tem, with  all  its  other  memlicrs,  are 
com|h)seil  of  elements  known  to  he 
terrestrial,  thongli  |H'rliaps  some- 
what dilteientiy  proportioned. 

In  ihe  cla.ss  of  solar  phenomena,  ecli))ses  o'  the  snn  are  always  interesting, 
and  sonietiines  imiHising.  A  solar  eclipse  is  <  asioned  hy  the  dark  IkkIv  of  the 
moon  inter|k>sing  lietneen  the  sun  and  the  .h,  and  deflecting  a  shadow  nix'n 
the  latter.  The  shadow  cast  hy  an  oliject  is  nu'rely  an  interception  of  the  light 
uf  .some  illuminating  IiihIv,  and  has  its  sha|H'  and  extent  dcteimintil  hy  the 
lorm  and  relative  magnitudes  of  the  two.  If  llie 
niiHin  were  as  large  as  the  sun,  her  shadow  w  oiild 
lie  cylindrical,  like  the  llrst  ligiire,  and  of  an 
unlimited  length.  If  she  were  of  greater  inagni- 
tiiile,  it  would  resemlile  a  truncated  cone,  the 
diaiiietei'  anil  length  increasing  to  an  indclinite 
extent,  as  in  the  second  ligiiie;  lint  iM'ing  im- 
nu'iisely  interior  to  the  sun,  she  projects  a  shadow 
w  hicli  converges  to  a  point  like  that  in  the  tliini 
ligure.  This  shadow,  at  the  distance  of  the  earth 
from  the  moon,  can  never  be  more  than  idjout  one  hundred  and  seventy  miles 
broad,  and  conseiiuently  the  sua  can  never  be  tot.illy  eclipsisl  at  the  same 
inslaiil  over  a  greater  extent  of  terrestrial  space.  Hut  as  the  earth  is  contin- 
ually moving,  the  shadow  is  a  passing  traveler,  and  sweeps  over  it;  no  total 
obscuration  of  the  sun  lasting  longer  at  one  spot  than  almut  eight  minutes. 
.Ml hough  the  limits  within  which  an  ecliiwe  is  total  are  very  circiimscrilHil,  it 
will  he  more  or  less  partial  over  an  area  having  n diameter  of  live  thousand 
miles.  In  the  diagrain,  lines  drawn  ti'  the  earth  from  the  upper  and  hiwer 
liiulis  of  the  sun  and  nuHin  delliie  the  i  ,  ical  shadow  projectisl  hy  the  latter,  or 
,— ~.,  the  amhra,  which,  wherever  it  falls, occa- 

sions a  total  obscuration  of  the  solar  orb. 
Similar  lines  drawn  to  the  earth  along 
opiHisite  edges  of  the  two  dixlies  ilellne  the 
limits  of  a  fainter  shadow,  or  the  |H'num- 
bra, caused  by  the  moon  only  hiding  parts  of  the  sun's  disk;  and  within  the 
space  it  includes,  the  eclipse  is  more  or  less  partial,  acconling  to  the  situation 
of  an  observer. 

There  nniy  he  five  solar  eclipses  in  a  year,  and  the  least  number  whieh  can 
take  place  is  two.  As  the  nmon  passes  through  that  part  of  her  orbit  which 
Ill's  lietweeii  the  sun  and  the  earth  once  a  month,  we  should  obviously  have  an 
ediiwe  every  month,  every  new  miMUi,  if  she  moviil  in  tlie  plane  of  the  earth's 
orbit.  This  is,  however,  not  the  case  -the  lunar  path  is  inclinisl  to  that  of  the 
earth.  She  is  above  it  during  one-half  of  her  course,  and  iM'hiw  it  during  the 
other,  crossing  it  twice  a  month  at  two  opixisite  points,  called  her  ihkIcs.  It  is 
only  when  the  moon  is  between  the  sun  and  eart h,  «<  or  tse;-^  hi-</ c  her  iiixle, 
that  is,  when  her  path  cuts  the  plane  of  the  earth's  orbit,  that  she  intercepts  to 
us  the  solar  light  and  ei'lipsi's  occur;  at  other  times,  she  passes  either  alK>ve  or 
lielow  the  sun  as  seen  from  the  earth,  and  the  earth  pas.si's  aliove  or  Iwlow  her 
shadow.  Owing  to  llie  Irregularity  of  the  moon's  motions,  she  diH's  not  cni.ss 
the  plane  of  the  earth's  orbit  at  the  same  point  in  every  revolution,  but  tlii'se 
ixiinls  shift  thriuigh  a  certain  interval,  after  which  the  same  change  is  repeated 
and  the  same  cycle  of  ivlipseHiH'ciirs.  This  interval  includes  2'2;l  liination.s,  or 
a  isriiHl  of  eighteen  .liilian  years  and  about  eleven  days.  It  was  known  to  the 
astronomers  of  antiijuity,  and  enabled  them  to  predict  >vitli  tolerable  exaetness 
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lunar  eclipses,  as  their  recnrrtince  is  very  readily  observed,  being  visible  in  all 
IKirts  of  the  earth  which  have  the  moon  above  their  hori/.on,  and  having  every- 
where the  same  magnitude.  It  is  otherwise  w  itli  solar  eclipses,  for  though  they 
recur  in  the  same  llxed  order  within  the  cycle,  they  vary  as  to  the  localities  in 
which  they  are  visible,  and  as  to  their  ap|H'arances. 

Though  solar  eclipses  are  of  common  occurrence,  yet  a  total  one  depends 
U|Min  a  conjunction  of  so  many  circiinislances  that  the  spectacle  happens 
only  on  very  rare  iK'casions  even  anywhere  on  the  surface  of  the  earth. 
Ilalley,iii  apapi'r  on  the  total  eclipse  of  the  sun  which  happened  at  London 
on  the  ;ird  of  May,  17l."i,  remarkiil  that  there  had  not  previously  occurred 
asimilar  event,  visible  in  that  city.siiice  the  2oih  of  .March,  1140— the  reign 
ot  Steplieii--an  interval  of  live  hundred  and  seventy-live  years.  The  total 
obscuration  lasted  tliree  minutes  and  twenty-two  second.s.  The  planeis  Jup- 
iter, .Mercury,  and  \'enns,  with  the  stars  Alilcbaraii  and  t'apella,  were  visible 
to  the  naked  eye. 

The  darkness  which  attends  fiiil  solar  eclipes  appears  to  vary,  owing 
chielly  to  a  difference  in  the  condition  of  the  atmosphere,  and  the  time  of 

the  I'ay.  Though  .strongly  marked 
on  all  iHM'asJons,  it  is  more  peculiar 
than  profound;  and  altogether  con- 
flneil  to  the  brief  periiHl  of  totality. 
So  long  as  the  smallest  portion  of 
the  lustrous  orb  is  vi.'.ihle,  there  is 
consiileiable  light.  Nature  simply 
lisiks  sobered  and  saddened  till  the 
moment  of  entire  obscuration  ar- 
rives. Then,  besides  the  sensible 
iliminiition  of  light,  a  strange  spec- 
tre-like aspect  is  stamped  upon  the 
appearance  of  every  object  —  sky, 
clouds,  trees,  biiililiiigs,  iiionntains, 
streams,  anliuals,  and  man — pro- 
ducing an  eflect  which  is  unex- 
pei-ted,  siihliiue  and  e\'eii  appalling. 
Kipially  startling  and  remarkalile 
is  the  change  iiinm  the  lirst  re- 
appearance of  the  solar  ray.  When 
totally  <)bscure<l  by  the  boily  of  the 
moon,  ilie  place  of  the  sun  is  made  aiiparcnt  by  the  brightness  of  that  part 
of  the  heavens  in  which  ■ 
it  is. situated.  The  bright- 1 
nes.s  appeal's  in  the  form  [ 
of  a  iiiftiuii,  or  halo  of  I 
whitish  light,  in  .somel 
places  extending  into| 
long  gleams. 

-V  delicately  Ininlii- 
oiis    cone  is   sotuelime.s| 
seen  accompanying  the  I 
sun,  extending  from  the  I 
hori/.on  oblii|uely   uiv  I 
wards   in   the  diriH'tion  [ 
o!  the  zisliac,  and,  tlierc- 
fore  called  the  /oiliacal 
Light.     It    appears    be-  | 
fore    sunrise   and   after 
sunset,  but  is  never  seen 
hy  us  so  well  delined  as  in  the  eiiuatorial  regions,  though  it  may  freqnently 
bedi8Cerne<I  after  the  evening  twilight  in  March  and  .\pril  and  before  the 

morning  twilight  in  .Si'p- 
temlier  and  October.  The 
light  resembles  in  ap- 
pearance the  tail  of  a 
comet.  Its  color  varies 
according  to  the  state  of 
the  atmosphere,  but  it  is 
generally  of  a  pure  rose 
tint.  The  brightness  al- 
so varies,  and  some  years 
It  has  never  been  seen  at 
all.  Its  extent  from  the 
sun,  situated  at  its  base 
to  the  vertex,  varies 
from  4.'>  to  TiU  ,  and  its 
breadth  at  the  biise  from 
'.II  to  .'ID  .  It  has  Iwen 
conjectiiriil  that  it  de- 
rives its  form— that  of  a 
/;.>iiia.'ni  Lii:iii.  long  and  narrow  ellipsis, 

only  the  half  of  which  we  see— from  its  rapid  revolution  with  the  sun  on  its 
axis;  but  tl'.e  nature  of  the  phenomenon  itself  is  one  of  those  points  respecting 
which  wi'  are  compelled  to  confess  our  ignorance. 

The  (hi'llne  of  the  sun  to  the  liori»in  is  as  iiii|>osiiiga  spectacle  as  his 
ai'V'ilice  to  il,  w  hen  the  atinosphere  favors  the  exhiliitlon  ot  tlie  dejicent.  The 
most  gorgeous  sunsets  are  those  of  the  West  Indies,  during  tlie  rainy  seiuwin. 
Tliesky  is  thei:  sublimely  manthsl  with  gigantic  masses  of  clouds,  which  are 
tinged  with  t'le  glare  of  the  doscendiiig  luininary,  and  which  seem  to  be     •. 
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patiently  wiutinR  for  Ilia  departure  In  onlpr  (o  distrlioTKe  their  pent-Hp  wrath 
on  tlie  Ixistini  of  the  nitiht.  In  tlie  boutli  Atlantic  tlio  »iinsf>t  lias  a  niililer  anil 
mom  sober  iwpei't.  In  the  E;islern  tropies  it  has  Kenerally  an  over-iHiwerinK 
fierceness,  iis  though  the  last  expression  of  the  solar  heat  shonlil  he  the  greatest. 
lint  iluriiiKthe  snnnner,  in  tiniptiale  lal  it  uiles,  there  is  often  a  serenely  heaii- 
tifiil  horizou,  a  mellowness  of  liifht,  tot;elher  willi  a  rick  and  varied  coloring  of 
the  sky.

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MEnCt'IlY— VENTS— THE  KAIITII. 

To  a  SHiM-rllcial  oliserver  of  the  heavens  at  ni^ht  when  the  mnon  i»  alisent, 
only  one  chiss  of  ohjects  will  he  ap|iiirenl— the  stars.  Hnt  a  little  attentive 
observation  will  (liscovei  oilier  bmlics,  whii'h  In'sides  takiiiKpart  in  the  appar- 
ent revolution  of  the  celestial  concave,  will  be  found  to  have  indeiHMident 
niovcnicnts.  They  seem  stationary  at  intervals,  then  in  motion  from  west  to 
east,  and  Koi'iK  back  a^ain  from  east  to  west,  their  jMisitions  coii.stantly  cliaiiK- 
i»g  in  ref^anl  to  the  earth,  to  each  otiier,  and  to  the  host  of  .stars.  These  iHrii- 
liarities  were  markiil  in  very  early  times,  and  in  alllusion  to  tlieiii  the  (iriH'ks 
applied  to  such  ImhIIcs  the  term  planet,  which  si^tnilles  to  wander.  Their  coiiine, 
capricious  and  nncertaiii  to  llie  ancii'iit  eye.  is  now  discerned  to  be  a  direct  and 
regular  highway.  The  planets  are  divided  into  primary  and  sei'ondary.  The 
former  revolve  round  the  common  cciilieof  gravity  in  the  system;  the  latter 
ortlcialeassatellitcs  to  the  primaries  in  their  great  prilgi image,  and  conibine 
with  it  a  revolution  round  them.  The  planets  me  also  dividecl  into  inferior  and 
sniM'rior,  referring  to  their  distance  from  the  sun  being  lessor  greater  than  that 
of  the  earth.  Mercury  and  Viiiiis  are  the  only  inferior  planets,  always  on  the 
same  side  of  the  earth  as  the  sun,  hence  never  seen  at  midnight  except  in  very 
high  latitudes.  Uoth  were  known  to  the  anciint.s,  with  Mars,  .Iiipiter,  and 
Saturn  being  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  I'raniis  may  is'casionally  be  thus  di.s- 
eenied.  Hut  Neptune,  with  all  the  planetoids  ixi'pt  Vesta,  and  all  the  satel- 
lites except  the  moon,  are  telesi-opic  objis'ts.  Tlieir  astronomical  syinlK)ls  are: 
5  .Mercury,  f  Venus,  ffi  the  Earth,  J  Mars,  V  Jupiter,  h  Saturn,  •JUninus,  and 
If  .Veptuiie. 

The  paths  of  the  planets  are  elliptical,  as  previously  described;  but  the 
ellipses  vary  to  some  extent  in  their  eirentricity,  or  as  to  the  dist.inee  of  the 
sail  at  s,  from  the  centre  of  the  oval,  w  hich  here  repre- 
sents a  planetary  orbit.  This  ilistanie  in  the  ciuse  of 
Mercury  is  alniut  seven  milUonsof  niiles;  in  that  of 
Venus  it  is  less  than  half  a  million;  in  that  of  the 
Karth  it  is  .somewhat  more  than  a  million  and  a  half; 
in  that  of  Mara  it  is  upwards  of  thirteen  millions;  ' 
while  in  that  of  ,Iuno  and  I'alhis  it  is  sixty-four  mil- 
lions and  a  half.  The  orbits  of  the  planets  arc  more  or 
less  inclined  to  eaili  other,  instead  of  lying  in  the  same 
plane.  It  may  be  desirable  hern  to  explain  the  meaning  of  this  oft-nH!urring 
phrase.  Hefening  to  the  earth,  an  imaginary  smooth  and  thin  surface,  cutting 
Uirough  the  centre  of  the  sun  and  n;u'liingont  lo  the  llxcd  stai's,  is  the  plane 
iu  which  the  earth  moves  in  revolution  around  the  sun.    This  is  represented  bv 

the  8hade<l  part  of  the  diagram. 
Thestars  to  which  it  extends  form 
the  eon.stellalions  of  the  zisliar, 
the  circle  A,  II,  c.  n,  being  the 
irliptic.  vliich  shows  the  .sun's 
%i'  place  iu  the  heavens  as  seen  from 
the  earth.  <ir  the  earth's  as  seen 
from  the  sun.  The  i>  l/ilsof  the 
i>tlier  planets  are  in  dilTerent  de- 
gn'<'s  inclined  to  this  plane,  one 
half  Is-ing  liehiw  anil  the  other 
lalf  above  it.  If  wesupposethe 
shaded  part  of  the  diagram  to  be 
the  surlace  of  a  basin  of  water,  a 
ring  held  iiiclineil  so  as  to  dip 
Into  it  half  way,  » ill  descrilie  the 
relation  Ixlwei'ii  the  plane  of  llie 
earth's  orbit  and  that  of  another 
planet.  The  me.in  velocity  of  the  planets  in  tlieir  orbits  exhibits  great  diversity, 
those  which  are  nearer  to  the  sun  Veiiig  far  more  rapid  than  those  which  am 
remote.  M.ilnrn  pniseculi-s  his  circuit  at  the  soU-r  pace  of  little  more  than 
twenty  thousand  miles  an  hour,  while  Mercury  rushes  on  at  a  rate  which  is 
more  than  five  times  that  simiiI.  The  extraonllnnry  swiftness  of  the  Inferior 
planets  is  obviously  mressary  lo  eoiinterbalance  the  powerful  attraction  of  the 
solar  mass,  w  hich  acts  with  diminished  forci>  upon  the  Ixidies  that  are  more 
diatant  from  hini. 

Mercury,  the  nenrent  planet  to  the  Run,  Is  thp  iimalleRt  primary  in  the  sys- 
tem, with  the  exception  of  the  asteroids.  II  is  the  fastest  traveler  also,  having 
a  velis-'ity  in  space  w  hich  Is  nearly  twice  the  rate  of  the  earth's  orbital  motUin. 
It  is  the  densest  ei  lest ial  iKsly  with  which  we  are  iicquaintiHl,  siip|H>s<>il  to  !«■ 
fourteen  times  that  of  water.  A  glots-of  lead  therefore,  of  the  same  volume,  if 
neigheit  in  the  balances  against  its  mass,  woiiM  Ih>  found  wanting.  Vet 
notwithstanding  this  reniar'-iible  density,  if  liK>sened  from  the  centrifugal  force 
it  would  rei|iiii'e  more  than  a  foi;>ilght  for  the  planet  to  aeconiplish  Its  desh 
headlong  to  the  sun.  The  days  am.  nights  are  nlHiiit  the  same  length  air 
own;  but  a  w  hole  cycle  of  seasons  hts  Iss-n  four  times  gone  through  before  the 
earth's  spring,  summer,  autumn,  and  winter  have  once  revolvetl.  Ouing  to 
comparatively  near  neighlM>rhuod.  the  sun  will  occupy  Heven  times  mure  apace 
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in  the  Mereurlan  heovcna  than  In  oiim,  and  afford  alight  and  heat  which 
would  be  iiit*)lerahle  to  our  organs  without  some  iniMllfyliig  circumstances. 

.Mciciiiy  is  at  a  mean  distance  of  thirtyseven  millions  of  miles  from  the 
sun,  and  perforins  ail  orbital  revolution  In  alsiiil  sn  days,  traveling  at  the  rate 
of  more  tbaii  a  hundied  tliousaiid  miles  an  hour.  This  speed  originated  the 
name-  that  of  the  switt-wiiiged  messenger  of  the  gods.  The  iilanet  rotates 
upon  its  axis  In  rather  more  than  tweiilyfoiir  hours,  and  has  a  diameter  of 
.•HICK)  miles.  Its  volume  must  therefore  be  increasi'd  upwimls  of  twenty  mil- 
lions of  limes  in  order  to  equal  the  sun  in  magnitude;  but  the  mass,  if  iiicreiusiHl 
only  two  millions  of  times  with  matter  of  tie  same  density,  would  be  eq 'al  in 
weight.  Mercury  is  an  evening  star  when  eastvvaid  of  the  sun,  and  amoming 
star  when  westward  of  him.  but  is  quite  iiivisil)le  to  the  naked  eye,  owing  to 
the  vicinity  of  the  solar  spleiuloi,  except  at  or  near  the  time  of  the  greatest 
elongation.  The  telescope  discovers  phases  like  the  iiuhiu  and  atmospheric 
indications.  Some  have  even  professeil  to  di.scern  irregularities  of  outline, 
supposed  to  express  8up<'rflcial  elevations,  but  id'  this  we  have  no  certainty. 

Astnuiomeis  have  been  Borely  plagued  in  their  observation  of  Meiciiiy— a 
rapid  planet-iuipi'rceplible  generally,  tliioiigli  a  dose  attendant  upon  the  sun 
never  at  such  a  distance  from  him  as  to  appear  in  a  dark  part  of  the  heavens— 
and  going  at  a  rate  thiough  space  which  is  a  |H'rfect  gallop  w  hen  compared  w  itli 

the  sober  jogtrot  of  the  earth.  When 
between  us  and  the  sun,  and  at  the 

same  lime  in  the  plane  of  tl arth's 

orbit.  Mercury  transits  the  solar  disk 
unit  is  seen  as  a  small  black  s|M>ck 
upon  the  surface,  an  evident  proof 
of  the  borrowiil  radiance  of  the  orb. 
The  recent  transits  of  »i'cury 
have  been  cliiefiy  interesting  on  ac- 
count of  the  accuracy  with  which 
they  have  been  pieilicted.  Formerly 
owing  to  diilleulties  of  observation, 
the  tal  of  the  planet's  motions 
were  so  .m|K'rfect,  that  there  was 
no  certainty  respecting  the  exact 
time  of  the  phenomenon.  (ias.sendi 
was  on  the  w.atch  three  days  for  tiie  transit  he  witnessiil.  Ileveliiis  and  hia 
assistants  were  kept  waiting  at  the  telescope  four  day*.  Both  Ilalley's  and 
Lalande's  calculations  were  wrong  by  three  quarterf.  of  an  hour  Willi  lelcrence 
to  the  transit  of  nst),  .\t  a  later  date  the  errors  amounted  to  miuutes.  At 
length,  in  l.'*44, 1.everrier  took  the  planet  in  hand,  institulisl  a  protouml  exami- 
nation into  the  theory  of  its  motions,  and  constructed  tables  which  represent 
them  with  wonderful  precision. 

Vknts.  The  nearest  planet  to  the  earth,  and  the  second  in  point  of  distance 
from  the  sun,  Venus  is  the  most  beautiful  of  Ids  satellites  and  brilliant  of  stars. 
Like  Mercury,  she  never  adorns  the  midnight  sky,  nor  has  she  ever  been  seen 
rising  in  the  east  while  the  sun  was  setting  in  the  west,  or  on  the  meridian  at 
either  sunrise  or  sunset.  This  shows  her  path  to  be  comparatively  near  the 
throne  of  the  great  luminary,  from  whom  she  never  departs  more  tlian  JK"- 
rather  more  than  half  the  space  from  the  horizon  to  the  zenith;  and  to  be  in- 
terior to  that  o^  the  earth,  while  exterior  to  that  of  .Mercury,  whose  greatest 
elongation,  or  distance  from  llie  sun,  is  Utile  more  than  ^s  .  Iu  addition  to  this 
she  liius  Is'en  observtsl  to  ecll|>se  Mercury,  a  clear  piisif  of  her  position  In  space 
iH'iiig  external  to  him,  an  instance  of  which  iKciirred  on  the  ITlh  of  May,  l";n. 
Venus  is  alternately  a  morning  and  evening  star,  visible  for  about  three  hours 
after  sunset,  and  as  long  Is'fore  sunrise.  This  bright  herald  of  the  sun's  ad- 
vance to  the  eastern  horiron.and  his  faithful  follower  to  the  western,  were 
once  siip|>4>siil  to  lie  distinct  bislies. 

Venus  is  situate<l  in  the  system  at  a  mean  distance  of  sixty-eight  millions  of 
miles  from  the  sun,  through  which  she  would  fall  in  thirty-nine  days  and  a  half, 
if  surrendered  solely  to  the  attraction  of  his  mass.  Her  iK'riixlical  revoliithin  is 
accomplished  in  2'i4>(  days,  involving  a  velis'ily  of  so,(Hki  milis  an  hour.  The 
planet  is  rather  smaller  than  our  own  globe,  having  a  diameter  onToo  miles. 
She  rotatea  u|Min  her  axisin  alsait  'iH'i  hours.  Venus  exhibits  alteniately  a  fine 
thin  crescent  and  a  sendcircle  like  the  moon,  but  she  can  scan'ely  1h>  seen  quite 
full,  liecause  when  the  wholeof  her  enlightened  hemisphere  is  turned  towards 
us,  she  is  either  iH-hlnd  the  sun  or  so  near  him  as  to  be  hid  by  the  splendor  of 
his  light.  The  diagram  i-epresents  the  various  a|>|iearance8  of  the  planet  an  she 
moves  in  her  orbit,  in  the  order  of  the  letters.

We  first  liehold  Venus  as  a  morning  star  for  a  short  time  before  annrise, 
aiMin  after  passing  bet  ween  the  earth  and  the  siin  at  her  inferior  coiijunclioii, 
when  she  apiwirs  crc8iTnt->liaped  as  seen  through  a  lelescHipe.  She  continues 
Kradually  to  gain  upcm  the  sun,  rising  earlier  and  earlier,  until  her  greatest  nn- 
Rular  distance  westward hiu  been  attained.  When  sheexhibils  aseml-ilrcle,  and 
shines  with  great  splendor.  Then  tl  •  planet  iK-gins  to  return  towards  the  lu- 
minary, making  the  same  daily  progreu  as  in  separating  from  him,  rising  later 
and  later,  diminishing  also  in  brillanee,  owing  to  the overfMiwciIng solar  glory, 
iu  which  alie  U  lu«t  ul  the  time  of  her  8up<'rior  conju'icliou  l)eing  then  iH-hinn 
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tile  Hiiii  ill  rnlullon  to  u».  A  few  daVH  iiflerwiirds  Vi-nim  liocoincH  an  BvenliiR 
Htar,  mill  is  seen  iiHliorl  tiiiii'  cast  iil  llir  sun  allcr  liis  si'ttiiiK-  Slit-  hooii  swiiis 
to  liiivc  iallt'ii  ciinniiliTiilily  lii'liimi  liiiii.aiiil  niiitiiiiM's  to  ili'ii.iit  failliiT  ami 
fartliiT.  w'ttiii((  liilcr  cvrry  iiiKliI,  until  lii-i'  latesl  flniiBiitiim  iMMtwaiil  lias  liccii 
ifaciiiil,  wliiMi  slir  im'.ilii  I'xiiiliils  a  liiitdit  Mriiiirirric.

iind  ninety  days  Iduellier.    'I'liis  s us  at  llrsi  siKlil  a  singular  ai aly,  as  it  is 

a  greater  iiitii-yal  lliau  thai  iKTUpieil  by  an  entire  eireuil  amiind  liini.  It  is, 
lidwever,  at  (inie  ai'eiiniiled  fur  liy  eonsideriiiK  llial  tlie  earth  is  pnieeediiiK  at 
the  same  time  iiitliesaniediieetii>n,lliciut?lial  aslnwer  paee.  The  planet  aeeniu- 
plislies  an  au(,'ular  luiitinn  of  1  ilil  iwr  day,  while  the  earth  tollnws  at  the  rate 
otW  ,anil  is  thus  gained  upmi  hy  only  :n  daily.  Hut  the  two  planets  will  oIh 
vioiisly  apjM'ar  to  keep  on  the  same  fide  ot  the  sun  until  Venus  has  gained  half 
her  oihil  in  advanee, or  Ihii  .  This  it  will  reiiuire  aliout  two  hundred  and 
ninetydaysloeireet.astheililTerenceof  their  daily  rate,  :i7x  am— 107:10  ~1,S()" 
nearly.  It  will  lie  seen  from  tlie  iliaijrain,  that  at  the  time  of  tlie  Inferior  eon- 
jiinetion,  the  unenlightened  half  of  tl rb  is  tiirneil  towards  us.  Did  she  pre- 
sent in  that  position  her  illiiininated  side,  we  should  see  the  planet  as  a  small 
brilliant  nio<ui,  shiniin;  with  twenty  limes  her  ordinary  lustre,  as  she  is  then 
a  hunilriil  and  sixty  niillionsof  miles  nearer  the  earth  than  when  at  the  op- 
posite point.  As  it  is,  hi>wever,  she  is  our  best  friend  ammiK  the  staix,  the 
most  radiant  of  the  host,  and  has  been  observe<i  to  cast  a  clearly  dellned 
sluulow. 

This  planet,  like  Mercury  transits  the  stin's  disk,  and  then  appears  shorn  of 
her  beauty,  under  the  form  of  a  dull  dark  .s|iut. 

The  tiansitsof  Venus  are  of  sjieeial  interest  from  their  rarity  and  crent  pliy- 
sieiil  importance.  Tliey  occur  at  intervals  of  eight  years,  a  small  .seclion  of  in- 
dividual lile;  but  alternating  Willi  intervals  of  mure  than  a  century,  during 
whicli  whole  Keiieratioiis  pass  away,  throni'S  crumble,  and  dynasties  chanRe. 
They  are  of  imporlance  as  the  very  best  means  of  a.scertainin({  the  distnuce 
and  volume  of  the  sun,  which  supply  data  f<ir  deter- 
miniiiK  the  distances  and  magnitudes  of  the  planets, 
and  serve  aa  a  universal  slau  lard  of  astrouomical 
Iiie.isuremenl. 

Hut  little  is  known  of  'he  physical  constitution  of 
Venus,  owing  to  the  intense  splendor  with  which  she 
shines.  The  existence  of  a  considi.rable  atmosphere  is 
inferrnl  from  the  appearance  of  a  penumbral  light 
around  the  planet  during  her  tiansils,  as  well  lus  from  a 
faint  radiance  observifl  to  stretch  beyond  her  directly 
illununiitcil  liemis|iliere.  The  hue  in  tlie  annexed  up- 
permost ligure  marks  the  boundary  of  the  direct  illllu- 
ence  of  the  sun's  rays;  and  the  upper  and  lower  pro- 
jections beyond  it  show  the  twilight,  which  is  referred 
to  atinosphericrelleetion.  Varialde  andlleeting  8lK>ta 
have  also  been  repeatedly  imlieed,  a.s  in  the  second 
Itgnre  wlii'li  naturally  leads  to  the  supposition  of  an 
atmosphere  cliaige<l  with  clouds  and  va|iors,  with 
water  u(Hin  the  surface,  from  which  they  are  formed. 
The  conclusion  that  she  has  miiiiiitaiiis  and  valleys 
rests  ii|>on  the  fact  that  the  edge  of  her  eiilightene<l 
part  appears  shaded,  that  her  corners  are  sunietimes 
obtuse,  and  present  a  liiiniiioiis  jHiiiit  apparently  dtv 
taehiHl  froiu  the  planet.  SchriMler  regardiil  I  his  as  the 
summit  of  a  high  mountain,  illuminated  by  the  sun 
after  he  had  ccxsed  to  be  visible  to  the  rest  of  that 
liemisphere  If  these  ciinclusions  may  be  deix'nded 
tilKin.and  they  are  warrantisl  bystrongevidence,  Venus 
presents  striking  points  of  analogy  to  themii.stitution 
of  the  earth.  .\n  atmosphere  relleeling  light,  the  me 
ilium  of  sound,  and  a  highway  for  "lire  and  hail,  snow 
and  vai>oi.""a  siiperllcies  exhibiliiig  tlic  divei-sities  of 
land  and  water,  hill  and  vale  -these  arc  some  of  lier 
probable  attributes,  features  expressing  a  family  like- 
ness to  our  globe,  and  indicating  the  action  upon  her 
surface  of  that  mighty  upheaving  agency,  which,  in 
bygone  ages,  piliil  the  .\lps,  and  reared  the  ramparts  of  the  llimalayii. 

The  Kautii.  We  now  come  to  the  alsKleof  Man- -the  cradle,  .lie  home, 
nnd  the  grave  of  our  race  for  a  long  series  of  generations— tie  third  planetary 
liody  ill  iMiint  of  distance  from  the  central  sun,  and  the  llrst  in  the  s.vstem  of 
which  we  have  certain  knowledge  of  it  being  dignilled  with  the  presence  of  an 
attendant  orb.  The  intiiHliictioii  of  our  gloln'  to  ,i  place  among  celi-stial  obje<?t8 
Involves  an  apparent  contradiction;  yet  such  is  its  real  character  in  the  consti- 
tution of  the  universe,  and  such  is  its  obvious  a.s[iect  as  vlewp<l  away  from  its 
surface.  To  rustic  ignorance  it  will  seem  a  statement  pidpablyabsurb.that  any 
atlliiity  exists  between  the  earth  and  the  stars  in  the  flrmainent.  They  are  mere 
points  of  light  in  the  sky,  and  have  no  |K'rceplilile  dimensions,  whereas  our  world 
Hiipears  of  iinmeasurable  extent,  and  exhibits  no  luminosity  like  theirs  to  the 
eye  of  sense.  It  seems,  too,  a  perfectly  inert  niiis,s.  There  Is  no  movement  dis- 
cernible inde|)endeut  of  that  of  the  rivers  (lowing  in  their  channels,  the  seas 
tossing  ill  their  iM'd,and  the  forests  liending  to  the  gale,  while  the  celmtlailKHlies 
iipiiear  in  constant  prcH-ession  from  place  to  |ilace  in  the  concave  of  the  heavens. 
■I'hero  Is  nothing,  liowever,  more  susceptible  of  demonstration  than  that  the 
obvious  state  of  our  globe  is  not  its  act  u»l  condition— tliat  the  apparently  quies- 
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cent  liabitalion  of  mankind  la  an  unceasing  traveler  in  .space— that  its  opnqne 
mass  exhibits  the  same  luminous  aspect  to  the  nearer  planets  which  tliey  pre- 
sent to  us— and  that  in  structure  and  economy  the  earth  is  In  fraternal  relation- 
ship to  tlie  celestial  liost,  and  may  be  denominateil,  with  perfect  propiiety  astar. 

To  the  eye  the  earth  appears  an  iiiimen.sB  plain  stretching  out  in  all  direc- 
tions to  an  indelinite  extent.  Hut  a  few  simple  facts  prove  the  suggestion  of 
the  senses  here  to  be  erroneous.  The  limit  of  vision  to  the  traveler  upon  an 
extensive  level,  or  to  the  mariner  at  sea,  is  a  well  dellueil  circle  of  which  the 
observer  is  tlie  center;  and  it  maybe  giMUietricaily  proved,  that  this  circular 
horizon  is  a  certain  indication  of  the  circular  llgiire  of  the  IhhIv  to  which  it  re- 
lates. In  any  direction  in  which  a  ship  leaves  shore,  or  approaclies  the  coast, 
the  vessel  is  observed  as  if  gradually  sinking  in  the  (K'can.  or  rising  from  it- 
evidence  of  the  convexity  of  the  water  between  the  eye  and  the  object.  We 
also  llnd,  that  during  a  lunar  ecliiwe  the  shadow  projectinl  by  the  earth  u|M>n  the 
disk  of  the  moon  is  always  of  a  circular  shape.  The  common  occurrence  now  of 
a  voyage  around  the  world,  proceeding  in  tlie Siimegeneraldirection, east  or  west, 
and  arriving  at  the  same  point  again,  demonstrates  the  ligure  of  the  earth  to  be 
either  that  of  aspiiereor  a  cylinder;  and  tlje  latter  is  disproved,  and  the  con- 
vexity of  the  surface  shown,  north  and  south,  by  the  gradualdeclination  or  rise 
of  the  north  and  south  circnnipolar  stars,  its  the  ecjuator  is  approached  or  rece- 
ded from.  Our  terrestrial  mansion,  therefore,  is  a  va.st  mass  of  matter  of  a 
spherical  form  like  the  planets  whose  round  disks  are  the  objects  of  telescopic 
observations.  The  spherical  ligure  of  the  planetary  bodies— a  result  of  the  law 
of  gravitation— is,  on  many  accounts,  the  best  shape  they  could  have  a-ssiimed. 
The  same  phenomena  could  not  have  lieen  offered  to  their  surfaces,  with  the 
same  machinery,  supimsing  any  other  form.  Had  the  eartli  lieen  a  rotating 
cylinder,  the  solar  beams  could  not  have  reached  its  two  extremities  together, 
or  its  general  snpeiiicies  with  either  extremity.  Jliit  it  is  only  an  approximation 
to  the  truth  of  its  actual  sliafie.  to  speak  of  our  world  as  having  a  spherh'al  form. 
It  is  not  a  globe  whose  circuiufercnce  is  everywhere  at  an  (siuai  distance  from 
the  center,  a  pro|)ertv  essential  to  a  sphere.  A  process  of  rea.soning  led  Newton 
to  the  conclusion,  that  the  circle  of  the  t-arth's  daily  rotation  upon  its  axis  being 
the  greatest  at  the  equator,  the  conseciuent  greater  action  there  of  the  cenl'ifii- 
gal  force  would  priHliice  a  bulging  out  of  the  surface  in  the  eiiuatorial  regions 
of  a  yielding  mails,  and  a  llatteningat  the  poles;  and  this  deduction  from  the 
laws  of  forces  Iiiis  been  provtd  to  be  corriTt  by  the  actual  nieiiaurement  of  the 
lengths  of  degrees  of  the  meridian,  made  with  care  and  precision  by  the  coin- 
inisaioiiers  of  various  nations.  The  certain  conclusiim  obtained  is,  that  our 
globe  is  an  oblate  spheroid,  an  orange-shaped  ball,  compressed  at  the  poles, 
and  elevatetl  at  the  eiinator,  having  the  following  dimensions:  —

The  length  of  the  axis  of  the  pedes  is  thus  ;ibout  tweiuy-six  miles  and  a  half 
less  than  the  diameter  of  the  equator.  It  is  liiglily  improbable  that  any  error  of 
importance  exists  in  this  nieiisurement,  founded  u|Min  the  principle  first  em- 
ployed by  Kratosthenes,  when  he  attenipteil  to  determine  the  value  of  an  arc 
of  the  meridian  between  Alexandria  and  .Syene. 

Sir  .John  Ilcrschei  considers  it  unlikely  that  an  error  to  the  extent  of  five 
miles  can  subsist  in  the  diameters;  and  the  equatorial  diameter  gives  an  extent 
of  nearly  twenty-five  thousand  miles,  accurately  24,809,  as  the  value  of  tlie  equa- 
torial circumference. 

The  earth  has  two  principle  motions,  a  rotation  upon  its  own  axis,  and  a 
translation  in  space.  We  can  obviously  have  no  («Milar  evidence  of  the  diurnal 
rotation  like  that  whicli  we  obtain  in  the  case  of  the  sun  and  some  of  the  other 
planets,  by  observing  the  movement  of  spots  upon  their  surface.  Hut  we  have 
ample  prixif  of  the  fact.  There  is  absurdity  upon  the  face  of  the  ancient  doc- 
trine, that  the  daily  apparent  procession  of  the  heavenly  IsKlies  around  the  earth 
is  a  real  progress— that  a  point  utterly  iusignilicant  when  compared  with  the 
general  aggregate  of  stars  is  a  centre  around  which  they  circulate;  and  when 
we  think  of  the  iucoiiceivable  velocity  with  which  they  must  travel,  in  order  to 
compass  the  immeasurable  circle  which  in  that  case  they  describe,  the  absurd- 
ity heightens.  The  nitation  of  our  globe  is  not,  however,  a  doctrine  based  on 
probabilities.  The  expt>riment  of  falling  Isslies  descending  in  advance  of  the 
plumb  line  is  direct  and  positive  demonstration  of  the  fact,  corroboratiHl  by  the 
diminution  of  the  force  of  gravity  at  the  equator.  According  to  Laplace,  the 
chances  are  eight  thousand  to  one  that  the  earth  so  revolves.  The  rate  of  the 
earth's  rotation  at  the  eiiuator,  where  the  circle  of  the  circumference  is  the 
grealesi,  is  about  sixteen  miles  a  minute.  Its  vehs-ity,  at  thirty  degrees  of  lati- 
tude, which  is  lielow  the  most  soutlierly  point  of  Europe,  is  computed  at  four- 
teen miles  in  the  same  time;  and  at  forty-five  degrees,  or  about  the  centre  of 
Friun'e,  it  is  eleven  miles. 

The  other  principal  motion  of  our  globe  is  its  translation  in  space.  This  ap- 
peals not  toour  senses  like  theorbital  movements  of  the  surnuimling  planets,  but 
it  Is  supported  by  irrefragable  evidence.  It  accounts  tor  the  phenomeiion  of  the 
apparent  annual  revolution  of  the  sun,  as  an  actual  tr.uisit  is  a  vessel  on  the  water 
ai-coiints  for  the  apparent  movenient  of  the  banks  of  a  river,  or  the  shore  of  the 
8«'a.  It  satisfactorily  explains  the  seeming  anomalies  of  the  planetary  paths.  It 
has  r(s!eived  direct  confirmation  from  the  ;iberratioii  of  the  stars,  and  may  be  re- 
ganitHi  as  establisluHl  on  the  firm  basis  of  denionslration.  Situated  in  s|>ace  at 
thedislanee  of  ninety-live  millions  of  miles  from  the  sun,  the  earth  has  an  orbit 
of  nearly  six  hundred  niillionsof  miles  to  tri.vel over.  Thisclreuitisperfoniied 
at  the  mean  rate  of  sixty-eight  thousand  miles  an  hour.  Supposing  the  impulse 
that  appoints  tills  path  to  be  withdrawn.  In  sixty-four  days  and  a  half,  the  ter- 
restrial would  cra-sli  with  the  solar  surface,  and  sink  into  its  mass  like  it  mill- 
stone in  the  sea,  owing  to  Its  great<>r  density.  That  diversity  of  seasons  which 
marks  the  year  of  our  glolie  is  the  joint  result  of  Its  movements,  and  of  the 
inclination  of  it«  axis  to  the  plane  of  its  orbiU    Suppogslng  one  of  the  poles  to 
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be  always  pointed  towarrintliflHiin,  lis  in  Jin  l.  llicii,  ?i(>twitlisliiii(llii({  tin-  dally 
riiliilioii  ami  tliit  motion  in  spaii',  tli(>  rf'Kioim  from  the 
IMili-M  to  till*  <'c|iiatol'  woiilil  lie  oiii'  halt  in  constant 
\\ahl  ami  the  other  half  in  I'onstant  darkntiw.      Or

l«i-sent.  The  axis  is  inclini»i  ai'j  from  a  line  (leriien- 
(liruhir  to  the  phme  of  the  orliil.  and  remains  eonstantly  parallel  to  itself 
(hiring  the  annual  revilntion.  This  arraiiKement  I'anses  the  same  part  of 
the  k1o1«>  to  experienc"  days  ami  niKhts  of  inns|ual  lenKth,  and  to  receive 
the  8olur  intlueneo  in      mure  ur  less  uhli<|iie  direetion.     The  annexetl  view 
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represents  the  earth  in  four  different  parts  of  its  orhlt.  It  illustrates  the 
varyinirilireetion  of  the  sun's  rays  to  the  same  regions  of  the  tjlohe,  anil  the 
varying  duration  of  the  diurnal  ex|H>sure  to  their  aetiiui,  and  wilhdrawment 
from  it.  Thus,  at  tlie  vernal  ami  autumnal  equinoxes,  it  will  !»'  seen, 
that  llu-  sun's  li(!lit  reaches  eiiually  from  pole  to  i«ih',  so  Ihat  each  part  of 
tlie  surl'aie  is  carried  hy  the  daily  rotation  into  IlKht  and  darkness  id  the  same 
duration.  At  the  summer  solstice,  as  the  earlh  rotates,  the  whole  arctic  circle 
enjoys  conlimicil  day,  wliilethe  north  IcMuiieratc  zone  luis  not  only  Iour  days 
and  slnut  nights,  but  receives  the  sun's  rays  less  olili(|uely  tlutn  at  the  former 
pericsls,  and  cunsi'<inenlly  exiierieiu'cs  an  increa.se  of  temperature.  .\  precisely 
uplNisite  elTiTt  takis  place  in  the  .same  region  at  the  winter  solstice. 

There  is  a  third  motion  to  which  the  earth  is  suhjecl,  (K'casionini;  what  is 
calleil  the  preiession  of  the  eipiinoxcs.  Wherever,  in  spring  and  autumn,  the 
sun,  in  his  app.irent  amiual  course,  crosses  the  e(|Uinocliul,  or  the  circle  of  tlie 
earth's  cipiator  extended  to  the  heavens,  there  are  the  vernal  and  autumnal 
tspiinuxi-s.  Thi-se  iKiints  are  found  to  have  a  constant  motion  westward, 
at  a  very  small  yearly  rate,  but  which  effecis  considerable  alleiatioiis 
in  a  series  of  ajfes.  To  (five  a  familial  illustration  of  the  fact,  we  may 
snpiHise  tliree  roads  to  exteiio  around  the  earth :  one  runniiiK  due  exst 
and  west,  representing  tlie  etptator  or  eiiuinoclial  ;  an- 
otlicr,  priH'eislinK  aho\e  and  bi-low  the  former,  crossing 
It  at  two  opposite  iNiints,  lepresentiiiK  the  ecliptic;  a 
•  third,  crossint;  the  Hist  at  riKlit  anjiles,  at  Ihe  points  of 
iiitei-section  with  tlie  second,  representini?  the  prime 
i-iunLix-iui  meridian,  or  initial  point  of  longitude.  We  may  now 
snp{H)se  a  carriage  to  be  starteil  along  the  is'liptic  fioni 
the  conimon  |)oinl  of  inlirsistion,  retiirning.  after  a 
eoniplete  circuit  of  the  earth,  not  to  the  place  from 
whence  it  startisl,  but  p.i.ssing  the  (M|iiiniH-tial  al>oiit  n 
hnndiiil  rods  to  vhe  west  of  it.  The  repi'lition  of  this  at  each  ciniiil.  the  more 
wisterly  inliinectiim  of  the  roiuls.  will  illustrate  the  annual  retrograde  move- 
ment of  the  ei|iiiniK-tial  |Hiiiits,  termiil  on  account  of  its  elfect  in  acci  lerating 
Ihe  time  of  the  eipiinoxes,  their  |irecession,  orgoing  forw.ird.  This  movement, 
first  observed  by  llippar''hus,  causes  a  progressive  increase  of  the  longitude  of 
the  stars,  and  has  been  clearly  shown  to  lie  a  necessary  conseiiueiiee  of  the  rota- 
tion of  the  earth,  combined  with  its  elliptical  llgure,  and  the  uiiei|ual  attraction 
of  the  sun  and  iniwiii  on  its  polar  and  etiuatorial  regions.  The  niasij  of  matter 
alioilt  the  earth's  efjualor  Is'iiig  greater  than  at  the  |iiiles.  the  former  is  more 
IMiweifiiUy  acted  on  by  the  law  of  attiw^tion  than  the  latter,  which  prisliices  a 
slow  reeling  niotUin  of  ihe  axis  of  the  earth  from  east  to  wi-sl,  and  the  retroces- 
sion wcslwanl  of  the  iiininiKtial  points.  The  relrogradatioii  is  at  Uie  rate  of 
alHiiit  rsi'4'  in  a  year,  or  1  in  7:'^  yeai's,  so  that  in  a  peiiisl  of  2."i,iKHi  years  the 
e<liiiiioxi'»  will  ai'<'omplish  a  coniplele  revolution  along  the  circle  of  the  ecliptic. 
While  the  plane  of  the  earlh's  equator,  or  the  eqiiiniK'tial,  lliils  exi>erieiices  n 
eunstant  displacement  from  the  action  of  Ihe  sun  and  niiMin,  it  is  a  remarkable 
and  well  asciTtainisl  fact  that  the  plane  of  the  earth's  orbit,  or  the  ecliptic,  is 
subji-ct  to  a  slow  annual  ilis|ilacemenl,  which  dlminislies  its  obliquity,  an  effect 
due  to  the  halting  which  our  globo  endures  from  the  other  planet.s,  diierty  from 
the  attiu'ks  of  .liipitor  and  Venus.  In  con.se(|uenie  of  this,  the  tropics  are 
shiwiy  and  steadily  approaching  the  e!|iiln<Mrtial,  so  Ihat  the  sun  ihs's  not  now 
come  so  far  north  of  the  Hpiator  in  siiinmer,  nor  decline  so  far  .south  in  winter, 
by  a  degree,  as  he  must  liave  done  six  thousand  years  ago. 

In  the  interval  of  two  thousand  yi*ars  ago.  however,  the  obliquity  of  the 
ecliptic  has  di-creaaeil  by  only  it  4a'.r>.  There  is  little  ground,  therefore,  for 
the  apprehension  of  the  seasons  todng  annihil.ateil  owing  to  the  ecliptic  coincid- 
ing witli  the  equator,  and  e<|ualizing  Ihe  lenglli  of  our  days  and  nights.  The 
event  is  far  away  in  tlie  womb  of  the  future,  even  supposing  the  diininiilion  to 
go  on  witliuut  check.  Uut  the  tlieury  of  gmvitatluu  tells  us  that  it  wlU  at 
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length  cease,  and  an  increase  of  the  obliquity  set  In,  to  deerease  again  and  In- 
crease, iKtcillDting  alsHit  a  mean  |*>sition  within  very  restricteil  limits. 

Oneuf  the  most  im|Mii  taut  all riliutes  of  our 
glols-  as  a  planet  is  the  giusnais  envelope  that  en- 
closes it  on  all  s-des  -  thealmosphere  -essenlhd 
to  the  vitalily  of  its  organi/.ed  iNi-npants,  man, 
brute,  bird,  and  plant,  but  chully  interesting  to 
the  astronomer  from  its  inlluence  in  displacing 
celestial  phenomena  by  its  reliactive  jiower,  and 
diffusing  the  rays  of  light  so  as  to  surround  us 
on  every  hand  Willi  visible  glories.  The  atmos- 
phere rapidly  diminislies  in  densily  as  we  recwle 

from  the  surface.     The  diagram  exhibits  various  '^^iF-iV' A'- 

strata  of  air  resting  ii|hiii  the  earth,  the  iipiHU- pri-ssing  ii|hui  the  lower,  and 
causing  the  interior  to  be  more  dense  than  the  exterior  strata.  It  is 
not  known  how  high  this  elastic  medium  extends.  .\s  deduced  from 
the  duration  of  twilight,  the  ignition  of  meteors,  and  the  ap|iearaiice  of 
auroral  arches,  the  earth's  almosphere  is  supposisl  to  extend  to  Ihe  height 
of  from  llfty  to  sixty  miles.  Itiit  the  chief  pisMiliarily  of  our  planet  is  Ihe 
presence  of  a  swimdaiy  bisly  as  asatellile,  rellecting  to  its  surface  the  light 

of  the  sun  in  the  aliseni f  Ids  direct  ray.s.    It  hius  iiid 1  been  siipi>osed 

that  \'enus  is  similarly  dignilled,  and  we  are  not  in  ciiciinistances  lo  say 
ixwilively  that  this  is  not  the  case,  either  in  relation  to  her  or  .Mercury, 
as  such  an  attendant,  if  small,  might  exist,  and  have  hilheito  escapeil 
nolice,owiiigtothe  position iKTiipiiHl  by  those  bodies.  ('a.ssiiil  and  others 
have  imagiiieil  they  perceivisl  a  satellite  attending  Venus,  but  the  obser- 
vation has  not  been  verilied. 

The  tenestrial  world  is'cupies  a  favored  place  in  the  system,  a  posi- 
tion from  which  nearly  all  the  sister  planets  are  visible  to  the  nakiil  eye. 
It  will  not  be  .seen  it.self  by  the  inhabitanls  of  |f|'aniis,  and  lie  scarcely  ix'i- 
ceptible  to  those  of  Saliirn.  .\a  an  interior  planet  to  ,Iiipiler  and  Mars,  it 
will  ap|H>ar  occiLsioiially  as  a  simt  u|)on  the  sun's  disk,  |H'rfiiriiiing  similar  tran- 
sits to  those  of  Venus  and  Meiciiiy.  Its  great  divisions  of  land  and  water, 
Ihe  outlines  of  its  conliueiits  and  seas,  with  its  ma.ss«w  of  ice  and  snow  at  the 
jmles,  will  be  seen  from  Mars,  and  at  the  time  of  the  interior  conjunction  of 
Venus,  when  she  is  not  more  than  twenty-six  millions  of  miles  removed  from 
us.  our  glolH' will  exhibit  a  full  orb,  shining  with  great  splendor  through  the 
whole  of  her  night. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

TIIK  MCK)N   ANI>  LtTNAK  1'IIENO.MENA. 

Nrxt  to  the  greater  light  that  rules  the  day,  the  most  useful  and  interest- 
ing to  us  of  all  Ihe  iKMlii-s  in  the  univei-se,  is  the  lesser  light  that  rules  the  night. 
The  pioxiniity  of  the  niisiii.  the  relation  in  which  she  is  linked  to  ihe  earth,  the 
IMiwer  she  exeits  u|>on  the  iM-ean  in  ilraHiiig  u|i  its  billows,  iiiid  Ihe  great  im- 
portance of  the  lunar  thisiry  lo  safe  n  ivigatioii,  liave  intently  fixed  the  eye  of 
science  iiiMin  her  orb. 

I'lHin  lii^t  becoming  visible  in  the  course  of  lunation,  the  inism  is  seen  soon 

after  sunset  as  a  thin  crescent  in  the  west  witii  its  coiivi  x  side  towards  Ihe  sun. 

(iradiially  the  breadth  of  Ihecresd  nl  increases,  the  inner  curve  is  clianged  into 

a  straight  line,  and  she  exiiibits  a  coniplele  half  circle  ip  the  hcivens.      .\fter- 

wards,  the  line  becomes  a  curvature  again,  linlging  out  in  a  dins'lion  opisisite 

lo  its  former  inclination,  and  the  miHiii  is  saiil  to  be  giblsiiis,  that  is,  bunchi'd 

or  iHinvex.     The  curve  tiirnnl  from  the  snn  continues  to  slrenglhiii.  and  the 

apparent  breadth  of  the  moon  to  increa.se,  until  she  is  a  full  or  circular  orb, 

when  a  re|i»'lilion  of  the  same  pluLses  in  invei-se  order  coinniences.     At  length 

she  ap|>ears  like  a  fine  thread  of  light  in  the  ii:oiuiiig,  a  little  west  of  the  rising 

sun,  and  for  a  few  days  she  is  lost  to  view,  lieirig  in  conjiini  lion  with  him.    The 

lunar  plnuses  clearly  prove  that  the  material  of  the  iiiihiu  is  in  ilself  as  dull  and 

opaque  as  the  rink  we  gazi'  U|kiii  in  our  own  world,  lliat  she  shines  by  virtue  of 

the  reflected  light  of  the  sun,  a  fact  rei'ogni?.ed  in  Ihe  earliest  ages.aud  apparent 

fnmi  the  different  apfiearancerf  presentisl  by  Ihose  parts  of  her  surface  which 

areturiiisl  to  and  from  his  lieanis.     The  earth  appears  in  the  diagram  as  Ihe 

central  ImhIv,  Willi  tlie  misin  in  eight  different  parts  of  lier  orbit,  receiving  the 

jf^  light  of  the  sun.     The  outermost  circle

they  would  excite  enthusiastic  admirntinn.  If  for  long  and  indefinite  intervals 
the  earth  was  desertisl  by  ilsatfendant,  the  renewal  of  thecresi  cut  miNin  would 
meet  with  a  markisl  and  general  welcome,  like  Ihat  which  the  inhabitants  of 
(Hilar  legions  give  to  ihe  sun,  w  hen  he  apia^ars  above  their  horizon  after  a  few 
month's  ulisence  from  it. 

Till-  crracenl  moon  presents  a  singular  appearance  in  the  sky.  It 
is  popularly  described  as  that  of  the  new  iiiimiii  with  Ihe  old  one  in  her 
arms.  It  arisi-s  from  the  light  reflected  from  the  earth  to  the  lunar  surface, 
hence calhsl  earlhshine,  and  hiiniire  nuilnr  by  the  Kiencli,  or  asliy  light,  on 
aec^Hinl  of  its  inferiority  in  quantity  and  brighliii'ss,  to  that  which  is  direi-tly 
recelvisl  (ruiu  tlie  sun.   It  only  servea  to  ratider  the  iiuenllghteiutl  portion  of 
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the  moon  very  fnlntly  vlnlWe;  and  the  dark  part  of  her  body  appeam  dispro- 
poi'tlnimle  tolliiiHizcof  thf  (Ttoci'IiI,  owIiik  to  llm  nptlciil  illiiHlciii  wliirli  tliB 
picHfiicfdf  a  «trmiK  lixht  rrt'iilii,  that  cil  apparently  aiigiiicnliiiK  Him  iiiaKiil- 
tuUi'  of  oliJcclH.  When  the  iimhim  in  a  cnwciil  to  ii.s,  the  eaitli  la  aliiiut  full  to 
her,  and,  n>riHi'(|ii('iitlv.  iiiiiie  liKlit  Is  tlit'ii  traiisinltti'il  from  tli»  I'arlli  than  in 
other  cirriuiislanccs,  whiili  hiuH  till' I'fTcct  nt  tlii'n  hrhiKiiiK  that  portiim  cif  her 
disk,  not  exiHwed  to  the  stJar  rays,  into  leehle  vlsihllity.  The  elTert  in  not  pro- 
diieeil  wlieii  the  hum'-i  is  half  full,  ciwinn  to  tlie  eause,  for  the  reiisoiis  staled, 

lieiiiK  lessintliiential.    The  satellite  is  the  "waning  moon"  of  popular  sp :li 

iluriiiK  the  Krailnal  and  reRiiiar  iliniinution  of  the  illuniinattsl  surfaee  from  the 
eirele  to  the  <  leseenl  shape,  and  the"  wa.xinK  moon"  through  the  interval  of  in- 
crease Irom  the  form  of  a  thin  <resc(nl  to  that  of  a  full  round  orb. 

The  iniH>n  Ls  situated  in  external  space  at  a  mean  distance  of  2a7  thousand 
miles  from  the  earth.  (Ireat  as  this  interval  is  when  compared  with  terrestrial 
extent,  it  Is  only  aUait  ,^,th  part  the  earth's  distance  from  the  sun,  and  little 
more  than  one-fourth  the  diameter  of  the  solar  Issly.  It  is  owinK  to  this  prox- 
imity to  lis,  that  she  (M'cupies  so  lar^e  a  space  in  the  heavens,  for  the  lunar 
diameter  is  only  aiiK)  miles.  Our  own  Klohe  is  equal  in  magnitude  to  forty-nine 
Kucli  ImhIIcs,  and  the  sun  to  near  seventy  milUons. 

There  are  two  propt'r  motions  Iwlonging  t^)  the  mcsm,  Ix-sldes  the  annual 
pilgrimage  around  the  gn-at  central  orb  accomplished  in  company  with  the 
earth.  If  her  place  with  reference  to  a  neighlMiring  star  on  any  clear  niglit  lie 
ascertained,  the  next  night  she  will  1h' found  to  have  nuiveil  alwut  13"  farther 
eastward,  and  each  night  the  distance  will  have  widened,  until  from  an  oppo- 
Bite  <|uartcr  of  the  heavens  she  will  api«'ar  advancing  towarils  the  same  prox- 
imity to  the  star.  This  pn)Ves  her  motion  in  an  orbit  around  the  earth;  but 
great  irregularities  belong  to  it,  which  aecinately  to  estimate  is  luie  of  the  most 
dilllcult  problems  and  highest  achievements  of  astronomy.  The  lunar  tour 
through  the  heavens  is  accomplisliHl  in  L'"''  '"  4:tn>  ll"  after  which  time,  she 
returns  to  nearly  the  sanu'  isisition  in  relation  to  the  stars.  Hut  the  interval 
between  one  conjunction  with  the  sun  and  another,  or  her  syncxiical  perifxl,thB 
lunar  month,  is  2IHi  12>>  44iu  :2'  because  of  her  partnership  iu  the  orbital  motion 
of  the  earth, 

Whih',  in  the  coume  of  her  monthly  circuit,  the  moon  passes  between  the 
sun  and  the  earth,  and  deflects  a  shadow  u|>on  the  latter,  the  compliment  is 
returneil  in  another  part  of  her  orbit,  by  the  earth's  shadow  being  cast  upon  the 
face  lit  till'  satellite.  A  lunar  iH'liiise,  as  well  as  a  solar  one,  would  occur  enry 
month  if  the  miH>n  revolved  in  the  sanu'  plane  with  the  earth,  but  she  escapes 
the  teiTestrial  shadow  owing  to  the  inclination  of  her  irbit  rr  to  the  ecliptic, 
carrying  her  above  or  iK'hiw  it,  and  only  suffers  an  eclipse,  when,  liesides  being 
In  opposition  to  the  sun,  she  is  in  or  near  the  plane  of  the  earth's  path.  The 
shadow  of  our  glolie  is  compiiteil  to  extend  WKMKKi  mill's  into  space.  It  is  long 
enough,  therefore,  to  ri'ach  a  Issly  three  times  the  distance  of  the  misin.  The 
diagram  represents  the  immersion  of  the  satellite  in  it.    The  lunar  globe,  how- 

11  ever,  when  wholly  Immersed, 
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Is  ratlcr  ohscurtHl  than  hid 
from  view,  owing  to  theintlex- 
ion  of  tlie  rays  of  light  to  her 
orb  from  the  terrestrial  atmos- 
phere. She  apiHMirs  freiniently 
of  a  dark  copper  color,  because  the  reil  rays,  which  have  the  greatest  momen- 
tum, are  those  which  principally  reach  her. 

Ili'sidi's  the  orbital  motion,  there  is  another  lunar  movement,  not  so  obvi- 
ous, hut  plainly  deiiionstiable.  It  is  »  well-known  fact,  that  the  same  portion 
of  the  miKin's  surface,  or  nearly  so,  is  always  turnni  toward  the  earth.  It 
iii'cessarily  follows,  that  during  each  revol  ition  she  must  rotate  upon  herself, 
and  accomplish  one  rotation  in  the  time  of  cuie  revolution.  If  we  suiipose  an 
inilividiial  to  walk  around  a  trii',  and  to  keep  his  fiu'c  turniK'  Uiwards  it,  he  will 
see  completely  around  the  horizon  during  his  circuit,  and  w  ill  of  iiiui-se  turn 
around  upon  himself.  The  alterations  are  slight  lui  to  the  face  which  the  nKsm 
pri'sents  to  IIS  In  all  her  revolutions.  On  the  eastern  and  western  sides,  and 
also  on  the  northern  and  southern  eilgi's,  small  portiiuis  of  disk  alternately  ap- 
pi'ur  and  disappear,  lis  though  the  lunar  globe  oscillateil  and  swung  to  and  fro 
in  space;  and  hence  these  appearances  are  termiil  libratiims,  from  lihra,  a  Ixil- 
aiirr.  the  former  being  in  latitude,  and  the  latter  in  longitude.  There  is,  how- 
ever, no  real  oscillation,  but  the  orbital  motion  being  irregular,  while  that  on 
the  axis  is  uniform,  the  efTect  Is,  alternately  to  extend  and  diminish  the  sides  of 
the  exliihiti'd  surface,  as  though  an  actual  vibration  of  the  whole  body  took 
place.  These  variations  do  not  ellii't  the  correi'tni'ss  of  the  general  statement, 
that  the  moon  always  shows  the  same  face  to  us;  and  this  is  the  coiisei|uence 
of  the  coincidence  lietween  the  time  in  which  she  Boves  around  the  earth  and 
rotates  iiiHin  her  axis. 

It  will  Ih'  sih'U  from  the  preceilingstateinent.s,  that  though  the  moon  is  our 
near  neiglil'or,  and  has  Im'cii  for  ages  a  faithful  companion  orb,  the  acquain- 
tance is  very  i>arlial  and  reserve«l.  Almost  oiu'-half  of  the  satellite  is  perpet- 
ually turneil  from  the  earth,  and  to  those  regions  that  are  thus  concealed  from 
us  the  earth  is  never  visible.  The  lunarians,  if  such  tlierc  are,  inhabiting  the 
districts  beyond  and  opixisile  to  the  exhibited  side  of  tlie  iiiimhi,  never  catch  a 
glim|>se  of  the  earth  unless  they  travel  into  the  hemisphere  presentiil. 

Wliether  the  lunar  ghibc  hius  any  gasiiuis  covering,  like  that  which  supplies 
us  with  the  breadth  of  lifr.  Is  a  suhject  upon  which  there  has  bii>n  considerable 
conflict  of  opinion.  One  fact  is  clear,  and  is  admitted  by  all  parties,  tliat  If  there 
be  a  lunar  atmosphere,  it  is  of  extreme  tenuity  and  excwnlingly  small,  estimated 
bv  S(!liriM'ter  to  be  little  more  than  a  mile  in  height.  Hence,  with  such  a  me- 
dium, we  cannot  coiiielve  of  sonic  of  the  grand  phcnoiiicna  with  which  we  are 
familiar  having  any  existence  in  the  lunar  worM— such  a.s  the  noise  of  many 
waters  and  of  mighty  thuiiderings— the  voice  of  the  passionate  storm,  or  the  mel- 


ancholy  wailing  of  the  autumnal  gales.  No  clouds  are  there,  analogous  to  those 
which  in  leu  thousand  fantastic  sliapcM  are  present  with  us,  dropping  fatness 
ujion  the  llelds,  and  ca.sliiig shadows  ii|hiii  the  landscape.  No  rain,  hail  or  snow 
descends  upon  the  lunar  soil.  It  is  ilifliciilt  to  imagine  waterat  all,orMiiy  liiiuid, 
ii[M)n  the  surface;  for  if  the  atmospheric  pressure  were  removed  in  relation  to  the 
earth,  its  lii|iiids  would  be  dissipated  by  the  heat  of  the  sun  ;  iiiid  how  much 
moremight  this  result  lie  expected  at  the  surface  of  the  iuimiii,  where  the  heat 
acr'iimiilatiil  by  its  liftcen  days'  continuous  exposure  to  the  solar  rays  must  lie 
intense 'i*  There  can  !«•.  tlierefore,  no  seas  or  lakes,  or  else  evaporation  would 
take  place,  and  clouds  be  fornieil,  perceptible  through  a  teli'scope. 

Hut  llioiigh  apart  from  the  maji-stic  features  of  tlie  iMcan,  the  tracts  of 
cloud  that  lloat  in  our  atmospliere,  and  the  commotions  that  agilateil.theliiiiar 
surface  exhibits  several  imints  of  aicordance  with  the  terrestrial  superllcies. 
There  are  moiintains  answering  in  their  contour  to  tliose  which  diversify  our 
own  globe,  intermingleil  with  jilaiiLs,  glens,  and  xtensive  depri-ssions.  To  the 
nakiHl  eye,  I  he  face  of  tlie  moon  appeal's  clie(|ii'i..d,  exhiiiiting  dusky  patches 
and  bright  parts,  which,  in  former  times,  the  'ancles  of  men  converted  Into 
images  of  terrestrial  things.  With  the  aid  of  a  ,  ilracope,  the  lunar  superficies 
presents  an  aspwl  tliat  is  exce.ssiveiy  torn,  ragged,  and  distiirhiil ;  and  we  are 
able  toilellne  peculiar  jihysical  features.  Schroeter  conjectnriil  the  existence 
of  a  great  city  on  the  east  side  of  the  orb,  nortli  of  her  eiiuator,  an  extensive 
canal  in  another  place,  and  fields  of  vegetation  in  another.  Fraiinliofer  also 
annonncHl  the  discovery  of  an  eiliflce,  resembling  a  fortillcation,  together  with 
several  lines  of  loiul.  The  hope  has  likewise  Imen  entertained  of  discerning  the 
dwellings  and  persons  of  the  lunarians,  should  there  be  any  ;  but  these  are  vis- 
Ions,  sanguine  and  liaseless.  Assuming,  says  M.  Madler  of  Iterlin,  that  a  Ger- 
man mile  is  the  utmost  limit  of  distance  at  which  the  keenest  una-ssisted  eye 
can  distinguish  liiiman  beings,  to  bring  the  moon  to  that  distance,  a  magnifying 
power  of  r)l,000  would  be  necessary;  but,  up  to  thi!  present  time,  aoo  is  the 
highest  power  which  has  been  applied  to  that  object  with  advantage.  Alone 
therefore,  u|M)n  this  ground,  thiwe  who  indulge  the  imagination  of  studying  any 
lunar  samples  of  social  and  domestic  economy,  siippo.siiig  it  to  be  an  inhabited 
world,  are  clinging  to  a  forlorn  hope. 

The  time  when  the  moon's  iinevenness  of  surface  may  be  most  favorably 
seen,  is  wlien  she  is  horned  or  gibbous.  The  boundary  of  the  light  and  dark 
parts  of  the  disk  would  obviously  lie  an  nnimlenti'd  line  if  the  disk  were  per- 
fectly plane,  and  had  nosiirfaces  higher  than  the  rest.  Hut  look  at  the  lunar 
crescent.  The  hounding  line  appears  notched  and  luoken,  which  is  precisely  the 
asiiect  that  elevations  and  depressions  will  priMliice.  Close  by  the  edge  of  the 
illuminated  portion,  yet  within  the  dark  part,  wholly  surrounded  with  shade, 
there  are  small  shining  points,  like  islands  of  liglit  in  a  sea  of  darkness.  These 
are  gradually  joineil  to  the  luminous  space,  and  become  part  and  jiarcel  of  it,  us 
the  niisai  waxes.  Here  we  have  a  dear  indication  of  elevations.  Tlie  portions 
of  the  dark  part  of  the  moim  which  thus  stand  out  into  the  light  are  plainly 
eminences,  their  summits  catching  the  illimiina- 
tion  of  the  sun's  rays  before  the  adjacent  plains 
below,  exactly  as  the  summits  of  Mount  Hlanc  is 
enlighteneil  whilst  the  valley  of  Cliamouni  at  its 
foot  is  in  darkness.  Hut  we  have  farther  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  lunar  mountains  and 
valleys.  It  is  obtained  from  the  fact  that  what 
are  considereil  elevations  project  shadows  in  a 
direction  opposite  to  that  of  the  sun,  while  the 
depressions  are  dark  on  tlie  side  nearest  to  him, 
and  illuminated  on  the  opposite  one.  These 
shadows  are  observeil  to  shorten  as  the  sun's  rays 
become  more  direct,  and  they  pr.  sirtionably 
lengthen  as  his  beams  fall  mine  obliqueiy.  This 
is  so  answerable  to  the  phenomena  which  the 
action  of  sunlight  upon  hills  and  valleys  will 
yield,  and  so  consistent  with  what  takes  place  on 
our  own  globe,  as  to  place  the  conclusion  of  the  moon's  irregularity  of  surface 
lieyond  all  doubt. 

The  dark  and  dusky  patches  apparent  upon  the  moon's  face,  which  re- 
maineil  constantly  obscure,  were  suppo.sed  by  the  early  ohservere  to  be  seas, 
owing  to  water  rellei'ting  less  light  than  land.  Hence  the  names  ajiplied  to 
them,  as  Mare  Tninquillitatis,  Mare  Imbriuin,  and  l^ceanusProcellarum,  which 
are  still  retained.  The  supposition,  however,  of  any  quantity  of  fluid  at  the 
surface  is  plainly  prei'liuled  by  the  fact  of  there  being  little  or  no  atmospliere. 
These  parts  have  all  the  appearance  of  lieing  enormous  spaces  of  lunar  depres- 
sion, their  olwciirity  arising  from  lieing  below  tlie  general  level.  They  are  not, 
however,  depressed  uniformly.  The  intermingling  of  light  and  dark  shades, 
with  the  iKM'urreuce  of  districts  as  luminous  ivs  any  portion  of  the  lunar  disk, 
indicate  great  superficial  inequalities  in  these  regions,  ajiparently  similar  to 
what  would  lie  exhibited  by  the  beds  of  the  terrestrial  oceans,  if  the  waters 
were  dissiiiated.  l^arge  spaces  of  depression  would  then  be  laid  bare,  but  of 
very  unequal  depth,  varying  from  a  few  fathoms  to  several  miles.  Are,  then 
the  vast  lunar  cavities  intended  to  cradle  a  fluid  element  at  some  approaching 
epoch,  or  have  they  serveil  that  oflice,  and  by  some  physical  change  been  de- 
prived of  it?  Have  the  billows  rolled  and  sporteil  in  their  depths  in  by-gone 
time,  or  are  they  to  come?  Tlie.se  are  queries  which  observed  appearances 
naturally  suggest,  but  we  can  grasp  no  certain  conclusions.  The  aspect  of  the 
satellit4i  is  however  thought  to  favor  the  idea  tint  the  surface  hits  not  yet  been 
miter-irom—thnl  the  present  stage  of  its  history  is  parallel  to  that  of  tlir  earth, 
liefori!  the  sharp  asperities  of  its  uplieaveil  masses  have  iH'en  abraded  by  aqueous 
action,  and  smoothed  by  the  detritus  which  it  deposits.  It  is  a  striking  pecu- 
liarity of  these  disti'iots  thai,  they  shine  with  various  hues,  from  the  gray  tint* 
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of  the  (>rt>anii!i  Procrllarum  to  the  boaiitlfiil  ijreeii  of  Miire  Trniiqiillllt4itl»,  miil 
tilt'  ilark  tracts  nf  I'liito.  This  divcisiity  of  oolor  iiick'c«mI»,  pioliiiMy.  Iioiii  xoiiio 
(lirtcifixp  ofsulistaiici';  iiixl  totlislaiit  olwcrvcrH  of  our  own  world  its  clialk, 
rwl  saml-sloiic, ami  Kraiiiti' foiiniUioiw  may  lio  Hiiiiposiil  lo  iiri'snit  n  »iioiliir 
i\iVfr>i"ii.'<lH'(l,a.i  wfll  a.s  llH'KoliUiii  namlsof  Afriia  in  coiitraHf  willi  llin  urcy 
maiiura  of  the  AIpN  the  white  clilla  of  Englaml,  and  the  green  prairies  of 
Auiericj*. 

The  lunar  mountains  Inelnde several  rliains,  the  principle  o'  which  luaix 
the  name  (if  the  Aixnuini's,  arauge  running  from  norlh^'ilsl  to  southwest,  in 
n  stnuKhl  line  towards  the  centre  of  the  disk,  rising  lo  the  height  of  2<),ot«l  f''«'l. 
This  ultilnde  closely  approaches  that  of  the  loftiest  terrestrial  iiiountaii:s, 
though  the  diametrr  of  the  moon  is  little  more  than  one  fourth  that  of  the 
earth.  The  chain  may  he  sifii  casting  long  shadows  over  the  Mai'e  Imlirlnm, 
of  which  it  forms  tlie  norlln'rn  iHiundary.  and  from  wliicli  the  ascent  Is  prei'i])- 
Itous,  wliile  more  gradual  on  the  op|Kisile  side.  Not  only  are  the  monntains 
higher,  In  proportion  to  the  si/e  of  the  niiMiii,  tlian  those  id'  the  earth,  hut  they 
are  larger,  much  more  numerous,  and  apparently  of  lianlcr  texture,  projecting 
such  shiu-p  outlines,  and  overhanviug  in  such  a  tremendous  manner,  lus  to  lead 
many  to  the  supiH)sit  ion,  that  the  io<ks  composing  them  must  he  of  a  more  solid 
nature  than  wrought  iron. 

Hut<halnsof  immntalns  are  exceptions  in  the  lunar  world.  The  prevail 
ing  arrangement  Is  circular  or  craleriform.  though  wltlmut  analogy,  when 
closely  examined,  to  tin'  vohanic  formations  of  our  ghilie.  The  distinguishing 
circumstance  is,  that  the  areas  enclos<'d  are  in  almost  every  ca.se  depressed  far 
Ih'Iow  the  general  surface  of  the  moon.  These  liollow  s  in  the  lunar  snhstaiice 
aresnrronnded  with  lofty  ramparts,  which  often  rise  up  with  the  »teepiH>s.s  of 
vertlile  walls,  and  have  of  course  their  exti'iior  height  exceeded  h;'  that  of  the 
Interior.  They  vary  In  magnitude  from  a  diameter  of  not  many  yards  to  sixty 
and  even  more  than  a  hnndrnl  miles;  ami  are  termed  Imlis,  Imlirnik  iiliiiim 
anil  riH,7-«i"»//(/(//H.v,  a. 'Cording  to  tliclr  size.  The  lloors  <d  these  enclosed  hol- 
lows are  in  some  rare  cases  Hat  spaces,  strew  e<l  with  hUnks;  in  a  few  instances 
they  apiH-ar  to  he  convex ;  hut  very  fietinently,  one  or  more  Isolated  peaks  ri.se 
up  from  them, of  a  conical  or  sugar-loaf  form,  eharacterlHsl  with  great  ahriipt- 
ness  and  considerable  elevation.  When  there  Is  a  central  mountain  of  this  kind 
in  a  large  enclosure,  its  sh.iduw  is  distinctly  cast  u|Km  the  IIihu,  hy  which  its 
Hhape  can  be  ascertained,  and  its  height  measured  trigonoinctrically.  Jbiny  of 
the  ring-mountains  exhililt  conspicuously  a  radiating  iis|h'cI,  stnaks  of  light 
issuing  from  them  like  the  ra\  s  of  a  lamp.  The  apiMariuice  is  exactly  like  that 
exhibited  by  a  pii'ce  of  iilate-ghuss  Btriick  with  a  stone.  These  railiatioiis  are 
conipanible  to  the  lava  streams  of  our  volcanoes  in  actual  eruption,  and  were 
formerly  consideriHl  to  be  such,  but  are  most  probably  the  lUnmlnatiil  summits 

of  elevated  ridges.     No  trace  of  active  volcanic  agency  has  hitherto  1 n  >lis- 

covered  In  the  moon;  and  the  Immense  dimensions  of  its  crateriform  constrni'- 
tions  have  no  analogy  to  anything  on  the  earth. 

The  ring-mountain,  Kratosthi'iies,  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  its 
class,  standing  at  the  northern  extremity  of  tli  range.  The  interior  plain  is 
•'epresitetl  ;t,000  feet  below  the  level  of  the  outer  surface,  and  as  the  iHiunding 
wall  rises  almut  the  same  height  above  it,  the  entire  interior  desiient  is  U,ooo 
feet.  The  enclosed  plain  is  not  fcatnrele.ss.  From  the  centre  a  huge  mountain 
shoots  up,  at  hiust  lo.iUMi  feet  above  the  rim  of  the  encircling  lampart,  so  that 
its  summits  and  sides  are  brightly  lighted  by  the  sunbeams  long  lH>fore  its  lia.se, 
or  any  portion  of  the  siirroiiniling  plain,  has  nieiveil  a  ray.  Still  mole  <'olos.sal 
are  the  dimensions  of  Tycho,  an  olijwt  « ith  a  radiating  aspect,  on  the  .southern 
part  of  the  lunar  :li.sk,  plainly  dls<ernilde  by  the  nake<l  eye  at  full  moon.  Thc> 
enclosed  area,  which  is  nearly  circular,  has  a  iliameti'r  of  .V4  miles :  and  from  its 
level,  the  encloeing  ridge  risi-s  1",U(I0  feet  with  the  steepness  of  a  wall. 

Occnltatlons,  repeatedly  referred  to  in  tlils  chaptei,  are  the  apparent  tenipo- 
r.iry  extinction  of  planets  and  tlxiHl  stars  by  the  ;n(sin  In  her  monthly  circuit, 
and  phenomena  parallel  to  ecliiises  of  the  sun.  The  lunar  globe.  In  revolving 
aroiinil  the  earth,  InteriHises  in  a  dire<'t  line  between  us  ami  the  celestial  IkhUcs 
that  lie  in  her  path,  and  for  a  time  appeal's  to  expunge  them  from  the  vault  of 
heaven.  Any  of  the  planets  may  thus  sulTer  an  (K'cnitatioii  by  the  moon,  be- 
cause they  all  move  in  nearly  the  sjime  plane  as  the  ttrii'strial  and  lunar  o'rut ; 
but,  obviously,  only  those  fixed  stars  can  ever  lie  hid  by  the  iiiteriiosition  of  the 
lunar  disk,  which  are  situated  at  no  greater  di.stance  from  the  ecli|>tic  than  the 
moon's  extreme  latitude.  When  the  mo<m  is  crescent-shaped,  and  (k'cuIis  a 
star  with  the  dark  piirt  of  her  IsMly,  it  is  apparently  extinguished  without  visi- 
ble cause;  and  if  a  bright  object,  the  occurrence  Is  striking  and  impressive. 

I'pon  thesnbjis'tof  our  lunar  influence,  we  have  no  conclusion  estalilisheil 
by  careful  ol)servation,l)eyojid  that  of  the  luiMin  being  the  chief  agent  in  tlie 
rise  and  rwession  of  the  tiilcs. 

With  refen-nce  to  one  province  of  the  satellite,  that  of  giving  light  to  the 
esrth,  there  can  lie  no  difference  of  opinion  as  to  Its  utility,  Inferior  as  is  tlie 
iKirrowed  lunar  to  the  dire<'ts<ilar  illumination.  The  comparative  pro|>oitiim 
which  the  light  of  the  nuwn  l>ears  to  that  of  the  gnn  is  a  problem  to  the  solu- 
tion of  which  the  attention  of  eevcral  philosopliers  has  been  dli'e<'ted.  The 
whole  heavens  covered  with  full  moons  would  scarcely  make  daylight.  From 
various  experiments  that  have  licen  made,  it  is  supposed  that  the  lunai'  light  is 
only  equal  to  the  HOn,(iiiOth  part  that  of  the  sun;  and,  until  very  recently,  its 
rays  were  l)elieved  to  be  without  heat,  a.s  when  collccte<l  by  the  aid  of  the  most 
powerful  glas.ses,  no  apprifiable  effei't  Was  prisluctil  ujion  the  thermometer. 
But  hy  concimtrating  them  in  a  lens  of  tiiii-n  feet  diameter,  Melloni.tlie  Italian 
philosopher,  is  said  to  have  obtained  a  sensible  elevation  of  temperature;  and 
the  same  result  has  been  galniHl  by  exp<!riiiienting  at  a  high  altitude.  In  IH.'id, 
I'rofeaser  Smyth  conveyeil  a  large  collection  of  Instruments  for  scientific  pur- 
poses to  the  P.  ak  of  Teneriffe,  and  imule  oltservatinns  at  two  st4itlons,  respect 
ivtil}'  (MMO  and  10,7uu  fevt  above  the  sea.  At  both  stations,  the  beat  radiated 
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I  from  the  iiiomi,  so  often  sought  for  In  vain  In  a  hiwer  region,  was  distinctly 
Iiercepllble.  Itiil,  vastly  inferior  lis  is  the  lunar  to  the  solar  light,  its  utility  has 
Ih'i'ii  appreciatcil  in  all  ages  and  loiinlries  by  IkhIi  rude  and  <'nllivate<l  lialions. 
To  the  I.iniarians,  if  such  Ihi'ie  be,  a  similar  sei\  ice  will  be  rindded  by  the 
earth,  which,  to  those  who  (H'cnpy  the  pri'seiilnl  hemispliere  of  the  mooii,  will 

relieve  with  relhs'teil  light  their  lift i  days  of  darkness.    Theteriestrial  world 

will  exhibit  to  the  lunar  inhabilants  all  the  plia.ses  which  their  dwelling  pre- 
sents to  us,  but  iifMiii  a  larmoiematliillcentsiali',  for  the  earth  will  appear  with 
a  disk  niiwards  of  Ihirfi.t.n  times  larger  than  that  which  the  satellite  presents 
tooursi'lves.  Its  aspect  will  he  iHMiictiially  ihanging  by  the  rapid  rotation 
upon  Its  axi.s— lis  tracts  of  si'U  and  continent  bring  alternately  presentiil;  and 
provided  with  Instrumental  aid  as  powerful  as  that  which  we  |iossess,  a  lunar 
dweller  may  discern  various  terrestrial  phenomena— the  mighty  masses  of 
cloud  tliat  are  pendent  In  oiir  atmos|iliei'e,  the  llashiiig  lightning,  the  fields  of 
ice  at  the  poles,  and  the  ocuasional  outburst  of  \  olcanie  fires. 


CIIAl'TKIt  VII. 

MAIIS— PLAXETOtDS— Jfl'iriilt  -SA'rtll.N— tU.VNfS— NEPTt'NE, 

ExTKKinii  to  our  terrcsti  hd  worlil  in  the  system,  its  noblest  coinjiecrs  are 
to  be  found.  Tlii'  |ilaiiets  ti'<'liiiically  lailisl  sii|H'rior  are  known  to  lie  out  III 
space  iH'youd  the  orliit  of  the  earth.  This  is  shown  by  several  dwisive  |irin>fs. 
They  never apiH'iir  cre.scenf-shaiH'd  like  .Mercury  and  Venus,  or  exiiiliil  any 
perceptible  plia.se  when  vicweil  through  a  teh'scope,  but  are  always  seen  with  a 
full  orb,  with  the  exception  of  ^hlls,  w  hose  a|i|H'ai'aiica  is  often  gibbous.  The 
inference  i.s,  that  we  see  tin'se  plaiiels  in  nearly  the  same  din'<'tion  in  which  the 
sun's  rays  enlighten  them,  and  coiise(|iieiitly  the  jHisition  of  the  earth  must  Ih> 
comparatively  iiroxiiuafe  to  the  centre  of  their  orbll.s.  They  are  al.so  never 
observed,  when  in  the  dire»'tlon  of  the  siili,  lo  transit  his  disk,  which  wiiuld 
(K'cashinally  occur,  if  their  path  was  interior  to  that  of  the  earth,  and  carried 
tlicin  between  Hs  and  the  Inniinary.  They  are  likewise  seen  at  all  distances 
from  the  sun,  even  in  oiiisisition,  or  in  that  iiuartcr  of  the  heavens  which  is 
il'aiiietrically  opisisite  to  the  sun's  iilace,  rising  in  the  east  at  sunset  in  the  west, 
and  iH'iiig  visible  at  inidiilght,  w  Inch  would  plainly  be  imjiossible  if  the  earth's 
orbit  cIrcum.serllH'd  theirs.  These  facts  pnive  their  p<isition  in  the  system  to  be 
exterior  to  our  own.  The  external  planets  are  chiefly  distinguished  fioni  the 
internal  by  ti.e  attendance  of  se<-ondary  IxkIIcs,  supplying  in  some  degree  to 
their  primaries  the  place  of  the  sun  in  bis  absence,  and  compensating  for  that 
diminution  of  his  light  when  present,  w  hich  arises  from  their  vast  distance  fioin 
lilm.  Ju<rcury  and  Venus  afifK'ar  to  have  no  moon,  for,  in  connection  with  the 
I'arth,  they  answer  the  purpose  of  satellites  to  each  other,  Venus  shining  with 
great  Bfilendor  In  the  night  of  Mercury,  and  our  own  globe  forming  a  brilliant 
object  in  tlie  night  of  Venus.  At  that  point  of  the  .system  In  w  liicli  we  are 
placed,  the  scheme  of  primary  and  secondary  biKlles  commences;  and  it  distin- 
giiislips  all  the  outlying  planets  to  the  farthest  Ixnimls  of  the  solar  univeisp. 
Mai's,  iiidetsi,  down  to  our  own  day,  scciiicd  to  olT.r  an  exception  to  the  rule, 
but  is  now  known  to  be  In  harmony  with  it.  The  iiiimber  of  these  secondary 
iKnIies  apiiearsto  be  pi'o|Hirtioiied  to  the  w.iiits  of  the  primariKi.  Wliile  our 
glolie  hiLS  one.  Mars,  at  a  greater  distance  than  the  earth  from  the  sun,  has  two; 
.Iiipiter,  at  five  tiniis  the  earl  h's  distance,  has  four;  .Saturn,  at  nearly  ten  times 
the  ilistance,  li:is  eight,  besides  the  enoniious  rings,  wliicli  atbird  an  illiiniina- 
tion  eipial  to  .several  thousand  such  attendants;  and  Iraiius,  at  nearly  twice 
the  distance  of  .Satiirii,lK'sides  the  four  cerlainly  known,  may  have  biiiiilrnls 
that  escaiu-oiir  not  ice,  owing  to  the  iiuineiise  interval  that  si'parates  liini  from  lis. 

Ma  IIS,  the  neaii'st  to  us  of  the  exterior  planet.s,  was,  in  former  ages  of 
supi'rstition,  the  dread  of  the  terrestrials  on  account  of  his  fiery  aspect,  and  niiii- 
islered  more  than  any  other  celestial  object  to  give  employment  to  the  astrolo- 
gers, and  to  fill  their  cofTers:  — 

The  planet  is  placed  in  the  system  at  a  mean  distance  from  the  sun  of  14f 
millions  of  miles,  hence  upwanis  of  fifty  millions  of  miles  farther  than  the 
■■;.rlh.  The  space,  however,  iM'twein  lis  and  .Mars  varies  prodigiously.  When 
the  two  iMsliis  ari' on  the  sanieside  of  the  sun,  they  arc  five  times  nearer  to 
each  other  than  when  on  opposite  sides,  for  then  their  distance  is  aiignieiittsl  by 
theentirediaineter  of  the  terrestrial  orbit,  or  IKI  niillions  of  miles.  On  this 
account,  the  af>|mreiit  size  of  the  earth  will  vary  greatly  as  seen  from  Mars, 
while  Mai's  varira  in  ap|H-araiii'e  to  lis  from  a  diameter  of  IS'  to  4*. 

The  planet  li.'LS  been  closely  watched  by  many  lu'ciirate  observers,  and  his 
elements  are  know  n  with  considerable  precision.  Mars  ac(»iuplishes  his  revo- 
lution around  the  snii  iiHMI'  ^lij'' tlie  length  of  Ills  year,  extending  to  i,  rly 
two  of  ours,  traveling  at  the  rate  of  Tit  thoiMaiid  miles  an  hour.  In  traversin, 
tlie  y.iHliac,  he  afipears  to  move  at  the  rate  of  about  half  a  degree  each  day,  |ia.sH- 
iiig  through  a  whole  sign  in  somewhat  less  than  sixty  days.  Hence,  if  we  know 
what  constellation  Mai's  has  just  entered,  we  may  conclude  that  two  months 
afterwards  he  will  be  in  the  next,  and  six  months  after  the  date  in  the  siicceod- 
ing  one.  Ilis  p<-rio<I  of  rotation  upo'i  his  axis  is  '24<<  :tll«>  21>  but  a  slight  differ- 
ence ill  excess  from  the  length  of  the  terrestrial  day.  His  true  diameter  is  ciuii- 
piitisl  10  be  4,1U0  mih}s,  rather  more  than  one-half  that  of  our  globe,  and  his 
volume  is  about  one-fifth.  Ills  form  is  spheroidal,  the  diameter  at  the  e<|iiator 
being  one  sixtet^nth  more  than  at  the  polra.  From  his  periisl  of  rotation  being 
so  nearly  eifiial  to  that  of  the  earth,  while  his  diameter  is  very  little  more  than 
one-half,  it  might  have  lieen  conclndnl  that  the  inferior  vehs'ity  of  Ills  i^pia- 
torial  legions  would  have  produced  a  much  less  bulging  out  there  than  at  the 
tHpiator  of  the  earth.  Hut  while  the  eiiiiatorial  diauiotHr  of  our  globe  excewls 
the  polar  by  twenty-six  miles,  that  of  Mars  does  so  by  two  hundred  and  fifty, 
which  gives  a  greater  degree  of  oblateness  to  his  form,  and  is  probably  due  to 
his  far  Inferior  density.    U  the  orbital  career  of  the  planet  were  suspended,  liis

Till' r«l  rays,  haviiiK  tlii'  KivatcHt  niomfntmii,  are  thow  widi'h  rliiclly  inakit 
tlii-ir  way  tliroiiKli  tint  iflli'itinK  anil  ahsorhinx  luiiliiiin.  lint  ri'i'ont  I'xamlnn- 
tion  of  tlui  »pi'itruin  of  Mars  siiHtaius  tin-  opinion  lon({  ago  i-xprivsmil  hy  Sir 
John  lli'rsi'hi'l,  llial  tint  I'oloriiiK  ri'ally  Im'Ioiikh  to  the  sulistanri'  of  wlili'h  tin- 
plani't  is  I'oniiMiHi'il.  ami  tlins  rorrrHiHinils  to  tint  tint  of  many  of  tint  ilays, 
inarlH,  ami  otiier  soils  whirli  form  so  larxi'ly  tlif  sniierllrii'a  of  tin'  i-arth.  When 
vli'Wiil  tliroiiuh  a  ti'li'WiiiM",  tin'  surfari'  I'xhihits  a  variety  of  witll-ilelimsl  mark- 
nil^.  sonii>  of  whii'li  apiH'ar  to  hi'  I'lonils  anil  va|Nirs  lloatinK  in  tint  atinosplicii', 
lu  tlii'y  are  cliaiiKiiiK  ami  evanesient.  Hut  otliers  are  pernmnent,  ami  may  Ixt 
properly  niiisiilereil  Keojfiapliiial  features  of  the  planet,  its  (•ontiiieiits  ami 
iK'eans.  So  I'arefnliy  has  Mars  lieeii  Htmliiil  that  we  now  possess  charts  of  the 
entile  siirfaee  with  the  pusition  ot  ilifTerent  features  iletermineil  hy  their  lati- 
liiile  ami  loiiKituile.  'I'hey  are  also  ileiioteil  for  fonvenienrit  of  referenee  hy  llie 
names  of  mtiononieis  who  have  riinspleiioiiHly  eontrihiileil  to  llieir  iiliistratlim. 
iSmall  sliarplyHlelineil  ellipses  of  white  lixlit  ap|H'ar  arounil  the  plamtt's  |Nile«, 
coneeiveil  to  imiieate  lliere  tin'  presenee  of  aieninulations  of  ice  anil  snow,  pre- 
cisely parallel  to  the  conilition  of  our  own  polai  regions. 

There  are  thus  [wiiils  of  strikiiiK  aiinnlanee  lietween  the  .Martial  anil  Ter- 
rene woriils.  Their  imtIisIs  of  liRlit  and 
darkness,  niglit  and  day,  are  nearly 
iipial.  Both  have  a  succi'ssion  of  s<'a- 
soiis,  arising  from  the  ol>lii|iiity  of  their 
ri'speetiveei'liiitics,  llionuli  of  different 
dnration.  Itotli  have  an  atinospliere — 
clouds,  rain,  snow,  continents  and  seas; 
hut  withiint  an  ittemlent  niiHin,  the 
IK'eans  of  .Mais  most  he  nearly  tideless, 
only  Kenlly  umliilatinK  like  the  waters 
of  the  Miiiiterraneaii  and  the  Baltic. 
Kaeli  planet  has  also  vast  llelils  iif  ice 
and  snow  at  its  |>oles.  Slmnld  the  ili- 
haliitants  of  Mars  take  a  view  of  our 
world  throiiKh  any  far-seeing  instru- 
ment like  that  with  which  we  hispect  their  dwelliiiK,  the  terrestrial  luspoi-t, 
viewed  from  that  distance,  in  one  of  its  phiuses  will  not  be  very  remote  from 
the  sketch  now  (jiven. 

PriK-iMMliiiK  farther  on  an  oiitwanl-lKMimi  course  throuKh  the  system,  we 
arrive  at  the  cluster  of  diminutive  Isxlitts,  whose  existence  is  a  luodern  discov- 
ery. They  present  a  variety  of  anomalies  v\'liich  distiiiKulsh  them  from  the 
older  planets;  and  iweived  froin  llersilu-l  the  distinctive  uppellatiun  of  Aster- 
oids, a  (Jreek  coiniioiind  siKiiil'yinK  the  apix-araiice  of  stars,  but  hy  others  they 
are  more  proiK'rIy  calleil  I'lanetoids,  or  small  planets.  Of  these  boilies,  four 
were  discoverMi  early  in  the  century.  Cores,  I'allas,  .Juno,  and  Vesta,  luj  the 
result  of  a  search  comluctitil  upon  tlie  presumption  that  some  unknown  orb 
lurked  in  the  vast  space  Is'twii'ii  Mars  and  .Inpiter.  The  tlrsl  three  are  exclu- 
sively telescopic  objei'ls,  and  niinire  the  l)est  instruments  to  Iw  caught.  Hut 
Vesta  shines  with  a  very  intense  liftht,  as  a  brilliant  (mint  In  the  heavens,  ami 
has  been  olwervi-d  on  a  clear  evening  by  the  naked  eye.  Kollowiiig  the  order  of 
succession  in  the  system,  Vesta  is  at  the  mean  distance  of  2i'i  luillions  of  miles 
from  the  sun,  .Inuo  M4,  Ceres  and  I'allas  MX    Their  periinlsof  revolution  ranije 

from  somewliat re  tlian  :ii.i  to  4',  yeai-s.    The  orbit  of  .Jiino  is  remarkable 

for  its  eccentricity,  l)eiug  so  elliptical  that  the  greati-st  distance  of  this  minute 
world  from  the  sun  is  nearly  double  the  lea.st.  Uoth  Ceres  and  I'alliw  appear 
to  Iw  siirroundeil  with  a  nebulous  haze. 

There  are  several  (wculiarities  iH-longing  to  these  bodies.  Though  their 
diniensionsarenot  known  with  precision,  they  are  all  very  exceptionally  mi- 
nute, even  when  compareil  witli  the  least  of  the  secondary  memlstrs  of  the  sys- 
tem. Indeed,  the  su|>erflcial  area  of  some  of  them  is  not  greater  than  that  of 
nmny  a  terrestrial  estate.  Their  diameters  are  siipposeil  to  range  from  2'iO 
miles  to  much  below  .W  miles.  They  deviate  also  considerably  from  the  path 
the  heavens  descrilied  by  the  other  planets,  8<i  much  so,  that  the  r.oiliae  must  be 
expanded  to  more  than  twice  its  bieadth  in  order  to  Include  their  orbits.  Their 
nuaii  distances  from  the  sun  likewise  differ  very  Irtlghtly,  while  the  orbits  in- 
tersectt  one  another— the  most  remarkable  feature  of  their  condition. 

.IuI'ITKH,  the  next  in  s\icce»sion  after  the  teh'scoplc,  planets,  is  the  noblest 
member  of  the  solar  family  in  his  dinieiisions,  and  the  brightast  in  his  appear- 
ance, with  the  exception  of  Venus,  whom,liowever,he  rivals  in  splendor,  although 
more  than  sev.u  times  her  distance  from  the  sun.  His  mean  distance  from  the 
central  bisly  is47il  millions  of  iiiiles.  His  entire  path  in  space  extends  over  alsinl 
8,001)  millions  of  miles,  an  orbit  acixjmplished  in  nearly  twelve  years,  at  a  mean 
rate  ot  twenty-nine  tlionsand  miles  an  hour.  .Jupiter  travels  over  4'  59'  of  tlie 
lodiai!  in  a  day,  somewhat  less  than  one-twelfth  of  a  degree,  or  m"  a)'  32'  In  a 
year,  rather  more  than  a  sign.  His  course  in  the  heavens  may  therefore  be  very 
easily  traced.  In  whatever  constellation  lie  is  seen  on  a  certain  night,  a  year  .leiioe 
be  will  be  seen  equally  advanced  in  the  next,  and  two  years  afterwards  in  the 


next.  .lupiterocciipies  but  «•'  M'"  4»»  in  his  axical  rotation.  Thus,  in  the  time 
ill  which  we  have  one  day  ami  night,  he  has  two,  each  iilMiiit  live  bom's  long, 
the  sun  by  day  and  the  slant  by  niglit,  with  his  own  moons,  apparenlix  Hying 
across  his  heavens  more  than  twice  as  fast  as  the  eeh'stiai  isHlies  appear  to 
traverse  ours.  Ily  tills  rapid  spinning  ii|n>ii  his  axis.  Ids  ei|uatorial  Inhabitants 
will  1h'  earrieil  around  at  the  rate  of  ^.'i.iiilii  miles  an  hiiiir,  which  is  farther  than 
theiKiuatiirlal  inhabitants  of  tlie  earth  are  carrinl  by  its  diurnal  motion  in 
twenly-fiiiir  times  that  periisl.  Of  the  stately  dlniensions  of  this  line  planet, 
some  idea  may  be  loniied  from  the  statemeiit,  that  a  chain  extending  from  tlie 
earth  to  the  iiiihui  wmdil  not  compass  the  ei|uatorial  circnnifeieni'i';  ami  that, 
snpiMMiiig  a  sailing  vessel  to  ai  romplisli  the  circiiinuavlgation  of  our  globe  in  a 
year,  it  would  rii|iiire  upwards  of  ten  years  to  iM'rform  at  the  same  rate  a  simi- 
lar vo\agi'  around  .lupiter.  His  eter  is  nearly  ninety  thousand  miles, 
eleven  times  that  of  the  eaitli,  a  /lilliie  istliiiteen  hniidied  times  greater. 

Hut  as  his  density  is  alsiiit  iiiie  that  of  II arth,  but  little  exceeiling 

that  of  water,  the  ipiantity  of  mat,  ,  in  that  vast  orb  Is  only  ;i;u  times  greater 
than  what  our  globe  coiitain.s.  In  two  years  and  thirty-llvit  days  it  would 
desci  ml  upon  the  sun,  if  left  to  the  iiilluence  of  his  attiaetion. 

From  the  immi'iise  veliH'ity  of  the  i>i|uatorial  regions  of  .Inpiter,  and  the 
intensity  of  till' I'i'iilrifugal  fiuce,  a  lonsiderable  deviidion  in  Ids  llgiiie  from  a 
[wrfect  sphere  is  to  be  i'X|»ited.  This  is  open  to  oliservalion.  The  form  of  the 
planet,  even  on  a  I'ltreless  view  through  a  gissl  telescofH',  appears  that  of  an 
oblate  spheroid.  That  ihaiige  of  sii;so  is  which  we  experieme  is  a  diversity 
unknown  to  this  plaiiel.  This  arises  fioin  the  axis  being  perpendieuli'r,  or 
nearly  so,  to  the  plane  of  the  orbit,  so  that  the  days  and  nights  are  constantly 
of  eijiial  length,  and  the  direction  of  the  sun's  rays  constantly  iiniforin,  oblique 
towanis  the  |kiIi's,  and  iHrpendiiiilar  at  the  ei|nator.  We  have  lure  iiiiiliiiilitnlly 
another  instance  of  wise  arrangement,  lor  otherwise  the  regions  towards  the 
IKiles  would  have  been  alternately  imnieisiil  in  the  darkness  of  a  six  years' 
wintry  niglit.  Ills  not,  however,  to  be  nmlei^lniMl  that  one  uniforni  season 
prevails  over  tlie  surface,  but  that  the  same  parallels  of  lalitmle  north  and  suiitli 
of  the  equator  enjoy  nnifornily  the  saimt  seasoii,  whatever  that  season  may  be. 
It  is  |s'i'|H'liial  sumiiier  in  till' ei|natorial  ri'gioiis,  and  is'rpetnal  winter  at  the 
IMtles;  but  the  rapid  rotation  of  the  planet  is  a  security  against  intense  heat 
accumulating  in  till' former  through  the  invariably  diiMtt  action  of  the  solar 
rays,  and  against  the  intensity  of  cold  that  vt'oiild  prevail  at  the  latter.  If  their 
inlbienie  w;is  aiisent  for  any  iiiiisiderable  interval. 

.Inpiter,  when  viewed  through  a  telesco|M',  exhibits  a  series  of  zones,  or 
bauds,  familiarly  calleil  belts,  strelching  across  ids  surface  in  a  direction  paral- 
lel to  his  equator,  and,  generally,  to  each  other.  These  belts  are  variable  both 
in  nuniber  and  breadth.  .Sunetinies  eight  have  been  seen,  S'liuetiines  only  one, 
but  more  usually  tliriv.  Instead  of  being  iinil'orinly  legular  in  their  shape, 
they  have  freqneiitly  a  iaeerateil  appearance,  and,  while  some  continue  in  the 
same  form  fur  months, others  change  in  a  few  hoiiis.  These  appearances  open 
a  wide  Held  lor  s[H'i'ulatiiin.  The  belts  have  been  deenieil  alterations  upon  the 
surface  of  the  planet  eau.seil  by  great  physical  convulsions.  A  far  more  proli- 
able  and  gemrally  riceivi'd  opinion  is,  that  the  bright  bands  are  com  pact  strata 
of  clouds  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  planet  retlecting  the  soU'r  light,  for  the

The  largest  of  these  liodies  is  thus  the  thini  in  |>oint  of  distance;  the  next 
in  magnitude  is  the  fourth ;  the  tiiird  in  magnitude  is  the  first;  and  the  small- 
est is  the  second,  being  rather  less  than  our  own  moon.  It  is  in  striking  accord- 
ance with  the  cose  of  our  satellite,  that  the  moons  of  Jupiter  always  turn  the 
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Mimo  face  towitnU  him,  ami  thn*  mnki>  iin«  nitntinn  upon  thHr  axea  whIU 
lui'iiuipllHliliiK  our  orliital  n'Yciliitioii.

They  move 
In  elliptical  orliitH.  anil,  like  the  larfter 
lHMlies,traveliiiadiie<'tionfruni  west 
to  east.  Though  insiKnilicant  in  point 
of  inaRiiitiiile  when  coin|iare<l  with 
their  primary,  their  unitinl  liulk  is 
eipial  to  thirteen  of  our  iiiisms.  The 
first  satellite  will  l>e  a  conspicuous 
oliject  in  the  .lovian  Hrnianieut, 
while,  to  it,  the  Kreiu  planet  will  In- 
exhibited  on  a  scale  of  Inconceiva- 
ble inaKnificenee,  presentinu  every

times  larger  thiui  our  moon  appears 
to  us  in  her  ix>rresp«nding  pliiLsi's. 

Sati'KN.— From  the  noblest  of  the  planets  in  point  of  iiiaKuitiide,  we  |>ass 
to  the  most  extraordinary  in  architecture— an  orb  which  would  exhibit  the 
nioHt  fitsi'inating  appearance  to  the  eye  but  for  its  remoteoeas.  An  interval  of 
i.piiee,  cUisely  corrcHiNiiiding  to  the  vast  clutsin  betwet'U  Jupiter  and  Uie  sun, 
iiiiist  l>e  crossed  to  arrive  at  Saturn,  whoso  mean  distance  from  the  solar  orb  is 
nearly  nine  hundred  millions  of  miles,  and  who  never  hails  the  terrestrials 
from  any  station  nearer  than  eight  huiulntl  millions.  lie  occupies  a  period  of 
lO.'KO  solar  days  in  accomplishing  his  circuit  around  the  sun,  having  a  mean 
dailymotion  among  the  stars  of  only  alxiiit  2  ,  the  thirtieth  part  of  a  degree. 
If  observeil  therefore  entering  a  particular  constellation  ol  the  zislinc,  we  may 
conclude  that  a  period  uf  two  years  and  a  half  will  elapse  liefore  he  will  bid  it 
farewell.  Theyear  of  the  planet,  extending  to  nearly  thirty  of  onra,  gives  an 
age  to  his  octogenarians,  should  there  be  any,  parallel  to  that  of  a  terrestrial 
Isun  when  the  Jews  were  in  liabylon,  and  surviving  to  be  one  of  our  contem- 
poraries. Ilis  day  is  rather  longer  than  that  of  Jupiter,  but  shorter  by  more 
tlian  one  half  than  our  own,  as  he  rotates  upon  his  axis  In  ink  2pm.  While  ap- 
peiu-ing  to  the  naked  eye  as  a  pale  feeble  point  In  the  heavens,  the  Satiirian  orb 
has  an  actual  equatorial  diameter  of  71,804  miles,  and  a  volume  which  is  nine 
hundred  times  greater  than  that  of  the  earth.  Uwiiig  to  bis  far  removal  from 
the  central  source  of  light  and  heat,  his  surface  receives  only  the  ninetieth  part 
of  these  elements  compared  with  that  we  enjoy  ;  but  it  is  computed,  that  even 
the  ninetieth  part  of  the  solar  light  exceeds  the  iliumin.iting  power  of  three 
thousand  of  our  moons  at  the  full,  and  would  itself  be  amply  sufficient  for 
the  purposes  of  life.  If  nrmited  in  his  orbital  course,  and  aliandunnl  to  the 
force  of  the  solar  attraction,  Saturn  would  dn>p  to  the  sun  in  aUmt  live  years 
and  two  months.    Though  not  so  swift  upon  his  axis  as  Jupiter,  the  two  diam- 


the  universe,  M>  far  as  we  are  a<-i|uaiiit«d  with  it  The  two  rings  am  readily 
seen  in  gissl  teliis<'o|ies  separaliil  by  a  dark  interval.  Uut  recently,  uHiiig 
mightier  instrumental  power,  the  discovery  has  Ih'cu  made  of  a  Ihlnl,  inside 
the  other  two,  wliicli  seems  to  U'  couiposeil  of  a  substance  altogether  dilTerent. 
It  is  of  adiisky  its|H'ct, and  senii-trans|>ari'iit,  as  the  ball  of  the  planet  can  be 
seen  through  It.  It  has  also  lieen  ascertaine<l  that  there  is  a  delicate  sub- 
division of  the  outer  ring,  visible  only  near  the  extremities.  The  planet  is  nut 
exactly  central  with  reference  to  the  annuli.  but  a  little  to  the  west,  a  position 

which  is  found  to  contribute  to  the 
stability  of  the  Saturnian  system. 
The  surface  of  the  globe  exhiliits 
belts,  bright  and  dark,  wliich  point  to 
the  same  cause  its  sim  ilar  pheiionieiia 
in  the  case  of  Jupiter,  whatever  that 
cause  may  be.  Uut,  unlike  his 
neighbor,  the  axis  of  Saturn  is  in- 
clineil  2U'  to  the  plane  of  his  orbit, 
lie  has  days  and  nighta  therefore  of 
une<|ual  length,  a  diversity  of  seik- 
soiis,  mid  alternately  for  years  con- 
tiiiuiMl  winter  and  darkness  reign  at 

bis  (Mill's, 

The  satellites  of  Saturn  have 
tieen  named  by  .Sir  John  Ilerschel, 
lieginiiiiig  with  the  iiinermust.  Mi 
nuis,  Encela<lui..Tethys,Oione,  Rhea, 
Titan,  Hyperion,  and  lapetas,  after  the  Titanian  divinities.  Their  respective 
distances  from  their  primary  vary  from  aUiut  half  the  distance  of  our  own 
miKin  to  upwards  of  two  millions  of  miles.  Tlieir  |)erio<lio  revolutions  also 
vary  fniin  twenty-two  hours  to  seventy  nays.  Little  is  known  as  to  their  pri>- 
cise  inaKnitiide,  but  the  most  distant  is  evidently  the  largest,  and  is  siipixiseil  to 
lie  ntairly  eiiiial  to  Mars  in  size.  The  llrst  discovered,  or  tlie  sixth  as  to  distance, 
called  in  honor  of  the  discoverer,  Hiiygeiiiaii  satellite,  is  the  brightest.  These 
two  may  lie  discenieil  with  onlinary  optical  aid.  The  rest  are  more  difficult 
objects,  and  it  nipiires  the  inightii'st  telescope  to  teach  those,  wliich  just  skirt 
the  rings,  discoveriHl  liy  Sir  \V.  Ilerschel. 

The  diineiiHions  of  the  two  conspicuous  rings,  as  given  from  the  measure- 
ments of  .Struve,  made  at  Dorpat  in  the  year  Id'.i8,  with  Fraiienhofer's  large 
refractor,  <lo  not  differ  to  any  im|iortant  extent  from  later  determinations. 
They  aie  as  follows  ;—

The  above  ineasurcmenLs  give  to  the  exterior  ring  a  width  uf  Wfi':\  miles,  and, 
lo  the  interior  of  17,175  miles,  making  the  entire  width  of  the  bright  riiiiM 
including  tlie  interval, 'it),5:)li  miles.  That  these  appendagi-s  are  opai|ue  sulv- 
stunces  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  they  throw  shatluws  on  those  parts  uf  the

Pbaioi  of  Saturn. 

The  annular  appitratiiH  of  Saturn  ilhwtrateii  the  diveraitieii  of  the  syiiteni, 
nnd  III  connection  with  his  iiiooiix  is  D'l  doubt  Intended  to  give  him  coin|>ensa- 
tioii  for  a  siaiity  supply  of  direct  Kolar  IlKlit.  Three  of  the  satellites  are  nearer 
to  him  than  our  niiHin  tiv  us,  and  the  other  lour  will  lie  conspicuous  obje<^t»  in 
the  heaven.i  of  the  planet.  The  nearest  satellite  prolmlily  prcitenta  a  dii'k  eiiual 
In  extent  to  nine  or  ten  times  that  of  our  lunar  ghilie;  and  Hying  around  itA 
primary  every  twenty-twu  lioiiin, »  rapid  giicceHHlon  of  pliaites  will  lieexliiliited. 
In  an  age  of  imperfect  telescopes  tlie  perplexity  of  the  early  observem  respect- 
ing the  constitution  of  the  .Satiirnia:i  system  was  very  natural.  It  is  amusing 
now  to  read  the  rtH'ortlg  of  it,  yet  highly  encouraging  to  contm.st  our  own 
knowhilne  of  the  planet  with  their  siirmisings,  as  it  illustrates  thesiiccess  with 
which  tlie  |MTsistent  applii-ation  of  greater  instruroeutal  power  to  a  once  com- 
pletely liallliiig  olijwt  has  iH'en  crowned. 

I'liAMs.- This  remote  and  olisiiire  Imdy,  removed  to  alKiut  twice  the  dis- 
Uiiice  of  Saturn  from  the  sun,  may  Im^  seen  with  the  nuked  eye  by  a  practicetl 
oliseiver  in  line  weather  when  the  iiuhiii  is  absent,  and  appears  like  a  flx»l  star 
of  the  least  visible  magnitude,  Rhining  with  a  pule  blue  light  The  planet  is 
situated  at  a  mean  di.stimce  from  the  sun  of  1,800  millions  of  miles,  and  has  a  path 
of  inorethan  lO.ixiO  millions  to  traverse  In  revolution  around  him,  accomplished 
in  a  iH'riod  uf  eighty-four  years.  It  movm  over  one  degree  uf  its  orbit  in  eighty- 
live  days,  and  is  thus  seven  years  in  passing  one  constellation  of  the  zodiac 
Uranus,  apparently  insigniHcaiit  in  the  lieavens,  is  the  fourth  of  the  planets  in 
magnitude,  seventy-fimr  times  larger  than  the  earth  In  volume,  having  a  diame- 
ter of  Xifno  miles.  Six  sittellites,  according  to  the  discoverer,  attend  his  course. 
'I'liey  revolve  in  orbits,  the  planes  of  which  are  nearly  |ierpendicular  to  the 
e<'li|itic,  and  In  a  direction  from  east  to  west — singular  anomalies — exceptions 
to  the  general  laws  ol  the  system.  All  the  other  primary  planets  and  the  satel- 
lites move  from  west  lo  east,  and  tlie  satellites  move  nearly  in  the  same  plane 
with  the  orbits  of  their  primaries.  Why  these  laws  should  lie  departed  from 
in  this  instance  is  an  inexplicable  circumstance.  As  we  know  little  of  Mer- 
cury owing  to  his  proximity  to  the  sun,  so  we  know  little  of  Uranus  owing  to 
his  reniotenes.s.  The  proportion  of  light  and  heat  which  reaches  hlin  is  aUiiit 
f^tli  that  which  the  earth  receives,  hut  this  is  equal  to  the  illuminating  power 
of  several  hundreds  of  our  full  moons.  From  his  far  distant  sphere,  the  planet 
would  fall  if  subject  alone  to  the  centripetal  fon-e,  and  reijuire  an  interval  of 
nearly  llfteen  years  to  b«  precipitated  upon  the  sun.

Til*  lN«t  dl»cover«l  and  farthest  planet  Is  al  the  eiiormims  distance  of 
V,i«)()  mllhons  of  miles  from  the  sun,  aii>l  marks  the  present  InMindury  of  the 
planetary  NyHleni.  Neptune  has  a  diameter  of  !kl.AO(i  miles,  a  immIihI  of  n<vitlii- 
tlon  of  1114  years,  and  is  certainly  attended  by  at  least  one  satellite,  llist  seen  by 
Mr.  I.iusell,  III  iMn. 

A  ciii-soi)  view  has  now  lieen  taken  of  the  individual  iiii'inlierH  of  the  solar 
system,  The  vasliirss  of  Us  area  and  the  magnlliide  of  Us  objects  lorclbly 
arn^t  attention.  The  more,  iiuleeil,  we  Ihh'ohio  ex|)eriiiieiitallsts  in  the  weiiery 
of  the  universe,  tlie  more  iinprcssi'd  we  are  with  the  lin|MTffctlon  of  all  hiiiiian 
thimght  and  language  In  relalion  to  Its  range,  the  ilimensions  of  its  HtriictiireB, 
and  conscious  of  tlie  iniuliiiiiacy  of  our  coucepnoiis.  In  early  life  wi'  form  Ideas 
of  magnitude  which  are  notoriously  defecllve.  To  cIiIIiIIiihhI  romping  iiihiii  the 
village  green  the  weiie  of  Us  gamlHils  presents  all  exieiisive  siirlace,  and  the 
hlll-sl(leiip|H'aisa  coiisideralile  elevalloii;  the  ex|sTleiice  of  after  years  ctir- 
rwts  these  Inipn-ssloiis.  When  the  man  returns  to  the  weries  of  Ills  youth,  after 
haviiig  Is'eii  long  separatiHl  from  them,  be  is  surprised  at  their  ultertKl  as|N-ct, 
and  striiik  with  the  fallacy  of  his  former  views.  Tliegi'e<-nof  the  village  se«>ms 
but  a  span,  ami  the  eminence  a  hilhs'k.  After  having  gaziil  ii|hiii  the  expanse 
of  the  Amazon,  or  the  |Kiwerfiil  I'lincnt  of  llni  f.isslssippi,  the  stream  ineanilei- 
iiigtiiroiigh  the  iiieiuhiws  which  once  siiggestitl  an  Idea  of  amplitiiile,  insplii-s 

only  a  iiiitioii  o!  insignUIca It  is  thus  with  iis  when  the  niiml  dep:irts  from 

terrratrial  regions,  and  studies  tb itlying  realms  of  nature.    The  survey  oir- 

reels  and  expands  its  views.  The  fallacy  of  former  conceptions  of  height, 
length,  breadth,  and  depth  is  felt,  ami,  iM'iietrallng  into  space,  the  convlition 

'«•< >•»  more  distinct,  at  every  step,  of  the  isiverty  of  language  to  expims,  and 

the  ina<le<|iiaiy  of  inlelligence  to  grasp,  the  real  magiiilnde  of  the  uniicise. 

The  siiiH-rlicial  extent  of  the  earth  includes  upwards  of  a  hiiiidred  and 
ninety-seven  millions  of  square  miles,  and  Its  solid  contents  amount  to  twohun- 
dretl  and  sixty  tliousand  milliiuis  of  cubical  miles.  Huge  astlils  hall  is,  it  is  but 
like  a  hiUiNrk  to  .\loiil  Hlaiic,  when  contiastiMl  with  ,liipltir.  .Saturn,  or  Craniis. 

The  iniiiil  can  only  imperliTlly  einbrae-.i  the  vastiiess  of  planetary  territory; 

yet  it  is  but  as  a  province  to  ai pire  «  hen  coiii|)iir«l  with  a  single  object  in 

the  system— the  sun.  The  solar  surface  ccunprises  an  area  of  nearly  2',  billions 
of  s<|uare  miles,  the  planetary  surlaco  iM'iiig  in  proportion  to  it  iw  '^  thandlhe 
terrestrial  surface  as  -„'^  th.  In  Its  solid  bulk,  the  solar  giobe  Is  e<|iiul  to  five 
hundred  times  the  volume  of  the  planets,  and  lo  nearly  1 14  milllun  such 
worlds  as  ours. 

The  extent  of  s|Nioe  occupied  by  the  orbits  of  the  planets  Is  no  less  aston- 
ishing than  tlie  stuteliness  of  some  of  their  dimensions.  At  the  railrowl  spetsl 
of  Hfty  miles  an  hour,  an  individual  would  accomplish  the  journey  over  the 
huigest  tract  of  land  in  the  olil  world,  from  the  ciMst  of  Senegal  to  that  of 
Kaintschatkii,  in  ten  days.    Hut  it  would  rec|iiireaisMi<Klof  4:lOyearstoproce««l 

In  a  direct  line  fn me  extremity  of  the  earth's  orbit  to  unollier  at  the  same 

rate  of  motion ;  and  this  is  but  a  trilling  span  when  comihired  .Itli  the  d'amo- 
tersof  someof  the  other  planetary  orbits.  If  a  vehicle  had  been  set  ill  motion 
at  the  commencement  of  the  t'liristlan  em,  and  hiul  inces-santly  kept  up  the 
vehs'ity  mentioned,  it  wouhl  not  yet  liuve  perfomiiil  half  Its  passage  across  the 
orbit  of  Saturn;  or  if  one  bad  Is'gnii  a  similar  pilgrimage  at  the  same  rate 
across  the,  orbit  of  Uranus  when  Adam  was  in  paradise,  it  would  yet  lie  far 
away  from  its  gmd.  Suppose  an  Inch  eiiiploywl  to  represent  tlieearth'sdistance 
of  1)1  millions  of  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  system,  ill  inches  will  lie  rei|ulre<l 
to  express  the  pro|)orthinatedistance  of  Uranus,  and  .10  inches  that  of  Neptune, 
its  visible  iKiundary.  Views  of  extensivene.Hs  thus  break  in  upon  us  which  are 
(lerfectly  inuppreciuble  and  confounding.  Of  a  mile,  or  ten  miles,  or  a  hundred 
miles,  we  can  form  a  distinct  conception,  Is-cause  these  are  spaces  which  we 
often  travel  over ;  and  a  persion  who  Iiils  sailed  across  the  Atlantic  will  lie  able 
to  entertain  a  commensurate  idea  of  one,  two,  or  thri-e  thousand  miles.  But 
when  milHons  are  brought  liefore  us,  we  have  an  extent  to  grapple  witli,  which 
so  far  transcends  that  of  the  scenes  of  terrestrial  liH-omotiun  as  to  defy  our 
mental  grasp  to  embrace  the  distance.  The  area  occupied  by  the  system  lo 
which  we  lielong  is  thus  stiiiM-ndous.  To  form  a  conception  of  its  amplitude 
worthy  of  it,  is  at  present  beyond  the  s<'oiie  of  our  faculties.  Yet  our  further 
in<|uiries  will  show  this  aiva  to  lie  but  a  small  department  of  the  creation,  lut 
small,  when  compared  with  the  visible  regions  of  the  universe,  as  a  few  yards 
of  riH'k  pi^eping  up  above  tlie  surface  of  the  witves  to  the  broad  expanse  of  the 
I'ucillc  I 

The  relative  distances  of  the  planets  from  the  central  source  of  light  and 
heat  exiiibit  great  discrei>aiicies.  Taking  that  of  the  earth  as  1,  the  proportion- 
ale  distance  of  Mercury  is  ,', ,  Venus  -', ,  Mars  I'^,  ,liipiter  (414,  Siiturn  9'^, 
Uranus  ID,  Neptune  SO.  This  diversity  of  position  must  prixliice  diverse  phy- 
sical effects ;  but  even  to  the  furthest  planet  the  Sun  is  still  a  St'N,  and  will 
affonl  an  illumination  sevenil  hundred  times  surpassing  our  largiwt  supply  of 
lunar  light.  The  apparent  diameter  of  the  sun,  us  seen  from  the  earth,  is  sa  . 
As  seen  from  the  other  planets  it  will  be.

In  ri-Kai'diiiK  the  plaiii'lary  wnrliU  im  the  aliudrs  of  H«nti«iit  life  luiil  of 
foriniof  exiKti'iictikiiiilii'd  to  Hume  wliitli  miiiiiy  tliii  earth,  hiit  emllnwlydiver- 
gitletl,  weure  far  ill  ililvanii'of  all  si'iisihle  eviili'iici',  lint  nut  In'MhiiI  what  the 
soIm ielii'H of  niison  will  justify.  It  may  lie  hard  to  iinauiiie  how  lifij  ran  be 
Hiistaiiied  niiih'r  llieuiipaii'iit  heat  of  .Menuiy,  or  amid  the  neeininK  cold,  the 
trenii'iiiloiH  Htorinii,  and  rapid  atmi»<pherii.'rh,iiiKi»  of  .Iiipiter.  Hut,  iKnonuit 
of  fai't.H,  a  parallel  dilllcuUy  would  Lh>  a  HlninhliiiK-liIiM'k  to  ii»,  in  relation  touur 
iiwn  planet,  whin  wecouHider  the  liiuli  l<'m|>eratnie  of  ita  iiiiialnrial  reKionH 
anil  IliB  intense  cold  of  Its  polar  cinleu.  All  the  planets  are  plainly  of  one  fam- 
ily its  to  their  physical  ehiiracter,  their  nemral  contluuratioii,  their  iiinlionH  of 
r^voliilion  and  rotation,  and  the  alternation  of  day  and  ni«hl ;  and  these  aie 
ri-wmblunrea  which  may  reasonahly  lead  us  to  »iis|sTt  oilier  analogies.  The 
f«rl  is  also  clear,  of  Meniiry.  Venus,  Mars,  .Iiipiler.  and  .Saturn  lM'iii({  snr- 
n)iiiided  with  alinosplieies;  acoiislitution  which  slioiiuly  indiiales their iktii- 
l>aiiry  with  some  vaneticH  of  orKani/ed  iM'iim.  We  kimw,  in  the  case  of  luir 
own  |!hilH>,  the  iinporlant  uses  of  its  atiuospliere  in  maiiilainiiii;  animal  life, 
tninsniitliuRHonnd  and  IlKlil.anil  in  advaiiciii);  the  arts  wliirhtend  tocivilize  si;- 
Cietv.  We  may  well  lielieve,  therefore,  that  it  has  liei'ii  fiirnishwl  with  thiselas- 
tlc  and  essential  apparatus.  In  order  tomlii])!  it  for  the  rweplion  of  animal  exisl- 
enceaml  iiilellideut  inhaliitants;  andlhi' inferenco  isjusl.  that  iisiniilar  ariaiiKe- 
nient  distiiiRuishiiiB  other  planets,  (Hiinls  to  the  same  ileHtinatinii.  It  isapoHslhle 
ooncJ>ption.  -hilt  weshiuild  smile  at  the  cnslulily  of  Hie  man  who  iM-lieved  it 
real,— that  atleet  of  shilisnavimilliiKthe  oi'ean,  with  sails  niitiirleil  anil  p<'nnoiis 
flyluB.did  so  without  a  cargo  in  the  hold,  a  crew  on  Injanl,  or  au  object  in  view. 


CIUrTEK   VIII. 

0OMET8. 

Of  all  the  wlrtitiiil  objects  which  have  arrmteil  tho  attention  of  mankind, 
none  ha\e  exciteil  smh  Keneral  and  lively  apiirehension  as  lluMe  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  which  we  now  enter.  Their  ({eiieral  features  are  a  ilellnite  point 
or  nucleus—a  iieliiilnus  liKlit  surrounding  the  nucleus,  and  a  luininoiiH  train 
procee  liiiK  or  foUowinK  it. 

There  arc  several  plain  |>oinls  of  difference  lietween  comets  and  planets. 
The  planets  move  in  the  same  dire<'tion  from  west  to  east,  which  is  astroiiom- 
ically  calhsldiii'ct  motion  ;  hut  the  luovemeiits  of  comets  are  often  from  east 
to  west,  or  relnwade.  The  orbits  of  all  the  planet*  ai-e  coiillned  to  a  lone  of 
no  great  breadth  on  either  side  of  the  ecliptic;  but  the  paths  of  cometH  cut  the 
m;liplicin  every  dii-ection, some  lieing  even  |ierpendieular  to  it,  traversing  the 

heavens  in  all  pails.    The< tra.st  Is  stiiking  likewise  between  the  forms  of 

their  rfspective  orbits.  A  htsip  will  willi  no  great  iniu-curiu'y  represent  the 
courses  of  the  planets,  but  coiiietnry  paths  are  of  every  possible  eccentricity, 
Isith  elongafe<l  elliiwes  and  open  curves,  as  itarnlMilas  or  hy|ierliola«.  Only  one 
end  of  the  eilipsv  Ilea  within  the  liiuituuf  tlie  system,  in  the  case  of  tba  great 


inaJorllT  ornHiieta  with  shut  orbits.  They  only  visit  our  gaie  therefore  during 
one  pait  of  llieir  loiirsi,  and  Ihal  a  very  nmall  |>art,  liaviling  diinnu  llii'  lesl

Hiiently  asHumiiig  a  curved  foiiii.  it  iiieieascs  in  lenglli  wllli  Us  proxiiiiily  to 
the  solar  IsKly.hiit  does  not  aciiuiie  Us  (jrealest  exieiil  until  iifler  the  |H'rilieit<>ii 
or  the  |Hiint  neariwl  to  the  sun  is  passed.  If  we  regard  the  train  as  >a|ii>ri'al  ion 
prisluciil  by  llm  intense  heal  to  which  the  luNly  of  Ihecoinet  Isexposnl  ii|hhi  a|>- 
proiichiiiR  llm  sun,  this  iicconiils  for  its  increiisiiig  hidlli  and  greatest  exieiil 
after  the  |M>rihelion.  just  as  it  is  alter  the  sinnmer  Hoist  net  hat  Ibeerlh  allaiiiH 
Its  highent  tciii|N>ralnie,  allhongli  Its  daily  supply  of  solar  iiilliienee  Is  lb  n 
actiiallv  iliniiuisliinu.  The  comet  a|i|s'ais  in 
the  diagram  at  lis  |M'rilielion  juissage  meiely 
for  the  sakeof  illnstraliiin,  as  III  that  |iail  of 
Its  ciiutve  It  wiut  completely  hist  in  the  solar 
bla/e. 

I'ometary  stalisllciaiis  have  compilisl  a 
nsoni  oi  Is'lneeii  six  anil  seven  liiinilnd 
a|i|iearanees  since  the  cnniinencemenl  of  the 
I'lirislian  era.  lint  lillle  de|N-nilenci' can  In'

liiUK  and  such  iilienonieua  iw  new  slam  were 
conioiindnl  ill  f'irmer  times  with  true  comets, 
anil  instances  of  the  re  appe.iianie  of  the 
Haiiie  IhhIv  are  iiodoiibt  ineluded  in  Ihi'ielnrn. 
in  alsint  LKHi  inslances,  the  orbits  have  been 
lUMTrtiiiiiisI  Willi  more  or  less  certainly.  (If 
this  niimls'i,  forty  appear  to  have  desirilHsl 
ellipses;  seven  hyiMilMilas  ;  and  a  IiiiimIi'mI 
and  lifty  paialMilas.  The  elli|n<e  is  an  oval 
which  ailniils  of  every  iHisKihle  degree  of  is'- 
cenlricily,  or  devialion  from  the  cinle;  the 
liyiM'rlsila  is  an  open  curve,  the  blanches  of 
which  may  Ih<  consideiiil  siraight  lines  iiidell- 
nllely  diveigeni  ;  the  paraUila  is  an  open 
curve,  the  blanches  ol  which  cxleird  in  a 
nearly  parallel  directiim,  never  converKing. 
Conseipiently  till'  elli|itic  coniels  are  regular 
memliers  of  the  solar  system,  with  periislic  linn's,  some  of  tliein  never  wander 
iiig  la-yond  the  planetary  orbits,  while  llie  hyi«rbolic  and  paralnilic  comets  a|i- 
pear  within  its  liniits,  deimrl.  and  return  no  more,  unless  thrown  by  some  dis- 
turbing force  iiilo  a  new  path. 

Tiic  thrni  fealnies  of  iieliiiloslly,  nucleus,  and  tail,  are  usually  a-ssignisl  to 
cornel ary  IkkIIi's,  but  many  aie  deslltnle  of  llie  latter  appendage,  and  also  willi- 
oiit  any  clearly  dellinsl  iiiiclens.    They  apis'ar  as  simple  nebiilosilics,  glolmlar 

iiia.s.sesof  va|ior  having  no  central  coiulcnsal Ihniugh  which  the  teelilest  of 

I  he  stars  readily  shine.     The  va|siiy  envelii|ie  is  dim  tow  iinis  the  central  isiinl, 

lint  suddenly  ls'< s  Inminons  at  someilistance  from  it,  so  as  to  n'semble  a  ring 

ii'sting  in  e<|iiilibriniii  around  a  star,  like  Hie  ring  of  Saturn.  The  cometary 
nuclei  often  sliine  with  a  light  as  vivacious  as  thai  of  the  planets,  and  cxiinsI 
them  in  splendor  n|s)n  Hearing  the  sun.  They  vary  consiilerahly  inlheirdianii>- 
ters,  hilt  are  in  general  very  small.  The  nieasiiri'ineiit  of  the  diameters  of  live 
given  bv  Arago  range  lielwit'ii  thirty  lliiee  miles  and  Ihrw  thousand  two  hiin- 
drisl.  The  external  aiipearance  of  other  comets  exhibits  the  three  featnri's 
coniliined.aiiil  Ihi-seaie  remarkiible  objects,  (M'casionally  presenting  a  terrilh' 
ius|Hst.  Immense  spaces  are  somelimes  covered  by  the  luminous  trains,  or 
tails,  as  much  as  ninety  or  a  hundred  degris's;  so  that  while  the  iiiiclens  has 
Iss'ii  lielow  the  horizon,  the  tr.iin  has  reached  the  zenith,  strelcliing  tlirougli  an 
extent  of  nearly  a  hiiiidnsi  and  llfty  millions  of  milcH.  The  tails  appear  to 
Btreamfrom  that  part  of  the  nucleus  whidi  is  fartliest  joni  the  sun,  but  sel- 
dom in  the  direi-tion  of  a  straight  line  Joining  the  two  IkmIii-h.    They  generally 

exhibit  a Heii.Hible  curvature,  liending  towards  that  regi if  the  heavens  last 

iinitteil  by  the  conicl.  and  cast's  have  bis-ii  oliservisl  in  which  they  have  formed 
a  right  angle  with  the  nucleus.    The  llgiire  represents  their  coiniiion  form,  the 
;'..,  arrow  showing  Ihedlieclmn  of  the  coinel's  luolion, 

and  the  dotted  line  tlie  di  reel  ion  of  the  sun.  Tliern 
Is  great  enlargement  ill  the  breadlli  of  the  tail,  as  Ita 
distance  from  1  he  nucleus  increaHcs  ;  and  anolmcnru 
8tri|H- apiH'ars  iiassing  down  tie  iiiiddle,  which  liaii 
SUggesteil  the  hypothi'sis  of  a  hollow  luiiiiiions  cone. 
The  llrst  comet  wliose  return  was  piislictisl  and 
determimsl  made  its  appearance  in  our  heavens  i.i 
the  year  \i\»i.  Though  far  inferior  in  magnitude  anil 
splendor  to  its  predecessor,  it  wiis  a  considerabh'  oli- 
itsl,  and  has  now  liecome  In  conHe(|iience  of  its  assis'lalions  one  of  tlie  most 
interestiiig  Isslies  of  the  Hysteni.  It  presented  a  tail  extending  through  thirty 
degrees  of  the  hemisphere  ;  and  while  science  walchetl  itBnniveiiients,tlieeyeiif 
the  iMipiilace  resleil  u|Min  ita  form  without  alarm,  as  the  former  bad  signally 
faileil  in  causing  auv  direful  catiwlrqphe.

Anothi'i'  ronii't,  (>\liil>itinK  sonic  iiinaikalili'  li'aluri's.  pii'senti'il  itself  in  the 
year  ls(i7.  It  was  assiilioiisly  oliseivnl  liy  lliisihcl  in  this  roinilry,  anil  li.v  tlK- 
eonlinelital  iuslroiioineis,  Shroeli'i-.  Ilessel.  anil  Ollieis.  The  ilrawiiiKS  of  the 
two  former  are  hi'ie  fiiviii,  talven  on  two  siieceeilinK  eveiilnpi.  wliieh  show  u 


(llacnvcry  that  theli  orhital  eoiiise  is  inrlnilml  within  tlio  lionnils  of  our  system. 


(liviiieil  tail,  the sepanite  hranihi's  having  variwl  their  ivspccts.  Cornsrations. 
thi'keriiiK  anil  vanishing  like  the  northern  lights,  a|i|H>ariil  to  shiH>l  out  in  an 
instant  from  the  train  to  an  imineniu'  extent. 

In  the  antnmii  of  tsit,  hy  far  the  finest  eoniel  smlilenly  appeareil  to  ailoni 
onr  heavens,  that  hail  Imi'Ii  seen  sinee  the  age  of  Newton.  It  was  tirst  iK'lelii 
in  this  country  in  the  liegiiining  of  .S'pteinlMT.  anil  was  visihle  for  more  ilian 
three  months  in  succession  to  the  nakeil  eye,  shining  with  great  splemlor,  the 
olMcrviil  of  (11  ohservers.  This  w;is  a  comet  of  the  tiiKt  class  in  |M)iiit  of  inag- 
niluile  anil  Inniinosity.  Its  hrilliant  tail,  at  its  greatest  elongation,  hail  an  ex- 
tent of  ia:l  millions  of  miles,  hy  a  breadth  of  l."i  millions:  ami  thus,  snii|iosiiig 
*he  nucleus  of  the  comet  to  have  liei'ii  plaivil  on  the  snn,  anil  the  tail  in  the 
plane  of  the  oiliils  of  the  planets,  it  woiih'  have  icachiil  over  those  of  Mercury, 
Venus,  the  Karth,  anil  have  iHirilereil  on  tnat  of  Mars.  At  its  nearest  approach 
to  ns.  the  comet  was  yet  itistant  )41  niillions  of  miles,  so  that  even  hail  the  tail 
pointetl  to  the  earth,  its  extremity  uonlil  have  lievn  IH  millions  uf  miles  away 


from  its  surface.  The  appearance  of  this  come!  was  strikingly  ornamental  to 
the  evening  sky.  Many  a  r<'ai)erlati  in  the  harvest  tielil  stayeil  his  hanil,  ami 
many  a  peiwant  hoinewanl-lHinml  stopinil  in  the  wav,  to  gaze  u|M>n  thecelestial 
novelty  as  it  grew  intoilistinctness  with  the  ilecliniiig  ilay. 

The  year  tut  I  was  very  remarkalile  for  its  high  leiii|M'iature  -  hejHiuntiful 
harvest  -the  riclme.Hs  anil  ahumlance  of  the  vintage,  Topiihir  opinion  lussigmil 
thesi'  hlessings  to  the  ri'splenilent  comet ;  anil  the  wine  of  the  comet  was  sold 
afterwards  at  high  prici-s.  No  douht,  however,  that  pre<'iscly  ilifTen'iil  circnin- 
Htanci-s  would  have  iH'en  conui'ctwl,  hy  t!>e  pulilie  miiiil,  w'lh  the  same  cause; 
and  this  has  literally  l»H  n  the  cjuw",  for  "a  cold  wimer,"  and  "meteors  ill  (ler- 
many,"  are  refernil  to  tlie  comet  of  ItWi),  liy  i>  writer  in  IH'iti. 

Noconclimion  canhe  drawu,  to  the  elTii't  that  "ometary  apiwirances  have 
any  inlluence  in  raising  the  teiii|H'rature.  In  l"2s  and  in  latl  no  linnets  pre- 
sentiKl  themselves,  and  the  temi>eral lire  was  nearly  at  its  maximum.  In  1«W 
there  were  four,  and  it  was  nearly  at  its  minimum. 

There  was  no  iiiconsideraiile  amount  .>f  Hii|H-rstitious  f ear  hlendinl  u|Hm  this 
iM'casion  with  the  n.itnral  fwlings  of  wonder  and  ailn'iration  that  wereexclt«l. 
An  till  great  comet  of  KMi  had  l«'en  deemed  a  :naiiifest  presage  of  the  reviMra- 
tlon  of  the  e<lict  of  Naiitifl,  the  pei-sii'iitlon  of  the  Kreiich  prol.wlants.and  the 
lonB  wars  that  ensmil,  so  was  thi  heantifnl  and  transient  visitor  of  Ihii  aVuseil 
in  a  similar  manner.  It  w:us  w  ilely  regardiil  as  llietierahl  of  simie  awful  ler- 
r«it!lal  occurrence,  and  the  |>artn'ular  event  intended  was  not  donlitfiil  to  many 
mindK  when  NajKileoti  le<l  his  legion"  fr.„„  the  \V(«t  to  jHTlsh  amid  the  snown 
u(  Russia,  ai.il  .Moscow  was  in  llames!

The  (Irst  of  these  objerta  haa  now  freiinently  answered  to  the  annonnce- 
ments  made  respiiting  its  course,  iiiiiinti'slalily  establishiiiK  its  chanu'tcr  ax  a 
n-gular  menilier  of  our  system,  moving  in  oheilience  to  its  laws.  Theconict  a|>- 
(M'ars  as  a  small  globular  patch  of  va|ior.  without  any  starlikc  nucleus  or  tail, 
scaii'dy  perceptilile,  and  its  dimness  to  Ik'  iiicicasing.  Hut  this  insignillcaiit 
and  shadowy  thing  exhibits  a  deeply  interesting  and  impoilant  phenomenon, 
that  of  the  gradual  ilimliiiition  of  its  perioilic  time,  owing  to  a  decrea.se  in  the 
size  of  its  orbit,  the  siipiMisisI  effect  of  a  resisting  lueiliiiiii  in  space,  which  is 
urging  it  nearer  the  sun,  and  may  ultiiiialcly  terminate  its  career  as  a  separate 
l)ody.  The  same  concln.sion  is  entertainiKl  with  reference  to  the  planets, 
foiindeil  niHiii  this  iH'ciiliarity  of  the  comet  of  Kiicke.  If  the  s|)ace  iii  which 
they  move  is  iH'ciipieil  by  ;i  resisting  mislium,  that.  It  is  cnnceiveil,  will,  in  the 
long  run  of  ages,  diminish  their  velocity,  decrease  the  centrifugal  force,  give 
more  |H)wer  to  the  solar  attraction,  draw  them  lowaids  the  centre,  andtliiisend 
the  system.  .><iicli  a  s|)eiiilatioii  is,  to  say  the  lea.st,  premature.  We  may  admit 
the  existence  of  11.1  ethereal  miiliiini  which  shall  perceplibly  alTcil  the  move- 
ments of  light  vaporous  InHlies,  yet  offer  no  appreciable  op|iosition  to  the  solid 
and  weighty  planetary  masses.  The  pio|)er  course  is  to  wait  until  such  a  me- 
dium is  placisl  lieyond  all  ilotibt,  for  it  cannot  lie  said  yet  to  be  demonstratisl; 
and  until  we  have  some  evidence  of  its  action  in  the  case  of  the  planets,  before 
we  reitson  upon  it  as  a  fact. 

lliela's  comet,  ilisi'overed  hy  an  Austrian  otlicer  of  that  name  in  liohemia, 
in  the  year  isal,  was  tirst  .sii-n  as  a  round  neliiiloiis  Uiily  in  the  constellation  of 
Aries;  and  wa.s  sikiii  perceiveil  to  ci)rres|>onil  in  its  path  to  Ihal  of  the  comets 
of  177-.'  and  IWi",  with  which  it  was  siibsci|iienth  identiliiil.  Ila  apliclion  place 
is  a  little  beyond  the  orbit  of  Jupiter,  it.s  perihelion  within  Ihal  of  Venus,  its 
■r^      _  time  of  revolulion  iMiil  days,  or 

ll\i  yeai-s.  Tins  «iuh  the  comet 
which  excited  a  large  amount  of 
apprehension  for  the  safety  of  our 
terrestrial  mansion,  prior  to  its 
return  in  is:'.'.'.  It  was  ealciilattsl 
that  a  liltle  before  midnight,  on 
the  '.'nth  of  October,  it  would  cross 
the  plane  in  which  the  earth  le- 
volves,  near  the  |>oint  vhcie  our 
glolie  itself  wiiiild  lie  on  the  niorii- 
iligofthe;>i)tli  if  November  lol- 
lowing:  and  niiuoiil  tedly,hailllie 
comet  bis'ii  delayiil  a  month  by 
any  ili.stnrbance,  a  collision  with 
its  nebiiliMity  would  have  taken 
place.  Itiit  the  earth's ;irogress in 
its  orbit  heing  at  the  mean  rate 
of  two  millions  of  miles  daily,  ami 
a  month  intervening  lictween  the 

passage    ol    tli met   across   It 

and  the  arrival  of  the  earth  at 

the  same  |Hi|iit,  the  two  liiKlies 

were  never  nearer  than  sixty  mil' 

lions  of  miles.

I'oii.sti'lliitioii  Orion,  ily  many 
olwcrvoiTs  it  wan  mistaken  at  liml  for  the  zodiacal  lifrlit;  but  ilHaspfwtand  move- 
ments [irovefl  it  to  lie  a  (.'omet  of  tlie  very  largest  eliiss.  'I'lie  nueltiiis  wita  not 
seen  here,  but  it  was  visilile  in  more  soiitliem  hititiideH,  wliere  the  whole  ap- 
pi'iirance  of  the  eomet  was  far  moredelliiite  iliaii  with  lis.  The  phenonienuu 
was  observed  at  Nice  on  the  l^th  of  March;  nt  0|Hirto  on  the  14th;  and  at 
I'arison  the  ITtli.  It  wius  like  a  narrow  thin  cloud,  one  end  being  apparently 
merged  in  the  reniaining  solar  light,  and  the  other  in  or  near  the  ronstellation 
l.ejiiis.  Instead  of  being  liiniiiious  at  the  edges,  and  more  obscure  in  the  mid- 
dle, ageiieral  characteristic  of  conietary  tails,  which  Iiiim  induced  the  belief  that 
they;  .e  rones  internally  empty,  the  '  glit  of  the  tail,  in  the  present  instance, 
was  vi."  ;y  more  intense  in  the  centre  than  on  the  sides.  This  was  one  of  tlie 
largest  imet.s  ever  oliserved.  Its  train  must  have  exloiidwl  thiougli  celestial 
space  to  the  enormous  length  of  a  hundred  and  sixty  millions  of  miles.  It  was 
traveling  with  priMligioiis  velocity  away  from  the  sun,  having  doubleil  the  solar 
orb  n|H>n  lirsl  beiiiming  visible, aii'l  siKin  vanishetl  from  terrestrial  gaze  in  the 
imniensities  of  the  iiiiiveise.     In  south  Africa  its  appearance  wits  very  distinct. 

.V  ICiiropi'aii,  traveling  in  the  wilds  of  America,  tlie  only  representative  of 
the  civilized  uorhl  present  iipiiii  the  iK'ciusion,  lias  giaphirally  nairatiil  his  own 
impressions, and  titose  ol'  his  Indian  companions; — "We  were  iLsceiiding  the 
Iv-iseiinilio  liver.  Tlie  weather  was  iiiifavoralde,  and  the  sky  had  l.ieeu  covered 
witii  clouds  for  weeks.  We  were  approaching  the  cataract  ()ur>.|HH'aii  1114°  11' 
north  h:titurie.  and  liail  ciicamiied,  on  the  r*lh  ul  .'.ari'li,  three  miles  below  it, 
when,  for  the  lli>t  time  since  our  departure  from  the  coiust,  the  sky,  hitherto  a 
unil'oriu  mass  of  greyish  clouds,  I'leared  in  tlie  evening,  and  I'Xpnsid,  towardg 
south-west,  the  deep  tropical  blue,  spangled  «  itii  stars  We  hailed  w  itii  pleaii- 
ure  llie  prediction  of  liettcr  weatliir;  but  what  was  our  ania/.eiiieiit  when  we 
observed,  in  the  W.S.  W.,  abroad,  white,  nebulous  band,  inclining  towards  the 
horizon.  Tlie  zenith  was  covered  with  those  beautiful  i'IoikIs  which  the  inet- 
iiirologists  calls  ciri'o-cumiiliis;  tlit^sky  wius,  however,  perfectly  clear  on  both 
sides  of  the  band  wliieli.iU  (in  arc)  bro:ui,  and  of  a  pure  white,  almost  trans- 
parent, fornieil  a  strong  contrast  witli  the  deep  azure  of  the  tropical  sky.  I 
could  not  olwerve  wliellier  the  band  rested  apparently  on  the  horizon,  as  the 
wall-like  forest,  near  the  edge  of  which  we  were  eiicampeil,  preventeil  me  from 
seeing  that  |Hirtioii  of  the  sky.  From  the  [xiinl  where  the  band  became  visilile 
ii.  apixarisl  of  a  uniform  breiulth,  liecoining  more  transparent,  and  slightly 
diverging,  near  the  summit.  What  can  it  be?  was  the  llrst  ipiestion.  My  In- 
dian friends  stixsl  around,  liHiking  now  with  wonder  at  the  plienoinenoli,  now 
askance  at  iiie.  Our  doubts  were  solved  next  evening,  March  (•:  it  was  a  comet. 
Our  camp  Wius  so  lav  rably  situated  that  the  southwestern  horizon  wils  e.\- 
[Kised  to  our  view.  The  sky  wius  partially  clouded  until  seven  o'clock,  when  the 
clouds  to  the  west  cleared  away,  and  there  stinxl  ilie  comet  in  all  its  grandeur, 
the  niieleiis  being  aliont  I:!  above  the  horizon,  and  the  tail  extending  to 
the  star  Kridani,  then  alxxit  4A°  higlu  The  uucleus  appeared,  to  the  naked 
eye,  like  a  star  of  the  second  magiiitiule;  its  tail,  nenr  the  biuie  like  a  narrow 
band,  spread  in  its  binadest  part  1  lU',  and  lost  itself  ia  the  constellation  Kri- 
.laniis.  We  stood  amaze<l.  .\  bright  iiiihiii  siimewliat  les.-eued  the  effect  which 
this  most  Wdiiderfiil  of  all  natural  phenomena  would  have  prmluciHl  had  all 
else  iM'i'n  bidden  in  lUirkness;  but  the  extent  of  the  tail  reiidercil  it  remarkable: 
inilH'tl,  it  HXH  the  largest  which  we,  who  stood  assembled,  had  ever  witnessed 
in  our  lifetime. 


This  comet  is  remarkable  on  various  accounts.  It  advanced  nearer  to  the 
sohir  siirfiuv  than  any  other  on  rword.  Th^tt  id  liLsii  approached  thesiin  within 
oiie-thiii!  of  his  diameter;  but  that  of  1.>U:1  came  within  oiie-seveiilh.  and  was 
coniHH|uently  more  than  twice  as  near. ex|Hwedtoiiheatof  pro|uii1ioiiategivater 
Intensity.  Sir.lohn  Ileischel  compiitcil  that  the  heat  rweiviil  by  its  surface 
during  tli"  pas-sage  of  the  i«'rilielion  was  e<|ual  to  that  which  would  be  received 
by  an  oiual  iHuiion  of  the  eiirtli's  surface,  if  It  were  exjioseil  to  the  inliuence  of 
.n,ll(N)  Hill-s,  placed  at  the  I'ommon  ilistanee  of  the  actiiHl  snii.  II  is  dillleiilt  to 
conceive  how  a  lllmsy  \m\\  could  have  resisffnl  such  a  temi>eratiire  so  as  not  to 
have  been  entirely  disslpatfHl.    This  comet  is  also  rcnniikable  lus  om^  of  the  few 


on  record  which  have  been  visible  in  broiul  daylight.  At  noon,  on  the  28th  of 
February,  it  was  distinctly  seen  without  the  aid  of  gliisses,  by  numerous  per- 
sons congregated  in  the  streets  of  ilidogna,  in  Italy. 

Among  the  comets  of  splendid  ap[)earanue,  a  reference  is  due  to  IXjiiati's, 
upon  which  the  eyes  of  millions  rested  with  wonder  and  delight,  after  the  sun- 
set hour  had  passed,  during  the  snnimer  months  of  the  year  18.''>8.  The  tail  was 
un  object  of  matchless  lieauty,  expanding  over  a  lueadth  of  m,(Kn>  miles,  and 
covering  the  Iright  star  Arcturiis,  but  without  1  iig  it  from  view,  or  dim- 
ming its  light.  It  is  now  known  that  these  brilliaiii  comets  are  vei7  few  when 
comparetl  with  th.i  whole  iiumlH-r  which  actually  approach  the  eartn,  for 
si'iircely  a  year  passes  without  one,  two,  or  even  more  lieing  di.scovcre<l  by  the 
telescoiie. 

The  strangely  fantastic  conformations  which  these  Ixxlies  undergo  in  thei: 
npproiich  to  jierilielion  and  re<^essiou  from  it,  souielinies  breaking  up  into  two 
or  more  separate  parts,  are  evidently  due  to  the  solar  action,  in  whatever  way 
it  may  lie  exerciseil.  The  annexed  cut  repre.si'iits  some  of  the  various  appear- 
ances preeented  by  Ilalley's  (^oiiiet  in  IK;i5  in  different  parts  of  its  orbit— ii,  b,  c, 
in  approaching  the  sun ;  d,  e.  in  retreating. 


Cometary  astrnnniny  has  hitherto  Hdvance<l  but  little  in  knowledge 
respecting  'Me  physical  coustiliition  of  its  olijeits,  beyond  the  fact  that  they  are 
self-luminous  aiui  most  likely  entirely  gaseous.  Hnt  armed  with  the  siMH'tro- 
scope,  it  may  liecontldently  anticipated,  tliat  obscure  points  relative  to  their 
structure  will  be  made  clear,  whenever  a  brilliant  and  long-tailed  memlier  of 
the  family  appears.  One  thing  is  very  certain,  that  while  through  century 
after  century  they  have  lieen  visible  at  intervals  in  the  terrestrial  sky,  the  ex- 
.  ting  order  of  nature  has  never  lieen  interfered  with  by  their  ai'tion,  though 
II;  .itedly  distnrlKil  themselves  by  pioxiniily  to  other  IxMlies  in  the  system, 
case  of  Level's  lost  comet  intruding  into  the  system  of  .lupiter  without  at 
affecting  the  satellites,  but  iH'iiig  itself  dcHected  into  a  new  path  liy  the  ven- 
i.ire,  may  lead  ns  to  lisik  witlioiit  alarm  upon  a  similar  approach  lieing  made  to 
fellowship  with  oiii'selves.  Xo  trilling  .service  has  Ih-cu  rendered  to  nuinkind 
by  seienc',  in  having  divested  these  IxKlies  of  those  attributes  of  terror  with 
which  they  were  identit'ieil  in  ages  past,  when  regarded  as  the  heralds  of  jxillt- 
ical  mistortune,  or  threatening  fatal  physical  events,  it  is  noslight  advantage 
to  the  niiHlerii.s,  that  they  can  gaze  iiikui  such  obje<'ts  without  anticipating 
disaster,  and  regard  them  as  controlled  by  those  laws  to  whicl.  their  own  world 
is  obedient. 


CHAFTKIl  IX. 

METEOKii—AliKOLITES— METEORIC  SHOWERS. 

From  every  region  of  the  globe,  and  in  all  ages  of  time  within  the  range  of 
history,  exhibitions  of  apparent  instability  in  the  heavens  have  been  olim-rved, 
when  the  cnrtaiiis  of  the  evening  have  been  drawn.  Suddenly,  a  line  of  light 
arrests  the  eye.ilarting  like  an  arrow  through  a  varying  extent  of  space,  and  in 
a  moment  llie  lirniament  is  as  sombre  as  liefoie.  The  appearance  is  exactly 
that  of  a  star  falling  from  its  spliere,  and  hence  the  [Hipiilar  title  of  sluHUing 
star  appliiil  to  it.  The  apparent  magnitude  of  these  lights  aloft  sensiblv  dilfers, 
and  also  their  brilliancy.  Occasionally,  they  are  far  more  resplendent  than  the 
brighti'st  of  the  planets,  and  throw  a  verv  jierceptible  llliiniinatiou  u|)ou  the 
path  of  the  observer.  A  second  or  tw.i  c.miiiionly  sntliees  for  the  individmil 
display,  but  in  some  instances  it  has  liustnl  several  minutes.  In  every  climate 
It  is  witnessed,  and  at  all  times  of  the  ye  ir,  but  most  freiiiiently  in  the  autum- 
nal months.  Various  hyisitliesis  have  i,'>  'n  fiamiKl  to  explain  the  nature  and 
origin  of  these  remarkable  api>earances.  rt'heii  eliTtricity  began  to  lie  i.nder- 
stiMxl,  this  WILS  thought  to  afford  a  satisfactory  explanation,  and  tlie  shiHiting 
stars  were  reganled  by  Hwcaria  and  \'as.sali  as  merely  electrical  sparks.  When 
the  inllamniable  nature  of  the  gases  biTaine  known,  Lavoisier  and  Volta  sup- 
posed an  aceiiniiilation  of  h>diogen  in  the  higher  regions  of  the  atinosphere, 
iMM-ause  of  its  inferior  density  giving  rise  by  ignition  to  the  meteoric 
exhibitions.  While  these  theories  of  the  ilder  philosophers  have  lieen  shown  to 
be  untenable,  there  is  still  great  obscurity  resting  iiimiii  the  question,  though  we 
have  reason  to  refer  the  pheiiou.na  to  u  cause  exterior  to  the  iMiiinds  of  our 
atmosphere.  Vpon  this  ground,  the  snbjei't  assumes  a  strictly  asli-onomical 
Hsi)e<'t,  and  claims  a  place  in  a  treatise  on  the  economy  of  the  solar  system. 

The  llmt  attempt  accurately  to  investigate  t!iese  elegant  meteors  was  made 
liy  two  nniveinity  stiidei.  (,  afterwards  Professors  Uranib-s  and  Leipzig,  and 
Iteiizenlierg  ol  Dusseldorf,  in  tlie  year  niw.  They  selected  a  ba-se  line  of  4tl,2(K) 
fiH't,  somewhat  less  than  nine  Knglish  miles,  and  placed  thenmelves  at  its 
extremities  on  apiHiintisl  iiighls,  for  the  pnr|x)se  of  iwoertaining  their  average 
altitude  and  velocity.  These  >  >iiits  have  since  been  carefully  examine<l  by 
I'rof.  Ileis  of  Mllnster,  the  I'adi-e .Setnld  at  Home,  and  olhei-s,  with  the  general 
result,  that  sliiM)tiiig-sta(-s  apix>ar  at  the  average  height  of  seventy-two 
miles,  and  disappear  at  the  height  of  lllty-two  miles.  Their  average  velocity  li 
given  at  alkinl  thirty-fonr  miles  per  sin'oiid.  whii'h  Is  twice  as  great  as  that  of 
our  planet  In  its  orbit.  These  obji-cts  ai-e  differently  coloreil.  Hy  far  the  largest 
number  are  white.    Next  in  frenneney  are  yellow  stars,  in  the  proportion  of 
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adout  one  yellow  to  fivn  wlilte.  Others  pxliiliit  oranpte,  (frepn,  liliie,  and 
red  tiiiUi.  It  liiis  Ipwn  rciniukiHl,  tlml  morn  stars iireHceii  lifter  tliuii  lH'fon> iiiid- 
niglit,  while  tliey  are  niDre  rre<|iieiit  in  tlie  nio  itlis  from  jidy  to  IK>een>l)er  timn 
in  tlnwo  irom  .lainmry  lo.Iiuie.  Hut  williin  ami  near  the  tropica  RliootinK-stain 
api»'ar  in  greater  profusion,  with  far  nioro  hrilliance  than  in  our  nortlierly 
latilmle,  not  from  any  reid  superiority  in  tlieir  nunilwr,  but  owing  to  tlia 
purity  and  transparency  of  tlie  atmosphere  in  tropical  reKions. 

Tlierush  of  iuniinons  liodics  tlirouKli  tlieslty  of  a  more  extraordinary  kind, 
thougli  a  rare  iK'Curri'Uce,  lias  reiiealeilly  Ikhmi  olwervwl.  They  are  usually  dis- 
criminatrtl  from  shcHitiuK-stai-s,  and  knr)Wn  by  the  vulgar  as  fire-balls;  but 
probably  both  priK-ee<l  from  t he  same  cause,  and  are  i;lentical  plienomena.  They 
have  sometimes  liecn  seen  of  larne  volume,  giving  an  intense  liRht,  a  hissing 
n>ise  accompanying  their  progress,  and  a  loud  explosion  attending  their  termi- 
i.alion.  In  the  year  lil'il,  a  meteor  passed  over  Italy  alsnit  two  hours  after  sun- 
set, upon  which  Moutanari  wrote  a  treatise.  It  came  over  the  Adriatic  Sea  as 
if  from  Dalniatia,  crossed  the  country  in  thedirrotion  of  Kimini  anil  Leghorn,  a 
loud  re|Hirt  Iwing  heani  at  the  latter  place,  and  disapiwared  upon  the  sea  to- 
wards Corsica.  .\  similar  visitor  was  witnessid  all  over  England  In  171S,  and 
forms  the  sulijnct  of  one  of  Ilalh'y's  papers  to  the  Uoyal  StH'iety.  It  was  com- 
pnteil  to  have  passed  over  three  hun(lre<l  giHigrapliical  miles  in  a  minute,  at  the 
distance  of  sixty  miles  alsive  the  surface,  anil  was  oliserveil  at  different  extrem- 
ities of  the  kingilom.  The  sound  of  an  explosion  was  heard  through  Devon  and 
Cornwall,  and  along  the  opposite  coast  of  Hretagne.  These  nuignilicent  olyects 
ar«'  denouiinatisl  iMmmtitiy  meteors.  They  do  not  in  genend  travel  so  dire<!tly 
or  rapidly  as  shooting-stars,  but  frequently  apliear  to  have  an  impulsive  motion 
leading  tliem  to  follow  a  « aviil  or  contortiil  jiath.  A  meteor  of  this  class 
INUwed  over  the  state  of  Xew  .Jersey,  Xovenilier  1.1,  1S.W,  whiih  was  visilile  in 
the  full  sunlight,  and  was  follow  wl  by  a  serii's  of  terrilic  explosions  which  were 
'•omjiareil  to  the  discharge  of  a  thousand  cannons.  In  detonating  meteors  thiwe 
solid  iKslies  have  their  origin  which  descend  to  the  snrfaic  of  the  earth,  are 
variously  stony  or  metalic  in  their  substance,  and  are  now  tolM-  met  witli  in  the 
museums  of  all  nations,  objects  of  interest  and  curiosity  as  of  extr»-terre«t  rial 

birth. 

Antiquity  refers  us  to  several  objects  as  having  desceiideil  from  the  skies, 
the  gifts  of  the  immortal  gisls.  Such  Wits  the  ralladium  of  Troy,  the  image  of 
the  gisldess  of  Ephesus,  and  the  sacrwl  shiehl  of  Niima.  The  folly  of  the 
ancients  in  believing  such  narrations  has  olleii  Ik'cu  the  subject  of  remark. 
Hilt,  however  fabulous  the  particular  cases  ri'fcriil  to,  the  iniHlenis  have  U-eii 
compelleil  to  renounce  their  scepticism  ri'specting  the  fact  itself.  .\  few  un- 
doubteil  examples  may  be  given  out  of  many  hundreils  which  have  occurred  in 
modem  times :

The  following  are  the  principal  facts  with  reference  to  the  aerolites,  upon 
which  general  dependence  may  lie  placeil.  If  examined  immediately  t.fter  their 
descen',  they  have  always  a  teni|»'raliire  more  or  less  elevalitl.  They  are  almost 
iiiv.irialily  Inviiiteil  with  a  pt^culiar  thin  crust,  consisting  diielly  of  oxide  of 
iron,  often  of  pilihy  lustre,  very  distiiictlydelineilfriim  the  interior  tnais.  What 
is  most  remarkable,  in  the  great  majorityof  cases,  Ibeircliemical  analysis  devel- 
ops the  same  substano'sconibiut.d  in  nearly  tlie  same  proportions,  though  one 
may  have  reached  the  earth  in  India,  another  in  England,  and  a  third  in  Auier- 
iciL  Not  more  than  twenty  primary  ingrwlients  at  the  utmost  have  been  no- 
ticed in  them.  Hut  some  of  the  liest  known  consist  almost  entirely  of  one  in- 
gri.Hlient,  iron,  with  a  small  pM|Hirtion  of  nickel.  Olliers  contain  cobalt,  man 
gaiiese,  chroiniiiin,  copper,  tin,  arsenic,  asRiH'iated  with  a  small  per-ceutage  of 
oxygen,  sulphur,  and  cldorine.  Others  consist  principally  of  silica  and  metalic 
oxides.  It  sliould  be  distinctly  not(>d,  that  tliu  iron  and  nickel  are  almost 
always  in  the  metalic  form— a  slate  ill  which  tliev  are  not  found  naturally  on 
the  surface  of  the  earth.  It  is  also  to  lie  iibserve<l,  tJiat  though  a  chemical  ex- 
amination of  their  comiiosilion  has  ilisclosed  no  substance  w  ith  which  we  were 
not  previously  acquainted,  yet  not  only  are  the  majority  of  lerri'strial  elements 
wanting,  but  while  non-metalic  ingn.dier.s  wcur  In  the  largest  quaiililies  in 
terrestrial  iiiiture,  they  <M'ciir  In  aerolites  in  iniicli  smaller  quantities  than  the 
metals.  Their  ingredients  are  earthly  in  their  kind;  but  while  many  iiuimr- 
tant  terrene  elements  are  alaeiit,  those  that  are  present  are  not  mingliii  In 
earthly  proportions.  Neither  prislucts  of  our  valcanoes,  whether  active  or  ex- 
tinct, nor  the  stratifleil  or  unstratillisi  ris-ks,  exhibit  any  example  of  I'heniical 
combination  siniilar  to  that  of  the  nietwiic  massi'S.  Thus  they  dilTer  im- 
mensely from  things  terrestrial,  as  to  the  number  and  proportion  of  tlieir 
constiliient.s.  One  non-metalic  sulistance  aline,  oxygen,  is  compiiled  to  form  n 
third  of  the  weight  of  the  crust  o(  the  earth  ;  and  oxygen  appears  feebly  tn 
these  remarkable  objects. 


Ill  addition  to  aerolites,  properly  so  calliHl,  or  Inslies  known  to  have  come 
to  lis  from  oiillying  space,  largo  metalic  ma.ss  s  exist  in  various  parts  of  tlie 
world,  lying  in  Insulated  situations,  far  remote  from  the  alHsles  of  civilization, 
whose  cliemical  comiKisition  is  preciiiely  similar  to  thai  of  the  substances  de- 
scent of  w  liiili  has  been  witnessed.  These  circumstances  leave  no  doulit  as  to 
their  conimon  origin,  rallas  dLscoventl  an  immense  imilsh  of  mallealde  Iron, 
mixe<i  with  nickel,  at  a  considerable  elevalion  on  a  mounlain  of  slate  in  SiberiJ^ 
a  site  plainly  iiTcconcilable  w  ith  the  supposition  of  art  having  been  there  with 
its  forges,  even  had  it  pos.ses,Hed  the  character  of  the  comiiiou  iinii.  In  one  of  the 
niomsof  the  Hritish  .Muse-.iin  thereisa  siiecimen  of  a  large  mass  which  wius 
found,  and  still  remains,  on  the  plain  of  Otiiniba,  in  tlio  district  of  Hueiios 
Ayres.  The  s|H>ci  men  alone  weighs  1,400  lbs.,  and  the  weight  of  the  whole  mass, 
which  lies  half  buried  in  the  ground,  is  computed  to  be  thirteen  tons.  In  the 
province  of  Hahia,  in  Hrazil,  another  block  has  been  discovered  weighing  n|>- 
wards  of  six  tons.  Coiisiilering  the  situation  of  these  ma«.se.s,  wilh  the  details 
of  their  chemical  analysis,  the  presumption  is  clearly  warranted  that  they  owe 
their  origin  to  the  same  causes  that  have  formed  and  projected  the  aeroliti-<  to 
the  surface.  Willi  reference  to  the  Siberian  iron  a  general  tradition  prevaiU 
among  the  Tartai-s  that  it  foinierly  de.sieiuleil  from  the  heavens. 

A  multitude  of  tluories  have  Imm'u  devised  to  account  for  the  origin  of  these 
remarkable  bodies.  The  Idea  is  conipletely  iiiailinissnlile  that  they  are  coiiire- 
tious  formiil  w  ithiii  tlie  limits  of  the  atiiiospheie.  The  ingiedients  that  enter 
into  their  comixisition  have  never  been  discovered  ill  it,  and  the  air  has  been 
analyziMl  at  the  sea  level  and  on  the  tops  of  high  iiiountaiiis.  Even  supposing 
that  to  have  been  the  ca.se,  the  enormous  volume  of  atinosplieric  air  so  diaigetl 
required  to  furnish  the  particles  of  a  mass  of  several  tons,  iml  to  say  many 
massifs,  is.  alone  siilllcient  to  refute  the  notion.  They  cannot,  either,  be  pro- 
jectiles from  terrestrial  volcanoes,  btranse  coincident  vohanic aclivily  has  not 
been  observed,  and  aerolites  desceiul  thousands  of  miles  apart  from  the  nearest 
volcano,  and  tlii  ir  substances  are  disronlant  Willi  any  known  volianic  pro- 
duct. Teiza/o  suggested  their  pi ojecl ion  from  lun.ir  vole.inoes.  It  has  been 
calculated  that  a  projectile  leaving  the  lunar  surface,  w  here  there  is  no  atinos- 
plieric resi.stance,  with  a  velisily  of  7771  feet  in  tlie  Hint  second,  would  be  car 
ried  beyond  the  point  where  the  forces  of  the  eai  lli  and  nioun  are  equal,  would 
lie  detaeheil,  therefore,  from  the  satellite,  and  come  so  far  w  illiiu  the  sphere  of 
the  earth's  attraction  as  mt'easitrilv  to  fall  to  it.  Hut  the  enoriiious  iiiinilM'r  of 
ignited  ImkUcs  that  have  lavn  visible,  the  shooting  stais  of  all  ages,  and  the  peri- 
islical  metisiric  showers  that  have  lustonishiHl  the  niiKlerns,  renilcr  this  hy|>oth- 
esis  iinlenable,  for  the  nnmn.  ere  this,  must  have  become  sensibly  Impaired, 
while  no  trace  of  an  active  volcano  luts  yet  been  discovered  on  her  surfiiii'. 

These  theories  have  now  been  completely  set  aside  In  favor  of  jili(ii<-ltiiy 
hyisithesi.s,  w  liicli  original tsl  aliout  half  a  ceiitiiiy  ago  with  Clilaibii,  a  (iermaii, 
and  slowly  made  its  way  to  univeisal  acceptance,  lie  conceivisl  the  system  to 
include  an  immense  niiuilier  of  small  bislies,  eillier  the  siattend  fragments  of 
a  larger  mass,  or  original  accumulations  of  matter,  which,  cinnlating  around 
the  sun,  encoiiiiler  the  earth  in  its  orbit,  and  are  drawn  towards  it  by  attrac- 
tion. biK'ome  ignitisl  uism  entering  the  alniospherc.  in  ninseiineiice  of  their  ve- 
hx'ity,  and  constitute  tlie  shisiting  stars,  aerolites,  ami  meteoric  ap|iearances 
that  are  observul.  Sir  Ilumpliry  Davy,  in  a  luiper  which  contains  liisie.searclii.8 
on  llanie,  strongly  expres.ses  an  opinion  that  the  ineleoritics  are  .soliil  1..  (lira 
moving  in  space,  and  tliat  the  heat  jirishicnl  by  tlie  compression  of  the  loost 
rarelleil  air  from  the  veliM'ily  of  their  motion  must  be  siitlieieiil  to  igiiile  tlieir 
miLss  so  that  they  are  fused  on  entering  the  aliiiospliere.  II  is  estimated  that  a 
iKsly  moving  through  our  atmosliere  with  the  veliHrity  of  one  mile  in  a  second, 
would  extricate  heat  equal  to  :to,i'iKI  c;t' I'ahreniieil— a  heat  more  intense  than 
that  of  the  lieri'est  artillcial  furnace  that  ever  ghiwi^il.  The  chief  modillcation 
given  to  (be  Chladnian  thisiry  has  arisen  from  the  observiil  iieriislical  ih'cui^ 
rence  of  meteoric  shower  —a  brilliant  and  astonishing  exhibition— to  some  no- 
tice of  which  we  priH'eeil. 

The  wrileis  of  the  middle  ages  reiKirt  the  iM'currence  of  the  stam  falling 
from  heaven  in  re.^^plenili  lit  showers  among  the  physical  apisMrances  of  their 
time.  The  exjierience  of  ne  dcni  d.ivs  establishi.s  the  substantial  truth  of  such 
relations,  however  once  rejisleil  as  tlie  inventiiMis  of  men  ilelightiiig  in  the 
marvehius.  Conde,  in  his  liistory  of  lliedoiiiiiiioii  of  the  Arabs,  slates,  refer- 
ring to  the  month  of  llitolx-r  in  the  year  lirj  of  our  era,  that  on  the  night  of  the 
death  of  King  lliiahini  Ihmi  .Vliineil,  an  intliiile  number  of  falling  stars  wei-e 
sii'ii  to  spread  Iheiiiselves  like  rain  over  the  heavens  rioni  right  to  left,  and  this 
yiar  was  afterwards  calleil  the  year  of  .star*  In  some  Eastern  annals  of  Cairo, 
It  Is  n'latisl  that  *  liilhis  year  (lO'.fiof  our  erai  in  the  month  Hnijeli  i.Uigiist) 
many  stai^  pasMil,  wltJi  a  gnat  noise,  and  brilliant  light;"  and  ill  anolher place 
the  same  ilisiiiiient  stales; -•' In  the  year  lim.  isi  Saliinlay  niglil,  in  the  last 
.Miihariem  (liO'i  of  our  era,  and  on  the  luili  of  I  (ctolierl,  the  stars  api>eansl  like 
waves  U|Hin  the  sky,  towards  the  east  and  west;  they  llew  almiit  like  grass- 
hoppers, and  were  dlsiM'rsiil  from  hfl  to  right  .  this  lasted  till  ilav-break  ;  Ihe 
IMHiple  were  alarinisl.  The  reseaiches  of  Ihe  Orientalist,  .M.  \'on  llammer,  have 
jiroiight  these  singular  accounts  to  light.  Tliisiphanes,  one  of  Ihe  Ilyzantliie 
historians,  records,  that  in  November  of  the  year  4"J  the  sky  ap|N'ared  to  Im'  on 
lire  over  Ihe  city  of  Constantinople  with  the  cornscatiiuis  of  Hying  metiHirs. 
The  chronicles  of  Ihe  West  agnv  with  those  of  the  East  in  ie|M>iliiig  such  plio- 
noiuena.  A  remarkable  display  was  oliserved  on  the  4th  of  April  liHio  iNitli  in 
France  and  England.  The  stars  seemed,  says  one, "  falling  like  asliowerof  rain 
from  heaven  uiKiii  the  earth;"  and  in  another  liwe,  a  bystander,  having  notod 
the  s|nit  where  an  aerolite  fell,  "cast  water  ii|siii  it,  which  was  raised  in  steam, 
with  a  great  noise  of  Isiiling."  The  <-liniiiicle  of  Ulieims  descrilN'S  the  appear- 
BiiiT,  as  If  all  the  stars  in  heaven  were  driven,  likedusl,  iH'fore  the  wind. 

The  lirst  grand  phenomenon  of  a  melKorlc  shower  which  attracted  atten- 
UoD  In  modern  timn  was  witnessed  b}  the  Moravian  Missiunarlei  at  their 
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(lettlfini'iit.s  in  riiwnliind.  For  scviTal  liuiirn  tlic  licinispliiTc  pn-seiilwl  a  iiiiiK- 
liillci'iil  ami  asliiiiisliiiiKsiM-rtacIc,  that  of  IIitv  iiailirlcs,  thick  iim  Iniil,  ci'DWiliiiK 
thi'L'uiiUitveul  thi'  skv,  ns  thmiKh  .toiiii'  iijaKi>7.inr  of  ('iiiiilnisliiiii  in  cdratiul 

H|iai-H  \vas  tllschai'^in^  its  riiii- 
liMitu  toHuuls  the  I'artii.  Tliis 
was  olisrrvt'tl  ovt*i'  a  with*  cx- 
li'iit<if  TiTiiti.iy.  lIiniilKiMt, 
I  hull  tiavcliin!  in  Sonlli  Atnci- 
U'a,  thus  speaks  of  it  :  -"To- 
wards th<'  niovnin^  ot  the  l:Uti 
of  Novi'inlHT.

Klniiin^'or  till' phi'iioiniMion  tliiTc  was  not  a  spare  in  tlie  tirniaiiii'iit  iHiniil  in 
cxliiit  to  tliii'cilianictt'rsof  thi'  niixin  whirli  was  not  lllli><l  I'vcry  instant  witli 
liolidi'S  and  shoot iiiK-stars.  Thc>  iiii'tiiiis  lidt  liiniiiioiis  traces  (U'  pliosphorcs- 
cciil  l«iiids  licliiiid  thciii,  whicli  lastiil  seven  or  ei);lit  seconds."  Tlie  Capuchin 
inissioiiaiies  at  .San  I'l  riiando.  a  village  amid  the  savaniialis  of  the  provinci'  of 
Vanillic  ;  and  the  rraiiclscin  monks  slaiioiicd  near  tlie  entrance  of  tlie  (doii- 
oco, also  olisei  \  ed  this  slioM  er  iif  asteroids,  wliicli  appears  to  has  e  lieen  visihle, 
more  or  less,  over  an  aiea  <d'  s<>veral  ttioiis'iml  mites,  t'roin  tireeidantl  to  the 
ecinaloi,  and  from  the  lonely  deseils  id  Siiilh  .\meiica  to  Weimar  in  (iermaiiy. 
.MhiiiI  thirty  years  pie\  ions,  at  the  city  of  (jnito,  a  similar  event  iH'i'iirrHl.  .So 
(!reat  a  nnnilper  d'  l.illiiiK  stars  were  seen  in  a  part  of  the  sky  ahove  the  volcano 
Id'  Cayamhaio.  that  the  iniaintaiii  itself  was  thoiifih:  at  lii>t  to  he  on  tire. 
The  si(ilil  hisliil  more  than  an  hour.  The  |>eople  assemldeil  in  tlie  plain  of  Kx- 
iil:i.  where  a  m:i;;ndicciit  view  prisenteil  itjself  of  the  highest  fnimmils  of  the 
t'ordilleias.  .V  pro*  issioii  was  already  on*  the  jHiint  of  si'ttinu  out  from  the 
convent  id  Saint  Francis,  when  it  was  perceiveil  that  the  Maze  on  the  hori/.on 
was  caused  l>>  lleiy  meteois,  which  ran  .-ilon^  tlie  sky  in  all  directions,  at  the 
ultitiide  id  twehe  oi  thirteen  di'iirccs.  In  Canada,  ill  the  yeai's  isil  and  isili, 
till-  stellar  showers  were  noticed,  aiil  in  the  autumn  of  isis  on  the  North  Sa, 
wlii-ii,  in  the  lan^na^e  of  one  of  the  ohscrveis,  the  siirroiindiii);  atmosphere 
Hcemed  em  eloped  in  one  ex{)aiisive  iK'can  of  lire,  exhihitin^  the  appearance  of 
anotlier  Moscow  in  llames.  In  the  former  cases,  a  residuum  ol  dust  wasde|M>s- 
itisl  iiiHiii  the  surface  of  the  H  ali  rs.  on  the  roofs  of  'aiildinKs,  and  on  other  ol>- 
jecls.  The  de|Hi>ition  of  particles  of  matter  of  a  ruddy  color  lias  fii  i|iieiitly 
fnllowid  tic  descent  ofaeidlitis;  .mil  may  explain  po|inlar  stories  of  the  sky 
haviiiK  rained  hliHiil.  The  next  exliiliilion  upon  a  jiieat  scale  of  the  lalliiiK 
stars  occnrreil  oil  the  Uilli  id' .Vovemlici,  |s:!l,  and  was  seen  ofT  the  coiksis  of 
.Spain.  This  wiis  lollowed  hy  another  in  tlie  ensniiiK  year  at  exiictly  tlit- 
Siiiiie  time. 

liy  fnr  thn  mn«t  nplemlld  display  on  rei'ord,  was  ineliidisl  withir  the  liinitH 


of  the  lonf;itiide  of  III  in  tin  .Vtlaiilic  Ocean,  and  tliat  of  tlHI  in  Ci'iitral  Mexico, 
and  from  the  North  .Xinerii.in  lakes  to  the  West  Indies.  Over  this  wide  an-a, 
an  appearance  presenteil  Itself,  far  siirpassinu:  in  grandeur  the  most  imposing 
ailitlcial  lire  works.  .\i\  incessant  play  of  ila/v.liii)tiy  hrilliant  liiniinositii'S  Wiks 
kept  lip  in  the  hea\  ens  for  several  hours.  .S<i:ii'>  of  these  were  of  coiisiderahle 
llla^'nitllde  and  |>eciiliar  foriii.  One  of  hir)(i>  si/c  lemainnl  for  some  time 
almost  stationary  In  the  /enith,  over  the  falls  of  Nia^'ara,  emittiiiK  .streams  of 
li«ht.  The  wild  diush  of  the  waters,  as  conlraslisl  with  the  tiei  v  uproar  .alMive 
tlicm,  formed  a  scene  of  iiiiiMpialed  siililliiiit>.  In  many  districts,  the  ma.ss  of 
the  impnlatloii  wimc  terror-struck,  and  the  more  eiiliuhtcmsl  were  awisl  at  coii- 
lempliitinir  so  vivid  ;' (.icture  of  the  .VpiHMilyptic  im.'i){e-tlmt  of  the  stars  of 

lieavi  n  falling  to  tl arth. 

This  extraoidinarv  s|H-<'tacle  eoinmeneed  H  little  lM>foi'e  inidniitlit,  niiil 
reachisl  its  III  i^ht  het  ween  four  and  six  o'clock  in  the  morniiitf.  The  iilKht  wtui 
remaikalily  line.  Not  ii  cloud  oli.sciiied  the  tlrmament.  I'Ihiii  iitteiitive  olwer- 
vatioii,  the  materials  of  the  shower  were  found  to  exhiliit  three  distinct  varii'- 
tien: -t,  I'hosplioric  lines  lornied  one  class  a|ipaieiitly  deserilKsl  hy  a  point. 
TlicNc  wore  the  most  aliiindaiit,     Tliey  riiuisisl  itlonx  the  sky  with  imiiiemie 


veliK'ity,  as  iinineroiisas  the  tiakes  of  a  sharp  snow-storm,    2.  Lartje  ftreliallH 
foniieil  another  constituency  of  the  scene.     Tlii-se  darted  forth  at  intervalu 
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aloiiK  the  arch  of  tliesky,  de.scriliiiiK  an  arc  of  :!ii  or  in  in  a  few  secoiuU, 
I.nminoiis  trains  marked  their  path,  which  remained  in  view  for  a  iiiinilier  of 
minutes,  and  in  sonic  cases  for  half  an  hour  or  more.  The  trains  were  com- 
monly while,  lint  the  various  prismatic  colors  (HTasionally  appeared  vividly 
and  iH'autil'iilly  displayed.  Some  of  these  tiredialls.  or  sliiMitiii;;-star>  ere  of 
enormous  size.  Hi.  Smith  of  North  Carolina,  olwervisl  one  which  pealed 
larger  than  the  full  iiKKiii  at  the  horizon.  "I  wasstartlcil,"  lieieiiiark.'<,  hytlie 
splendid  I'dlit  in  which  the  snrroiiiuliiiK  scene  was  exhiliitcd.  r»iideriii);  even 
small  ohjecis  ipiite  visihle."  The  same,  or  a  similar  liiniinoiis  hisly,  seen  iit 
.New  Haven,  passeil  otf  in  a  norlh-west  ilirection,  anil  cxploilfd  near  the  star 
Ca|)ella.  ">.  .Vnother  cla.ss  consistisl  of  luminosities  of  irregular  form,  which 
remainiHl  nearly  stationary  for  a  consiilerable  time,  like  the  one  that  gleamed 
aloft  over  the  Niagara  Falls.  .Vn  oliserver  at  IViston  estimated  the  nunilier  of 
meteors  at  tii.iKio  for  every  quarter  of  an  hour,  niakini;  a  total  of  jso.ikX)  for  the 
seven  hours  of  the  menioralde  ii'^lit.  Yet  not  a  siiiijle  jiellet  that  could  be 
identitlisl  as  of  celestial  oriKiii  si-eins  to  have  reacliisl  the  ^'roiind,  and  no  resid- 
inin  or  de|iosit  of  iIiLst  was  anywhere  percept ihle,  though  it  iniist  have  lieen 
sown  broadcast  by  the  winds  upon  the  surface. 

The  problem  otTerisl  lor  solution  by  the  remarkable  plieiioiiiena  described, 
however  apparently  ii  resolvable,  was  vii;oroiisly  attacked  by  eiuiiieiit  men  of 
science  in  .\nienca  and  Knrope,  and  with  the  iiiosl  signal  success.  The  annual 
iM'cnrrence  ot  meteors  in  November,  soinetinies  more,  sometimes  less,  but  in 
unusual  ab.mdance  i/v  n  nilr.  with  >;ranil  showers  at  the  epoch  alter  considerik- 
ble  intervals  of  inti  rniissioii,  were  the  liist  facts  decisively  cstalilislird. 
Next,  it  was  shown  by  I'lofcssor  Newton,  of  Vale  College,  after  niaking 
allowance  for  dilTereiice  of  style,  that  the  ri'splendent  exhibitions  on 
liistoric  recoid  accommislate  themselves  to  a  cycle  o!'  :t;i'ji  years;  and  hence  he 
Isdilly  predictisl  a  return  of  the  display  of  maxiiniiin  intensity  for  the  morning 
of  the  I4tli  of  Niivember  IstUi.  This  annonnceiiieiil,  siistainiil  by  the  opinion 
of  niany  aslioiiomeiK  as  a  lii^hly  probable  forecast,  naturally  excited  jireat 
interest,  i's|Ksially  as  the  pcriisl  approaclicil  when  ils  accuracy  would  betesteil. 

Tlienitlht  of  Tiiesilay,  the  i:lth  of  November  IsiKl,  was  ijenerally  f,ivoialilo 
lostaiKazini;,  the  sky  beiin;  at  times  willioiit  a  cloud,  particularly  in  the  neifth- 
iKirlioiHl  of  the  metropolis,  though  the  wind  blew  strong,  Kusty  and  cold.  Hy 
half-past  ten  o'clock  the  iri'e)iular  ):roiip  of  stais  forming  the  constellation  T.eo 
was  well  up  from  the  horizon,  and  clear  of  its  haze.  Hut  the  J.iiiiiiilin  as  yet 
made  no  sitin,  and  the  eye  tiirnisl  anxiously  lull  in  vain  to  the  east,  as  men  look 
at  a  fortress  that  will  not  reply  to  achallenife.  Occasional  metisirs  at  length 
put  ill  ail  appearance,  );liiliii|;  swiftly  aloim  the  sky  from  east  to  west,  as  iinint- 
iTii/ri.  ;.<.d  the  ;{reat  letfion  soon  to  liillow.  They  iiiciea.sed  rapidly  towards 
inidniKht,  vhen  it  seemisi  as  if  a  celestial  locket  battery  had  Ixt'ii  olxMied  in 
Iasi,  where  'he  radiant  region  was  most  strikingly  maiiifestisl. 

.V  very  lai'je  iiiimber  were  as  bright  as  the  hist-maKnitiide  stars  \'ega  and 
Sirins;  several  eiiualed  . I iipilcr  in  size;  and  some  were  rompiiiable  to  Venus 
in  her  Kieiitral  splendor.  One  of  the  most  siiiKillar  alul  siiikiiu;  features  of  the 
liraiid  siKlit  was  when  several  of  the  ineteoi-s  rail  parallel  to  each  other,  as  if 
raciiii;,  v.  ith  coloi-s  varyiiiK  from  wliite  to  blue,  nil  and  purple.  Now  they 
tiew  towalds  Caixdla  ;  or  passing  I'rmyon,  aiinisl  at  HetelKeiise  anil  Uigel ;  or 
dartisl  din'ct  to  the  (ireat  Hear,  prooiHslliijf  by  the  ixiinters  to  the  zenith. 
.\linost  without  exeeplion  the  meteors  left  Klltterim{  trains  behind  tlii'in,  iimrk- 
ui(I  the  course  they  had  Inivei-sed,  which,  in  the  case  of  those  of  the  larger 
ela.ss,  were  of  surpassing  beam >,  lieing  of  a  vividly  green  hue,  mid  strikingly 
ph.isphorescent  in  ap|Maiaiice.  I'h'e  great  majority  were  wliite,  with  a  yellowish 
tinge;  many  were  nsl  and  orange  ;  a  tew  were  blue. 

What  know  we  ofthese  glittering  and  evanescent  objects  whieli  thus  break 
Vrom  iiivisihilily  n|Miiiour  gaze,  tiasli  along  the  sky  singly  or  in  shoiils,  and 
vanish  after  the  apparition  of  a  few  seconds':'  Are  they  all'aii^  of  chance- 
imslley'i'  Or  are  they  rtslncible  to  the  empire  of  law'!*  Of  eourae  the  idea  of 
accldeil  in  the  rase  is  ix'remptorily  exclndisl  by  "he  fiwt  of  periodicity  esliib- 
lishol  with  reference  to  the  great  meteor  streams  whiidi  sparkle  in  the  dusky 
nir  of  the  summer  and  aiitnninal  nights.     Ki|iially  so  does  the  same  considera- 
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elon  render  the  oiieration  of  pliysiral  laws  cwUiii  in  relution  to  tlieiw  sinKiilnr 
fKHllcs,  tlioiiKli  wci'iimidt  at  pn'sciil  solve  llie  iiiysti'iy  cif  their  oriiiix.  <'X|ilaiii

the  cause  of  their  luiiiiiKxsity,  or  siiy  prpi'iwly  in  relation  to  any  one  of  them 
whenee  it  conielh  and  wliilher  it  (jiH'th.  At  the  roinineneenienl  of  the  century, 
the  discovery  of  a  few  exi'eplionally  minute  orhs  oinlinu  iirouml  the  sun  Ih-- 
t\ve»u  Mars  and  .luiiiter  atTonhil  sensihle  proof  that  inter-planetary  space  is 
not  the  void  it  was  once  snp|)o»ed  to  he.  lieniarkalily  hasevidenci'  ttccuniulate<l 
uiMin  this  iHiInt  since  the  date  nieiitioncil.  It  eniliraces  a  hirtje  iiicreiuse  of  the 
planeloidal  family  hy  the  detection  of  new  memliers  helontJinK  to  it.  still  in 
c<mrse of  multiplication;  an  immense  numher  of  comets  which  traverse  the 
system  in  all  directions,  iinderKoiiiK  extraonlinary  clian^'es  in  form  umonntiiiK 
to  complete  disruption;  and  millions  upon  inillioiis  of  mctcniric  masses  which 
are  known  to  have  a  real  cosmical  conuei'tion  with  certain  comets,  as  if  their 
(lebiis.  It  hxs  hi'cn  decisively  estalilishiil  that  the  August  stream  traverses  an 
orhit  identical  with  that  of  a  comet  known  as  III.  l'*i'.2.  while  the  Kreat  Novem- 
ber stream  follows  the  course  of  Teinpd's  comet  which  appeareil  in  isclt).  It  is 
highly  prohahle,  therefore,  that  some  of  the  larije  comets  u|Min  which  the 
ancients  jta/  'd  with  wonder,  and  which  have  appeareil  with  vastly  diminisliisl 
splendor  on  their  successive  returns  to  pi'rilielion,  are  now  ehielly  representnl 
by  tliKksof  meliors. 

Thus  the  fact  is  certain,  that  independently  of  the  ({reat  phuiets  and  sjitel- 
Mtes  of  the  system.there  are  vast  uumlM-rsof  iKKliesciniuii;  around  the  sun,  hoth 
singly  anil  in  ^ronps,  some  als  )  movin>7  as  minute  iuihiiis  around  the  earth;  and 
that  in  the  coui'seot  their  revolutions  these  "starlets,"  or  "  meteor-planets,"  as 
they  have  lu-en  lalliiKconn*  within  the  sphere  of  the  earth's  .ittructioii,  and  are 
precppitatisl  upon  its  surf.ice,  "  as  weary  and  forlorn  hinls  of  p;issane,  far  out  at 
sea,  are  entannleil  in  llu'  riijuini!  of  vessels,  and  fall  helpless  on  deck." 


CHAPTKU  X, 

A  OI.ANIK  AT  TIIK    STAIIS. 

•  Wk  have  lM"en  ehielly  occupieil  hitherto  with  those  ivlestial  l>oilie»,  which 
fnim  their  conspicuous  ap|)earance  or  clianttesof  position,  and  souu>  of  them 
from  tiieir  ohviou.s  connection  with  the  convenience  ami  existcnco  of  the 
human  race,  have  in  all  ajfes  been  ohjects  of  spts'ial  attention.  Most  of  these 
iHHiies  aresilualeil  within  the  limits  of  the  /.oaliac,  au  imaginary  7.one  or  ({irdle 
extending  around  the  heavens,  of  alioiit  sixteen  de),'ree.s  in  bieailtli.  It  inclndra 
the  sun  and  moon,  and  also  all  the  planel.s.  with  the  exception  of  tlie  planetoids. 
Kill  in  the  ziHliac,aii(l  throughout  the  wliolo  celestial  concave,  we  see  scat- 
tti-«l  everywhere  a  number  of  nuliant  iHiiuts  of  varying  briHhtmsis,  which 
a].)n6ar  to  have  always  the  siiuie  jHtsition  with  regard  to  each  other.  This  li:is 
orininated  tlie  title  of  the  lixi'd  stars, hy  which  they  are  |)opularly  known. 
The  tenlf,  in  an  absolute  senic,  is  imMTurate;  for  ns'eiit  observations  have 
d  'li-cteil  chanpes  in  the  mutual  relations  of  many  of  thi'sc  biMlies,and  it  is  proh- 
aiile  that  all  of  them  are  suhjeitto  translation,  Owin^' to  their  v:isl  di.stance. 
their  inolions  Hp|»'ar  excwiliiiKly  slow  to  im,  reipiirintf  the  llnest  iiistrnuieids  to 
iKi  perceptible;  and  hence  they  have  a  character  of  i>ermiinence  in  contrast  with 
the  planet.s,  and  the  term  "llxid"  l)ei'onies  i-oniparatively  applicable.  The 
ap|)arent  immobility  of  thi-se  objects  renders  them  of  immense  usi>  in  Kiiigrapliy, 
naviifation,  aiul  plaiu'iary  iLStionoiny:  and  hence  the  observation  of  the  sidere.il 
host,  and  the  formation  of  accurate  catulugues  of  iti)  meuil)«ra,areiunui>K  the 
must  imi«)rtant  of  the  lalmrs  of  silence. 

In  the  earliiwt  times  of  w  liich  we  have  any  account,  mankind  app<'ar  to  have 
been  aciiuaiuted  with  the  use  of  the  stars  as  celestial  KiiideiHwts  in  their  travels 
by  land  iiiid  voyages  on  the  deep.  We  may  conclude  tiiew  oliservance  in  the 
foinuT  circumstances  to  have  had  the  piistnleie  e.  Without  iKMiiKaware  of 
some  safe  and  suie  mithoil  of  diiwtiiiK  their  coiirsi!  by  ninht.  acipiirisl  in  jour- 
neys on  shore,  men  would  hardly  venture  npmi  a  iiii;lit  voyage  at  sea.  It  must 
ap|H>nr  marvellous  in  the  extreme  to  the  uninformeil,  that  now  the  skillful  mivi- 
gator,  on  a  before  unvisitisl  ocean,  can  determine  |H>sitively  where  he  is,  to 
within  a  few  miles,  liy  means  of  the  stars ;  and  a-scertain  his  distani-e  from,  and 
true  course  to,  any  known  meridian  or  harlkir  of  the  glolic.  From  the  deik  of 
his  ship  he  has  merely  to  me^imre  the  iiiiHUi"s  apparent  distance  from  certain 
stars, to ciHupare  the  resukt  with  their  true  places  as  Ki^cii  In  the  Nautical 
Almanac  for  every  day  in  the  year,  and  he  llnds  his  loiiijiliidi'.  Then- are  nine 
conspicuous  stars  which  are  ehielly  iiseil  for  this  pur|K>se,  owiiiK  to  their  posi- 
tion heluR  continuous  to  the  misjiis  path  in  thelieavens  ; -'i  .\rietis,  .Vldelwriui, 
Pollux,  lleuulux,  Spina  VliKinis,  Antares,  .Vllair,  Komalhaut,  and  Mark.ih. 

On  acinar  nlulit  in  winter,  when  the  moon  is  absent,  the  heavens  exliihitan 
aapcct  of  great  bi illiaiicy,    Jiut  to  ww  the  stara  tu  uilvaiiluge,  in  the  utmost  of 


that  Klory  which  they  reveal  to  the  uaze  of  man,  we  must  crui.se  In  tropical 
seas,  or  wander  with  the  Ihihuiins  in  their  deserts.  There,  through  a  more 
transparent  iiksIjuiii,  the  lesser  lights  of  heaven  shine  with  a  lustre  and  vivii- 
city  of  which  we  have  no  conception,  who  are  only  familiar  with  a  denser 
atmosplicie.  Know  n  to  he  at  a  distance  from  lis.  in  comparison  with  whiili  the 
interval  between  iis  and  the  farthest  planet  is  but  a  haiid-breadth,  the  stars  far 
siiriuuss  that  planet  in  their  liKlit,  and  hence  it  follows  that  they  arc  not  like 
him,  dependent  ii|Hin  the  central  luminary  of  our  system,  but  self-liimiiions 
IkhIIcs,  independent  suns.  This  is  rendered  iiniiiieslionable  by  the  fad,  that 
while  every  rellecttsl  li|{lit  is  susceptilde  of  |silari.sation,  the  liiflil  of  the  stars, 
like  that  of  the  sun.  Is  incapable  of  it.  The  tremulous  emission  of  the  stellar 
llKht,  the  scintillation  >u'  twinkliiiK  of  the  stars,  is  a  remarkable  feature,  and 
was  loiiK  a  pii/zle  to  philosopliei-s.  It  is  now  Kenerally  sup|«iseil  to  arise  from 
the  mohs-iiles  of  the  atmosphere  constantly  iinderKoing  sudden  compressions 
and  dilatations,  which  priHliice  clianixcs  in  its  refractive  power,  and  conseqiient 
changes  in  the  direction  of  the  rays  of  liKht.  apparently  every  nioment  dis|ilac- 
iiig  the  stars,  TheelTecl  is  not  so  sensible  in  the  case  of  the  planets  because  of 
their  disks.  These,  though  small,  are  of  sulUcieiit  inaKiiiluile  to  bear  without 
so  much  distiirhani  c  the  mi.iiite  agitatioiis  of  the  atmosphere,  wlieiiMH  the 
stars,  Is-iiig  only  brilliant  point.s,  without  any  isTceplible  diameter,  are  com 
pletely  displacisl.  It  has  bisui  observed,  that  in  scieiie  cliinate.s,  and  on  I  he 
tops  of  high  nioiintain.s,  the  twinkling  of  the  stars  is  much  less  powcifnl  than 
when  vieweil  from  other  sitiiatiuiLs,  wliiidi  tends  toconllrm  the  preceiling  exjila- 
iiation  as  the  true  one. 

On  diits'tiug  the  eye  to  the  cehatlal  vault,  the  impression  made  uimiii  the 
mind  is  that  of  an  incalculable  number  of  stars  being  visible— that  of  the  army 
of  heaven  consisting  of  a  host  which  our  arithmetic  will  not  siilllce  to  nskoii. 
It  is  well  known  that  this  is  an  optical  illusion.  Their  twinkling  ami  disorderly 
p  isition  in  tlie  sky  confii.se  and  deceive  the  sight.  They  are  so  scattered  lus  not 
to  be  incliidiil  at  oni  e  in  the  Held  of  vision.  Hence  arises  the  idea,  thai  the  vis- 
ible number,  which  is  really  very  liinitisl,  is,  on  the  lontrary,  immense.  Hut  an 
oiiliiiary  eye  will  only  discern  at  onetime  about  three  thousand  in  our  lirnia- 
liieiit  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances;  and  ini'liidiiig  IhiIIi  hciiii' 
splieres  there  will  not  be  more  than  six  tlioiisaiid  which  a  keen  ami  expeii- 
I'licisl  gaze  will  reach.  The  (Ireek  and  Arabian  astioiioniers  distingiiishiil 
some  of  the  brightest  stars  by  particular  names,  which  are  recogiii/ed  in  our 
no  iieiii'latiire  of  thelieavens,  as  Sirius,  .Vldebaran,  Itigel,  .Vrciiuus,  Cipella 
Caiiopu.s,  and  I'limalhaut,  tlioii'.;h  a  dilTereiit  nuKle  of  procieiliiig,  is  now 
iuloptisl,  having  liecome  necessary  by  the  large  additions  made  to  the  ancient 
catalogues.  To  di.Htingnisli  the  staiM  in  a  constellation,  the  letters  of  the  (ireek 
alphalu-t  are  now  employisl ;  when  these  are  exliaiistisl,  tho.se  of  the  iiomans 
are  usisi;  and  when  these  fail,  niiinirals  are  resorted  to.  lielcrriiig  to  the 
whole  hi»st  of  heaven,  the  stais  are  dixidcd  into  cl.tsses,  according  to  their 
a|ipareiit  brightness,  which  range  from  those  of  the  liist  magnilnde,  or  the 
l>riglitest,  ihiwn  to  the  sixteeiilli  ;  but  all  after  the  sixth  are  invisible  to  the 
iiakisl  eye,  and  are  hence  calliil  ti'lesi-opie  objects. 

They  are  further  distingiiislied  by  being  formed  into  artillcial  groups  or 
constellation.s,  Tliis  is  a  convenient  ariangeiiient  in  itself,  analogous  to  the 
civil  divisions  of  the  ghds',  its  empires,  stales  and  cities.  Iliil,  uidoitiinatcly. 
celestial  objis'ts  have  not  been  groiiiMsl  with  judgment  and  lare,  having  been 
the  work,  for  the  most  part,  of  .inkiiown  aiithoi-s  in  an  age  remote  and  rude. 
Hence  wu  have  constellations  running  into  each  other,  -men,  aniinal.s,  birds, 
and  ilragoiLs,  jumbled  together  in  the  most  disorderly  manner. 

In  the  following  list  the  constellations  of  Isilh  lieinispheres  at  present  lec- 
ognizeil  are  given,  with  the  principal  stars  in  each,  and  the  names  of  the  con- 
structors: but  those  lit  Aralus  and  I'tolemy  merely  denote  the  constellations 
that  are  found  in  their  .ists,  and  all  that  the  loriucr  enumerates  ii.ust  U'  adibsl 
to  those  re«"onle<l  by  the  latter.

alion,  like  lalitiiile,  may  exienil  to  IK)  ,  anil  no  more,  rl^ht  iwensioii  is  n^'koned 
only  in  one  ilireetion.  anil  may  therefoie  extenil  around  the  sphere,  or  UiHtW, 
wheri'iw  lerrestriiil  longitude,  heiiiK  reekonwl  east  anil  west,  eai.  only  extend 
to  ISO  , 

(Iwint;  to  the  preeessioii  of  the  is|uinoxes.  achiinKe  liiu  iH'curnsI  in  the  rela- 
tion U'tween  the  si)(ns  of  the  ziHliae  and  their  n-siiective  aN^erlHins,  which  is 
soinewhat  pii/.^linK  to  the  general  reader,  who  is  a|it  to  confound  the  si^n  with 
the  constellation  called  after  it.  Two  Ihonsand  yeai-s  ago,  in  the  days  of  IIi|>- 
|i.-ircliiis.  the  /iKliacal  si^iis  and  asterisms  corres|Hind(Kl,  .so  that  when  the  snn 
enlered  the  lirst  |Miint  of  the  siun  ,\rie.s,  he  eiitenvl  also  the  constellation  of  that 
name.    Then  the  ei|uiuoctial  colure,— an  imaKUiary  )(reat  circle  pa-ssinK  through 

the  poles  of  the  heavens  and  the  sun's 
place  at  the  vernal  is|uinox,inter.secteilthe 
stellar  lam,  as  some  ancient  leprcMenta- 
tloiiH  testify.  Hut  as  theequiniK'ti.il  |Hiints 
retrograde  about  .Ml'  annually,  they  have 
reciilisl  nearly  III  since  the  time  of  Hip- 
parchns,  or  more  than  a  whole  sign,  fhe 
effect  h,is  U'en  to  separate  the  ikSlHrisins 
from  their  denominatiimal  signs,  so  that 
the  constellation  I'isees  is  now  in  the  sign 
Aries,  the  constellation  Aries  in  the  sign 
Taurus,  and  the  tropics  of  Cancer  and 
Capricorn,  accoiiling  to  the  sun's  place 
among  the  st.irs,  have  become  the  tropiisof 
Ceinini  and  .Sagittarius.  Four  thousand 
yeain  biK'k,  anterior  to  the  time  of  the  llelinw  imtrianlis,  the  sun  was  in  the 
asterism  I'aurns  at  the  vernal  eiininox,anil  the  Hull  openisl  the  astronomical 
year;  and  two  thousand  yeara  hence,  the  asterlsiii  Aipiarins  will  m-enpy  the 
present  iswitiiin  of  I'isees,  and  leail  on  the  celestial  hiMt  for  a  similar  periml. 
All  confusion  will  beavoldisl,  bv  ■•■  ■'•riiDinating  Imtween  the  eonstt'llatlons  and 
the  signs  of  the  zisliac,  tin  .^..ii  bearing  the 
Siiine  name,  understanding  by  the  former 
the  aslerisms,  and  by  the  latter  certainscc- 
tions  of  the  ecliptic.  In  about  twenlythrce 
Ihonsiind  years,  the  zisliacal  cim-  <'  ■llations 
uiid  signs  will  again  nominally  agree. 

Tl onslellalion  .VitlKs  is  sitiiatisl  in 

the  heavens  nest  i  ast  of  I'isees,  and  mid 
way  list  ween  Triaugiilnm  ami  Miisca  on 
the  north,  and  the  head  of  Cetus  on  the 
louth.  It  Is  re'ulily  distiiigiiiRlied  by  means 


of  two  bright  stara  in  the  head  of  the  Hani,  alsuit  4  apart,  the  brightest  lieing 
the  mint  northeiisterly  of  the  two.  This  is  the  nauliial  star  a  Arietis,  called 
Hainal  by  the  Arabs,  of  theseiond  inagnltuilc:  the  other,  Sheratan,  is  of  the 
third.  Here  isone  in.stance  out  of  many,  where  stars  of  more  than  ordinary 
brightness  are  seen  together  in  pails,  the  brightest  being  generally  on  the  east. 
TAtint's,  one  of  the  llncst  of  the  ziKliacal  asterisms,  hits  I'eraeusand  .\uriga 
on  the  north,  Uemini  on  the  east,  Orion  and  ICridanus  on  the  Hontli,  and  .\rie8 
on  the  west.  It  Includes  the  two  remarkable  clusters,  the  I'leiades  and  IlyadeH, 
the  former  on  the  shoulder,  anil  the  latter  in  the  face  of  the  Hull,  about  11' 
apart.  Tlit!  Ilyiules  consist  of  live  stars,  so  pliced  lus  to  form  the  letter  V,  the 
brilliant  star,  Aldebaran,  of  the  lli-sl  magnitude,  being  on  the  topof  the  letter  to 
the  left.    This  group  is  just  rising  in  the  ca.st  when     .\iies  is  aliout  27    high. 

The  I'leimls  have  gone  through  some  evil  and  gisul  re|Mirt.  Figuring  con- 
spicuously in  onr  winter  sky,  .Statins  calls  them  a. snowy  constellation  ;  Vale- 
rius Flaccus  speaks  of  their  danger  to  ships  I  while  Horace  pictures  the  south- 
wind  lashing  the  deep  into  storm  in  the 
presence  of  the  stellar  sisterhoisl.  Hut  as 
the  I'leiiules  were  more  in  juxtaisisition 
with  the  sun  at  the  vernal  ei|Uiiiox  in  by- 
gone days  than  at  present,  the  Ituinans 
sometimes  called  them  (Vergilia',  or  the 
"Virgins  of  the  Spring." 

(iF.MiNi  is  situatisl  with  the  Lynx  on  the 
north,  Taurus  on  the  west.  Cancer  on  the 
east,  MoniM'eros  and  Cauls  Minor  on  the 
.south.  It  is  easily  known  by  the  two  jirin. 
cipal  stars,  I'ullux  and  Castor,  the  former 
of  the  llrst,  and  the  latter  of  the  second 
inagiiilnde,  about  4'j  apart.  The  constellation  was  anciently  represented  by 
two  kids,  which  theOreeks  cbangetl  into  the  twin-brothers  after  whom  the 
twostarsare  named,  and  which  the  Arabians  altered  into  lieacooks,  A  small 
star  of  the  llfth  magnitmle,  I'ropiis,  is 
memorable  on  account  of  Iler.schel  llnding 
rraiins  in  its  neighliorhooil,  and  ius  having 
scrviil  for  many  years  toguldeastronoiners 
to  that  planet. 

('A.NrKii  is  inferior  to  most  of  the  other 
constellations  ahing  thesolarliighway,  hav 
iiig  no  conspicuous  .staiu  Two  of  tliefourtli 
inagiiilnde  the  Konians  lallisl  Aselli ;  and 
a  nebulous  cluster  of  very  minute  stars, 
snlllviently  luminous  however  to  be  seen  by 
the  nakisl  eye,  exists  at  the  distance  of  about  2°  fioin  the  Asse.s.  This  cluster 
giM's  by  thejnanie  of  I'uesepe,  or  the  Manger,  out  of  aceonimodation  to  thein.^ 

I.Ko,  situated  next  eiusl  of  Cancer,  and 
directly  south  of  Leo  Minor  and  I'r.sa  Ma- 
jor, makes  a  line  lirilli.iul  appearance  In  the 
.sky,  bounting

with  several  that  are  conspicuous  objects. 
Heguliis,  a  star  of  the  llrst  maguitude,  and 
Denebola,  one  of  the  second,  are  alwiiil '2.'i 
apart,  the  former  in  tlie  breast  uf  the  Lion, 
hence  often  called  Cor  Leiini.s,  the  other  is 
situated  in  the  tail. 

Vliioo,  ri'iiresenteil  as  a  woman  holding 
an  ear  of  corn,  a  inytlmlogical  iM'inonagc* 
has  I.eoon  the  east.  Coma  Ilerciiiceson  the 
north,  anil  Corvus  on  the  south.  The  aster- 
isin  is  rich  in  stai's,  the  chief  of  which  is 
Spica  Virginis,  a  tirst-cla.ss  star  in  the 
wheat-<!ar,  known  by  its  solitary  splendor, 
there  Iwliig  no  visible  star  near  it  but  one 
of  the  fourth  luagnilude.  For  this  reiuoii, 
it  was  called  by  the  Arabs  AK-Hinuik-til- 
ii'zal,  the  unarmed  or  ilelenceless  Simak.

A(il'AltK.'8  is  more  easily  recognizable  by 
the  eye,  having  four  stais  distinctly  form- 
ing the  letter  V  almut  the  urn  which  the 
watet-lH'arer  is  pictured  emptying  of  its 
contents.  The  .Vrabs,  not  being  allowed 
by  their  prophet  to  depict  thehiimaii  llgnre, 
represeiiiisl  thisii.sterisin  by  a  mule  carry- 
ing water-barrels,  and  for  the  sanui  reason 
they  changed  the  twins  (lemlni  Into 
I)eaciH'ks.

It  is  sin^iular  that  the  lriii|ii(iis.  a  savage  trilieof 
America,  shdii'd  have  desiKiiated  this  ii'tjidn  df  the  iieavens  hy  llie  nainewhich 
the  earliest  Aialis  df  Asia  applied  to  it.  the  (ireal  Hear— twn  natidiis.  far 
renidtp  fniin  each  iither.  eniployiiii;  a  title  which  is  purely  arliilrary.  as  the 
group  of  stars  "xhihits  im  reseiuhlance  Id  the  animal. 

As  I'rsa  Majiir  is  always  alHive  the  hdrizon  df  F;iirdii«'.  it  has  heeii  aiidliji'cl 
of  universal  olMcrvatlon  to  its  inlialiitants  inallaKes  of  the  world,  and  is  f.iiuil- 
larly  known  td  those  who  lake  no  interest  in  a>lronomy  by  thus'  stai's  which 
form  a  triaiiKle  in  the  tail,  and  four  a  i|UtulrniiKle  in  the  hody  of  the  (tear.  I'oni- 
nienciiiK  with  Ihe  foiniei.  the  lirst  slar  at  the  tip  of  the  tail  is  ileiietmtsch  of 
thesH'ond  nia^'iiiliide  :  the  second  .Mi/.ar.  and  the  thinl  Aliotli;  and  passiuK  to 
the  latter  the  lirst  slar  at  the  iihiI  of  Ihe  lail  isMeKre/;  Ihe  second  helow  it.

(lilllcnil  niicliitakii.K'.  Itiit  a  lillle  practice,  Willi  the  aid  of  k<hiiI  celestial  charts, 
NVill  soon  make  him  fiel  at  home  in  a  cruise  aioiii,'  the  tirniainent  A  tier  Ikk-oih- 
inKac<inaiiilc>l  with  the  more  ii'inafkalile  (troiips,  anil  their  chief  constlliieiit.s, 
these  will  serve  as  an  inilcv  to  thnsc  that  are  less  ciins|iiciioiis.  The  maps 
acciMn|>anyinK  this  work,  nilli  Iheiliicctions  ciinnecteil  with  them,  will  supply 
every  rel|lll^ile  help  fia-  the  piiriKise. 

The  iH'st  time  lor  a  siir\cy  uf  tlie  heavens  is  during  the  loIlK  ninlits  of  win- 
ter in  the  alisciice  of  the  niiKin;  liiil  in  seekin;;  to  lliid  his  way  amoiiK  the  stats 
liy  the  ail  of  a  celestial  chart  or  kIhIic,  the  student  iniHtliear  in  mind,  that  while 
their  relative  |Kisilioiis  and  distanics  are  ({iven,  the  conslellalions  are  coiitiiiil- 
ally  varyiiiK  their  direction  hy  ri'ason  of  the  apparent  levolnlion  of  the  sphere, 
after  the  nianncr  of  linii  Minor  swiiiKini,' around  I'olaris,  as  represented  in  a 
previous  diaKiani.  Ity  alignment,  or  iliawinj;  iinaKinary  lines  from  star  to  star, 
fonnint!  a  variety  of  (jeianetrical  li;.'iiics,  i  general  knowleilne  of  them  may  lie 
spivdily  aci|iiircd.    Ila\  iin?  Iiei'niie  acipiainted  with  the  seven  stars  whiclicom- 

|M)se  the  trianule  1  sipiari' of  Irs.i  .Major,  his  circiiiii|Kilar   nei^jlilHiis  are

ext<'nsive  square,  with  Cor  Caroli  occiip>iiu;  tlie  northern  iKunt,  .Vrcturiis  the 
eiustern,  and  Spica  Viitf  ins  ilie  s.iiithern,  in  the  interior  of  which  is  a  eln.ster  of 
small  stars,  the  Coma  lierenicis  of  Tyclio  llralie.  The  line  joiniiiK  Arcturns 
and  Spica  \'ir«iiiis  is  .ilso  the  liasc  of  a  consipicuons  triangle,  of  w  liicli  Antares 
ill  .Scorpio  is  the  vertex  to  the  east;  and  a  lait'e  riKhtantJled  tiiaiiKle  is  veiy 
nearly  formed  hy  .\ictunis,  I'olaris,  and  Vega.  Another  reinarkahle  tiKure, 
called  the  (,'reat  square  of  I'cK.Lsns,  is  couiiMiscil  hy  the  four  leading  stars  in  that 
constellation.  Kvery  one  is  familiar  with  the  licit  of  Orion.  A  straight  line 
drawn  through  it  iiortlieily  leads  to  .Mdeharan,  and  southerly  to  Sirins.  The 
star  nortlie.ist  of  the  licit,  lleteli;c'usc,  forms  a  triaiiKie.  w  ith  I'ollux  at  tlio 
nortlicrn,  and  I'rmyon  at  the  eastern  point,  liy  the  piactice  of  aliKument, 
KUidisI  hy  a  i!'s"l  im'P.  •'»'  leading  ohjects  ot  the  lirniaiiient  will  sikiii  be  reco^'- 
iii?.ed,  nor  is  anv  costly  observatory  necessjiry  in  order  to  cultivate  a  more  inti- 
uiutii  aoiuaiuUuice,

TllK  prevailiiiK  ideas  of  men  concerniiiK  the  mnltitiide  of  the  stars,  thougli 
founded  u|Kiii  w  ronj;  premises,  are  yet  in  harmony  w  ith  the  literal  fact,  tor  the 
colielusioii  drawn  troin  the  lia.sty  oliservation  of  tlic  eye,  w  liii-li  a  iwrseveiinj! 
survey  w.aildat  once  di>piove,  is  itself  establishml  by  telescopic  cxamiiiatioii. 
So  enormous  is  tlie  number  of  the  stai>,  yet  so  completely  incalcnlabli'  ire  they, 
U8  to  admit  of  llicir  beiiiK  joined  witli  the  sand  upon  the  sea-shore,  as  a  liKure 
of  speech  dcnotiiiK  a  niimeiatiuii  w  Im  li  we  ciniiol  deline.  Tlie  common  phrase 
of  tlie  Sacred  N'oliiine,  the  hosts  of  h.aviii,  .illudes  t.i  their  niiiltituile  :  and  the 
fact  is  lulvancisl  as  an  illustration  o!  the  inlinitc  uraspof  the  Creatiu's  niinil 
that  he  is  acquaintcil  minutely  with  I  liesr.  niuli  it  iidinons  worlds,  winch  linineil.s- 
nrably  exceiil  our  utmost  est iniatcs.  ••Ileeallelh  them  all  by  names  by  the 
Hreatiiessof  Ins  ini(!ht,  lor  that  he  is  stroiiK  in  power;  not  one  faih'tll."  The 
earliest  catalo^Mle  of  the  stars,  that  of  I'tolemy,  eiinmerutes  mily  hrji  ;  that  of 
Uliinh-HcK.  tin' «'■•""'"•"•  "'  Tamerlane,  made  at  Samarrand,  contains  tot";  but 
tt comparison  of  the  ancient  with  iiiiMlein  eataloi.-ues  exhibits  ft  striking  diller- 
ence  in  the  iLssiKned  riclniess  of  ihe  asterisms,  liiw  aids  of  two  thousand  stars 
Imve  lieiMi  counted  wiihiii  the  trapzinm  or  unequal  square  of  Orion,  and  the 
tt'hwoiHi  inultiplies  till  III  in  the  heavens  without  end,  levealiiiR  points  of  liuhl 
profusely  distributed  lliroiiKhoiil  all  spiice,  even  point  a  sun  attended  probably 
liy  II  train  of  planets,  a  icasoiu'ble  Inference  fiiiiu  the  constitution  of  the  solar 
universe.  I.alande  in  the  last  century  renislcred  the  positionsof  lifty  thousand, 
the  various  astronomers  ot  Kiirupc  upwards  of  a  hundred  thousand,  and  Struve 
alone  has  since  oliser\cd  no  less  than  a  hiindieil  ami  twenty  thousand  st;irs. 
Hut  this  is  only  a  feeble  appri'umation  to  tlie  wliide  amoniit  within  telescopic 
riitiKe.  Isini;  an  iiiblniim  nt  of  no  meat  si/.e-  little  more  than  two  inches  wide 
—there  li;iv«  been  at  present  not  less  than  ;!10,imhi  stars  duly  cliartisl  in  the 
iiortheni  half  ot  the  liea\en»  alone.  II  is  e-timaled  that  the  total  number  vis 
ible  In  the  entire  I'clestial  vaiill  would  inoniit  nji  to  77.mHi.oiio. 

There  are  several  parts  of  Ihe  lb  liniment  in  which  staisappear  to  the  naked 
eye  oloBcly  packed  together,  ami  ollieis   winch  iirescnt  ii  geiieiul  Indivisible 


liiminoHity  to  the  unnsslsted  vision.  The  chief  of  these  are  the  I'leliides, 
llyadeg,  the  Milky  Way,  and  I'resepe.  The  latter  Is  a  region  faintly  f(leaiuiiiK 
in  the  sombre  dlslrii'ts  of  Cancer,  which  may  be  easily  found  by  riinniiiK  a  Una 
tliroiiKh  Cistor  and  I'ollux,  andccnitlnninK  it  to  the  southeast  about  iliree  times 
the  distance  iHttweeii  those  stars.  The  llyades  ap|H'ar  to  consist  of  live  stars, 
hut  iH'tween  thirty  siid  forty  uie  reiidily  discernible  under  a  miKlerate  instru- 
mental  (Miwer,  The  I'leiades  also  yield  a  similar  result,  their  optical  niimlier, 
six  or  si'Veti,  beitiK  largely  miiltiplie<l  by  the  application  of  a  telescope.  The 
.Milky  Way  is  foiiml  to  be  composed  of  stais  which  a.ssuine  tlie  appearance  uf 
a  tortuous  consii'iilive  Kirdle  of  IlKht,  owiiiK  to  their  groii|iiii;;  ami  distance 
tkinie  idea  may  be  formeil  of  their  profuseness  from  the  f.ict  that  Ilerscliel  was 
led  to  the  conclusion,  wheiicxainining  this  Honderful  region,  that  ill  some  parts 
of  it  no  less  than  llfty  thousand  wen:  included  within  a  zone  two  degrees  In 
breadth,  which  passeil  niiiler  his  review  in  a  single  hour's  observation.  Yet 
this  is  lint  a  specimen  of  countle.ss  combinations  which  are  discoverable  in  the 
concavity  of  the  heavens,  so  remote  from  us  as  to  escape  the  observation  of 
the  eve,  yet  recognize<l  by  its  aided  vi.sion,  forming  clusters  of  various  slia|ies, 
as  rich  in  stars  as  the  zone  which  we  can  analyze  proves  to  be, 

Ity  some  of  the  pagan  philosophers  the  Via  Lactea  was  regarded  as  an  old 
disused  path  of  the  sun,  of  \\hich  he  had  got  tired,  or  from  w  Inch  be  had  been 
driven,  and  had  left  some  faint  impression  of  his  glorious  presence  upon  it.  Us 
stellar  composition  was,  however,  suspected  long  betcnv  it  wiis  |ii<ived,  but  its 
mull  it  iidinoiis  host  of  stars  retnaineil  a  secret  till  Ilerscliel  turned  his  mighty 
instrument  at  Slough  u|Hni  the  silver;  belt.    In  a  singl'.t  spot  lie  counte<l 

lietween  Ave  and  six  hundred 
without  moving  his  telesco|H';  and 
ill  a  space  of  the  zone  not  iiioru 
extensive  than  lo~  long  by  -i'^" 
wide,  liecoinpnttsl  that  therewere 
no  fewer  th.in  •J.')«.li<K).  Tlioiigll 
the  whole  niimlH'r  of  stara  which 
tlie  naked  eye  disi'cn.s  on  an  ordi- 
nary night  is  small,  yet,  gazing 
ttpon  the  celestial  vault  at  a  liigli 
elevation  in  the  atmosphere, 
largely  improves  the  aiqiearance 
of  old. familiar  stellar  faces,  and 
many  are  caught  sight  of  which 
were  Iwfore  wholly  invisible. 
Visiting  the  peaks  of  lofty  mouii- 
ta'ns,  the  uoaideil  eye  of  tlie  ad- 
venturer ■vho  is  there  at  night 
lonns  fresh  aci|u.iintances  among 
the  stars,  and  Its  friends  of  long 
standing  glitter  with  a  brilliance 
w  liicli  the  denser  regions  of  the  atmosphere  render  obscure  to  the  dwelltrs 
below. 

To  meiusure  the  distance  of  the  stars,  is  a  task  which  1ms  b.ifflwl  the  ablest 
men.  I'litil  our  own  day,  the  cone:  jsion  arrivetl  ,it  had  only  been  negative.  It 
could  inei-ely  1m'  demonstrated,  that  the  nearest  of  these  ixKlies  must  at  the  least 
Is"  removed  from  us  a  certain  space,  the  extent  of  which  rei|uires  the  billions  of 
our  arithmetic  to  express.  It  is  clearly  ascertainable,  that  the  enormous  inter- 
val intervening  between  us  and  that  remote  wanderer  in  our  system,  Neptune, 
is  but  a  narrow  chasm  compared  with  the  interval  between  him  and  the  most 
contiguous  of  the  stellar  orlw.  On  observing  the  same  star,  lying  in  the  plane 
of  the  earth's  orbit,  from  the  two  extremities  of  the  orliit,  at  the  end  of  six 
months,  no  perceptible  alleration  in  the  apparent  size  of  the  star  can  lie  dis- 
cerned, notwithstanding  this  va.st  change  of  situation.  Tlie  inference,  there- 
fore. IS,  that  the  diameter  of  the  earth's  orbit,  the  tmmense  line  of  is;)  luiUions 
of  mil  ^,  bears  no  sensible  pro|)ortbin  *o  the  real  distance  of  the  stars.  .\ll  the 
planets,  even  the  remotest,  appear  in  very  dillercnt  places  w hen  viewed  at  the 
vernal  and  autumnal  equiin.xes,  or  at  any  two  extreme  p<iintsof  our  globe's 
patli;  and  if  the  angle  subtended  be  given,  the  distance  ni.iy  be  cilculaled. 
Hut  no  parallax  of  a  star  amounting  even  to  a  single  second  has  liceti  detected 
and  Itradley  makes  theob.servalion,  which  Sir  .Tolin  Ilerscliel  contirms,  that  it 
such  an  amount  of  parallax  existed,  it  coiihl  ii..t  possibly  have  escapeii  notice- 
.SupiKising,  however,  a  parallax  of  one  second  perceptible,  that,  by  the  rules  of 
trigonometry,  would  give  a  distance  from  us  of  more  tliaii  ill  billions  of  miles  : 
but  as  there  is  no  such  quantity  detectable,  there  is  no  star  lying  within  that 
rangtt— they  all  lie  byyoiid  it  I 

Parallax  is  the  apiiarent  change  of  place  which  an  otiject  undergoes  through 
an  observer  shifting  his  own  position.  The  traveler  in  joiirniying  marks  a 
great  change  in  the  same  scenery,  in  t!ie  dis|Hisition  of  it.i  various  features,  by 
tlie  alteration  of  his  own  p<iint  of  view.  He  olwerves  the  fives,  ndd.s,  and 
limlgeiows,  v.liich  appeared  in  a  direct  line  between  him  and  some  distant  liill, 
at  one  station,  making  an  angle  with  the  eminence  as  seen  from  another  sta- 
tion.   SupiKise  wo  stand  at  a,  and  have  two  trees  liefore  ns  in  the  d:rect  lino

from  the  neun-xt  of  the  stars. 

I'revioiis  to  theilelerniinalionsof  Newton,  the  iliseovery  of  an  annual  paral- 
lax of  the  stars  was  a  |Niiiit  of  (treat  interest  in  outer  to  eoiillrni  the  Coperiiiran 
doctrine  of  the  earth's  motion  in  spiue.  It  was  reniarked  by  opponents,  that  if 
we  are  really  swo'pinK  at  »  priMliKions  rate  in  an  enormous  ellipse  around  the 
sun,  then  on(fht  the  stars  to  ap|H-ar  continually  ilisplariil,  just  as  do  the  trii's  of 
the  forest  to  the  traveler  flying  swiftly  (lasl  them,  instead  of  w  liicli.  seen  from 
any  iwint,  niul  at  any  time,  their  position  Is  ever  the  sumi'— llxiil,  inimutahle, 
eternal.  More  than  three  centuries  have  rolled  away  since  the  controversy 
commenced.  Thouxh  lonn  since  lermliiatisl  liy  the  truth  of  the  uranil  theory  of 
('oi>erniiUs  ts'lnu  triumphantly  eslahlislied.  vet  ast rononiei-s  have  prosecuted 
with  zeal  the  search  after  an  annual  parallax  of  the  .stars,  in  order  to  illu.^trat-* 
till)  wale  iiixui  which  the  univenie  Is  built;  but  no  success  attended  the  ellorl 
until  our  time. 

The  problem  of  stellar  remoteness  hasU'cn  solved  in  the  present  a(!e,in  the 
first  instance  by  the  lale  I'rofessor  lles»el,ol  KonitfslMMK,  and  has  been  justly 
styled  a  niaKnilii-ent  conipicst.  The  world  is  indebted  foi  it  to  one  of  the  reliact- 
iUK  telesco|ies  of  tliecelebratisl  Kiauenliofer,of  Munich,  an  instrument  of  extra, 
ordinary  |«iv,er,  sis-cially  adaptisl  to  the  research  for  the  parallax  of  the  llxiil 
stain.  With  luachiiiery  even  more  delicate,  and  of  a  soinewlial  dilTerent  kind. 
Hessel  renewisl  the  search  after  the  unattained  iKiralliix  of  the  stars.  Ills 
instrument, calhil  the  /if/(nm>NT,  was  nioniiti'd  in  the  year  isjii,  hut  various 
causes  delayeil  his  principal  oiM'ratioiis  up  to  the  niontli  of  ( (ctolier,  ts;i7. 

The  R.stronoiuer  seUittsI  the  ;ttar  111  Cyciii  as  tlie  one  on  w  hicli  to  p<'rfurni 
his  operations.  In  watching  this  star.  Hessel  coinnionly  tisik  observations  six- 
teen times  every  muht  whenever  op|sirtuiiity  otTered.  Without  detailing  the 
course  he  pursued  which  would  be  uiiiiitercsliiiu  and  uninlelli|;ilde  to  most 
readers,  it  will  lie  sufllcient  to  state,  that  alter  a  most  careful  Invi-stiKittinn,  a 
variation  in  the  apiNirent  place  of  the  star  hi  nan  to  show  itself,  iiicreiusing  pre- 
cisely as  (Kirallatic  variation  oUBlit  to  incieasi>,  and  diininishiiuf  as  it  oiikIiI  to 
diminish.  The  [lerioil  of  these  channes  was  prisisely  a  year;  and  in  all  particu- 
lars they  coriesiS)nde<l  exactly  to  the  chanKCs  which  oiiRhl  to  be  pnsluced  by 
parallax,  htill.  on  ncciainl  of  their  ininiite  chaiaitei,  the  observer  hcsitatcil  to 
place  dependence  nixm  them.  Hut  during  another  year  of  observation,  thesame 
results  came  out,  and  the  previous  valnra  were  conlinntsl.  This  was  tlieca.se 
also  during  a  third  year;  and  all  doubt  being  now  removed,  Hessel  announced 
to  the  world  that  he  had  itiniiMssed  the  hitherto  inipas.sable  gulf  of  space,  and 
m«asure<l  the  distance  to  one  of  the  llxed  stars.  The  linal  conclusion  di-diicwl, 
confirmed  by  the  sulmeiiuent  riwearches  of  M.  I'clers  at  the  Observatory  of 
Pulkowa,  assigns  to  til  t'ygni  an  animal  parallax  of  ii'.:MH.  lather  more  than 
one-third  of  a  second  of  space.  This  coiTis|«inils  to  the  enormous  distaiic  of 
nearly  ilU),<)ii<)  radii  of  the  earth's  orbit  or  as  many  times  !il,i«)o,ooii  nub's.  The 
distance  of  the  star  may  therefore  lie  wt  tlowii  In  round  numliers  at  sUty  bil- 
lUiiii  of  miles. 

The  mighty  gulf  which  separates  us  from  the  stars  having  Ihh'h  once  passed, 
the  route  has  been  followed;  and  succeeding  observers  have  deterniiiieil  the 
parallax  of  a  suHicicnt  number  of  stars  lo  .slu>w  that  tlicir  results  are  entirely 
trustworthy.  General  dependence  may  be  placed  on  the  results  given  in  the 
Uble:

To  aid  the  imagination  in  forming  some  idea  of  these  distances,  it  may  lie 

Blated,  thai  tlie  conflagration  of  these  stars  would  not  beannoiiiiceil  to  us  under 
periods  varying  from  upwards  of  tliriw  years  to  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, for  a  my  of  light,  which  darts  to  us  from  the  sun  in  eight  minutes,  would 
require  that  time  to  travel  through  the  space  lietwivn  us  and  them.  <»ne  deli- 
rate  thread  of  a  spider's  web,  phiciil  lielore  the  eye  of  a  spectator  at  ill  t'ygni, 
would  hide  from  his  view  the  whole  orbit  of  the  earth;  and  a  single  hair  would 
oonceul  the  entire  solar  universe!  The  remark  of  Iliiygens  is  a  sober  specula- 
tion, that  there  may  Iw  worlds  in  the  immensity  of  spiwe,  which  have  been 
long  created,  whose  light,  owing  to  their  distance,  has  not  yet  reached  our  globe, 
though  still  destined  to  comeMithin  range  of  the  eye. 

However  marvellotis  the  statement,  it  is  strictly  true,  that  w  hen  we  gaze 
upon  the  heavens,  observe  the  atan,  and  note  down  their  pusiiiuiis,  we  are  witr 
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nesslng  and  chnmlellng  their  appeamnr(<s  in  by-Kone  time,  and  not  the  present 
aspo't  of  the  phenomena.    The  ray  that  nieels  tlieeye  fiuiii  Ihe  nearest  sidereal 

object  brings  iiilelllgeni f  its   past  estate:  and   that    I'asI    inclndes  years  In 

relation  lo  the  tionl  ranks  of  the  stellar  ariii\,anil  ages  with  rispeit  to  the 
general  IhhIv.  When  »e  leflerl  upon  lliese  facts,  and  riineniber  that  the  faint 
neluiloiis  rliistirs  are  far  more  leiiiote  fi.nii  the  disliiiit  slurs  IIliii  IIii'>  from 
IIS-  that  the  liiilit  which  nianifes|.i  their  pic-'ence  now  may  have  lifl  its  soiiice 
when  the  Tiiilor,  Niunian,  or  .Smxoo  rare  occiipiisl  the  tliione  we  catch  il 
glini|Me  of  the  Immensily  of  span  ,  and  of  the  inlliiity  ol  that  lliing  w  ho  origin- 
ated the  great  go\erniuent  of  which  it  is  the  scene,  and  I'oiidiicts  it  with  such 
nicely  that  a  sparrow  falleth  not  to  the  gioiind  w  itiioiit  lliiii. 

We  have  nothing  to  guide  ns  res|H'cling  Ihe  niagiiitiide  of  the  stais  U'Voiid 
their  visibility,  when  so  vastly  remote.  The  planet  .Siliini  is  iiiagniflisl  by  Ihe 
teli'scijpe  larger  than  the  iioMiii  lo  tie  naked  eye,  though  Inio  iiiillloiis  of  iiilhs 
distaiil;  but  iiislriimeiilal  power  fails  in  giving  any  appreciable  niagnitiide  to 
the  stars.  It  brings  countless  iiiMllitiides  Into  view  hid  from  the  unassisted 
sight;  It  makes  us  sensible  of  their  presence;  it  Increases  their  brilliaii('\ :  but 
iH'yond  this,  It  supplies  ns  with  no  intorniiilion  respecting  their  voliinie  and 
mass.  The  simple  lait  of  the  visibility  of  the  stars  across  the  niighly  expanse 
which  we  know  to  exist  Is'tweeii  tJiein  and  oiii-selves,  necessarily  gives  ns  high 
ideas  ot  their  diiiicii-.ions.  t'iilciilations  have  been  niaile.  liom  a  comparison  of 
the  light  of  the  sins  Willi  that  of  the  sun,  but  the  result  can  only  he  regaidisl 
as  .1  rnile  approxiniation. 

.*<ir  .lohn  llerschel  soberly  answers  the  eiii|iiir> :  "  Tor  what  piir|sise  ale  we 
to  snpisise  such  inagnillceiit  IhmIics  scallered  through  the  ab\ss  of  space':' 
.Siin'ly  not  to  illuminate  "iir  nights,  which  an  addilional  iiioon  of  the  thons- 
andlh  part  of  thesi^e  of  <.iirown  would  do  iiiiich  better- not  to  sparkle  as  a 
liageant  void  of  meaning  and  reality,  :iiui  liewildei  ns  aiiiuiig  vain  eonjn'liin.s. 
I'sefiil.  il  IS  true  they  are  to  man.  as  isiiiils  ot  exact  and  permaneiil  reterence  ; 
but  he  must  have  sludied  aslronomy  to  little  piir|Hise,  w  ho  can  suppose  man  to 
lie  the  mil)  objist  of  his  Creator's  care,  or  wliodm-s  not  see,  in  the  vast  and 
wonilerf 111  apparatus  aioiiiid  us,  provision  for  other  races  of  animalisl  beings, 
The  planets  ileri\e  their  light  from  the  sun:  but  that  i  aiiiiol  be  the  case  with 
theslars.  These  doiiblless.  then,  are  themselves  suns,  and  may  perhaps,  each 
in  its  sphere,  be  the  presiding  centre  around  which  other  pl.iiiets,  or  bodies  of 
which  we  can  form  no  conception  from  any  analogy  ollernl  by  oia  own  system, 
may  Ih-  circuiatiiig."

When  we  ii>mpare  the  present  appearance  of  the  sidereal  heavens  w  ilh  the 
recorils  of  former  catalogues,  some  stars  are  not  to  be  foii,..!  now  whose  places 
have  Imh'II  registerisl.  There  are  bnir  in  Hercules,  four  in  t'ancer,  one  in  Per- 
seus, one  in  Pisces,  one  in  Hydra,  one  in  Orion, and  two  in  Hcienice's  Hair, 
which  have  apparently  disapiSMiid  from  the  sky.  Ot  the  eight  stars  birmerly 
mentiomsl  whicli  were  marked  in  the  catalogue  of  I'loleiiiy,  hiil  had  been  lost 
In  the  time  of  I'iugh-lteg.  there  were  SIX  iie.ir  the  Soiillieni  Kisli.  w  liicli  have 
not  Is'en  observed  since;  and,  as  bmr  of  these  were  ot  llir  Ihnd  maifiiii'ide. 
Itailh  concluded  that  they  were  really  x  isilile  in  the  heavens  in  tlieageof 
Ptolemy,  and  disapiM'areil  in  the  interval  U'tween  him  and  the  Tartar  prince. 
It  Is  no  doubt  probable  that  apparent  losses  have  often  arisen  from  mistaken 
entries;  yet,  in  many  instances  it  is  icrt.iin  that   Iliere  is  no  niistake  in  the 

olmervatlon  or  entry,  and  that  stars  have  ie;illy  I n  observisl,  and  as  really 

have  disappeared.  A  star  of  thellllh  niagniiiide,  .v.  Heicnlis.  in  the  c:ilalogue 
of  Klamsteed,  was  parliculaiiy  oliservisl  by  lleischel  in  l"si  and  iTs-.';  but  nine 
years  afterwards  it  was  gone,  nor  has  it  since  been  seen  ,Sir  .bilin  llerscliel.  in 
May,  1S2H,  niis.sisl  a  star  in  Virgo,  inserted  in  Harnii  /aeh's  ciilalogiie,  and  tt:is 
not  able  again  to  |H'rceive  it.  "There  are  now  wauling  in  the  heavens,"  .Monl- 
anari  oliserved  in  lil7o,  "  two  staiftof  the  sis'ond  niagnilinle.  in  the  stern  and 
yard  of  the  ship. \rgo.  I  and  others  observed  Ihein  in  the  year  liUil,  ii|H>n  mca 
shin  of  the  comet  that  appeared  that  year.  When  they  liisl  ilisap|Maieil  1  know 
not;  only  1  am  sure  that  on  the  inili  of  .\pril.  |ilti.«.  there  was  not  the  le;isi 
glimpse  of  them  lo  U-  seen." 

On  the  other  hand, there  are  some  stai^  now  in  the  heavens  which  are  sup- 
posed to  have  only  mently  become  visible.  No  entry  of  them  occurs  in  the 
catalognes  of  former  ob.sei  vers,  who  have  registered  objects  of  inferior  iiiagni- 
tnile  in  their  neiglilMiihiKsl, and  would  not  thereloie  have  oiniiied  these  \[.u\ 
they  lH>en  present.  Thus,  a  star  in  the  bead  of  t'eplieiis,  one  in  IJeiniiii,  another 
in  Kipinleiis,  a  fourth  in.Sexlanis,  a  remarkable  one  between  0  anil  J  Ilydnc,  a 
sixth  in  Hercules,  and  several  others,  are  not  given  in  l'ianiste«rs  catalogue. 
These  are  probably  new,  as  that  most  accurate  observer  of  the  heavens  coiilil 
scarcely  have  omitted  them.  Since  the  year  is.'il  a  star  in  the  nebula  id' Orion 
has  apiiearisl;  and  attention  has  been  sis'cially  callisl  to  it,  nw  ing  to  its  having 
sttirtiil  as  it  were  into  existence  in  a  sitnalioii  winch  appaicnliv  strcngllieneil 
the  nebular  liy|«ilhisis. 

In  addition  to  these  idumges,  the  occurrence  ot  stars  .starting  Into  lem|>orary 
visibility, shining  with  great  lustre,  and  then  entirely  vanishing,  however  unac- 
countable, is  so  well  ant  bent  icated  lis  lo  obtain  a  place  in  the  cl.iss  of  iiii(|iies- 
tionablc  pheiioinena.  .\n  instance  of  this  kind  i«ciirieil  in  the  Mar  :isi,i  df  duv 
em.  In  the  neiglilHirlnssI  of  Altaii.  in  the  constellation  Aipiilla,  a  star  sud- 
denly ap|)earisl,  continning  us  brilliant  as  Venus  Un-  lliree  we-ks.  Other  stel- 
lar apiwritions  are  recorded  in  tlie  years  I'-t.")  and  I'.'il4;  but  the  most  niemorable 
case  ismrred  In  l.'iTi,  which  we  had  is'iasion  lo  notice  in  Iraeiiig  Ihe  caieer  of 
Tycho  Hrahe.  The  new  s'ar,  which  gl.rwid  with  great  s|ihiidoi,  and  con- 
tinued visible  for  eighteen  months,  appeared  in  t'a.ssiojieia  iniinediatcly  under 
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IliK  Hciiln-nilin  or  dmir  of  llio  Lmly.     It  huh  llrnt  niiiKlit  hIkIiI  of  at  WlttciuliiirK

hist  lenliiry,  lint  li'ss  than  lliiiteen  stars,  in  dilTerent  eonstellations. seem  to 
have  totally  pe.  islicil.  and  ten  new  onex  to  have  heen  created.  In  many  instanees 
it  is  imi|Uestionalih'.  that  the  stars  thcniselves,  the  siip|Hiseil  haiiitation  of  other 
kinds  or  orders  ot  inli'lli;;ent  heiiiKS.  toother  with  the  dilTerent  planets  hy 
which  It  is  prohahle  they  were  sarroiindisl,  have  utterly  vanislie<l.  and  thesixitH 
which  they  iH'ciiiiiiil  in  the  heavens  have  liiK'oine  lilanksV  l.aplace  likewise 
oliserves:  "  .\s  to  those  stars  which  snilililily  shine  forth  with  a  very  vivid 
liKlit.  and  tlnn  liniiiiiliately  dlsa|i]>ear.  it  is  extremely  prohahle  that  Ki'eut  eon- 
tliiKratlons.  priHliicid  hy  evtiaoroiiiary  I'anses.  take  place  on  their  snifiu^e.  This 
conjecture  is  conllrnied  hy  their  chiiii|{n  of  color,  which  is  analoKons  to  that  pre- 
seiiti'tl  to  us  on  the  earth  hy  those  UMlles  which  are  wt  on  lire  and  llien  Kriulil 
ally  extimsiiishcd  " 

lliil  it  has  heen  suKsestiil,  that  temporary  stars  may  lie  resolved  into  a  jieri- 
(Nlical  traiislaiiuii  troni  the  depths  of  iiillnite  space,  to  a  station  W'hicli  liriiiKS 
them  uilliin  till' hounds  of  our  vision.  Their  sudden  and  hrilliant  hui'st  from 
the  dark  and  distant  void,  upon  this  snp|Misithin.  arises  from  a  tieinendoiis 
veliH'ily;  and  tin  ir  evanescent  stay  within  our  view,  may  he  caiiiHil  hy  one  of 
the  narrow  exliiniillcs  III  an  urliit  immensely  elliptical  lyiliK  in  the  direction 

of  our  system.  The  dhiKram  repie- 
sents  part  of  this  snpiHised  orhit. 
tli.it  whii'li  approaches  our  [xisition 
in  the  universe.  It  is  further  coii- 
ceiveil,  that  the  tem|Hii'ary  stai's  of 
IH.\  12114  and  l.'iT'J  were  not  dilTerent 
inillvhliials.  hilt  in  reality  the  same 
star.  This  is  tfronnuiil  upon  the  close  accordance  of  the  intervals  separatiiiK 
the  periiHl.s  It  lia>'  bran  snpposeil.  therefore,  that  the  star  has  an  orliit  which 
it  iK'iiorms  in  the  space  of  about  .',l:i  years.  The  chief  ilitUciilty  which  lies  in 
the  way  of  the  siipixisition.  that  the  tein|)orary  stars  are  ohjects  nioviiiK  in 
orhits.  which  disfilay  them  iHTiiNlically  to  us.  is,  that  no  >  halite  of  place  has 
iHrn  ohservinl  iliirinK  tlie  whole  time  of  apparition. 

liesiiles  ca.ses  of  siiddcii  stellar  api>aritiou  and  ap|«irent  extiiiKiilHhment, 
there  are  a  niimher  of  st  irs  whose  liuht  iiiiderKoes  a  periiMlieal  increa.se  and 
diniiniitloii.tormiiiK  the  class  calliil  niiinhlr,  Siine  retire  for  a  time  into  ahso- 
lute  invisiliility.  while  others  uier"ly  sulTer  chaiiKes  in  tlioir  briKlitness,  without 
lieiliK  al>.s<ilutcly  hist  to  view. 

The  earlirat  olmervetl  ex»m|ile  of  this  elnss  is 
°  t'.'ti.calhsl  also  Stella  Mini,  or  the  wonilerfiil 
star,  situatcil  lii  tlie  nii'k  of  the  Whale.  The  fol- 
linviii);  are  now  its  Kcneral  pinuses.  which  are 
pine  through  in  XM  days.  I.'!  hours  and  7 
minutes.  When  at  the  Kieutest  liriKhtness. 
it  is  eipinl  to  a  star  of  the  second  magni- 
tude, and  remainii  so  for  alMiiit  »  fortnight. 
It  then  ilecreiLsea  during  three  months,  passes 
entirely  out  of  sight,  continues  invisible  alKiut 
live  months,  UKaiii  coiiieH  into  view,  InereaHes 
UuriiiK  three  luonlhs,  when  it  attains  once  more 
it.s  maximum  lustre.  It  doi-s  not  always,  how- 
ever, return  to  the  same  decree  of  hrii;htn<«*.H,  or 
iiicrea.se  and  diniinish  hy  the  same  gradations,  or 
invariably  remain  invisible  the  same  leiiKlh  of 
time.  For  the  four  years  lietwi't'n  OctolHir.  ii\Ti, 
and  December,  lilTtI,  it  was  never  seen  at  all, 
thoutth  llevelius  searched  that  part  of  the  heav- 
ens diliKently  for  it.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was 
iinnsually  liriKlit  October  .'>.  l-*!!'.  as  observed  by 
ArKclaiider.

It  continues  at  Its  brlKbtejit  two  days  and  fourteen  lioiini.  Then  It*  uplondar 
suddenly  iH'Kins  to  diinlnish,  and  in  three  hours  and  a  half  it  is  reiliieni  to  it* 
ininimiini.  Its  techiest  lustre  liistH  but  little  more  than  tlfteen  niinuteH.  It  then 
Is'liiiis  to  increase,  and  in  three  hours  and  a  half  more,  it  is  rpstorisl  to  its  usual 
hrlKhtness.  Its  full  periisl  Is  therefore '.j  days,  M>  lioui's  and  4H  minutes.  Tli« 
remarkable  law  of  variation  to  which  this  star  is  subleet  suKifestisI  to  (lisid- 
ricke  the  idea  of  some  <ipai|un  Isxly  revolviiiK  around  it,  which,  inter|iosiiig 
bclwi-en  the  earth  and  the  star,  cuts  ofT  a  portion  of  its  IlKlit.  AIkoI  may  l<e 
seen  on  any  IbieeveninK  from  .VuKUst  to  .May.  as  it  coiilinues  alsive  the  horizon 
twenty  hours  out  of  the  twenty-four.  With  AlKeiilb  In  the  side  of  I'erseiis, 
and  Aliuaak  in  the  fisit  of  Aiulioineda,  it  forms  a  triangle,  with  the  o|H'n  part 
towards  Cii.ssiopeia. 

X<'yKni  chanKHs  from  the  sixth  to  tli«  eleventh  degree  of  niaKiiitiide,  and 
consis|ueiilly  at  Its  brightest  is  only  visible  to  the  nakisl  eye  under  favorable 
ciri'iiiiistanci-s,  Tle'ic  are  altogether  nearly  f.irty  stars  iLscertainisI  to  lie  vari- 
able, anil  others  suspected  to  lielonK  to  the  class. 

Various  ciinjc<'tures  have  heen  lia/.arile>l  to  ai'coiint  for  these  eases  of  perl- 
ihIIc  stellar  chaiute.  If  we  suppose  the  vary  hit;  briuhtnessof  the  iHstles  ini|nes- 
tion  to  be  caii.HisI  by  varyiii){  distance,  the  same  hypothesis  as  that  which  has 
Istiii  luentioni'd  in  connection  with  the  temp  irary  stai's,  it  Is  singular  that  their 
ixmition  shoiihl  be  wholly  unaltered  diiriuK  their  respective  changes.  This 
apiH'a IS  fatal  to  the  idea  of  orbital  inolion  Ih-Iiik  the  cause  of  their  versatile 
appearance.  Another  surmise  is.  that  dark  bislies  ii'volve  around  these  stars, 
which,  periiHlically  InterveiiiuK  between  them  and  lis,  temporarily  cut  olt  their 
light.  Mr.  (loiHlricke  proiHuscd  this  theory  res|iectiiig  the  star  .Vlgol;  but  it  Is 
open  to  the  objection  that  it  reiinires  us  to  assign  a  magnitude  to  the  revolving 
bisly  in  relation  to  that  which  must  be  deemed  its  primary,  which  is  out  of  all 
pro|iortion  to  that  which  we  are  hsi  to  lielieve  liehnigs  to  dependent  orbs.  The 
siibservieiit  lMMli(>s  inoursysleni  are  imiiiunsely  inferior  to  their  primary,  the 
sun,  and  owing  to  this,  to  a  iiist ant  observer  of  our  part  of  the  universe,  the 
transit  of  the  nilghty  globe  of  .liipiter  acioss  the  sun's  disk  would  prisliice  no 
(H'^'cptlble  elTect.  Uiir  kiiowhslgeof  planetary  mot  ion  is  also  adverse  to  that 
rigorous  iiniformity  which  is  so  niarknl  a  fe.iture  of  the  stellar  changes. 

It  may  ap|H-ar  a  gratuitous  ikssiimption  to  take  the  sidar  system  as  a  mini- 
ature pii'tnre  of  otliei's;  but  wo  can  only  reiuson  eoiicerniiig  what  we  know  not. 
from  what  we  know.  Minute  white  specks  api«'ar  in  the  neighljorhcMHl  of  the 
stars,  y  llydne.  X  tieminoriini.  and  tl'rsie,  wliich  in  all  likellhiHxl  are  their 
encircling  planets— tributary  compaiiioiis  -plainly  and  vastly  inferior,  acrard- 
Ing  to  the  analogy  of  subservient  bislies  ill  onr  system.  Their  intervention 
woiihi  have  no  iM-rceptible  effect  upon  the  appearance  of  their  primaries  to  onr 
vision.  The  most  probable  hyisitliesls  that  has  yet  been  pro|i«se<l  to  account  for 
the  examples  before  us  of  stellar  chaugeableness  is  that  of  axial  rotation.  The 
variable  stars  are  supposed  to  have  parts  of  their  surface  less  luminous  than 
the  rest,  which.  «  hen  presented  to  us  In  the  course  of  rotation  priMlnce  the  perl- 
(slical  de<«y  of  light,  and  absolute  invisibility  oliservable.  A  variety  of  circum- 

sta s  (s'lnr  to  favor  this  idea.    Itotatioii  upon  an  axis  is  a  law  to  which  every 

orb  IS  sulijis't.  with  which  we  are  snillciently  iu'(|uainted  -as  the  sun.  the  plan- 
ets, and  their  satellites.  The  greatest  uniformity  marks  the  execution  of  the 
law.  ami  in  this  it  iliffers  from  translation  in  space.  The  planets  travel  in  irreg- 
ular paths  and  with  varying  veliK'ities  in  their  orbits,  but  their  axial  motion  is 
uniform.  If,  therefore,  one  of  the  hemispheres  of  a  rotating  body  within  the 
sphere  of  vision  shoiilil  be  less  luminous  than  the  other,  pt^riods  of  decay,  olMCur- 
ity,  revival  and  vivacity,  would  lie  exhibited,  of  uniform  occurrence  and  dur- 
atiiui.  Now,  those  who  have  paid  moat  attention  to  solar  phenomena  are  of 
opinion,  that  Ix'sidRs  the  sun  having  variable  spots  upon  hisdisk,  which  at  times 
ha"e  been  so  numerous  and  extensive  as  to  impair  his  orb,  there  is  i-eason  to 
iH'lieve  the  ilhiminating  iMiwer  of  his  two  hemispheres  to  lie  uneijual,  one  being 
much  fainter  than  the  other.  We  may  not  lie  sensible  of  this,  because,  com- 
laratively  situated  in  immediate  vicinity  to  his  elTnlgence;  but,  removed  to  a 
vast  remoteiiea.s,  his  lotary  motion  might  constitute  him  sensi'v  a  variable 
star  tii  us. 

We  now  proceed  to  notice  the  Multiple  stars,  objects  very  little  known  until 
a  recent  liate.  .S«Km  after  the  application  of  the  telescoiie  to  the  heavens,  it  was 
perceiveil  that  some  of  those  brilliant  points,  which  ap|iear  single  stai's  to  the 
nakeil  eye,  are  in  reality  stellar  combinations  comprising  two  or  more  individu- 
als. Hilt  little  attention,  however,  was  paid  to  them,  and  no  suapicion  enter- 
tainwl  of  their  numerical  amount  The  list  of  conjoineil  bodies,  whose  posi- 
tions and  relative  distances  have  been  acirurately  determined,  now  includes  a 
numlier  which  is  live  or  six  times  greater  than  that  which  ap|iears  in  the  gen- 
eral stellar  catalogue  of  the  ancient  observers.  Sir  James  South  and  Sir  .John 
Ilerschel  prisluced  a  catalogue  of  ;W()  multiple  stars  in  the  year  1824,  as  the 
result  of  their  joint  labors.  This  was  followe<l  by  one  of  4«0  from  South.  an4 
another  of  S.;1U0  from  Herschel— the  fruits  of  solitary  observntuin.  M.  Striive, 
ot  Dorpat,  also  has  registerwl  the  dat4i  of  3(H)0.  The.se  are  all  included  in  the 
noi'theni  hemisphere,  and  within  l.'i  south  of  the  equator.  From  the  sunthcm 
heavens  an  dpially  plenteous  harvest  may  be  gathered,  of  which  Mr.  DuiUop's 
catalogue  of  '.'.Vl,  iibservwl  at  I'aramatta.  may  be  regai-ded  as  the  tirst-fruits. 
I 'iHin  the  whole,  the  numl)erof  stars  whose  multiple  character  and  respective 
positions  have  been  deterinineil,  cannot  l)e  rateil  at  less  than  8,000.  Of  these 
the  most  numerous  are  twin  stars,  or  binary  syatems.  Some  of  the  more 
remarkable  specimens  are  Ciutor,  V  Corona-,  Rtgel,  Polaris,  Mirac  or  £  Bootis, 
y  I.omi.s,  y  Vii'ijinia,  c  Ursa)  Majori8,ulloi'culls,  30  Andromeda),  \Ophluchi, 
and  X  Aiiuilie. 

Of  all  the  binary  stars  in  the  heavens.  Castor  is  the  largest  and  finest ;  the 
one  also  which  has  been  the  longest  oliserved.  Castor  is  a  Gemiuorum,  one  of 
the  bright  stars  in  the  head  of  the  Twins,  the  moat  northerly  of  the  two,  and  is 
easily  separated  by  a  moderately  good  telescope.    Its  coiiBtituents  are  of  th 
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C  BoutU.

The  phenomena  of  the  multiple  stars  have  already  led  to  some 
interesting  result*.  The  Newtonian  law  of  gravitation  hits  hy  their 
means  been  opened  to  our  view,  ofieniting  in  the  far  distant  realms 
of  tlie  universe.  When  tlnw  proximate  iHxIles  were  llrst  .lisciiv 
ered.  it  wa-s  not  suspecttsi  that  any  (ihysieal  ii)niie«-tiou  snli--ted 
lietwwii  them— any  real  contiguity.  The  proximity  was  supiiosed 
to  be  simply  optical.  It  was  iniaginnl,  tliat  <aie  star  lying  at  a 
remote  distance  behind  another,  and  seen  in  nearly  the  same  visual 
line,  prixluced  the  app<-arani'e  of  a  double  star,  aa  desi-riheil  in  the 
diagram.  In  some  instances  this  is  undoubtedly  theciwe;  aii.l,  uliile 
the  prevalence  of  the  binary  arrangement  was  liniite<l  t<i  a  few 
siieciniens.  the  solution  was  satisfactory.  But  the  heavens  are  so 
thickly  sprinkled  with  doulile  stars,  as  to  render  it  in  the  highest 
degree  i  III  I  irohable  that  their  m-cnrrence  is  merely  the  an-ideutal 
effect  of  two  stars  separated  by  a  wide  interval,  lying  out  In  space  In 
tlie  same  direction  The  iirgiiineiit  adopteit  has  been  ilhistiated  in 
the  following  manner.  If  wesup|Hiseaniiml>erof  pea.*  loU-  thrown 
at  random  on  a  chess  hoanl.  we  should  certiunly  expect  to  tiinl  them 
occupying  irregular  or  landom  |Hi8itions.  If,  contrary  to  this,  they 
were,  in  far  more  than  average  niiniliera,  found  to  \w  arrange<l  In 
pairs  on  each  square,  the  rational  inference  would  be,  that  here  there  was  no 
nindoui  scattering.  The  excessive  prevalence  of  the  binary  arrangement  would 
indicate  forethought,  design,  and  system.

We  ha\e  thus  seen  suns  in  motion  aroiiml  each 
other— or  around  some  iiilirveiiiiig  |Hiiiil.  in  Ihe  case  of  quadruple  and  quin- 
tuple stars-  as  derisively  evidenced  liy  observed  plienomeiia.  as  the  translation 
of  the  distant  planets  ol  our  svsl>'m  around  the  ceittral  iuminarv.  It  reqiiiiei! 
till'  most  acute gi'ometricians  to  resolve  the  well. known  prohleiu  of  three  IkmIii'S 
and  It  may  be  quite  lieyoiid  our  liiatlieiuatirs  lo  iletermine  the  curves  ih  si  rilieil 
liv  coiiniH'tcd  suns  with  alleiid.inl  pLiiiils  acting  and  reacting  ii|hui  each  other; 
but  the  fact  of  the  stellar  iiiiiveise  iieiii','  the  scene  of  activities,  incessant,  com- 
plex, yet  nicely  haiaiirid  and  liarnionl'/iHl,  is  clearly  before  us,

nniiieroiis  than  the  nsl,  and  the  red  twice  as  nnmeniiis  as  the  liliie.  While 
insiilali><l  stiiis  of  a  red  cohir  as  deep  as  bhnid  are  loiiiinon  In  the  heavens,  and 
also  white  and  yellow  ones,  it  is  a  remarkalile  fact,  that  no  s[H><'inieii  of  an 
Insulated  blue,  green,  or  violet-colored  star,  has  yet  iwn  found,  thoiigi<  tlnw^ 
occur  ir  the  liinary  and  ternary  systems.

At  iasl,  in  \'iM,  llei-schel  aililresseil  hiniself  to  the  resoliilion  ot  the  Kreat 
prnhli'iii,  hy  loniiiiiK  a  iiiliiloune  of  stars  silintli  il  in  all  parlH  of  the  heavens,  in 
which  an  appreeiahle  aiiioiiiil  ot  pio|H'r  iiiol ion  hail  Is  en  iletecteil  anil  iiieas- 
iiiiil.  .\lleran  exlemlcil  exaniinalioii  of  the  snhject.  Ileineliel  annoiiniiii  his 
Is'lief  thai  a  purl  of  Hie  piii|H'r  Inolioii  of  the  stars  iiiiist  he  atlrilnitt'il  to  the 
elTtst  of  systematic  paralhiN.  or  to  the  iiiovement  of  the  solar  sjstein  itself;  anil 
that  this  nioveinenl  is  ilirei  liil  tnwaiils  a  |uiiiil  ill  the  heavens  somewhat  t<i  the 
nortliof  the  slur  /  lleicnlcs. 

This  lliitny  was  not  siipposeil  in  general  hy  the  iistronnmers  of  tlieilaylo 
Imi  roniiileil  oil  well-iliteiinineil  ohserviilions.  It  was  receiviHl,  Ihi'iefore,  with 
hesitation  anil  iloiihl;  il  fell  Into  ilispiite;  and  llerschel  died  liefore  any  ciin- 
llniiation  of  il  had  heen  ohliiincd.  lint  the  Inter  ri'seanlies  of  .Vi'Kelander, 
I.iindiihl.  Olio  Strnve  and  I'clers,  on  Hie  sliirs  of  I  he  norlliern  hemisphere,  coiii- 
liiiicd  »  ith  liiose  nf  Mr.  (iailoway  on  the  ^lals  of  ihe  soiilhciii  sky,  have  ilem- 
onstntliil.  ill  the  innst  nnilmlaiile  iiiaiinei,  iiol  only  the  tact  ot  the  solar  motion, 
hnl  it.''  diiiclion,  iiicloseaKleemeiil  wilh  lleischd's  aniioiinccment.  anil  its  rale. 

What  ale  Ihe  stars  niiide  of/  I-'ifiy  \iais  ii^o,  or  less,  if  such  a  i|iieslion 
had  Ihi'Ii  proposeil  lo  any  chemisl,  natnialisl  or  iisirononier,  it  would  hiiveelie 
ilisl  a  look  of  surprise,  if  iiskiil  w  illi  scrionsnci^s.  at  the  slnipliciiy  of  the  party 
in  snpposint;  that  any  iiiloi  million  ii|ioli  Hie  sulijcct  could  he  supplied.  Nor  at 
that  iM'riod  would  any  cln mist,  naliiriilisi  or  a.^tll  I'onier,  liiive  deemed  it  liexs- 
llde  to  t'lilertaiii  Hie  expectation  that  science  wniilil  ever  arrive  at  any  certain 
knoHledneof  Hie  niiilcrials  of  which  the  orlw  of  lieiiven  arecoiii|Misisl.  lint  we 
know  this  now,  at  least  to  Hoine  extent,  in  relation  hotli  to  Ihe  sun  anil  tu  Hit! 
Btars.  So  rapid  nf  late  has  been  the  niaivh  of  pli\»lcal  discovery,  that  it  is  not 
a  vailiie  specniatiuii  or  iiiiidom  Kiiess,  Imt  an  ahsoliite  ceil, iinlv, Hint  lerrestrial 
elenn'iils  wiHi  which  we  uie  very  lamiliar  are  siihstances  which  enter  largely 
into  the  compiwilion  of  "  .\ii  Innis  with  his  soils,"  and  the  "hands  of  Orion." 
The  siH'Ciroscope  has  heen  the  means  of  revcalniK  this  iiiteresliiiK  lai'l. 

The  spectrmn  of  the  tiiiilhtest  of  the  slurs  Ih  of  eoiirse  very  much  li'.s»  hrll- 
liant  than  thai  of  the  nun.  81111.  w  hen  H  ixiwerful  telesco|H'.  armed  with  a  sim'c 
trnscope  of  sufflciiiil  isiwei,  is  directed  to  a  cimspiciions  meniher  of  the  stellar 
host,  as  Aldeharan  for  esaniple,  or  Veya  orCiipellii,  Ihe  lainhow-tinliKl  streak 
of  liKlit  distinctly  lla.shes  out  to  view, and  preneiits  its  dark  lines,  iniliiatiiid 
these  stai-s  to  have  a  constitution  icsemhliiiK  that  of  oiirsiin,  or  tn  hoself- 
Inmiiioiis  orhs,  surroiindiil  with  an  Htmosphiie  of  ahsorptive  vaimis.  The 
atmosphere  nf  Aldeharan  cnmprises,  in  ii  .stale  nt  vapor,  enornioiis  iiiiantities  nf 
irnii,  ineiciin,  liisniiith,  antimony.  miiKntwiuIii,  siMllum,  calcium  and  hydroKen. 

In  llial  of  Siiins.  and  many  of  the  white  stars,  the  preseii f  hydiojfen  is  very 

decidedly  shown  hy  tli«  siicclriini  iH'iiitf  crossed  hy  the  intensely  strong  lines 
which  eiirres|H)iid  to  the  i  lenient,  while  Hip  metallic  lines  are  reinarkahly  taint. 
t)n  the  contrary,  the  lines  of  hydrogen  are  wanting  in  the  s|M'etrumiif  llelel- 
tfeiise,  the  liritfhteat  orb  of  Orion,  while  Ihe  presence  of  iron,  sodinin.  niiiK- 
m'siiiiii.aiid  other  eh'ments  is  very  delliiilely  indicated.  Thus,  hyanalyzinK 
the  stellar  liitht.  the  sped nwcope  has  in  elTecl  liroii«lil  lis  intelligence  from  the 
stellar  orhs.  across  spaces  to  he  measured  only  hy  millions  on  millions  of  miles, 
v^'liich  ili'clari'8  them  tn  lie.  as  it  were,  Ihhiu  of  imr  iKiiie.  and  flesh  nf  our  llesli. 
united  to  our  tiny  wo  .J  by  the  bond  of  common  physical  constituents.

Kiir  more  iintnnlshlnK  than  any  of  the  detiiilK  ii|)tiii  which  We  have  hitherto 
dwell,  are  those  relaliliK  lo  Hie  clasH  ot  eelestlal  olijis'ts  we  have  now  tn  enii- 
sliler,  Hie  invesllKalinn  nf  which  In  at  preseiit  the  liiKlicst  brunch  nf  priii'tleal 
aHtr.'iioiiiy.  In  ilirectiiiK  onr  attention  In  them,  we  leave  what  may  cnniiHira 
lively  Ik'  ealled  home  rcKlons,  HiraiiKti  as  the  phriute  iipiwiim,  when  we  ret'ollet't 
tlieillHtance  Intcrveniin;  belwu'ii  iis  unil  the  neaiiitt  of  the  ntani.  lint  hiicIi 
liiiiKinme  is  slrielly  appiopriale  with  reference  to  the  slani  visible  to  the  nakiil 

eye,  and  i lied  hy  nrdiiiary  leleitciiple  aid.    They  form  nnr  ilrimimnnt  or  cliis 

li'i.  near  the  centre  nt  w  lilch  Hie  iinliir  nysteni  Is  siippimeil  tn  be  sitimletl.  Vet 
besides  this  prnvince  with  which  we  are  coiinecleil,  inealciilably  viidt  iw  it  Is, 
IBrfectly  ineslimable  IhiHi  In  leniftli,  breiidlh.  depth  and  height,  there  are  other 
provinces  wlHiln  view,  ei|ii:illy  lut  capiirlnus,  distinct  llrmanientH  oreliisters, 
scatlerisl  thrniiKli  Iliose  terrllorles  of  the  universe  that  are  ucceMlble  to  our 

naze;  and  i Id  we  Is'  lemoveil  lo  any  of  them,  the  whole  of  that  ({real  sclieine 

nfexislence  apparenily  ciiciiiiiHciilK'd  hy  Ihe  Milky  Way,  mi»{lit  neeni  eoin- 
pri'sseil  into  a  Hinall  ttlnbiihir  patch  in  space,  nrsprawlliiK  spnt.nnly  tn  a  trillinK 
extent  lieilimiiiiiiK  Hie  a/.iire  of  the  lieaveim— tlie  aspetjt  presentetl  by  these stur- 
syslems,  clusters,  or  iiehnhe  In  onrHelves. 

II  is  a  reiuonahle  siip|Miiiltlon  that  stars  which  are  classed  as  lielnniilnR  to 
the  inferior  ordein  of  maijnitiide,  only  appear  tn  he  sn  generally,  lieeaiisenf  tlielr 
Kiealer  ilislance.  Nnw  it  is  nhserviible,  that  the  must  brilliant,  or  tlinse  ot  the 
flrsl,seeond,  and  Ihird  maKiiitiidos,  are  pielly  evenly  disliibnteil  over  the  Biir- 
face  of  the  heavens;  but  those  of  the  fourth,  tilth,  and  sixth  niaunitiides 
appear  In  crowds  Inwards  the  inarRin  nf  the  Milky  Way,  while  that  remarkable 
ziine  of  IIkIiI  Is  plainly  demnnstratetl  In  be  an  enormnim  axKreKi'lion  of  minute 
stellar  objects,  very  expresnivuly  eharacteri/.ed  as  "  starnluHl."  Hence  the  siis- 
pieiiiM  naturally  arose,  that  Hieie  wiissnme  ennnecHim  lielween  theUalactic 
circle  and  the  other  iHirtinns  nf  the  heavens,  sn  that  the  whole  nilKht  fnrm  nne 
Kieat  system.  .Si  far,  thciclore,  from  lieinn  fortiiitnusly  dispersed  through 
space,  as  was  once  supposed,  the  slars  forming  nnr  flrnmincnt  are  delinitely 
arraiiKi'd;  and  the  particular  shape  nf  thewlinle  mass  or  cluster,  as  it  would 
apiM'iir  to  BiMitatoi-s  in  remote  clusters,  has  been  examimil  and  approxiinately 
sketched.  The  whole  visible  crealioii  of  stai-s  is  eoueeived  to  fnrm  a  stratum 
or  hiyer,  exIendinK  to  an  immense  but  llmitiHl  distance,  and  thin,  in  proportion 
tn  the  leiiKlh  and  br.  adili.  If  nnr  pnsition,  therefore,  is  towards  the  central 
ri'uions  of  this  stratnni.  we  shall  obviously  see  a  Kreat  KiitheriliK  of  stars.  UKglo- 
meratisl  Into  one  muss,  InnkiiiK  Inwards  tlieeUiiiKatlous.  forming  an  ap]H'arance 
aiiawerable  to  that  of  the  Milky  Way;  but  loiikiiiK  towards  eillier  of  the  sur- 
faces of  the slral mil,  we  shall  see  a  far  les.si'r  niiuils'r  nf  slars,  appearing  also 
more  distinct  and  scattered,  answeiiiiK  lo  the  aspect  uf  the  other  parts  of  the 
heavens.  Siip|s)siiiK  likewise  thesliatnm.  on  one  side,  to  lie  split  down  the 
middle,  the  apis'arance  in  Hint  direction  will  be  Hint  of  the  Niilky  Way,  divided 
thidiiKh  a  certain  extent  into  two  branches.  The  iliaKiam  may  help  to  illus- 
trate this  view  uf  the  nrchitectureof  Ihe  visible  stellar  universe,  the  small  circle 
IndicatiiiK  the  place  of  the  solar  system  in  It. 


We  thus  pass  from  the  grand  idea  nf  an  iiidividuiiil  sun  nr  star,  with  attend- 
ant plauet.s,  forming  .1  solar  system,  to  the  incomparalily  grander  conception  of 
a  vast  mass,  cluster,  or  nniverse  of  solar  systems,  many  iierhaps  surpassing  our 
own  in  niaguitnde,  and  doubtless  held  together  in  delinite  arrangement  and 
iinbrnken  hamioiiy  by  the  bond  of  gravitation.  Yet  thisstcUar  scheme, mighty 
iLs  are  its  dimensions,  is  but  a  sample  of  the  contents  of  celestial  space— a  single 
member  in  aniimirnus  family  of  similar  sidereal  assemblages,  witliin  hail  of 
the  miKlern  telescniM'.  These  remote  groups,  a  few  of  which  may  lie  detected 
by  the  naked  eye,  are  generally  spoken  of  collectively  as  nebulie,  from  their 
cUmd-like  appearance,  a  denomination  applietl  to  them  long  liefore  their  real 
character  was  known  or  suspected.  They  vary  considerably  in  shape,  size,  and 
luminiwity;  and  m'cur  mi  numbers,  w^hich  every  improvemtnt  of  the  telescope 
increases.    More  tliiiii  ^,niiO  have  now  been  obiiierved  and  catalogued. 

Taking  a  favorable  liitht  in  the  spring  or  autumn,  a  practised  eye  may  dis- 
cern a  feelile  speck  between  7  and  (  llercnlis.two  stars  of  the  third  magnitude 
north  and  south  of  each  other,  in  that  constellation  i>  being  almut  22°  nearly 
due  west  of  Vega.  Emjiloying  a  common  telencope,  i  assumes  the  appearance 
nf  a  small  and  faint  comet'ary  body,  of  a  globular  shape;  but  using  an  instru- 
ment of  tiret-ratn  power,  it  resolves  into  a  mass  of  stars,  whose  numl)er  must  he 
enonnous,  but  apparently  so  closely  wedgHl  together,  owing  to  their  remotenessi 
as  to  present  the  little  indivisible  streak  of  light  which  is  scarcely  perceptible 
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witlioiit  optical  aid.  TliP  cut  rpprpspnts  this  olijcrt  ii»  seen  in  ii  iclli'ctor  (if 
IH  iiic'lies  aiierlnrc,  and  I'li  feet  fiiral  liMintli.  II  is  ini|K>ssil>lt'.  says  an  assiduous 
observer,  to  give  a  littlnp;  represcntalinn  of  this  niagniticcnt  cluster.  Perhaps 
no  one  ever  saw  it   for  the  lirst  time   through  a  large  teleseo|M',  witlioul 

uttering  a  shout  of  won- 
der. The  heavens,  lus 
{  seen  fnini  a  sun  of  this 
astral  system,  near  its 
I  centre,  must  present  a 
most  gorgeous  appear- 
ance. In  all  (lirei'lions. 
innniiu'ralile  slat's  of  all 
magnitudes  will  lie  .sei'U, 
forming  a  spectacle  such 
as  wttnld  he  presented  hy 
I  our  heavens,  in  ca.se  the 
Milky  Way  were  ex- 
panded to  cover  the  en- 
tire celestial  sphere.  Such 
spherical  stellar  clusters 
are  common,  the  in<livul- 
uals  of  each  lieing  no 
doulit  separatwl  from  one 
another  by  as  wide  a  gulf  as  that  wliicli  exists  between  our  sun  ami  the  nearest 
star,  their  apparent  contiguity  and  compression  to  us  arising  from  their  inimeiis- 
urahle  distance. 

It  is  inferred  from  the  appearance  presented  by  many  clusters,  that  the 
components  of  each  an;  bound  together  by  nuitual  relationships,  and  constitute 
a  parlieiUar  assenddage  of  stars  governed  by  internal  laws  iiecnliar  to  itself, 
though  corresponding  generally  with  those  which  prevail  in  other  sidereal  sys- 
tems. The  common  occurrence  of  the  globular  shape,  and  of  great  central  con- 
densation, the  light  there  running  up  into  an  unbroken  blaze,  may  perhaps  be 
accepted  as  evidence  of  the  attraction  of  gravitation.  It  is  .striking  to  catch 
a  glimpse  of  a  law  with  which  we  are  so  familiar— the  law  that  unites  the 
atoms  that  compose  the  earth -in  prevailing  oiH'ration  millions  of  leagues  away 
from  our  terrestrial  ri'sidence,  binding  together  in  spherical  m:isses  whole 
sidereal  systems.    Such  a  fact,  however,  commonly  suggests  no  further  remark

Ilcult  object  to  resolve,  apjiears  as  a  spot  of  <'loudy  light  in  the  sword-handle  ol 
I'er.seus.  Itut  sullicient  optical  aid  di.s<'riiuinates  'Is  stellar  coTu|ioueids,  ami 
discloses  to  view  a  grouping  together  of  an  immense  number  of  stars,  with  a 
circlet  of  brighter  individuals  towards  the  centre. 

liut  the  globular  form,  though  common,  is  by  no  nu'ans  unvarying.  There 
are  oval  shapes,  while  sonu'  are  of  very  irregular  outhne,  and  present  a  fantius- 
tic  appearance.  In  Canes  Venatici  a  cluster  appears  which  has  been  calleil  the 
ghost  of  the  planet  Saturn,  as  seen  with  his  rings  in  a  vertical  position.  Hut 
the  same  scheme  itS  stars  presents  a  strikingly  dillerent  aspect  according  ius  it 
is  viewed  with  inferior  or  more  powerful  instrumental  means.  Illustrative 
representations  are  auni'xed  i>(  the  Crab  Cluster  in  Taurus,  and  the  Dumb-bell 
eluslerin  Vulpecula  et  An.ser,  as  seen  in  the  telescopes  of  Sir  John  Ilerschel 
and  Lord  liosse. 

Here  we  have  llrniamenta  or  clu.sters,  insulated  in  space,  each  eonstltuting 
a  sidereal  family  equal  to  that  to  which  our  sun  belongs. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  our  lirmament  is  but  one  of  a  series,  and  probably 
one  of  (he  smaller  chaudiei-s  in  tlio  great  mansion  of  the  universe,  All  the 
stars  .'iriil  constellations  that  shine  in  the  nddnight  sky,  constitute  a  stellar 
scloMne  which  is  lint  a  unit  of  a  countless  number.  .\s  seen  from  the  faint 
objects  we  discern  in  the  .sidi^  of  llercnli'S  or  the  swonl-hanille  of  I'ersens,  our 
whole  splii're  would  be  ccunpressed  into  a  snnill  streak  of  light,  and  appear  in 
si>ace  like  a  snow-ilake  in  our  atmosphi're!  \Vc  may  conclude,  however,  that 
as  the  lirmament,  which  the  nnaidetl  eye  of  nuin  surveys,  is  but  a  member  of  a 
vast  fannly  of  systems  which  his  as.-usted  vision  scan.s,  so  that  family  may  be 
no  more  than  as  a  <lrop  to  the  ocean,  a  grain  of  sand  to  the  mass  of  the  ghdie, 
compared  with  what  lies  beyond  the  bounds  of  telescopic  sight,  hid  in  regions 
which  mortal  gaze  will  never  ex|dore  or  visit.  Suppose  we  could  actually 
travel  iicross  the  space  through  which  the  terrestrial  eye  can  penetrate, and  take 
our  station  at  the  iH)int  which  is  now  the  limit  of  vision,  would  there  not  Is-  a 
territory  lying  before  u.s.  niual  to  that  we  should  have  left  behind,  in  the  nnm- 
b«ir,  grandeur,  and  variety  of  its  works?  That  the  Divine  capability  has  oper- 
ated no  further  than  where  a  limit  is  put  to  human  investigation— that  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  Divine  dominions  have  been  .surveyed,  when  we 
have  arriviHl  at  a  point  which  we  cannot  pass— it  were  folly  and  presumption 
to  imagine.  That  part  of  space  beyoiul  which  the  art  and  genius  of  man  fail 
to  conduct  his  glance,  simply  reminds  ns  that  we  are  linite  Ix'ings,  ami  have 
reached  the  limit  which  at  present  circumscribes  Unite  powers. 

We  now  procec<l  to  notice  another  class  of  obje<'ts  in  the  heavens,  similarly 
cloud-like  in  appearance  with  the  preceding,  but  ti(  a  totally  dilTerent 
constitution.  It  was  formerly  supposed  that  all  nebula' were  aggre- 
gations (d'  stars;  anil  though  many  resisted  every  elbirt  made  to  detn't 
a  true  stellar  composition  by  separating  the  coin|H>nents,  this  was 
thought  to  lie  entirely  owing  to  their  extrcuu' remotein'.ss  from  the 
earth,  and  the  want  of  sulhcient  instrunu'ntal  power.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  of  the  truth  of  this  surmise  in  a  multitude  of  instances,  or 
that  there  arc  star-clusters  at  such  an  enormous  distance  that  they 
just  loom  into  view,  but  refuse  to  render  up  to  us  the  secret  of  their 
constructiiiti,  aixl  will  never  appear  otherwise  than  iLs  faint  cloudlets 
to  the  eye  of  man.  Hut  of  late  years  the  surprising  result  has  been 
made  known  by  the  a|iplicatiiiu  of  the  spii'lroscope  In  these  objei'ts, 
that  some  of  the  linghtest.  probably  situated  at  distances  far  within 
those  at  which  the  true  star-systems  are  placed, have  mi  solid  or  liquid 
matter,  liiit  are  mjisses  of  lundnous  gas,  imiicateil  to  be  nitrogen  ami 
hydrogen. 

The  longest  kimwn  of  these  strange  and  mysterious  mdiulosities, 
snpi«ise<l  also  to  be  on-j  of  the  nearest,  ap|H'ars  in  the  girdle  of  Andro- 
nietla,  and  has  been  called  "the  transcendently  beautiful  (Jueen  of  the

•'  lint "  what,"  says  I'aley, "  do  we  mean  by  the  laws  of  nature,  or  by  any  law  'f  ElTiK'ts 
are  pnsluciHl  by  power,  not  by  laws.  A  law  cannot  execute  itself.  A  law  refers  us  to 
an  ngeiit,"  These  sidereal  aggiegallons  are  generally  round  in  form,  with  distinct  appear- 
ances uf  gradual  central  cuudensation.    One  of  Uie  more  remarkable,  a  somewhat  dif-

nebnhe."  It  is  visible  lo  Jie  nak(>il  eye  in  the  absence  of  the  moon, 
and  has  often  Isn't!  mistaken  for  a  comet,  'i'his  nebula  is  of  a  lenti- 
cular sha|ie,  when  viewed  with  small  telescopes,  lint  all  regularity  ol 
outline  is  lost  when  those  with  large  apertures  aie  ii.sed.  It  then 
appeals  intensely  bright,  but  the  light  on  oni'side  is  suihlelily  intei- 
nipti'd  by  a  dark  space,  after  which  the  hazy  Ught  reconnuences,  but 
is  again  cut  otT  by  an  olis<Mire  voiil.  Many  miuntu  stars  appc'ar  to  Is' 
projected  on  the  face  of  the  nebula;  but  these  may  lie  only  points  of 
light  indicating  denser  portions  of  the  nebulous  matter.  This  object 
foinis  nearly  a  right  angli:il  triangle  with  AlmaiU'h  and  Mirac,  the  two 
principal  stars  in  Andionieda.  It  may  be  caught  by  a  go<Hl  eye  on  a 
fav<irable  night  by  projecting  a  line  from  Slieratan,  the  lecond  star  In 
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AriM,  tlirmiKli  Miiae,  to  alioiit  4^°  beyond.    It  is  about  balf  a  degree  long,  ami 
from  I.T  to  3)   liroiid. 

While  Ki'iierally  exliiblting  toleralily  ilelbied  shapefl  in  the  depths  of  space, 
some  of  tlie  more  eoiisideralih'  nebiilie  liave  a  slraiigely  irregiihir  aspect  and 
outline.    Tliin  is  especially  the  ciune  willi  reference  to  the  great  nebula  of  Orion, 
one  (if  the  most  extraordinary  objects  in  the  heavens,  for  its  great  extent,  ine- 
<|naliti('S  of  light  and  sliiule,  and  eaprii'ions  form.   It  occurs  in  tlie  sword-handle 
o!'  Ihe  llgure  which  forms  the  constellation;  and  a  good  eye  may  discern  it  with- 
out the  assistance  of  a  glass.  This  nebula,  as  discerned  by  the  naked  eye,  exhib- 
its an  indellnite,  foggy  ap(H'arance.     It  is  brighter,  more  diffuse  and  strange, 
when      tOewiipi    is    n.seil;  but  the 
whole  light  and  power  of   IIiTschel's 
forty  feel  reflector  could  not  resolve 
it  i.. to  distinct  stars.    Itsecniscom- 
pose<l  of  little  llo<-ky  masse.s.or  wiH|)S 
of   I'loud,   adhering  to   some   snuill 
Stars  at  its  outskirts,  and  enveloping 
one  with  an  atmosphere  of  considcra- 
lile  extent.     From   a  comparison  of 
I  he  descriptions  and  drawings  of  this 
object,  since  the  time  of  Ilnygelis, 
great  alterations  might  \»:  interred 
Hut  astronomical  delineation  was  not 
then  sulllciently  advanced  to  render 
the  diagrams  at  all  satisfactory,  nor 
were    the    instruments     sulllciently 
ioweiful.    'I'lie  lirst  rigidly  accuu'ate 
representation  of  it   is  that  by  8ir 
.lolm    llei.;ehel,  which   justifies    its 
lamiliar   name,   that  of   the   Fish's 
Month,  as  it  certainly  resembles  the 
head  and  yawning  jawsof  some  nion 
sirous  ijiimal.  with  a  kind  of  probos 
cis  rnnningont  from  the  snout.    The 
(Ireat    Nebula    in    Orion    has   been 
ileeisively  shown  by  the  spectroscope 

to  be  a  va.st  mass  of  luminous  vajKir.  glowing  even  to  incandescence  amid  the 
intensity  of  cold  supposed  to  pervaile  all  open  space.    A   large  number  of 
exceedingly  minute  red  stars  are  apparently  connecttsl  with  certiiin  parts  of 
the  lilmy  nuitcri.tl,  probably  not  of  the  .same  nature  iui  the  real  stars,  but  points 
rendered  more  luminous  by  an  increase  id'  <lensity.    The  apparent  supcrllcial 
magnitude  of  this  wonderful  object  is  e(iual  to  three  or  four  times  that  of  the 
ni(M>n's  disk.    Its  absolute  dimensions  must  therefore  be  enormous.    .Supposing 
it   at  the  distance  of  a  star  ivf  the 
eighth  magnitude,  its  size  nuisl  be  at 
leiisi  .'i,'jo.s,(!(«i.(K»i.iKio.i"»M"H>,  or  more 
t'lni  live  trillions  of  times  that  of  the

tioMS.  lint  tills  eonllagrition  belongs  to  many  of  the  true  star  lusters,  as 
well  as  to  the  objects  which  are  only  known  to  us  as  irresolvable  cloudlets- 
Oilier  examples  are  of  circular  or  oblong  shape,  wliicli  often  show  decided 
svmploios  of  i-entral  condensation,  giving  them  the  appearance  of  stars  sur- 
roundisl  by  extensive  hazy  almosplicics,  while  thiMreipicnt  arrangement  of 


the  real  stars  in  pairs  is  repeated  by  duplicate  uebulio.  In  numerous  in- 
stancas,  the  patches  of  cloudy  light  have  no  tolerably  dellmsl  outlines,  beingcut 
Into  and  pierced  through  by  deep  holes  or  clefts;  and  also  drawn  out  into  long 
wisps  and  streams,  thinning  away  into  iuvLslhility.  Two  very  remarkable 
objects,  well  known  to  mariners,  being  visibhi  to  the  nakfsl  eye,  ilistingiiisli  the 
southern  llrmament.  They  are  chmdy  masses  of  light,  called  XnlKunila  iMajor 
and  Minor,  greater  and  lesser  cloud,  but  familiarly  referred  to  as  the  Magellanic 
clouds  after  the  navigator,  Magellan,  who  wits  one  of  their  lirst  Kuropean 
observers. 

The  existence  of  a  gaseous  substance  extending  over  immense  regions  of 

space,  .self-luminous  and  highly  plios- 
phorcscenl,  may  now  be  accepted  as 
a  well  establishcd.facl.  If  regarded 
as  a  kind  of  rudimentary  material 
out  of  which  "the  worlds  were 
made,"  and  .systems  are  still  forming 
under  control  of  slow  and  silently 
conducted  proces.s<-s  of  mechanical 
union  and  chemical  combination, 
no  uneasy  feeling  need  disturb  re- 
ligionists, as  was  the  case  when  the 
nebular  hypothesis  was  first  broached 
as  though  based  on  atheistical  prin- 
ciples. It  is  an  entire  misconception 
to  suppose  that  it  substitutes  growth 
for  creation  and  puts  material  neces- 
sity in  the  place  of  Eternal  Provi- 
dence. In  inferring  that  the  solar 
system  has  been  formed  out  of  a 
nebulous  mass  by  the  gradual  opera- 
tion of  physical  la\vs,tliere  is  a  Su- 
|irenie  First  (';;use,  by  whose  will 
those  laws  wire  appointed,  and  by 
whose  power  tlieyare  infinential,  as 
necessarily  implied  as  in  the  contrary 
spimi  Nebui*.  supposition    that  the  whole  frame. 

work  of  the  solar  universe,  perfect  in  all  its  parts,  was  called  into  existence  by 
the  divine  volition  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye.  Why  should  gravitation  be  an 
attribute  of  matter  y  Why  slioiud  change  occur  in  tlie  disposition  of  material 
constituents V  Why  should  adittiised,  giuseous,  and  luminous  nebulosity  con- 
dense, and  become  in  the  sweep  of  ages  rt  solid  globe,  adapted  for  the  sustenance 
of  animal  life,  and  the  gratilication  of  intellectual  natures':'  Or  why  should 
there  have  been  a  primordial  condition,  the  formless  void  of  sacred  writings, 

the  chaos  of  ancient  nations,endowed 
with  wondrous  i)roperties  of  enter- 
ing into  new  ccunbinationsy  The 
answer  to  these  ipiestions  refoi's 
us  to  an  intelligent  and  omnipo- 
tent lleing  whose  free  choice  orig- 
ginatwl  the  gv-mal  elements,  placed 
lliein  under  tlio  action  of  laws 
«r,.„dD«ui.i..N.i,ui»..  adapted    to    accomplish     His     de- 

signs,  and  those  laws  are  sim|dy  the  tools  with  which  He  is  pleiusod 
to  work.
